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PREFACE 


F we look back to the Origin of the Art of Medicines 
we ſhall find its firſt Foundations to be owing to mere 


Chance, unforeſeen Events, and natural Inſtinct. 
Nor does it appear there were in the Beginning any pub- 
lic Profeſſors of this moſt uſeful Branch of Learning; 
for ſick Perſons were placed in Croſs-Ways, and other 

ublic Places, to receive the Advice of Paſſengers who 
had Skill ſufficient to direct them to an efficacious Re- 
medy, ſuitable to their Diſorder. And the better to pre- 
ſerve the Memory of any remarkable Cure, the Diſeaſe, 
the Remedy, and the Succeſs were engraved on Pillars, 
or written on the Walls of Temples, that Patients in the 
like Caſes might have Recourſe thereto for Inſtruction 
and Relief, Me 

Hence it appears that the Riſe of this Art was owing 
to repeated Trials and long Experience, which gave an 
Inſight into the Virtues of Herbs and Plants, Metals 
and Minerals; and in what Diſeaſes they were attended 
with moſt Succeſs, The Skill of the firſt Phyſicians was 
therefore termed Se Experience] and they them - 
ſelves were called ure, [Emperics] Words which 
however miſapply'd at preſent to — and illiterate 
Pretenders, will tor ever point out the true Method of 
medical Improvement, And had as much Time been 
ſpent in making cautious Experiments, and writing ac- 
curate Hiſtories of Diſeaſes, as in the inventing new 
Theories, and intermingling falſe Philoſophy with true 
phyſical Knowledge, this Art would have appear'd in 
its true genuine Luſtre long ago, Is. it owing to Lazi- 
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neſs, Inattention, or too haſty a Purſuit after Fame, 
that we hear of ſo many Patients cured, who have been 
given over by the Phyſicians ? Shall Gentlemen of ſu- 
perior Learning, great Abilities, and a thorough Ac- 
quaintance with the animal Oeconomy, ſuffer themſelves 
to be excell'd by ignorant Medicaſters, when they them- 
ſelves are beſt qualify'd to adminiſter with Judgment the 
moſt potent Medicines of every Kind? If theſe are the 
edge Tools of Phyſic, in whoſe Hands ſhall they be 
truſted, but in theirs, who are beſt able to wield the 
to vanquiſh the formidable Enemies, which bid Defiance 
to every, gentler Method ? 
But a Backwardneſs to make Improvements is not all 
we have cauſe to lament ; for there is a ſtrange Repug- 
nance in many to admit any new Diſcovery, however 
beneficial to Mankind. Of this the Peruvian Bark is a 
notorious Inſtance, which made its way into the World 
with ſuch unaccountable Difficulty, I might alſo men- 
tion the Time when the Lues Venerea firſt appear'd in 
Europe, when the Cure of that filthy Diſeaſe was entire- 
ly ia the Hands of Barbers and other Perſons of the 
ſame Claſs ; who boldly ventured upon Mercury, practi- 
Ted with Succeſs, and quickly filled their Pockets; while 
the regular Phyſician, adhering cloſely to the Rules of 
Galen, uttered ſharp InveCtives againſt theſe enterpriſing 
. Quacks, and gave their Patients the Satisfaction of dy- 
ing miſerably according to Art. How neceſſary there- 
fore is it for a Practitioner to be void of Prejudice, to- 
abound with Candour, and to embrace real Improve- 
ments with Eagerneſs. 
But in other Reſpects it is happy for us that former 
Ages and the preſent admit no parallel; all Sects and 
Parties are now baniſhed from the Commonwealth of 
Medicine, the operoſe Jumbles of Compoſitions are ex- 
pung'd from our Diſpenſatories, and this ſalutary Art is 
again reaſſuming the native Splendor of its original Sim- 
plicity. Others are treading in the ſame Steps with our 
immortal Sydenham, who was an Imitator of Hipocrates, 
and whoſe Works ſhall live, when a thouſand 7heoretical 
Volumes are condemn'd to the baſoſt Ulcs. Me

There are Powers in Nature which are beyond the 
Reach of our intellectual Faculties, and Phenomena which 
have baffled the Enquiries of Ages, tho' they ſeem to 
come more immediately under the Examination of our 
Senſes. How then can we determine what is doing be- 
hind the Curtain ? By what Hypotheſis can we explain 
the freſh Vegetation of mangled Trees and Plants, a 
the various Methods of their Propagation ? Or by wh 
Theory now in vogue, can we accounteven for the Re- 
genergtion of a Lobſter's Claw ? Much leſs can we tell 
why the Iſſue of two different Animals loſes the Power * 
of Generation, And yet that this is the-Caſe of Quad- 
rupedes, has long been generally known, It is likewiſe - 
the ſame with Birds, as all who delight in breeding thole gf 
the ſinging Kind can affirm from their own Experiepce. | 
With regard to our own Bodies, it is true, in the utmoſt 
Extent of the Phraſe, that we are fearfully and wonder 
fully made, and the more we-enquire into the. Nature of 
Man, the more Reaſon we have to admire the Wiſdom 
and Power of the Creator ; and the greater Occalion to 
confeſs our own Ignorance. But the Laws of Nature 
are more within our Reach, and to gain Acquaintance 
with them is an Occupation worthy of a true Philoſo- 
pher, and without which no Man deſerves the Name of 
a Phyſician. Pa 

| Now as ſome Improvements have been made in this 
Reſpect, and Medicines diſcover'd or differently apply'd, 
of which no tolerable Account has yet been given in any 
practical Treatiſe of this Kind, I thought I could not do 
a greater Service to the Public, than to bring together 
the beſt Parts of different Authors, and to place them 
in ſuch a Manner, as I hope will be of great Uſe to 


many young Phyſicians, and as for the more experienced, &- 


if it does not improve their Knowledge, it will at jeaſt 
refreſh, their Memories. Of this I am now the more 
confident, not only from the kind Reception the two 
former Editions have met with, but alſo from the fa- 
vourable Sentiments that ſome of the firft Rank for 
Merit among the Faculty, have been pleaſed to diſcover 


relating thereto. And certainly every Aſſiſtance how 
A 2 ſmall 
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ſmall ſoever, muſt' be looked upon with a favourable 
Eye, which has a Tendency to prevent Errors in Prac- 
tice, and conſequently to ſave the Lives of many, who 
might otherwiſe fall Victims to want of Skill in ſome of 
the Profeſſors of this moſt neceflary Art. I might, with 
more Eaſe to myſelf, have digeſted the Extracts which 
I have collected into one continued Diſcourſe, but then 
2 have wanted the Authority which ſuch a Trea- 
iſe requires. When Authors of great Note. differ in 
their Opinions, about any material Point, I have not 
concealed it, that Practitioners might proceed with Cauꝰ 
tion, and not determine too raſhly in doubtful Matters; 
but leave the Deciſion to careſul Obſervation and un- 
biaſs'd Experience. 8 ; 
] have given yanous Prefcriptions in moſt Diſeaſes, 
not as an ablolute Standard for Practice, but as Patterns 
for Imitation, which, generally ſpeaking, are to be va- 
ry'd according to the Sex, Age, and Conſtitution of 
the Patient. Of theſe I have chiefly prefer*'d the moſt 
fmple; for I think nothing more deſtructive to ſound 
Practice, than an inconſiſtent Farrago, which renders it 
 Impoſlible ever to determine the Virtue of any Medicine, 
or to know to what their ſucceſsful or pernicious Effects 
are owing. Conceited Authors may rail at ſpecific Qua- 
lities as much as they pleaſe, but it is impoſſible for them 
to make any Proficiency in the Art of Healing withour 
an adequate Knowledge of the Alterations each Drug 
will produce in a human Body, not by their mechanical 
Action, but by their ſingular Properties. And ] hear- 
tily wiſh this Branch of it was purſued with Diligence, 
and improved with Judgment. I ſhould be glad to 
know whether the Knowledge of the Effects of the four 
Herculean Remedies are owing to reaſoning à Priori or. not? 
I 'mean Opium, Mercury, the Peruvian Bark, and Stcel, 
to which may be added a Fifth, which is Antimony. For 
if our Acquaintance with the Virtue of theſe is the Re- 
ſult of Experience only, why ſhould we ſtop in our En- 
quiries; or conclude we have already arrived at the Ne 
Plus ultra of the A/culapian Art ? 3

1 am no Enemy to the mechanical Prafiice, but am 
very ſure it falls greatly ſhort of Expectation; and alſo 
that the Manner of ſome in explaining- the Effects of 
Medicines is very inſufficient. When we ate told very 
gravely, that Quickſilver in the Blood Veſſels is "like 
Shot in a Bottle, which by its Gravity and Momen — 5 
ſcours off all Impurities, and opens all Obſtruction 

know not whether it ought to _ our Lauer or In» 
dignation, IP 

But ſuppoſing this is allowed to be an ingenious Solu- 
tion of its ſurpriſing Operation, I ſhall ſtill be at a loſs to 
account for its Virtues in external Applications, or why 
the very Water that it is boiled in proven an A 
tic of a ſuperior Claſs. 

This is a ſmall Specimen of the Reaſoning of thoſe 
Gentlemen who would be thought wy ſkilful in abſtruſe 
Matters; which generally proceeds from a ſtrange Re- 
pugnancy in human Nature to be eſteem'd ignorant of 
many Things, which are placed without the Sphere of 
our Knowledge. Hence all the Abſurdities of Des 
Cartes, and his Followers, who have taken ' vaſt Pains 
to circumſcribe the Univerſe within the Laws of Matter 
and Motion: Hence ſuch a ſtrange Variety of Cobweb 
Theories which have been induſtrioufly propagated” and 
eagerly followed, to the no ſmall] Detriment of the Art 
of healing, and the endangering the Lives of Millions 
of unhappy Patients, Attempts like theſe muſt needs be 
fruitleſs and vain ; for all ſedate and ſagacious Enquirers 
muſt be forced to own, that every Animal Function and 
the Progreſs of Nature in al] Diſeaſes, diſdain the Efforts 
of human Reaſon to bring them under Subjection. The 
vital Principle and ſpontaneous Motion 'of the moſt de- 
ſpicable Inſects, remain impenetrable Secrets; and the 
pretended Diſcovery of Leeuenbrek relating to the Pri- 
mordia of Animals is a moſt glaring Inſtance” of the 
Folly and Credulity of Mankind. A modeſt Philoſo- 
— will ſtudy to find out the proper Objects of our 

nowledge, and how far well directed human Enquiries 
may probably reach. He will likewiſe make a judicious 
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Application of his Diſcoveries, and not ſtretch mecha- 


nic Laws beyond the Limits appointed by Nature. 


Let none think that Medicines are to be given at ran» 


| dom i in every Stage of acute Diſeaſes ; for here the Phy- 
| fician's Judgment is abſolutely neceſſary. And the fea- 


ſonable Exhibition of a Remedy, after the Guidance of 
Nature, will always diſtinguiſh the able Practitioner from 
the dangerous Qu Quack, For this Reaſon. I have been 
careful in reciting all the Symptoms of Diſeaſes, and 
their-natural Progreſs to Recovery or Death. 

There is — I would recommend more to a Prac- 
titioner, than Affability and Sweetneſs of Temper, with 
regard to the Patient, and to take all prudent Methods 
to — up his Spirits ; nay, even when in a Diſeaſe, it 
is neceſſary to wait to obſerve the Tendency of Nature, 
it will not be amiſs to give innocent Trifles, to convince 
him he is not neglected. For when a ſick Perſon is per- 
ſuaded that he has a diligent and able Phyſician, that 


very Perſuaſion will contribute greatly to promote the 


Cure. On the other hand, there is nothing more dan- 


gerous than a fatal Prognoſtic M for this, inſtead of de- 


monſtrating ſuperior Knowledge, too often either dejects 


che Patient, and haſtens his Exit, or proves the wou'd 


be Aſtulapius to be a mere Medicaſter, who perhaps 
would be better pleaſed with a ſiniſter Event, than to ſee 
his Skill in Prediction baffled by a Recovery, which 
would plainly prove him to be no infallible Conjurer. 

I would alſo adviſe, that Regard may be paid to the 
Patient's Appetite or Longing for any particular Thing, 


however incongruous it may ſeem. For we have been 


taught by Experience, that Gratifications of this Kind 
have had a ſalutary Effect. Thus cold Water, Grapes, 
Oyſters, Herrings, and the like, have cured the Diſeaſe 
when the Phyſician has attempted it in vain. Examples 
to confirm this, are frequent in accurate Writers; Tu- 


Nis in particular affirms, he has known the like happen 
an hundred Times in the Quartan Ague and Dropſy. 


Analogous to this is the Pica or Longing of pregnant 


Women, who have eaten and drank what would have 


been highly prejudicial to others, both as to Quantity and 
oy 
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Quality. And it is well known, if theſe Things could DE 
not be obtained, or have been denied, what terrible Con- 


ſequences have enſued : So neceſſary it 1s to follow the 
Indications of Nature.' . b en 
In the former Edition I made ſome Im 
throughout the whole Work; but more eſpecially in 
acute Diſeaſes; and in this I am enabled to make very 
uſeful Additions to the Treatment of Chronical Maladies, 
from the Diſcoveries of Gentlemen whoſe Names will 
appear in their proper Places, and whoſe greateſt Praiſe 
is, that they have communicated freely what they might 
have concealed for their own Emolument, ſacrificing pri- 
vate Intereſt to the good of the Public. However 1 
muſt beg leave to obſerve that the Solution of corroſive 
Sublimate is not a new Remedy, even in the Form it 


is now given, for Mr. Richard Brooke of Maryland, has 


long made uſe of it in the ſame Manner, and with the 
ſame Succeſs. This Gentleman was well known to many 
of the Faculty during his Abode in London two or three 
Years ago; and before he left England he ſent me ſeveral 
peculiar Remedies with a Deſire to have them inſerted in 
the ſecond Edition of this Treatiſe, However the Papers 
being unhappily miſlaid, I could not perform his Re- 


queſt. But as this was among them, and does Honour 


to his Abilities, I was willing to take ſome notice of it, 

as it is the only Reparation I can now make him, at 

leaſt till 1 hear from him again. | | 
With regard to the Solanum, I am afraid the Effects 


of it are very dubious 3; for though Junker ſays he has 


ſeen a moſt deplorable Cancer cure 
of it in ſuch a Manner as to give M Encouragement 
for bringing it into Practice in Cafes of *his Kind; and 
T wiſh J could fay the Hoſpitals had found the Virtues 


ie, yer he ſpeaks 


of it anſwer their Expectation. However us the Ex- 


hibition of the Solanum, eſpecially of the Garden kind, 


is attended with no dangerous Symptoms, but has 


met with Succeſs. in ſome Caſes, it may ſerve to regs 
vive the Uſe of certain Vegetables which are come 
monly called Poiſons; though there are many 8 
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uſed in Medicine more worthy of that Name; for every 
one knows that very large Doſes of a draſtic Purge will 
'as certainly kill, as the moſt deleterious Vegetable of them 
all. It is likewiſe certain that Semina Woſciani, Cicuta, 
&c. may be ſafely given in larger Doſes than Opium. 
Now as theſe act more directly on the Brain, perhaps 
they may not be improperly given to rectiſy the Diſor- 
ders which proceed from that Part. This may ſeem a 
Paradox, but is not wholly unſupported by Authority; 
for Sir Theodore Turquet de Mayerne affirms, that Sem. 
Moſc. are an excellent Remedy againſt the Epilepſy, if 
taken for forty Days. The Doſe at firſt is ſix Grains, 
which muſt be gradually increaſed to twenty. Paul 
Herman preſcribed a Scruple for an Hænoptet, and Hof- 
man has enlarged the Doſe ſtill higher. With regard to 
the Cicuta major, I have been lately informed that it has 
cured Madneſs, but this I will not wartant for Fact. 
However the Root has formerly been given inwardly with 
Safety. Pettiver declares he has taken half an Qunce of 
it at a Time without any bad Effect; and Dr, Bowles, 7 
as we are told by Ray, affirms, he has given a.Sctuple of 
it in malignant Fevers, and before the Fit of a Quartan 
Ague, as the beſt Diaphoretic then known. Reanalmus 
ve the Powder of it in Wine from one Scruple to two, 
and from one Dram to two in Infuſion, , againſt a Schir- 
. Thous Liver and Pancreas, with happy Succeſs. 
This being the Caſe there can be no Harm in making 
a Trial of their Effects in deſperate Diſeaſes, and where 
there is no Cure to be expected but by the Aſſiſtance of 
ſome powerful Agent. However I ſhall not recommend 
any Drug of a more dangerous kind, though I know a 
Powder prepared from Arſgnic that has cured all Sorts of 
| Fevers; Wepfer was acquainted with a Decoction of the 
1 ſame kind, which he calls, Decocium Arſenicale, febrifu-

O attain a x compleat Hiſtory of | Diſcafes; ſuch 
W Enquiries are to be made, and Circumſtances 
2 T N — which ſhow the Genius and State of the 
M Diſeaſe; and the Operations and Effects of the 
XX Medicines are to be carefully obſerved... A parti- 
cular Regard muſt be had to the Symptoms, Which 
differ ſtrangely in different Subjects on Account of the various 
Conſtitutions of different Bodies. For we often ſee the ſame 
Aliment, the ſame Cathartic, the ſame Emetie, and even the ſame 
Poiſon produce various Effects in different Conſtitutions: Like- 
wiſe the morbific Cauſes of the ſame Nature produce different 
Appearances of the Diſeaſe, with regard to the Symptom and 
Event, according as the Subjects differ. 

It will be therefore neceſſary to enquire into. the A „ Ser. 
Structure, and Habit of the Body, or the acquired abit and 
Strength of the Patient, and whether he has an hereditary , 
ſition to this or that Diſeaſe. In Childhood there is a remarkable 
Softneſs of the Fibres, a lax and thin Habit, with an abundance * 
of Serum; young Perſons have tenſe and contractile Fibres With 
more hot Blood, which is alſo more apt for Motion. Thoſe that 
are old have a great Rigidity of the Solids, and a Straitneſs of the 

Paſſages, Veſſels, and Canals, with a Salſo- ſulphureaus Dyſeraſy of 
the Humours. From this different Conſtitution of the Parts ariſe 
the different State and Mechaniſm of the Solids and Fluids, and a 


Proneneſs to certain Diſeaſes; as alſo the Varigty of Manners 
and Inclinations, 
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2 Of ENQUIRIES, fo be made 


_ Likewiſe Regard muſt be had to the female Sex, for they are 

no only obnoxious to diſtint Diſeaſes, which ariſe from Diſor- 
f the Menſes and Child-bearing, but the Syſtem of their 
Nerves is likewiſe more weak, whence they are more \liable to 
ſpaſtic and convulſive Diſorders, and are more eaſily reſtored to 
Health than Men. 

It is likewiſe proper to know whether the Patient be of a lax or 
tenſe Habit of Body; whether the Veſſels are ſlender and nu- 
2 or large and few; becauſe in narrow and ſlender Canals, 

e progreſſive Motion of the Fluids is more difficult, as well as 

ions and Excretions; for theſe are more quick and rea- 

ro when the Fibres are tenſe, and the Veſſels pretty large. 

Whence we may obſerve, that they are more liable. to Diſorders, 

and grow well with more Difficulty whoſe Fibres are more ſtrong, 

and whoſe Circulation of the Fluids is more quick. The ſame 
alſo be ſaid of lean and fat Perſons. 

egard is alſo to be had to the Colour of the Face and Skin, 

fair, florid, and clear Complexion, ſhow the Purity and the 

Zellucidneſs of the lyniphatic Fluids; if it be livid, lurid, and 

ellow they diſcover a Salino-ſulphureous Impurity of the lame, 
The diſordered Secretion in the proper Organs efpecially of the 

r. 

It appears from daily Obſervation, that the Debility, Defects, 

and F — of the Viſcera and Fibres, as well as Diſeaſes proceed. 

from thence often deſcend to the Children; and the Practi- 
tioner ſhould be informed hereof. For hereditary Imbecillities 
and Weakneſſes are more difficult to be cured, more readily re- 
turn and tire the Phyſician's Patience than others. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to know the Strength; whether the 
5 atient's Spirits are low, eſpecially in the Beginning of an acute 
Diſeaſe, for Weakneſs and Lowneſs are then bad Signs. But if 
the Perſon is in Strength and Vigour, which appear from the 
Motion and Impulſe of the Fluids, there are great Hopes of re- 
covering Health. 

Me are not only to examine the Condition of the Body, but 
the State of the Mind, and what Diforders it is liable to ; becauſe 
there is a wonderful Connexion between the Mind and the Body. 
For a greater Tenſity and Mobility of the Fibres and Solids diſ- 
poſes the Mind'to Anger ; whereas a Laxity and Defect of the 
vis Matrix ſhow the Perſon to be diſpirited, timid and fearful, 
On the other hand, Anger increaſes the Tone and Contractions 
of the Solids, and renders the Fluids more impetuous; but Timi- 
dity diſſolves and dejects the Strength, whence the Circulation of 
the Fluids is more flow. Terror greatly conſtringes the Surface 
: and e extreme Parts of the Body, and drives the Blood to the inte- 
rior 


relating to the Patient. 3 
rior and noble Parts, that is the Præcordia and Head; whence 
proceed grievous Diſorders, eſpecially of the genus Nervoſum, 
which it enervates and renders languid. The ſame may be ſaid 
of Sadneſs, which often proceeds from a Defect of the Viſcera, 
and a faulty Circulation of the Fluids ; as in the hypochondriac 
Paſſion ; but when its hurtful Influence attacks the ſolid Parts, it 
wonderfully. dejects the Strength of the whole Body, and hurts its 
Functions, relaxing and leſſening the Strength of the Fibres. 

If the Mind is not compoſed and at Eaſe, but ſubject to vari- 
ous Paſſions and Commotions, Diſeaſes: are cured with greater 
Difficulty, therefore Enquiry is to be made whether the Patient is 
not addicted to hard Study, and to profound and fatiguing Medi- 
tations, which is common in thoſe who apply themſelves to the 
Study of the Metaphyſics and Mathematics, and are fond of noc- 
turnal Lucubrations; for intenſe thinking conſumes the Spirits, 
and brings on a Weakneſs of the Brain and nervous Parts g 
whence they are ſubject to dangerous Diſeaſes of the Head, name- 
ly, Apoplexy, Melancholy, Madneſs, and Weakneſs of Memory. 

It can hardly be imagined what a Conſent there is between 
the Brain and its Membranes ; between the Stomach and the 
adjoining Inteſtines, they being greatly nervous, and indued with 
an exquiſite Senſe ;, whence many Students are troubled with a 
bad Digeſtion, Coſtiveneſs, and the hypochondriac Paſſion. 

Beſides, it is neceſſary to conſider the Place where the Patient 
lives, the Nature of the Air, and his uſual Diet. Places that 
ſtand high expoſed to the Winds, have a more pure and ſalubri- 
ous Air; thoſe that are low breathe an Air which is more con- 
denſed, more thick and full of impure Vapours ; than which no- 
thing can tend more to generate grievous and chronical Affections, 
and to deſtroy the Vigour and Strength of the Solids, | 

With Regard to Diet, Enquiry muſt be made whether 
feed groſsly, and live upon Fleſh that is ſmoke-dried and ſal 
and coarſe Bread, to which thoſe who live in maritime Places are 
accuſtomed ; and are ſubject to a Dyſcraſia, or a ſcorbutic Im- 
purity, which is endemic in thoſe Parts. Or whether the Pati- 
ent has been uſed to eat Summer Fruits, Salads, farinaceous 
Things fryed with Butter, Eggs, and ſuch like. Some delight 
in Cheeſe, and feed upon it immoderately, which produces Ob- 
ſtructions, and generates Gravel. Next, Enquiry muſt be made 
into their Kinds of Drink, for if it be temperate, aqueous and di- 
luting, it is more healthy. Hence groſs nouriſhing malt Liquors, 
eſpecially if ſtale, as well as Wine and Spirits drank upon an 
empty Stomach, tend greatly to the Deſtruction of Health; for

Wen a Man wants plenty of Fluid to preſerve Health, no- 
thing can be worſe than to drink too ſparingly, for the ſmall 
Tubes become obſtructed thereby and are filled with viſcid and 
groſs Humours, which are fruitful of various Diſeaſes. 

Beſides it is neceſſary to be known, whether the Patient has 
drank cold Liquors when he was in a Sweat, and exceeding hot, 
for it is a common Thing to drink too freely and quickly of cold 
Liquors, after Exerciſe or violent Paſſions of the Mind, or after 
a critical and ſalutary Excretion of Blood; whence the whole 
Oeconomy of the vital Motions and Functions is diſturbed and 

perverted, inſomuch that Poiſon itſelf cannot have a more ſpee- 
dy or more pernicious Operation. ö 
Enquiry muſt be made into the Kind of Life, whether it be 
laborious or inactive; requiring Exerciſe or Sedentary ; Whe- 
ther the Perſon be a Courtier or a Soldier, a Student or æ Tradeſ- 
man; whether he be converfant among Metals and Minerals or 
work at the Fire; for every Kind of Life produces particular Diſ- 
eaſes ; thus Braſiers are ſubject to Diſeaſes of the Eyes; Huſband- 
men to thoſe of the Breaft ; Makers of Starch to Coughs and Aſth- 
mas; Porters to Aſthmas, Ruptures, and burſting of the Veſſels in 
the Breaſt; Tallow-chandlers to Difeaſes of the Head and Sto- 
mach; Workers in Tow, Hemp, and Silk to Shortneſs of Breath; 
Leather-dreſſers are generally cachectic and hydropical ; Runners 
of Races are often troubled with a Shortnefs of Breath, and ſpit 
Blood ; Carpenters are ſubject to ſore Eyes; Night-men are apt 
to be blind; Plaſterers are ſubject to Shortneſs of Breath, and 
Conſumptions; Waſherwomen are liable to Difficulties of 
Breathing, and Dropſies; Makers of Oil are cacheQic and aſth- 
matic ; Plumbers are ſubject to Palſies ; Houſe painters are ge- 
erally Valetudinarians, Cachectic and Paralytic ; Fiſhermen 
have Ulcers in their Legs; Bakers are ſubject to Coughs, Hoarſe- 
neſs and Lippitude, as well as a Conſtipation of the Pores ; 
Cutters of Tobacco are ſubject to the Vertigo, and the like. 

As there are no Perſons but what are apt to be guilty of an 
Exceſs of one Kind or other, it will be neceſſary to enquire into 
their Diet, Drink, Sleep, Exerciſe, Uſe of Tobacco, &c. In our 
Age the Drinking of Coffee is very common; hypochondriac Pati- 
ents are generally exceſſive in the Uſe of Medicines and other 
Things; all which Errors have ſome Influence upon the Body, 
and ought to be enquired into and conſidered. | 

Another Thing to be examined is the Excretions, for unleſs 
theſe are regular, Health cannot be maintained, and therefore if 
they are too plentiful, deſectiye or ſuppreſſed, they will cauſe vari- 
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""Hypockondriac? What is the Condition of the Liver? Whether 
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ous Diſorders, Hence if the Perſon begins to be coſtive, it is ge- 
nerally the Forerunner of ſome Diſeaſe. Regard is alſo to be had 


to Perſpiration, which carries off more Matter than all the 


keeping the Body in equal Warmth, as alſo upon the Warmth 
and Moifture of the Feet: On the other hand, if the Feet are 


dry and cold, and their Pores contracted, it ſhows that Perſpira- 


tion is ſtopt. Hence if in cold, moiſt, changeable, and unequal 
Weather, as alſo in the vernal and autumnal Seaſons, the Per- 
ſpiration of the Body is greatly diminiſhed, it becomes languid 
and ſubject to the reigning Diſeaſes. | 


As a Man generally takes more Aliment than is neceſſary to 


generate Blood and Serum, and the common Excretions are not 
ſufficient to carry off ſuperfluous Humours, extraordinary ones 
ſometimes happen at ſtated Times ; hence the bleeding Piles and 
Hæmorrhages of the Noſe, as, alſo large Sweats, Looſeneſſes, 
Running at the Noſe, Coughs, plentiful Spitting, all which tend 
to promote Health; and if theſe are defective or ſuppreſſed, dan- 
gerous Diſeaſes may ariſe. Wherefote it is highly hazardous to 
ſuppreſs Secretions of this Kind. Hence great Paſſions of the 


Mind, eſpecially Terror, which conſtringes the ſmall Veſſels, | 


very cold Air, and ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, produce 


- Emundtories beſides. This depends greatly upon Cloathing, and 


dangerous Stagnations of the Fluids, and ſudden and capital Dif- 


orders in the vital Motions. The ſame may be ſaid of critical 
Excretions, if unadviſedly ſtopt; for it not only renews the Diſs 
eafe, but renders it much more dangerous. f 2 

The Practitioner ſnould likewiſe enquire what Diſeaſes the Pa- 
tient has been ſubject to, at what Time, and how cured ; for it 


often happens in the raſh and imprudent Cure of Diſeaſes, that 


terrible and dangerous Symptoms are produced, and that the 
driving away one Diſeaſe, is productive of a much worſe. Like- 
wiſe the Patient ſometimes will not obſerve any Rules, but daily 
committing Errors in the Non-naturals, accumulates the mor- 
bific Matter afreſh, and contracts a Diſeaſe, | 
Sometimes Diſeaſes are ſtrangely complicated, infomueh that it 
the Patient was affected with the hypochongriac Paſfion, or a Ca- 


chexy, Scurvy, Debility of the Head, ſpitting of Blobd, Conſump- 


tion, Piles, Gravel, or Gout; another Diſtemper ſupervenes, 
which requires the utmoſt Prudence, and a different Method of

It is likewiſe neceſſary to enquire whether the Patient is pletho- 
ric, or abounding with bad Humours, or cacochymic. What is 
the State of the Stomach and Inteſtines, whether ſubſe& to Erut᷑ta- 
tions, Wind, and Spaſms with Coſtiveneſs, and if the Patient be

the Circulation through it be impeded ? Whether the Bile is duly 
ſecreted? which will appear from the Colour of the Face, and 
the diminiſhed Nutrition of the Body. Moreover, Enquiry muſt 
be made into the State of the Lungs, and whether they are whole 
and found ? which will appear from the Breathing being eaſy or 
difficult, and the Kind of Spittle, which is rejected. Laftly, the 
Temperies of the Brain, and nervous Syſtem is to be conſidered, 
and to be determined from the Nature of the Sleep, Affections 
of the Mind, and Diſturbance of the Imagination, 

Theſe Things being conſidered, we muſt proceed to the Diſ- 
eaſe itſelf, as whether it be common or epidemic ? Whether the 
Virulence appears on the Skin in Puſtules, or otherwiſe ? Whence 
the Tenuity and virulent Nature of the Matter, which forms the 
Diſeaſe, may chiefly be known ; becauſe while it remains on the 
nervous Parts, it produces Anxiety of the Præcordia, Coldneſs of 


the Extremities, reaching to vomit, Pains of the Head and Back, 
about the firſt Vertebra of the Lins; Quickneſs and Hardneſs of 


the Pulſe, Diſturbance of the Mind, and Difficulty of breathing; 
but when it is expelled to the Surface of the Body, theſe horrid 
D generally remit, and are in ſome Degree appeaſed. 
Enquiry muſt likewiſe be made whether the Patient was ſeized 
with a great Proſtration of Strength, and intenſe Languor of the 
Parts, whence the occult Corruption of the Humours, commonly 
called Malignity, may probably be known. 

As there is no Fever, or other Diſeaſe, which has not ſenſible 
Remiflions and Intermiſſions of the Symptoms; the Phyſician 
ought to know the State of the natural, vital, and animal Functi- 
ons, as well in, as out of the Paroxyſm. For in the Acceſſions, 

Impetus and Strength of the Diſeaſe, when the Motion of the So- 
lids. and Fluids are more intenſe and quick, it is neceſſary that all 
Things, which increaſe and exaſperate the Motions and Excre- 
tions, ſhould be quite omitted ; but on the vacant or inte | 
Days, when the Fit is off, and all the Motions are weak, eſpeci- 
ally the Pulſe, thoſe Things may be uſed which ſerve to move 
and exterminate the peccant Matter. But more eſpecially in the 
Increaſe of Diſeaſes, the animal, vital, and natural Functions are 
to be regarded, becauſe from the Degree of the Diſorder of theſe, 
the Violence of the Diſtemper is to be determined. 

In acute Diſeaſes we may know the Genius and Force of the 
Diſorder, from the Reſpiration, and the Nature and Condition 
of the Pulſe. There is an evident Agreement between the 
Brain and the Heart, for all Diſeaſes of the Brain and Neves, 
all Affections of the Mind, produce a Change in the 


Pulſe. Beſides, as no Patient dies without an Inflammation and 
internal Martificatian, and aß the Inflammations of the Sto - 
„ mach 
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mach and Membranes of the Brain, are produced eaſily in acute 
Diſeaſes, and as in the Chronic the Mortifications of the Viſcera 
put a Period to human Life, the Phyſician ſhould carefully atter 
to theſe fatal Symptoms, in order to manage the Diſeaſe wi 
eater Certainty. yy 
Likewiſe the State of the Prime Vie is carefully to be exa- 
mined, as whether they are replete with Sordes, whether the Bo- 
dy is coſtive or otherwiſe ; the Quantity, Quality, and Colour af 
the Excrements ; that the State of the natural Functions may be 
certainly known. Alſo the Conſiſtence, Nature, Quantity and 
a Colour of the Urine ought to be conſidered; from which, being 
n compared with other Symptoms, the ſpaſmodic Structures of the 
e internal Parts may be known, and the Increaſe or Decreaſe of 
e preternatural Heat may be determined. wah 
e

It will be likewiſe neceſſary to obſerve nicely the Operations 
f of the Medicines, and what Changes they produce ;- whether the . 
Force and Vehemence of the Symptoms are mitigated or increaſ- 
f ed, or whether nothing of this Kind happens ? For Remedies 
; which are profitable to ſome Patients, may hurt others; but the 
4 Way not to be deceived, is to obſerve all the Circumſtances and 
1 Appearances, which are contained in an accurate Hiſtory of the 
d . Diſeaſe, otherwiſe Miſtakes may ariſe ; for the Strength and Ope- 
a rations of Medicines are always conditional, according to various 
y Conſtitutions, Places, Seaſons and other Circumſtances. 

As many acute Diſeaſes are as often cured without Medicines, 

c by the Benefit of Nature, and domeſtick Remedies, as when the 
n Patient takes great Quantities of the moſt precious Compoſitions ; ' 
4 it would advance the Knowledge of Phyſic to obſerve all their 


, Circumſtances, Times, and Order; and alſo with what Excre- 
* tions, with what Succeſſion of Symptoms the Diſeaſe adyances, 
Il and is at laſt terminated. For it ſometimes happens that Phyſi- 
© cians are called in, and preſcribe their Arcana, and think 
% have cured Diſorders thereby, which would have ended by the 
4 ſole Benefit of Nature. . 
3 Many Diſeaſes, and eſpecially Fevers of all Kinds, attack divers 
e Perſons at once, and are attended with particular Symptoms, re- 
bi quiring ſometimes one Kind of Management, and ſometimes ano- 
, ther; therefore the Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes can be nothing elſe, * 
but ſuch as are common to many Men, and equally affect them 
* all. The moſt common of which is the unhealthy State of the 
n Air, which is a Fluid abſolutely neceffary to the Preſervation of 
j Life ; wherefore Changes of the Air muſt affect the Temperies 
„ and Conſtitution of the Solids and Fluids, and produce preterna- 
5 tural Habits. This is evident from the different Seaſons of the 


Year, 
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Ver, from a0 Changes of Weather, and the V of Winds, * 
| Which produce very ſenſible Effects. 
But the State of the Air alone is not ſufficient for the Genera- 
tion of epidemic Diſeaſes, For it is evident from Obſervation, 
"that in the ſame Climate, and ſame Conſtitution of the Heavens, 
-a Diſeaſe ſhall infeſt the Inhabitants of one Place, and not ana- 
ther ; as appears from the Small-pox, Dyſenteries, and miliary 
Fevers. Wherefore recourſe muſt be had to the Nature of Ex- 
halations, from Pools and marſhy Places, which are replete with 
ſulphureous, vitriolic, aluminous, bituminous, faline, and other 
Particles; which Variety of Ff{uvia cannot be dęmonſtrated 
more plainly than from the Diverſity of Malt Liquors, which 
though they are brewed from the ſame Malt and Hops, and in 
the ſame Manner, excepting the Water, wonderfully differ in 
Taſte, Colour, and Virtue. | 
Regard muſt likewiſe be had to the different Way of livin 
and Kinds of Aliment, from whence the Cauſe of Epidemic Dif. 
eaſes differ in their Nature, Matter, Texture, Power and Virtue; 
and affect the Structure and Motion of the Body in a preternatu- 
ral Manner. Theſe Cauſes and concurrent Circumſtances being 
known, an epidemic Diſeaſe may be predicted, and the beſt Me- 
-thods of Cure be adviſed. This indeed is a difficult Taſk, but 
the Hopes of- performing it are not altogether to be deſpaired of, 
\eſpeciatly if ſkilful Phyſicians, well inſtructed in the Nature of 
Things, would unite their Counſels, and obſerve in divers Places 
every Day in the Year, the Changes of Weather, the different 
- Seaſons, the Diverſity and Change of the Winds, the State of the 
Barometers and Thermometers, as well as Hygrometers ; deter- 
mining the Differences of Moiſture and Dryneſs, Heat and Cold; 
the Situation of Places, the particular Kind of Diet, eſpecially 
tat which coincides with epidemic Diſeaſes, what Symptoms 
theſe are attended with, what their common Event is, What 
Medicines are ſalutary, and what noxious, : 


Of diſtinguiſhing one Diſeaſe from another. 


| I: HE Method of diſtinguiſhing the various Kinds of Fevers 
| is prefixed before the Account of theſe Diſeaſes, and there- 
fore is omitted in this Place. I ſhall therefore proceed to the moſt 
frequent and common Diſtempers of a different Sort, eſpecially 
thoſe that ſeem nearly ally d to each other, and for that Reaſon

more liable to be miftaken ; which may miſlead: the Practition 
into the moſt fatal Errors. £12 45 20 Hatt. 
I ſhall begin with Hemorrhages, and particularly {pitting of 
Blood, or an Hemopty/is ; which is a Rejection of florid Blood 
from the Lungs. This ſhould be carefully diſtinguiſhed from 
bloody Spittle, which proceeds from the Oeſaphagus, Fuuces, and 
Noſtrils, and js rather brought up by hawking than by coughing; 
befides, it is not ſo copious, it is mlxt with Phlegm, and is of an 
obſcure bloody Colour. Likewiſe a true Hæmoptyſis may be 
known from that ſpitting of Blood, which proceeds in a ſmaller 
Quantity, from a Diſorder of the Veſſels of the Aſpera arteria, 
and is brought up with coughing, and is commonly attended with 
itching, and a ſalt Taſte. An Hæmoptyſis differs greatly from 
vomiting of Blood, becauſe in the former the Blood is thin, very 
florid, arterial, and not brought up without Labour and Strain- 
ing; whereas in vomiting of Blood it is brought up without 
coughing, it is thick, ceagulated, and black, and chiefly proceeds 
from the Veins. Neither is vomiting of Blood of one ſingle — 
cies, but as it differs with regard to its Cauſes, ſo it requires 
different Method of Cure. One Kind proceeds from a corroding 
Cauſtick, contained in the Stomach, as in Poiſons and violent 
Emetics; another Sort proceeds from an impetuous Motion of 
the Blood, brought from other Parts to the Veſſels of the Sto- 
mach, which are eaſily burſt, as is the Caſe from a Suppreſſion

of the uſual ſanguineous Evacuations ; this Kind of omiting w= 


generally obſerves ſome ſtated Periods. ._ | 

ln the Kinds of bloody Urine one proceeds from a rough Stone, 
lacerating the Urethra, or its Veſſels, which is not very common, 
even to nephritic Perſons ; and then but a ſmall Quantity of Blood 
is voided. But if it is attended with a violent Impetus of the 
Blood, and flows violently to the Kidneys from other Parts, it is 
generally without Mixture, and without any particular Complaint 
or Senſation ; and when it ſeparates from the Urine, is not red, 
but of a browniſh yellow Colour. A Diſorder not unlike this 
attacks Perſons advanced in Years, who are full of Blood and 
Humours, but often without any Danger. | 


That Flux of Blood which ſometimes happens to pregnant Wo- 
men, without any Danger to Health, ought to be diſtinguiſhed 
from that which threatens Abortion. If it only happens periodi- 
callyFor three or four Months, then it is ſalutary, but if the Flux 
„and proceeds from the Veſſels of the Uterus, it is dan- 
pero both to the Mother and Fœtus. If the Flux is violent, it 
thews a*total Separation of the Secundines, and that Abortion 
will follow; if it be moderate, the Fætus may be faved. If this

Deeri is cloſed and without Pain, the Flux does not proceed from 
Moreover, a Flux of the Piles or Hemorrhoids is to be well 
diſtinguiſhed from a Dyſentery, ſince they both agree in this; 
that in both Diſorders the Blood is mixed with 3 
In the Piles the Blood flows without any Pain, or Spaſms, and 
is ſometimes critical and healthy; on the contrary, a is 
attended with the moſt violent Spaſms and painful Gripes, and the 
whole Body is in high Diſorder ; eſpecially if the ſmall Inteſtines 
are affected; for then, on the firſt Days there are Vomiting, 
Hiccoughing, Anxieties of the Præcordia, Loſs of Appetite, and 
great Weakneſs, The white Dyſentery differs little in its Nature 
from the red ; in the white little Blood comes away, but a great 
Quantity of Mucus is excreted z but in the red the Blood is more 
. Copious, with ſmall Pieces of Films, or fleſhy Fibres. 

We now come to Pains, of which thoſe of the Head are moſt 
common. If the Head-ach is cauſed by a more impetuous Con- 
geſtion of Blood in the Head, with Heat, Redneſs and Swellin 
'of the Face, and a great Pulſation of the Arteries of the Neck 
und Temples ; the Pain and Heat ſometimes extend as far as the 
| Bulbs of the Eyes, with Coldneſs of the Extremities. If the Head- 
ach is inveterate, and the Offspring of venereal Contagion, it is 
generally more violent in the Night, is fixt to a certain Part, and 
the Skin is often raiſed by a Kind of Swelling. Befides, the 
«Cauſe of a Pain in the Head often lies in the external Parts of 
the Skull and Pericranium, for if it is in the Membranes of the 
Brain, it is attended with a Vertigo, Rednels of the Eyes, a Stu- 
por, Oblivion, Difficulty of Hearing, and even a Palſy, or an 
Apoplexy precedes or follows it. | 

Another Cauſe of the Head-ach is an Effuſion of Serum and 
Blood, from the Veſſels into the Sinuoſities of the Bones of the 

Forehead ; in this Caſe the Pain is obſtinate, ſharp, fixed, and 
'Fituated in the Bottom of the Forehead, and above the Eyes, 
never ceaſing Night or Day. Sometimes the Head is diſordered 
from Crudities in the Stomach which appear from Belching, 
Inflammations, and Spaſms of the Prime Vie, and the Pain 
is increaſed by flatulent Food, but is leſſened by vomiting 
and evacuating Stomachics. Another Cauſe of a Head-ach, but 
Jeſs known, is the extravaſated Lympha in the Ventricles of the 
Brain, where it ſtagnates and is not carried off by the Infundibu- 
kim or pituitary Gland; in which Caſe the inward Parts of the 
Head are continually in Pain, which cannot more certainly be 
© eaſed than by abſtaining from Drink, and taking Things which 
evacuate Serum, or Diuretics, in cachectic and cacochymic Diſ- 


orders. |

The Cardialgia exceeds all other Pains for ſharpneſs. It is a 
ſpaſmodic Pain in either Orifice of the Stomach. Sometimes the 
Cauſe of it is in the Stomach, and is a ſharp, cauſtic Matter, as in 
Caſe of a Poiſon ; in the bilious Paſſion or Dyſentery it proceeds 
from a very ſharp cauſtic Bile. Another Cardialgia proceeds 
from a Suppreflion of the uſual ſanguineous Evacuations, which 
regurgitates to the nervous Membranes of the Stomach. The Cure 
conſiſts in Bleeding and Cupping; but when it proceeds from a 
ſharp cauſtic Matter, the Pain muſt be appeaſed by Demulcents, 
oily temperating Medicines, Aſſes Milk, or a ſaturated Infuſion 
of Camomile Flowers with Cream, as alſo abſorbent Powders. 
A Cardialgia ſhould be well diſtinguiſhed from a painful Inflation 
of the Stomach, when it is wonderfully diſtended with Wind. 
In this Diſorder the Pain is under the ſpurious Ribs, chiefly on 
the left Side, and under the Pit of the C umach towards the 
right; the Tumor is like a Bladder diſtended with Wind, and 


is not uncommon ; it brings on a great Difficulty of breathing 


with Anxiety; it is the greater the more the Diaphragm is 
thruſt upwards by the diſtended Stomach, and hinders che Ex- 
anſion of the Lungs. This Diſorder is moſt common toſucking 
nfants, when the Milk ſtagnates in the Stomach, and being coa- 
gulated and corrupted is rarified into Wind. It is pretty com- 
mon to hypochondriacal Perſons, eſpecially if they eat too freely, 
for by Indigeſtion a great deal of Wind is generated. 15 
It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh the Pain of the Colic, from 
that of a Stone deſcending by the Ureters, for in the Stone of the 
Kidneys there is a deep preſſing Pain, which ſeems to be fixt in the 
Loins, attended with a little Shivering; it likewiſe is attended with 
Vomiting and Pains in the Belly when the Stone is 
downward through the urinary Paſſages; then the Pain extends 
to the Region of the Os Iſchium, and brings on a Stupor of the 
Thigh of the affected Side: There are likewiſe frequent Inclina- 
tions of making Water, which is attended with a Strangury, and 
Gravel often comes away. But the Pain of the Colic is other- 
wiſe, for then the Pain and Gripes aye more about the Navel, 
ſhifting from Place to Place, and the Belly is often diſtended with 
Wind. But it often happens that the Colic is nephritic, which 
may be known from grievous Pains in the Belly, Coſtiveneſs, Vo- 
miting, Head-ach, Coldneſs of the Extremities, a Stimulus to 
make Water, till the Fit being ended Gravel comes away. The 
Colic which torments Hypochondriacs lies in the Hypochondria, 
and the left Side is apt to ſwell from Wind in the Flexures of the 
Colon, and this Pain returns oftener than the Colic. 
If Wind is the Cauſe of the Pain of the Inteſtines, then there 
js a great Inflation of the Abdomen, which is ſometimes ſo great 
that 
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that there is a Wind Rupture in the Region of the Navel: When 
Perſons are ſubject to this Diſeaſe it proceeds from a Refrigeration 
of the Abdomen, or the Feet, or from feculent Drink, — 
Food, eſpecially if cold Liquor is drank after it. As many Per- 
ſons who are troubled with the Gravel are liable to a flatulent Co- 
lic, the nephritic Colic is often confounded with it. 

But if the Pain of the an TL is attended with Flatulencies, 
great Anxiety, and a tenſive Pain of the Back, with Coſtiveneſs 
which returns upon the ſlighteſt Occaſion, and the Face is ca- 
chectic, then the Cauſe of the Diſorder generally lies in the Viſ- 
cera of the Abdomen, through which the Blood does not circulate 
readily and a but ſtagnates in the Volume of the Inteſtines, 
and finding no Exit through the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, it conti- 
nues between the Membranes of the Inteſtines, diſtending and 
tearing them; whence proceeds the Colic, which is called con- 
vulſive, becauſe the nervous Syſtem is grievouſly afflicted thereby. 
This Stagnation of the Blood, if it proceeds from a Suppreſſion of 
the Hæmorrhoids, produces a violent Pain in the Inteſtines, 
which is ſaid to be hxmorrhoidal ; and if it proceeds from an Ir- 
regularity of the Menſes in Women, the Blood returns back to 
the Volume of the Inteſtines, and produces Gripes which are 
called an hyſteric Colic. Another Kind of Colic is the bilious, 
and is common to Men of choleric Conſtitutions, prone to Anger 
and of great Senſibility. This is generally attended with Vomit- 
ing, the Head-ach, or a Diarrhea, and becauſe the free Deſcent 
of the Bile to the Inteſtines is hindered by a ſpaſmodic Conſtric- 
tion, it regurgitates to the Habit of the Body, and produces a yel- 
low Colour in the Face. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh a convulſive Colir from the 
other Kinds ; for it diſturbs the nervous and membraneous Parts 
of the whole Body by Conſent, in a terrible Manner, inſo- 
much that a violent Spaſm is ſpread through the whole Syſtem of 
Nerves, and then not only the Stomach and Inteſtines are drawn 
upwards and downwards with obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, but the 
Muſcles of the Belly and Navel are drawn inward, If the Nerves 
of the Lungs are affected by the Violence of the Spaſm, the 
Breathing is very ſhort and difficult, with a ſtrong Motion of the 
Therax. When the Diſorder increaſes the Membranes of the 
Brain and Nerves are affected, whence a Yertige, Scotcmia, flight 
Delirium, Watching, and great Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, 
with a moſt violent Agitation of the Feet and Arms, which not 
ſeldom ends in a Palſy of theſe Parts. | 

Workers in Metals are greatly ſubject to this Diſeaſe, eſpecially 
thoſe that are concerned in melting Lead, and draw the Steatns 
in with their Bieaths. -Likewiſe the ſcorbutic and cachectic 
; | arg 
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are liable to this Diſeaſe, as well as thoſe in whom the hzmor- 
rhoidical Flux is ſuppreſſed, or irregular, or who have had an Ague 
imprudently cured with Aſtringents. Sometimes it proceeds from 
Worms, or from a Stone in the biliaus Ducts. Hence we plain- 
ly ſee the Fault is not material, moveable, or eaſily corrected or 
evacuated, as in the flatulent and bilious Colic, but is rather in 
the nervous membranaceous Parts, which are readily brought into 
theſe ſpaſtic Motions. Likewiſe the Cardialgia, and convulſive 
Pain of the Inteſtines, in very ſenſible Bodies, proceeds from ſtrong 
Affections of the Mind, Terror, frequent Anger, ſpirituous Li- 
quors and the like. 8 e * 

There are great Miſtakes committed with regard to the Gont 
and Rheumatiſm. The Pain in both is ſpaſtic, and infeſts the mem- 
branaceous Parts with Redneſs, Heat, Pain, Swelling and Lofs 
of Motion; but the arthritic Pain proceeds from a ſharp tartare- 
ous Serum in the Joints, and the Rheumatiſm is derived from a 
ſerous ſalino-cauſtick Matter, fituated externally in the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles and Ligaments of the Joints. In the Gout 
the mucous Glands of the Joints and glandulous Ligaments con- 
tain the arthritick Matter: On the contrary, the ſtagnating acrid 
Serum of the Rheumatiſm too plentifully congeſted in the Vellets 
from the Blood, is collected between the Interſtices of the Mem- 
branes and Muſcles. Whence the Reaſon appears why the Cure 
of the Rheumatiſm is more eaſy than that of the Gout, and why 
Topics will mitigate the Pains of the former, and not of the 
latter. | 85 

The Gout muſt likewiſe be diſtinguiſhed from venereal Pains ; 
for the Gout is more violent in the Day, the Lues venerea in the 
Night; the Gout has alſo a febrile Commotion, the other not. 
The Gout has likewiſe ſtated Times, and is exaſperated with 
ſharp Medicines, Mercurials, and the like; whereas the French 
Diſeaſe is mitigated by theſe. There is likewiſe a peculiar Dif- 
ference between Pains of. the Joints, of the Legs or Feet, with 
Tenſion, Stiffneſs, Imbecillity of moving and raging epidemically, 
and true arthritic Pains. At ſometimes, and in ſome Conftitu- 
tions of the Air, we frequently hear of Pains in the Legs, of 
which ſome ate tenſive, others obtuſe and dull; others pungent, 
lying among the Bones of the Tar/us and Meiatarſus, with Im- 
mobility, Stupor, and Rigidity of theſe Parts; which Pain is in- 
creaſed by Motion. Thoſe are ſubject to it who are bled in the 
Foot, and expoſe themſelves to a cold Air, after which comes on 
Weakneſs of the affeded Member, andthen Pain, which con- 
tinues for ſome Months, and is miſtaken for the Gout ; but there 
is no Fever, nor Swelling, nor Redneſs, nor Heat, neither in the 
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14 Of diſtinguiſhing one Diſeaſe 
Joints, nor in the Perigſteum; and therefore cannot be called 
the Gout. | ; 

Let us now proceed to convulfive and ſpaſmodic Diſorders, call- 
ed Coughs. Of theſe there are ſeveral Kinds; if the Cauſe of the 
Cough is in the Lungs, there is a Difficulty of breathing, which 
is increaſed upon Motion, or Agitation of the Body or Blood; 
likewiſe there is often a ſhrill Voice, a preſſing Pain in the Breaſt, 
and a Hoarſeneſs. If it be dry, and continues long, there are ge- 
nerally hard Tubercles, or Vomicæ, full of Matter, and the 
Cough is conſumptive. But if it be moiſt, and great Plenty of 
viſcid Matter is brought up, it is a Sign there is a Collection of 
Matter in the Cavity of the Lungs; in this Diſorder there is a 


Difficulty of lying on the affected Side, and pure Matter, or 


mixt with Blood, is brought up, which leaves no Room to doubt 
that the Lungs are affected. | 

Tufſes Stomachalis, or a Stomach Cough, is ſometimes moiſt, 
and ſometimes dry. If moiſt, a thick and copious Spittle is brought 
up after Meals, generally with vomiting ; the Cough is more vi- 
olent after Pectorals and ſweet Things, and is moſt troubleſome 
in a Morning. There are likewiſe ſpaſmodic and flatulent Diſ- 
orders in the Abdomen, neither do the Excretions by ſtool con- 
tinue regular. In a convalſive, or hooping Cough, that is violent 
and dry, the Cauſe is chiefly in the nervous Coats of the Stomach, 
and there is a violent Concuſſion of the whole Thorax with a 


deep Sound; this is greatly increaſed after cold Drink or Acids. 


In this obſtinate Cough the Hypochondria generally are diſordered, 
or there is a ſcorbutic and ſalt Diatheſis mixt with the Blood; 
wherefore this Cough is not unfrequently attended with a miliary 


Fever. If the Matter lurks in the Duodenum, which is often the 


Caſe in intermitting Fevers, eſpecially Tertians, as alſo in hypo- 


' Chondriac Patients, then acid Eructations and Flatulencies are pre- 


ſent, eſpecially in the Paroxyſm after ſhivering, and cauſes a bili- 
ous and acid vomiting. Children are frequently troubled. with 
hooping Coughs, partly becauſe the Syſtem of their Nerves is ve- 
ry prone to ſpaſtic Convulſions, partly becauſe acid and bilious 
Crudities are commonly ſeated in the Stomach and Duodenum. 
Children frequently vomit after the Cough, but ſometimes it is 


quite dry, and one would think that they were in Danger of be- 
ing ſtrangled. 


The Alibma is a common Diſeaſe, and has various Cauſes, 


which are variouſly ſeated, that make divers Kinds of this 
Diſeaſe. The common Cauſe is in the Stomach, and then it is 


a flatulent A/ihma ; for the Stomach being inflated, hinders the 


free Deſcent of the Diaphragm. This is common to the Hypo- 


chondriac, who have a Weakneſs of the Stomach, from flatulent 
Food, 
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Food, which is mitigated by vomiting: A convulſive Aſthma 
is greatly different from that which is humoral or ſangumeous ; for 
it is periodical, and comes on at certain Intervals, chiefly in the 
Night ; the Breathing is ſometimes ſo difficult, that the Patient 
cannot lie down without Danger of Suffocation. There is often 
a cold Sweat, which continues for twenty Hours and more, and 
brings on a Fainting. There is generally perceived a conſtrictive 
Compreflion of the Thorax, which is often extended to the Neck. 
In this Diſeaſe a Diſorder of the Viſcera of the Abdomen, is ge- 
rally preſent ; eſpecially of the Liver, whence a Cachexy aries, - 
But if the Aſthma proceeds from a polypous Concretion in the 
Veſſels of the Heart, then there is a Palpitation of the Heart, 
Laſtly, which is commonly the Caſe, the Cauſe of the convulſive 
and ſuffocating Aſthma, is a great Extravaſation of Water in the 
Cavity of the Thorax ; out of the Paroxyſm there is a fixed Pain 
in the Side of the Thorax, where the Water is contained, and 
the Foot of the ſame Side is apt to ſwell, or both ; and the Pa- 
roxyſm is long and violent, with great Anxiety, but without a 
Cough, and is often fatal. 
The Difference is not leſs between a convulſiue A/thma, and a 
ſuffocating Catarrh ; for this is a Kind of Palſy affecting the 
Nerves, which ſerve for Reſpiration, and comes on unawares ; 
with great Anxiety and Wheezing, the Face is ſwelled and looks 
red, and Suffocation is at hand. But a convulſive Aſthma is a: 
more periodical and chronical Diſeaſe, and a ſuffocating Catarrk 
is more properly reckoned an acute Diſeaſe. In this there is per- 
ceived a conſtant Afflux of Matter, which is wanting in the Aſth- 
ma ; likewiſe a great Loſs of Strength, more commonly at- 
tends a ſuffocating Catarrh, than a convulſive Aſthma. A ſuf- 
focating Catarrh is more common to Infants, to the weak, and to 
very old Perſons ; eſpecially when Exanthemata are driven back, 
ſuch as the ſmall Pox, Meaſles, Tinea Capitis, Achores of the 
Face, the Itch, and the like. | 
We come now to the Apoplexy, which is like a Syncope, for 
there is in both a Loſs of all the Senſes, and yet there is a re- 
markable Difference ; for in this the Pulſe and Breathing are not 
perceptible, the Face is pale, and the Body is cold ; but in the 
Apoplexy the Breathing continues, the Face is often red and flo- 
rid, and the Pulſe till beats. But the Difficulty is greater to 
diſtinguiſh the ſpurious from the true Apoplexy. The ſpurious 
is frequently an hyſteric Symptom, and proceeds from the Vio- 
lence of the Spaſms in the Abdomen, in which the Blood is re- 
dundant from the Stagnation of the Menſes; which being carried 
to the Brain with Force, ſtops in its Veſſels, and intercepts all 
Senſe and Motion, except the Pulſe and Breath. It is common- 
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Iytaken for a Syncope, or an hyſteric Epilepſy, but not rightly ; 
it is ſeldom fatal; for when the Stricture is relaxed, or the Patient 
is let Blood, it eaſily abates. A true Apoplexy is more danger- 
ous, which from a burſting of the Blood or Serum from the Ver. 
ſels, is often fatal; likewiſe a complete Apoplexy is to be di- 
ſtinguiſhed from the partial, for the former proceeds from the 
burſting of the Veſſels of the Brain, the latter from their too 
great Diſtention, and the Stagnation of the Blood therein, which 
frequently induces a Palſy and a Debility of the Senſes, but does 
not kill. | . 

The Pal/y is likewiſe to be diſtinguithed into the true and falſe; 
the former has its Seat in the Brain, or the Beginning of the 
ſpinal Marrow, and takes away almoſt all Senſe and Motion. 
But the ſpurious is milder, and has not taken ſo deep a Root in 
the Brain, but in ſome eertain Nerves belonging to particular 

* Parts, and only hurts the Senſes and Motion. This is generally 
derived from the Colic, and the more grievous cardialgic and 
fpaſmodic Affections, eſpecially if there is à Stagnation of the 
Blood in the Plethoric, and the Blood is transferred to the 
Nertes and Muſcles, which move the Hands and Feet, and de- 
poſits a viſcid Serum; which lodging on the nervous Mem- 
dranes, induces an Impotence of Motion, the Senſe of feeling 

being yet unhurt. ; | . 

An Epilepſy muſt be diſtinguiſhed from Convulſions. For in 

the foriner the Membranes of the Brain are affected, in the lat- 
ter the Membranes and Nerves of the ſpinal Marrow are more 
concerned; nor are ite Thumbs ſo greatly contracted, though 
the Limbs are very forcibly convulſed. Convulſive Motions 
likewiſe greatly affect Boys about fourteen Years old, from vio- 

. lent Anger, ſudden Terror, Refrigeration of the Body, or Worms; 
and there is fuch a ſtrange Diſtortion and ſhaking of the Limbs, 
that they are commonly attributed to Witcheraft. The Mind 
in ſome is likewiſe diſturbed with various Phantaſms, if it is not 
opportunely and readily cured, and will ſometimes come on twen- 
ty Times a Day or oftener. The Epilepſy is connected to ſome 
ſtated Phaſes of the Moon, and is not ſo frequent, generally ceaſ- 
ing about the Time of Puberty. Laſtly, a Catalepſy differs from 
an Apoplexy, becauſe the former comes on ſuddenly, and keeps 
the Members quite ſtiff, and in the ſame Poſture, as at the Time 
of Acceſſion, In both there is an Abolition of all the Senſes, 

with a Stupor and Sleep.

T HE iolid Parts are nothing but a Maſs of ſeveral Pipes or 
Veſſels, which contain a Liquor, and of Nerves which 
diſtribute the animal Spirits. | mn 
All the Veſſels have an Elaſticity, which brings their Sides 
nearer to each other, and diminiſhes their Diameter, when the 
Quantity of Fluid contained therein is diminiſhed. When the 


Fluid ceaſes to circulate through them, the Sides unite, and 
quite deſtroy the Cavity. ; | 


All the ſolid Parts of the Body, though equally compoſed ds, 
Veſſels, are different with regard to their Confiſtence ; ſome 


are hard, and others are ſoft, The hard, ſuch as the Bones 
and Cartilages, give Firmneſs and Attitude to the Body, and ſuſ- 
tain the other Parts. The ſoft Parts, either alone, or with the 
hard, ſerve to execute the Functions. 


The ſolid Parts are commonly divided into ſimilar or ſimple, 
and diſſimilar or compounded, or organic. 3 
The ſimilar Parts are the Fibres, the Membranes, the Bones, 
the Ligaments, the Muſcles, the Tendons, the Apeneuroſes, the * 


Glands, the Veins, the ſecretory or excretory Canals, the Nerves, 
and the common Teguments. 


The diſſimular are ſuch as are compoſed of the former, as the 
Viſcera and other Parts. 


2 
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ſome are ſoft, flexible, and a little elaſtic ; theſe are hol- 


low like ſmall Pipes, or ſpungeous and full of little Cells, as the 


nervous and fleſhy Fibres ; others are more ſolid and flexible with 
a ſtrong Elaſticity or Spring, as the membranous and cartilagi- 
nous; a third Sort are hard and inflexible as the Fibres of the 
Bones. Some again are very ſenſible, and others deſtitute of all 
Senſe ; ſome are almoſt imperceptible, and ſome are large. But 
examined by the Microſcope, they appear to be compoſed of ftill 
ſmaller Fibres. Some ſay they have their Origin from the Nerves 
of the Brain, and ſpinal Marrow. | 
The MEmMBRANEs are a flexible Web of Fibres, croffing 
each other on the ſ:me Plane, their Fineneſs depends upon that 
of their Fibres, and their Thickneſs on the Plurality of their 


ſeyeral Planes, 1 heſe Planes are called Lamine, and ſome- 
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times Tunicks or Coats. Their Uſe is to line the principal 
Cavities of the Body, and to conſtitute Veins, Arteries, and 
the like. | 

The Bonzs are the hardeſt Parts of an human Body. 
The Subſtance of a Bone is a Web of ſolid Fibres, differently 
diſpoſed according to the Conformation of each Bone. They 
are compoſed of three Subſtances 3 a Compact, a Spungeous or 
Cellular, and a Reticular. The compact Subſtance is the ex- 
ternal Part of the Bone, which is compoſed of ſeveral La- 
mine, laid one on the other. The cellular Subſtance is at the 
Extremities of the long Bones. The reticular is formed of 
flender Threads, which proceed from and croſs the ſpungeous 
Subſtance. 0 

Theſe three Subſtances are always in the long and round 
Bones, but in the flat Bones, for Inſtance of the Skull, there is 
no reticular Subſtance; but the compact Subſtance forms two 
Tables, between which the ſpungeous lies. 

All the Cavities of the reticular and cellular Subſtance anſwer 
to each other, and are lined with a very fine Membrane, full 


of Blood Veſſels; which may be called the internal Peri- 


eum. 
The Arteries depoſite an oily Subſtance into theſe Cells, 


which is called Marrow, that which fills the Intervals of the 
reticular Subſtance is as liquid as Oil; that in the Cavities of the 
long Bones has a greater Conſiſtence. The Membrane juſt 
ſpoke of, is tied to the Bone by ſmall Veſſels, and by Fibres, 
which proceed from the Membrane, into the Pores of the Bones: 
By theie Pores the Marrow is conveyed into the Subſtance of 
the Bones, which renders them leſs brittle. 

The TetTH are true Bones fixt in Alvezli, or Sockets, 
That Part of the Tooth contained in the Alvcolus is the Root, 
through the Extremity of which, an Artery, Vein, and Nerve 
are conveyed into the Subſtance of the Tooth. Theſe ſerve 
to nouriſh the Teeth and to render them ſenfible ; that Part of 
the Teeth out of the Alveoli is covered with a white hard Sub- 
ſtance called Enamel, which grows again, eſpecially in young 
Perſons, when it is deſtroyed. The Root is covered with 
a 1 which proceeds from that which lines the A.- 
veolus. + 

' The Uſe of the Bones is to ſupport and bound the reſt of the 
Body. They are covered externally with fine Membranes, call- 
ed Periaſtea. The Covering of the Skull is called the Pe- 
ric ranium. | 

The PERIOSSTEUM is a cloſe Web, which is attached to the 

Bone by ſmall Threads and ſanguineous Veſſels, as _ as 
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Nerves which enter the Pores of the Bones, and give them a 


Kind of Senfibility, and which communicate with the internal 
Perigſtaum. The Perigſteum ſerves to ſuſtain a great Number 
of Nerves, which render it ve ay ſenſible, and an Infinity of 
ſmall capillary Veſſels. Theſe Veſſels ſerve to convey Nouriſh- 
ment thereto, which is prepared and ſeparated from the Blood by 
the Perigſteum; from whence it is carried and depoſited into the 
Subſtance of the Bones. This, when the Bones are broken 
ſerves to reunite them, and replaces the Subſtance that is 
exfoliated. 

The CARTILAGES are white, ſmooth, poliſhed, ſupple, and 
elaſtic Subſtances, void of Cavities and Marrow. They are not 


ſo hard as the Bones, and harder than other Parts. They cover 


the Extremities of the Bones of the Joints ; increaſe the Vo- 
lume and Extent of the Bones, and ſerve to unite them more 
cloſely. All the Cartilages of the Joints are covered with a 
Membrane called Perichondrium. 

The LicamenrTs are white, fibrous, cloſe compacted Sub- 
ſtances, more ſupple and more pliant than the Cartilages, hard to 


break, and are extended with difficulty; they ſerve to join, tio 


bound and to preſerve certain Parts. 


The MuscLEs are Maſſes compoſed of rediſh Fibres, 1 ; 


are more long or ſhort, and are covered with a proper Mem- 
brane. * The Extremities of the Muſcles are generally termi- 
nated with white, lender, compact Fibres, which form a round 
Body, called a Tendon. When they compoſe a thin, flat, and 
broad Kind of Membrane, it is called an Aponeurefis. The red 
ſoft Part is commonly called Fleſh. 

There are two Sorts of Muſcles, ſome are hollow as the 
Heart, Arteries, Stomach, Inteſtines, and Bladder ; their Uſe. 
is to contain and compreſs the Fluids; the other Muſcles ſerve 
to move the other Parts of the Body. Their Action conſiſts 
chiefly in contracting the Fibres, by which they draw the dif- 
ferent Parts of the Body, by means of the Tendons. Theſe are 
— principal Inſtruments of Motion both of the Solids and 
Fluids. 

The Grarns are little Bodies, formed by the interweaving 
of Veſſels of every Kind, covered with a „ne and de- 
ſtined to ſeparate ſome particulur Fluid from the Mats of Blood, 
or to perfect the Lymph. Thoſe which ſeparate a Fluid from 
the Blood are calle conglomerate, Thus the Kidneys which 
ſeparate the Urine from the Blood are called conglomerate 
Glands. Thoſe which ſerve to perfect the Lymph are term- 
ed conglobate. 5 hus the Glands of the Groin, the Armpits, and, 

C 2 thoſe 
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20 Of the ſimilar Parts. G 
thoſe of the Meſentery, which has no other Function, are ſaid to 
be conglobate. | | 
Of the Veſſels, ſome contain the Blood, others the Lymph, 
others again ſerve to filtrate a particular Fluid. The ſanguine- 
ous Veſſels are of two Kinds, the Arteries and the Veins: The 
ARTERIES are elaſtick Tubes which proceed from the Heart, 
from whence they receive the Blood, and convey it to all Parts 
of the Body. They are of a conical Figure, whoſe Baſis is to- 
wards the Heart. Thus the more the Fluid is diſtant from the 
Heart, the greater Friction there is, and the flower is the 
Motion. | | 

The VEI xs are only a Continuation of the laſt Diviſions of the 
Arteries, and return the ſuperfluous Blood to the Heart. The 
Arteries have two Motions, the one of Dilatation, the other of 
Contraction; the firſt is called Diaſtole, the ſecond Sy/tole, theſe 
oppoſite Motions form what we call the Pulſe. 

The Veins have no ſenſible Motion, but they contain Valves 
at certain Diſtances from each other, which hinder the Blood 
from returning back. The Arteries as well as the Veins have 
Trunks at firft, which are divided into greater and ſmaller 

Branches. The fineſt Ramifications are called capillary Veſ- 
* els. <1} ' 
The capillary Extremities of the Arteries are united to the 
capillary Extremities of the Veins ; the former tranſmit the 
Blood which ſerves for Nouriſhent, and the latter carry it back 
to the Heart. | 

The LymPpnHaTic VESSELS are divided into Arteries and 
Veins; the lymphatic Arteries are ſmall tranſparent Veſſels, 

much finer than the ſanguineous capillary Arteries, from whence - 
they proceed, and- convey an aqueous Fluid called Lympha to 
all Parts of the Body. The lymphatic Veins are only a Con- 
tinuation of the Arteries of the ſame Name which carry Part of 
the Lympha back into the Blood. X 

The lacteal Veſſels are called lymphatic Veins, becauſe they 
receive the white Chyle from the Inteſtines, being full of Lym- 
pha when that Fluid is abſent. 

The Canals deſigned for Secretions are called ſecretory and 
excretory. The ſecretory Veſſels are thoſe which ſeparate a par- 
ticular Fluid from the Blood, and are thoſe which principally 
compoſe the conglomerate Glands, The excretory Veſſels are 
thoſe which receive the ſecreted Fluid, and depoſite it in certain 
Parts, or carry it out of theBody. 

+ The Nerves are white cylindrical Cords, which proceed 

ſrom the Brain and ſpinal Marrow; they are covered by the 

Dura Mater, and are diſtributed into all Parts of the Body. They 
are 
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Of the ſimilar Paris. 21 
are compoſed of an Aſſemblage of very fine hollow Threads, 
through which a, moſt ſubtle Fluid is conveyed, which they re- 

ceive from the Brain. By Means of this Fluid, called animal 
Spirits, the Nerves are the Principium of Motion and Perception, 
by which the Soul acts on the Body. . ; 

The Knowledge of the Diſtribution of the Nerves and their 
Relation to each other, is very important. Hence proceed the 
Sympathetic Motions, whereby a Diſorder. in one Part ſhall be 
communicated to another, and produce different Accidents. 

The ABSORBENT PoREs are on the Surface of the Body, 
which convey certain Subſtances thereinto. Hence Mercury 
when applied outwardly cauſes a Salivation ; hence the Water 
of dropſical Patients, or that which is injected into the Belly of a 
Dog, may be abſorbed in a ſhort time, a 

All Parts of the Body are covered with the Membrana Adipoſa, 
and the Skin, which is the common Tegument. 1 

The MEMBRANA ADIP0SA is a Web of ſeveral very fine 
membranous Leaves, in which there are an infinite Number of 
fine tranſparent Veſicles or Cellulæ. It is placed on the internal 
Surface of the Skin, and enters between the Fibres of the Muſcles, 
and has a Communication with the Pleura and Peritoneum. The 
ſanguineous Arteries depoſite an oily and unctuous Juice into theſe 
Cells, which condenſing more or leſs is called Fat. | 

The SKIN, according to the modern Anatomiſts, is com- 
pounded of four Parts. The firſt and internal is properly the 
Skin, which is compoſed of membranous, tendinous, and nervous 
Fibres, and is full of Veſſels which are chiefly lymphatic. This 
Web may be ſtretched greatly every Way ; on its internal Surface 
there are two Kinds of ſmall Glands ſet therein, whoſe ex- 
cretory Ducts open on the external Surface of the Skin, the 
firſt are called miliary, and the ſecond ſebaceous. 1 

The ſecond Part of the Skin is called the papillary Body, and 
conſiſts of ſmall Eminencies, as are ſeen on the external Surface, 
which are called Papillæ Pyramidales. They are formed by the 
capillary Threads of the 3 diſtributed in the Skin, and are 
the Organs of touching. | N 

The third Part is the reticular Bady. It is a mucous Subſtance 
which eaſily condenſes, and covers all the Skin. It is full of 
Veſſels which form a vaſcular Web. Fine and ſubtile Injections, 
Inflammations, or Paleneſs of the Skin, prove their Exiſtence and 
Communication. Pa 95 

The fourth Part is the Epidermis or Scarf-ſkin, which is a very 
thin, tranſparent, and ſenſible Membrane, and eloſely attached 
to the reſt by ſuch fine Filaments, that they eaſily break. Its 
Uſe is to defend the nervous 122 from the immediate _—_

of external Bodies, whoſe Impreffion would be too painful 
without it. This forms the external Part of the Veſicles, which 
riſe on the Skin in Bliſters or Burning. It eaſily grows again, 
The Calloſities on the Feet, Hands, and Knees are formed by 
ſeveral Laminæ of this Membrane. 

The Skin is pierced with imperceptible Pores ; Part of which 
anſwer to the Extremities of the Arteries, which ſerve for Perſpi- 
ration, the other are properly the abſorbent Pores, 

The Colour of the Skin is different in different Parts of the 
World; the Cauſe of which is not abſolutely determined. 

The Nailt and the Hair may be conſidered as Dependents of 
| the Skin. The Nails are ſmall, whitiſh tranſparent Bodies, not 

unlike Horn. Some think they proceed from the Papillæ of the 
Skin, and others that they are a Continuation of the Epidermis. 

The Hairs are ſmall, round, long Bodies, which proceed from 
the Skin. - Their Root is bulbous; and is covered with a Capſula, 
and ſeems hollow and vaſculous, like the Root of the Feathers of 
Birds. They are encompaſſed with ſeveral blackiſh Lines, which 
extend from the Root to the Extremity, and are perhaps fanguine- 


ous Veſſels. 
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n E buman Body is divided into the Head, Neck, Thorax, 
Abdomen, and Extremities. Every one of theſe Parts are 
again ſubdivided into the containing and contained. "The com- 
mon containing Parts of the whole Body are the Skin and the 
Membrana Adipoſa. 

The HE Ap contains in the Cavity of the Bones of the Skull 
the chief Organ, or Primum mobile of the whole animal Oeco- 
nomy : 'The Face is the Seat of ſeveral other particular Organs 
which are greatly compounded. ' 

The proper containing Parts of the Head, are the frontal 
Muſcles, the Pericranium, and the Bones of the Skull. The 
Parts contained are the Men dranes of the Brain, the Brain itſelf 
and the Veſſels. The MEMBRANES of the Brain are the Dara 
_ Hater and the Pia Mater; the Dura Mater contains the whole 

Brain ſomewhat looſely, that the Veſſels which run between its 
Duplicature, and upon the Surface of the Brain, may not be too 
much preſſed by the Skull; it ſticks very cloſe to the Baſis of 
the Skull, and to its Sutures by the Fibres and Veſſels it ſends 
to the Pericranium ; it is faſtened to the Pia Mater and to the 
Brain by the Veſlels which paſs from the one to the other. It 


gives a Coat or Covering to all the Nerves which riſe =P

the Brain, to the ſpinal Marrow, and to all the Nerves which 
riſe from thence, Its Surface is rough towards the Cranium, but 
ſmooth towards the Brain. | | 

The Pia MATER is a fine, delicate, double Membrane 
which lies under the Dura Mater, and immediately covers the 
Subſtance of the Brain. Its inner Membrane is much larger 
than its outward, for it runs in betwixt all the Foldings and 
Circumvolutions of the Brain, to ſeparate them, and to ſuſtain 


the Blood Veſlels. | 
The BRAIN is the whole Maſs contained within the Bones 


of the Skull, It is divided into the Brain properly fo called, the 


Cerebellum and the Medulla Oblongata; to which may be join- 
ed the ſpinal Marrow contained in the Canal formed by the 
Vertebræ. i 

The Brain properly ſo called is compoſed of two Subſtances 3 
the firſt is the external, which is of an aſhy Colour, and the in- 
ternal which is of a white Colour; the latter is called the Sub- 
flantia Medullaris, and reaches to the Extremity of the ſpinal 
Marrow, where it divides into Fibres ; this, according to ſome 
Anatomiſts, is an Aſſemblage of the fine excretory Veſſels which. 
proceed from the glandulous, aſhy, or cortical Subſtance, and 
wherein the Nerves have their Origin. W e 

The CEREBELLUM is likewiſe compoſed of an aſhy and 
medullary Subſtance, but differently fituated. | | 

The MegepuLLa OBLONGATA is a Prolongation of the 
medullary Subſtance of the Brain and Cerebellum. The Fibres 
whereof it is compoſed, croſs in ſuch a Manner, that thoſe on 
the right Hand paſs to the left, and thoſe on the left Hand to.the 
right. From the Medulla Oblongata the ten Pair of Nerves 
are derived which paſs out of the Skull. As the Fibres of 
the medullary Subſtance croſs each other, the Nerves croſs 
likewiſe, that is to ſay thoſe which come from the right paſs to 
the left, and thoſe which come from the left paſs to the right. 
Hence it is ſaid, that the Palſy, when it is a Conſequence of the 
Compreſſion of ſome Part of the Brain, is generally on the 
contrary Side to that of the Part which is compreſſed. 

The MenuLLtA SPINALIS is a Continuation of the Me- 
dulla Oblongata, and ſeems to be compoſed of two Subſtances, 
the one white and the other aſh-coloured : The firſt is the ex - 
ternal, and the ſecond is the internal Part. Thirty Pair of 
Nerves which are diſtributed into all Parts of the Body, de- 
rive their Origin from the ſpinal Marrow. The Veſlels of the 
Brain are the Arteries and Veins, whoſe Coats are very de- 
licate. The Arteries are the internal, carotid, and che ver- 
tebral. The Veins are the internal Jugulars, which return the 
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Blood from the different Sinus's, which are ſituated in the 
Doublings of the Dura Mater. I 
The Arteries are not accompanied with the Veins, as in all 
other Parts of the Body; they both enter the Skull by a differ- 
ent Way, becauſe if they entered together they might, by a 
mutual Compreſſion, create an Obſtacle to the Courſe of the 
Blood. : 
The Face is the Seat of the Organs of Sight, Hearing, Smell- 
ing, Speaking, and Maſtication. , 
There are two Kind of Parts which form the Organs of 
Sight, the one are external to the Globe of the Eye, and 
the other form this Globe. The former are the Eyebrows, 
the Eyelids, the Glands of Meibomius, the lachrymal Gland, 
the Fat which ſurrounds the Globe, the Puna Lachrymalia, 
the lacrymal Bag, and the nafal Canal. The others are the 
Muſcles of the He, called the conjunctive Coat, the tranſparent 
Cornea, the Sclerotica, the Choroides, the Uvea, wherein che Iris 
and the Pupil are obſervable, the Retina, the aqueous Humour 
which occupies the anterior Chamber, and the poſterior Cham- 
ber of the Eye, the vitreous Humour which is like melted 
"Glaſs, and which takes up the greateſt Part of the Globe of 
the Eye, and the cryſtalline Humour, which is ſeated in a Cavi- 
ty ofthe anterior Part of the vitreous Humour: It is convex on 
both Sides, and reſembles two unequal Segments of Spheres, of 
which the moſt convex is the back Side; it is covered with a 
fine Coat called Aranea. 

The Ears which are the Organs of hearing, have two Parts, 
the external and the internal. The outward Ear, the Canal 
which is contiguous thereto, the ceruminous Glands ſcattered in 
the Membrane which lines the Canal, and the Membrane of 

the Tympanum or Drum, which lies at the Extremity of this 
Canal, form the firſt of the two Parts; the Drum and the 
Labyrinth form the ſecond. There is in the Box of the Drum, 
Canals which communicate with the Euſtachian Tube, and with 
the Cells of the Maſtoid Apophy/es; the Feneflra Rotunda, the 
Feneſtra Ovalis, the four little Bones, the Cord of the Nerves 
called the Cord of the Tympanum, which is a Branch of the 
fifth Pair. The Labyrinth is compoſed of the Cochlea, the 
Veſtibulum, and the ſemicircular Pipes about half a Line wide, 
excavated in the Os Petroſum ; they open by five Orifices into 
the Veſtibulum. 

All the Cavities of the Noſe, which is the Organ of Smell, 
are lined with a Membrane in which are ſeveral glandulous 
— and on which the Nerves of the firſt Pair are diſtri- 

uted. | 
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The Tongue is the Organ of Taſting, its Senſibility reſides in 

the nervous Papillæ, which are ſpread over its Superficies, eſ· 


pecially about the Point. 
The Tongue and the Lips are the Organs of Speech, to 
which the Tecth likewiſe contribute. 


The Teeth, the Tongue, the Lips, and the falival Fluid 


filtred through the Glands of the ſame Name, are the Or- 
gans of Maſtication or Chewing. The excretory Pucts of 
the ſalival Glands empty themſelves into the Mouth. The 
principal falival Glands are the parotid, the maxillary, and 


the ſublingual, The parotid are placed between the Canals * 


of the Ear and the Angle of the lower Jaw. Their excret 
Ducts paſs to the middle of the Mouth over the maſſeter Mute 


cle, and afterwards pierce the buccinator Muſcle near the third 


Grinder of the Teeth. 

The maxillary Glands are ſituated under each Angle of the 
lower Jaw. Their excretory Ducts open on the Side of "the 
Bridle of the Tongue. The ſublingual Glands: are placed under 
the Tongue, they have ſeveral ſmall excretory Doſs Worn 
open near the Bridle of the Tongue, 

Theſe Glands are the principal, and yet there are a 
Number of others that are ſmall, ſpread under the Mem- 
brane which lines the Mouth, and which take their Names from 
their Situation. There are likewiſe two more in the Th 
one of each Side ; their Shape is like Almonds : On- their 
1 there are ſeveral little Holes which anſwer to excretory 

ucts, | 
The Neck is compoſed of ſeveral Parts; the principal are 
the carotid Arteries, the jugular Veins, the Oz/:-phagus, the 
Trachea Arteria, and the Vertebræ. 

The Oeſopbagus is a Canal or Pipe by which the Aliment 
deſcends from the Mouth to the Stomach : The Tongue 
puſhes it into the Pharynx, which is the upper Part of this 
Canal ; the Tongue and the Cn are conſequently the 


Organs of ſwallowing. 


The Trachea Arteria, the upper End of which is called the 
Larynx, is the Canal by which the Air paſſes and repaſſes into 
and from the Lungs : It is compoſed of Cartilages and Muſcles, 
and is the Organ of Voice. At the anterior and upper Part of 
this Canal is ſeated a Gland, which is called Thyroid, whoſe Uſe 
is unknown, 

' The THoRax or Breaſt contain the principal Organs of 
the Circulation and Reſpiration, The containing Parts of this 
Cavity are the Breaſts, the Ribs, the Vertebræ, the Sternum, 
0 Cartilages, the Muſcles, and the Pleura. We ſhall not 
give 


y 
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give a minute Deſcription of them in this Place; it will be 
fufficient to ſay, that the Breaſts are glandulous Bodies, ſur- 
rounded with Fat, contain'd in a Kind of membranous Bag, and 
cover'd with the common Teguments. 
The Function of theſe glandulous Bodies is to ſeparate at 
certain Times the Milk from the ſanguineous Veſſels, from 
whence proceed many excretory Canals, which being dilated 
from a Kind of Reſervoir, from whence proceed ten or twelve 
other Pipes, which pierce the Nipple, and open externally. 
The Uſe of theſe Tubuli Latiifers, is to tranſmit the Milk out- 
wardly, which has been laid up in the Reſervoir. The contain'd 
arts are the Heart, the Pericardium, the Mediaſtinum, the 
the large ſanguineous Veſſels, the Thymus, the thoracic 
DuR, and the Diaphragm, which ſeparates the Breaſt from the 
lower Belly. 

The HEART is the principal Organ of Circulation; it is 
8 hollow Muſcle, contained in a membranous Bag called 
the Pericardium ; it is compoſed of tranſverſe, longitudinal, 
and ftraight Fibres, and is laid flat on the Diaphragm, be- 
tween the Media/tinum; its Point is turned a little towards 
the left Side. It has two Cavities near each other, whereof 
one is called the right Ventricle, and the other the left. 
The pulmonary Artery, which diſtributes the Blood to the 
Lungs, proceeds from the right Ventricle, which is the 
greateſt and moſt thin. The Aorta, which carries the Blood 
into all Parts of the Body, proceeds from the left Ventricle, 
which is thickeſt. On the upper Part of each Ventricle, 
there is another ſmall Cavity, which is called Auricle. The 
Jena Cava, which brings back the Blood from all Parts of 
the Body, is joined to the right Auricle. The pulmonary 
Vein, which brings the Blood back from the Lungs, is 
Joined to the left Auricle. The Auricles are like the Ven- 
tricles, ſet one againſt the other. In the inward Part of theſe 
Ventricles there are ſeveral Valves, thoſe which are placed 
at the Entrance of the Arteries, ſuffer the Blood to paſs 
from the Heart, which enters theſe Arteries, and hinders it 
- from returning the ſame Road; they are called Semilunary. 
Thoſe which are placed at the Entrance of the Auricles, per- 
mit the Blood to go into the Ventricles, and hinder it from 
returning back the ſame Way. 

The Lungs and the Diaphragm are the principal Organs . 
of Reſpiration. The Lungs: are compoſed of ſmall Veſicles, 
which anſwer to all the Ranffications of the Trachea Arieria. 
Fhefe Ramifications are called Bronchia, There is * 
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Of the Diſſimilar or Organical Parts. 2 
theſe Veſicles a cellulary Web, which fills up the Intervals, 


that are left between them. . 23k | 
The pulmonary Artery and Vein are infinitely branched 
out upon theſe Veſicles, which form a wonderful vaſcular Net; 


within the Bronchia, are little Glands called Tracheales. 


The Diaphragm is a fleſhy and tendinous Partition, which 
ſeparates the Thorax from the lower Belly, and is placed 
tranſverſly and obliquely in ſuch a Manner, that the fore Part 
is raiſed higher than the back Part. | | 

The ABDOMEN, or lower Belly, is divided into Regions and 
Parts. The whole Surface of the Belly is divided into Regions, 
that by the Correſpondence between the internal and external 
Parts we may be able to judge what inward Part is hurt, when 
there appears externally any Marks of the Blow which has made 
the Wound, or when the Patient ſhows outwardly the Place 
where the Pain is perceived. | : 

It is divided into two Regions, the anterior and poſterior. 
The anterior Region, which reaches as far as the Sides of 
the Belly, is ſubdivided into three others; the firſt is the 
higheſt, and is called the Epigaſtrium; the ſecond is the Mid- 
dle, and is term'd the Umbilical Region ; the Hypogaſtrium, or 


the third, is the loweſt. 


Each of theſe is again ſubdivided into three; the Middle 
of the Epigaſtric Region is ſimply named the Epigaſirium, 
and its Sides the Hypocondria; one is the Right, the other 


the Left. The Middle of the umbilical Region bears the ſame 


Name, and its Sides the Regions of the Loins, as well Right 
as Left. The Middle of the Hypegaſtric Region is called ſimply 
the Hypoga/trium, and its Sides the Ilia, which are allo di- 
ſtinguiſh'd by Right 4nd Left. The poſterior Region is ſub- 
divided into two Parts, the Loins' form the Superior, and the 
Buttocks the Inferior. | N 

The Abdomen is divided into the containing Parts, and the 
contained, "The proper containing Parts are the Muſcles of 
the Abdomen and the Peritoneum. The contained are the Or- 
gans defign'd for Digeſtion, and the Formation of the Chyle ; 
for the Separation of Urine and Generation. "Ty 

Organs deſign'd for Digeſtion and the Formation of the 
Chyle, are the Stomach, the Inteſtines, the Liver, the Spleen, 
the Pancreas, the Meſentery, the Reſervoir of the Chyle, and 
the Beginning of the Thoracic Canalz to which may be added 
the Glands which line the inward Membrane of the Stomach, 
and thoſe which are ſituated in the inteſtinal Canal. = 
The Organs which ſerve for the Filtration of Urine, and 


its Evacuation, are the Kidneys, the Ureters, the Bladder, 


and the Urethra, 'The 
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The Organs of Generation are different in the two Sexes. 
In Men they are the ſpermatic Veſſels, the Teſticles, the Yaſa 
Deferentia, the Veſiculæ Seminales, and the Vaſa ejaculatoria. 
Theſe laſt croſs the ſuperior proſtrate Glands, and open into the 
Urethra on the Side of the Veru Montanum ; add to theſe the 
Penis. Thoſe of Women are the Vagina, the Uterus, the Cli- 
toris, the Ligamenta rotunda, and Lata; the Tube Fallopianæ, 
the Morſus Diaboli and the Ouaria. | 

The Extremities of the Body are the ſuperior, or Hands and 
Arms; and the inferior, or the Thighs, Legs, and Feet. 
Of the conglobate Glands, there are three or four under each 
Arm-Pit, and eight or ten in each Groin. They ſerve as Re- 
fervairs for the Lymph, which is derived from the inferior and 


ſuperior Extremities. They are placed among the large Veſlels, 
and are cover'd with the Skin or Fat. 


There are other Glands of this Kind about the Parotid and 
Maxillary, and on the Sides of the jugular Veins. They receive 
the Lymph which comes from the Face and Neck. Thoſe of the 
Meſentery are likewiſe conglobate Glands. 

A more ample and particular Detail of the Parts of the human 
Body, is the Subject of Anatomy. 4 

ANATOMY is an artificial Diſſection of the human Body, to 
eome to the Knowledge of the Structure, Connection, Situation, 
and Uſe of all the Parts whereof it is compoſed. | 

It is divided into O/teelogy and Sarcolagy. Offtealogy treats of 
the hard Parts, and Sarcology of the ſoft. It is ſubdivided into 


Adgology, Splanchnology, Angiology, Neurology, and Adenolagy. 
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Of the Fluids. 


Y Fluids we are to undeſtand all the Humours which are 
contain'd in the Solids, which compoſe the human Body. 
Off theſe the Principal is the Blood, it is the Origin of all the 
reſt, except the Chyle, of which it is formed. Therefore the 
natural Order is firſt to ſpeak of the Chyle, then of the Blood, 
and afterwards of the reſt of the Fluids. | 


Of the CHYLE. 


The Chyl is milky Fluid, extracted from the Aliments, by 
the Means of Digeſtion. 


The Principles of the Chyle ſeem to be ſulphureous, muci- 
laginous, ſaline and aqueous. It is a Kind of natural Emulſion, 
both with regard to the Colour, and to the Ingredients and 

Manner 


— 
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artificial and natural Emulſion, that the latter is far more pure, 
and is prepared with a much greater Apparatus ; not by a fud- 
den Expreſſion of Part of the Liquid, but by a gentle and ſuc- 
ceſſive Percolation. The Chyle is made ſooner or later, ac- 
cording to the Difference of Temperaments, Strength, Aliments 
and Cuſtoms ; therefore how many Hours Chylification requires, 
cannot be certainly determined. | 2 ene 

When the Chyle enters the villous Oſcula of the Lacteals, it is 


not a Fluid extracted merely from the Aliment and Drink, but a 


Mixture of ſeveral Fluids; that is, the Saliva and thinner 
Mucus of the Mouth, the twofold Fluid of the Oeſophagus, the 
one proceeding from the villous Membrane of the Tube itſelf ; 
the other from its Glands. To theſe: may be added the glutin- 
ous Fluid of the Stomach, the pancreatic Juice, the Fluid of 
Peyer's Glands, which are numerous in the ſmall Inteſtines; 
Hence the Reaſon appears why Men may live upon Bread and 
Water; why the oriental Nations uſe Rice in the Room of all 
Kinds of Pulſe; and why Acids, ſpirituous Liquors, faline 
Things, and many vegetable Juices, Herbs, Roots, acrid and 
aromatic Subſtances are the leaſt fit to generate Chyle. 
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The Bleed is a vital Fluid, which no Animal can be withdut, 
in which the Life and Strength of our bodies are contained ; 
which being evacuated, the Operations of the Mind and Body 


ceaſe. The Blood is a purple Fluid, compoſed of aqueous, ge- 


latinous, ſulphureous, and earthy Parts. p 

When the Blood circulates in the Veſſels, it ſeems to be com- 
poſed of homogeneous Parts, but if after Bleeding, it ſtands long 
in the Veſſel, we ſoon find it is compoſed of different Parts: for 


being cold, it coagulates and ſeparates in two, ' whereof one is. a a4 


red Coagulum, and is called the red Part of the Blood, and the 
other is fluid and ſerous. | . x: 
The two Subſtances circulate together in the ſanguinous 
Veſſels, without Separation, But the lymphatic Part, which is 
finer than the red, paſſes alone into the extremely ſmall Lym- 
phatics, which are ſpread all over the Body, in 0 
riſhment ; Part of it is carried into the Glands, and from thence 
returns into the Blood Veſſels. | 


The red Coagulum being waſhed in warm Water, ſeparates ! 


into two Parts, one of which mingles with the Water, to which 


it communicates its red Colour, and the other forms ſmall White 


Filaments ; the firſt is properly called the Blood. It is red and 
| globulous, 
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Manner of Preparation ; there is this Difference between he 
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globulous, each of which is compoſed of fix other Globules 
united together, theſe Globules ſwim in the white Part, and 
turn inceſſantly round their Axis. a 
The tranſparent Filaments being dried, reſemble Horn, and is 
called the fibrous Lympha. This, when it is condenſed, retains 
the globulous Part of the Blood in its Interſtices, and forms the 
Ted Coagulum. After bleeding in the Foot, theſe thick and ſpungy 
Filaments are ſurrounded with a gelatinous and mucilaginous 
Juice, which ſeem to be nothing elſe than a leſs ſubtle, and a 
leſs elaborate Lympha. 

The ſerous or lymphatic Part of the Blood ſeems to be homo- 
geneous. A flight Heat thickens it like the white of an Egg, 
when boiled, which it reſembles. This is properly called the 
Lyimpba. In Proportion to its growing thick, an aqueous Hu- 
mour exhales from it, which is a little Saline, and like Urine : 
This is called the Serofity. When the Blood is examined by a 
Microſcope in a living Frog, every Thing appears conformable 
to what has been ſaid. | 

The red Colour of the Blood is not the ſame in all the large 
Veſſels. It is of a lively and brilliant Red in the pulmonary 
Vein, in the left Ventricle of the Keart, and in all the Arteries of 
the Body, where the Motion is greateſt, and the Lympha more 
copious. On the contrary, it is blackiſh and more deep co- 
Joured in the pulmonary Artery, in the right Ventricle of the 
Heart, and in all the Veins, where there is leſs Motion, and a 
leſs Quantity of Lympha. For this Reaſon the venal Blood is 
more black at the Bottom than on the Surface, in the Baſon 
after bleeding. 

As a certain Time is neceſſary to change the Chyle into 
Blood, for this Reaſon, if you bleed a Perſon ſoon after Meals, 
you will ſee white Streaks made by the Chyie, as the Blood is 
evacuated. And for this Reaſon the Serum, aſter ſettling for 
ſome time, appears quite milky, and ſometimes there is a Cruft 
of the ſame Nature on the red Caagulum 

It follows from hence, that the Seroſity ſerves as a Vehicle 
for the Lympha, and the Lympha and Seroſity together are a 
Vehicle to the Blood, properly ſo called. All theſe Parts, of 
which the Blood is compoſed, have different Motions which 
maintains the Fluidity, of which the circulatory Motions is the 
moſt certain and demonſtrable. 

ball here,obſerve by the by, that we cannot judge of the 
Health and Sickneſs of a Perſon by the mere Inſpection of the 
Blood, for ſometimes when it ſeems to be bad, there is no Diſ- 
order at all perceived by the Perfon to whom it belongs; and on 
the other Hand, when it has a fine Aſpect, it may be taken 


from 
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from a Perſon in a dangerous Diſeaſe. I have often obſerved in 
ſcorbutic and hectical Patients, that the Blood has been of a 
bright red and fluid, and that in ſtrong healthy Bodies it has 
been denſe, glutinous, black, and has ſpeedily coagulated. 
Likewiſe in apoplectic, paralytic, ſpaſmodic, and convulſive 
Diſeaſes it has been of an exceeding good Colour and Con- 
ſiſtence. And even in a virulent Carcinoma a fluid brilliant red 
Blood has proceeded from the ſmall Arteries without the Ap- 
pearance of any Fault. Blood, even when it is faulty, when it 
circulates in the Body without Obſtruction, does little Harm; on 
the other Hand, the beſt, when it ſtagnates, or is extravaſated, 
not only cauſes Diſeaſes, but Death, Hence it appears that a 
Diſorder of the Solids is of the greateſt Conſequence. When 
the Blood is extravaſated, it excites fatal Symptoms, as an Apo- 
plexy in the Brain, Fevers, Convulſions, Epilepſies, and by 
Conſent of Parts Vomiting; in the Cavity of the Thorax or 
Abdomen, if the Quantity be large, it turns to a mortal Putre- 
faction. If it ſtagnates in the Veſſels of the Brain, it cauſes a 
Phrenſy; in the 5 of the Stomach and Inteſtines a fatal In- 
flammation, which has a Tendency to a Mortification; if it 
coagulates in the Cavities of the Heart or larger Veſſels, it pro- 
duces a Syncope or ſudden Death; in the Subſtance of the 
Muſcles it turns to a Sphacelus or a fatal Putrefaction. 
However, the Inſpection of the Blood is not entirely uſe- 
leſs, for when it is thick, black, and coagulates ſpeedily, it will 

not circulate freely through the capillary Veſſels, whence Ob- 
ſtructions and chronical Diſeaſes will ariſe; and if through 
Commotions of the Body and Mind, or intenſe Cold, or 
painful and ſpaſmodic Contractions of the inward Parts, it is 
forced into the ſmall lymphatic Veſſels, grievous and fatal In- 
flammations will ariſe ; for in the Pleuriſy, Peripneumony, the 
Serum is almoſt always like Glue. Therefore this Kind of 
Blood ſhould be amended with Alkalines, Volatiles, Diluents, 
and ſalutary mineral Waters. 

When the Blood is too thin, florid, and of a bright red, it 
is not always good ; eſpecially if it wants Serum, and does not 
coagulate. For in this Caſe there are too many alkaline Salts, 
as in gouty and ſcorbutic Patients, or there is too great an inte- 
ſtine Heat, as in flow and hectic Fevers ; or the ſulphureous 
Parts are too predominant, from a free Uſe of Wine and Spices, 
eſpecially in . Perſons of a bilious Conſtitution. Sometimes the 
Blood will be thin and florid, when the Viſcera are obſtructed 
with a thick Blood, or from ſpaſmodic convulſive Motions. of 


the internal Parts. This Diſorder requires Jellies, Mucilages, 
nouriſhing 


* 
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nouriſhing. Food which will temperate the Salino-ſulphurcous 
Acrimony ; as alſo ſuitable mineral Waters. 

When the Blood has too much Serum, it ſhows that the San- 
guification is hurt, the Perſpiration too ſmall, and if the.Urine is 
little, it threatens a Cachexy, oedematous Swelling and Drop- 
ſy. When it abounds with an intenſe yellow Colour, ſo as to 
die Linen, it ſhews an Obſtruction of the biliary Ducts, and that 
the Bile is reſarbed into the lymphatic Veſſels ; or that it is not 
duly ſeparated from the Blood. In the Scurvy, Itch, and Ca- 
chexy the Serum is often varicgated, and of a livid and bluiſh 
Colour, more or leſs turbid or white with a thick Coat; and 
the Coagulum is grumous, and black intermixed with brown. In 
the Lues Venerea and conſummate Scurvy there is a copious Se- 
rum, but it is muddy and turbid. In burning Fevers there is 
Iittle Serum, and the Colour is florid with a great Froth. In the 
* Small-pox, Meaſles, acute and continual Favors, the Blood is 
very fluid without a Caagulum, becauſe its gelatinous Subſtance 
is conſumed with Heat, and turned into an alkaline Principle, 
which hinders Coagulation, 
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The Blood is formed of the Chyle, from whence proceed the 
reſt of the Fluids, which after having been confounded in its 
Maſs, are ſeparated from it. This Separation is called a Secretion, 
Filtration, or Excretion. 

The Secretions are made, either by the Extremities of the 
capillary Veſſels of the Arteries, as thoſe of the Perſpiration and 
the Fat; or by the Means of certain Organs, called conglome- 
rate Glands, deſtined for this Operation, as thoſe of the Bile, 
the Saliva, and the like. 

The Fluids which are ſeparated from the Maſs of Blood, are 
divided into three Clafſes. The fir/? comprehends thoſe which 
are to be mixed with the Blood again for different Uſes.” Such 
as the Fat, Synovia, the Fluid of the Pericardium, the Animal 
Spirits, Kc. Theſe are called Recrements. 

The ſecond contains thoſe which are to have no further Com- 
merce with the Blood. Such as the Urine, the matter of inſenſi- 
ble Per ſprration, the Sweat, &c. Thele are called Excrements. 
The ird is compoſed of thoſe, Part of which are to re enter 
into the Maſs of Blood, and the other Part to be thrown out of 
the Courſe of Circulation. Such as the Saliva, the Bile, the 
pancreatic Juice, &. As theſe partake of the two former, they 
are called recremental Excrements, 


* 
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Theſe Fluids are ſeparated from the Blood, partly to per- 
form ſome Function, or for the Preſervation of the Body ; partly 
becauſe they are ſuperfluous, and ' would become prejudicial. 
"Theſe ſhall be examined in their Order. _ SOUP 
The Matter of in/en/ible Perſpiration is a fine ſubtile Fluid, 
which exhales from the Body in the Form of a Vapour, and 
proceeds from the whole Surface, and from every Cavity, When 
it proceeds from the Lungs, it is called pulmonary Perſpiration 3 
that which flies off from the Pores of the Skin, is termed cutane- 
ous Per ſpiration, . MO . 

This Evacuation is called inſenſible, becauſe it is impercepti- 
ble to the Eyes, and yet it is more copious than all the reſt of 
the Evacuations. Many Experiments prove its Exiſtence. If 
you paſs your Finger over the Surface of a Looking-glaſs, or 


any other poliſhed Body, it will leave a Track of Moiſture. - If 


2 put your naked Head near a white Wall, expoſed to the 
un, the Shadow of the Vapours which proceed from the Pores 
of the Skin, may be plainly ſeen. If you breathe upon Glaſs, 

you may perceive it covered with ſmall Drops of Water. The 
Vapours which proceed from the Lungs, are in Winter con- 
denſed by the Cold, and form a Kind of -bluiſh Miſt proceeding 
from the Mouth. Other Experiments prove that it is more co- 
pious than the reſt of the Evacuation Sanctorius has obſerved .

my is diſordered, when this Perſpiration is ſtopped by tog cold an

As there are no Glands which ſerve for the Ee SER 


this Fluid, it is ſuppoſed to proceed from the Pores or the Ex- 
tremities of the capillary Arteries, which are exceedingly ſmall.

fore a good Fire than in cold Air; when the Body is in Motion 
uring Digeſtion rather than before Meals; and in a hot Countty 
than in a cold. ct | : 
Its Matter is aqueous and ſaline, and ſeems to have a great 
Analogy with the Urine, becauſe in a healthy State, the Increaſe 
of one diminiſhes the other. ke 
Its Uſe is to preſerve the Suppleneſs of the Papillæ of the 
Skin. It carries the ſaline Particles off from the Blood, and 
renders it more pure by this Means. Beſides, a free Petſpita- 
tion preſerves the Body from various Diſeaſes, and is of extragr- * 
dinary Uſe in promoting their Cure; for it is obſerveable in the 
Summer Months, when Perſpiration is greateſt, Men are leſs 
apt to be ſick, ind fewer die. The Spaſms which affect the 
I. 9 Hypo- 
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Hypochondriac, and the Pains which torment thoſe that have the 
Gout generally ceaſe. Perſons advanced in Years, that are of 
a weak- Conftitution, and obnoxtous to Diſorders, are never 
better than in the Summer. Obſtinate quartan Agues, and 
other Diſeaſes which have continued Tong, proceeding from an 
Infarction of the Viſcera, are either leſſened in the Summer, or 
quite ceaſe. It is likewiſe obſervable, that free Perſpiration 
helps to cure the moſt dangerous Diſeaſes, on which Account 
thoſe that are lean are more eafily cured, than Perſons of a 
ſpungy Habit. 

The Diſorders which proceed from a Suppreſſion of Perſpira- 
tion, are great and dangerous, for it increaſes the impure Juices, 
and diſpoſes them to Corruption and Putrefaction, whenee pro- 
ceed univerſal Diſeaſes, ſuch as Fevers and Cachexies, which 
are tainted with ſomething of Malignity. | 

Thus in every Seaſon of the Year, when Perſpiration is 

fuppreſſed, Diſeaſes are generated; hence in the Spring pro- 
ceed Madneſs, Hzmorrhages, Epilepſies, Quinſies, Gout, Rhe- 
ums, Coughs, Lippitudes, Abſcefſes, Puſtules, Rheumatiſms, the 
Small-pox, Meaſles, catarrhal and continual Fevers. For when 
the Atmoſphere is unequal and changeable, that is, ſometimes 
moiſt. ſometimes hot, ſometimes cold, and ſometimes windy, as 
in Adarch, Diſeaſes are generally rife. For when the Air be- 
comes warm from putrid Moiſture, which has long ſtagnated 
in the Earth, and the corruptible Exhalations begin to be diſ- 
ſolved, it is dangerous to be abroad, and to continue long in 
this Kind of Air; eſpecially if the Body be weak. | 

Even the Diſeaſes which happen in Summer, ſuch as ardent, 
bilious, con:inual and intermitting Fevers, are not ſo much ow- 
ing to Heat and Dryneſs, as to a cold moiſt Air, which predo- 
minates carly in the Morning, and in the Evening. 

The Autumn, according to the Experience of all ſkitful Phyſi- 
Clans, is full of Diſeaſes; on Account of the Inequality and 
ſudden Changes of the Weather. 

The Diſeaſes which reign in the Vinter, are certainly owing 
to intenſe Cold; hence Pleuriſies, and Peripneumonies, Rheuma- 
tiſms, Defluxions, Gouts, acute Pains and Diſeaſes of the Head. 
However, dry, ſerene, pure cold Weather increaſes the Spring of 
the Fibres, and ſtrengthens the Body, which, if well cloathed, 

ves a proper Tone to, and increaſes the Strength of all the 
arts. 

The Matter of Sweat is ſeparated from the Blood by the mi- 
liary Glands. It is much more groſs than that of Perſpiration, 
whence in the Sunmer it may be perceived in ſmall Drops. 
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The Pores through which it paſſes are likewiſe more large than 


thoſe of inſenſible Perſpiration. - | 
While a Perſon is in a Sweat, the excretory Ducts of the mi- 
liary Glands compreſs the Pores of inſenſible Perſpiration, whence 


- a copious Sweat diminiſhes Perſpiration. The Sweat is neatly - 


allied to the Urine. | | 

The ſebacrous Humour is an unctuous, thick, viſcous Matter, 
which is filtred by the ſebaceous Glands, and. is depoſited In 
ſmall Pollicule, where it acquires a certain Conſiſtence. Par- 
ticularly it forms black Spots on the Noſe, and between the 
Shoulders, which are ſqueezed out in the Shape of little Worms, 
and which ignorant People take to be living Animals, In the 
Arm-pits it colours the Linen of a yellowiſh Red“ 
The Uſe of it is to defend the Skin from the Actions of the 
Salts, which abound in Sweat, and in the inſenſible Perfpiration 


to render the Skin of the Face ſmooth and poliſhed; and to hin- 


der the Excoriation of the Parts, which are moſt liable to Frie- 
tion. This ſebaceous Fluid becoming dry, forms the ſmall 
Scales, which abound in the Head, and other Parts of the Body. 
When it is retained in Fol/iculz, or a Gland, it forms the Tu- 
bercles or ſmall Tumours, which ariſe in the Skin. Theſe 
Glands lie on the internal Surface of the Skin, and within 
the Skin itſelf, chiefly among the hairy Parts; behind the 
Ears, on the Outſide of the Noſtrils, in the Middle of the 
Cheeks, in the Neck, under the Arms, between the Shoulders, 
on the Scrotwn and Prepuce, as well as on the other Parts of the 
Pudenda, of both, Sexes. OTE TOOED 

The Cerumen, or Ear-wax, is yellow and bittef, it crackles 
and flames in the Fire. When it is copious and grows hard in 
the Ear, it may cauſe Deafneſs | 5 

The Gam of the Eyes is to prevent the 155 of the Tears 
upon the Cheeks, to guide them towards the Noſe, and to make 
them paſs through the Puncta Lachrymalia. When it is too 
thick and plentiful, it becomes a Diſorder. 2. 


The animal Spirits, according to the common Opinion, are ſe- 


creted from the Blood in the cortical Part of the Brain, and in 
the ſpinal Marrow by the Arteries. It is an extremely 
ſubtle, and moveable Fluid. Theſe Spirits paſs from the corti- 
cal Subſtance into the Medullary, and from thence to the 
Nerves, which carry them from the Head to all Parts of the 
Body, and then bring them back to the Head. It is this active 
Principle which gives Motion, Strength, and Vigor to all Parts 
of the Body, with the neceſſary Tenſion ; by this we perceive - 
ObjeRs, and perform all our Actions. | 1 
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Our Perceptions and our Actions depend upon the Facility 
with which theſe Spirits paſs from the Brain to the Nerves, and 
back from the Nerves to the Brain. For if the Brain, the Cere- 
bellum, or the ſpinal Marrow is hurt, there happens in all the 
Parts where the Nerves are diſtributed, which proceed from the 
diſordered Part, Convulſions and Palſies; if any Nerve is tied or 
cut, the Parts below the Ligature loſe their Senſe and Motion, 
- while thoſe above continue in their former State. g | 
The TEars are a Lympha or aqueous Fluid, which is ſub- 
tile, limpid, and a little faltiſh ; it is ſeparated from the arterial 
Blood by the lachrymal Glands, and ſmall glandulous Grains on 
the Inſide of the Eye lids. 
This Fluid ſerves to moiſten and deterge the Eyes and the 
Eye-lids, after which it tends to the internal Angle of the Eye, 
and is abſorbed by the Puna Lachrymalia, and conveyed to 
the lachrymal Bag, from whence it goes into the Noſe by the 
. naſal Canal. 
In its natural State the lachrymal Lympha runs off entirely this 
Way; but if the Eyes, the /achrymal Glands, and the ſmall 
Glands of the Eye-lids are irritated by any ſtrange Body, fuch as 
_ Duſt, Muſtard, Pepper, the Vapour of an Onion, Smoke, or 
the like; or by the Tears themſelves becoming acrid, or by vi- 
olent Paſſions of the Mind, as Pain, Uneaſineſs, Sadneſs, Com- 
1 and Joy; then the ſecretory Organs, preſſed at different 
imes, will pour out a larger Quantity of Tears than the Puncta 
Lachrymalia can abſorb; therefore the Overplus will run down 
the Cheeks in Drops, as if the Perſon wept. 

The ſame thing will happen if the Pun&a Lachrymalia or the 
Naſal Bag are obſtructed or compreſs'd. Children and very old 
People weep more eaſily than Men of a different Age, becauſe 
they can the leſs withſtand their Paſſions, and their Tempera- 
ment being moiſt, makes the Source of the Tears more copious. 

The Mucus of the Noſe is ſeparated from the Blood by Glands 

which are ſeated in the pituitary Membrane, which lines and co- 
vers the whole internal Part of the Noſe, with all its Cavities 
and Foldings. | | 

This * Fluid is void of Taſte and Smell; it mixes 

"readily with Water, and is condenſed when it is ſuffer'd to re- 
main too long. It is very copious when a Perſon has caught 
Cold, or uſes any acrid Powder of the Nature of Snuff. 

-Its Uſe is to lubricate the internal Surface of the Noſe, to ren- 
der it ſupple, to keep it moiſt, and to preſerve the internal Parts 
of the Noſe from the Injuries of the Air. The Stoppage of the 
Noſe is cauſed by Retention of this Fluid in the Glands, © - F 
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aſſiſts Digeſtion by its aqueous, ſaline, and oily Parts. 


Of the Fluids which proceed from the Blood, 37 
The Saliva or Spittle is a Fluid, which continually moiſtens 
the Mouth, and is ſeparated from the Blood by the ſalivary + 
Glands. It is a thin, tranſparent Liquor with very little Taſte 
or Smell, and is, properly ſpeaking, nothing but an attenuated 
Oil mixed with Water, by the Means of Salts, and the Motion 
of the Arteries. Its Uſes are very great, it moiſtens the Throat, 
preſerves: it from the Injuries of the Air, and facilitates Speech. 
Being mixed with the Aliment, it renders Swallowing eaſy, and 


The Amygdale, or Almonds, filter a thick Humour, whoſe 


Uſe is to lubricate the neighbouring Parts.

The inward Parts of the Oeſaphagus are moiſten'd with 4 
Fluid, filtred through the Glands of the Coat of this Organ. 
This Liquor facilitates Swallowing. | 

In the fourth Tunic of the Stomach there are a great Number 
of ſmall Ducts, which anſwer to the glandulous Grains, placed 
in the looſe and ſpungious Web of the third Tunic. Theſe 
Glands excrete the ga/tric Fluid, or flomachal Juice, whoſe Uſe 
is to promote Digeſtion, and to cauſe an Appetite. This Juice 


is clear, ſubtle, and acrid in Animals, who have been long 


hungry; but in its natural State it is analogous to the Salus. 
he third Tunic of the Inteſtines contains a great Number of 
different glandulous Grains, which excrete a Liquor called the 
inteſtinal. Lympha, which reſembles the Saliva, and which aug - 
ments the Fluidity of the Chyle. ws * 
The Bile is a yellow Fluid, which is bitter, and compoſed of 
aqueous, ſaline, reſinous, and ſulphureous Parts greatly attenu- 
ated, and very intimately mix'd together. Hence it is ſaponace- 
ous, very penetrating, and exceeding fit to compleat the Diſſo- 
lution of the ſulphureous, gummy, mucilaginous, and faline 
Parts of the Aliment, | „ | 
Experiments convince us, that the Bile is a Mixture of Oil 
and an alkalious Salt, which make a Sort of a Soap. Hence 
ſome Authors call it the animal Soap. . 
The Liver ſeparates this Fluid from the venal Blood, brough 
thereto by the Vena Porte, which it receives from the Spleen, 
Stomach, Inteſtines, and Epiploon, by a ſingle Trunk of a Vein, 
formed of the Re-union of the Veins, which proceed from theſe 


different Parts. For one Part of the Blood comes from the 


Spleen, when it has undergone ſume Change; another Part from 
the Stomach, and Inteſtines, where it has been loaded according 
to ſome, with Part of the Chyle ; and another Part comes from 
the Epiploon, from whence it brings Part of the Fat. 
The Bile being ſeparated by the Glands of the Liver, then 
paſſes through the Pores of the biliary Veſſels, which by their

38 Of the Fluids which proceed from the Blood, 
Re-union form a Canal called the Ductus Hepaticus, Other 
ſmall Canals, according to Winſlow and Perdier, proceed from 
theſe Pores of the Liver, and are called Hepatocy/fic, and carry 
the Bile into the Gall-bladder, from whence it proceeds from a 
Canal, which is named the Ductus cy/ficus. This Canal is 
joined with the Hepatic, and make together one ſingle Duct, 
termed the Ductus Choledogus, this common Canal depofites the 
Bile in the Duodenum. 

The Bite which is found in the Gall-bladder, is very thick, 
very bitter, and very yellow. Compreſſions of the Muſcles of 
the Abdomen, the Contractiom of its own fleſhy Fibres, and 
eſpecially the Preſſure of the Stomach, when it is full, forces 
the Bile into the Duadenum. That which proceeds from the he- 
7 Duct, is more fluid, more tranſparent, and more ſoft. 

Action of the Diaphragm, of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, 
and the progteſſive Motion of the Fluids, force the Bile out of 
this Canal into the Duodenum. 

The Uſe of the Bl: is to divide the Chyle, to render it more 
fluid and ſweet, and to excite a certain Motion in the Inteftines. 
The cyſtic Bile has a purgative Quality, and is a Kind of na- 
tural Clyſter, whence the Inteſtines are ſtimulated to the Ejection 
of the Faces, | | 

When the Bile is vitiated, it produces an Accumulation of 
Crudities into the Prime Fig, whence ariſes a Nauſea, Heat of 
the Stomach, Flatulencies, Coſtiveneſs, a Cachexy, Waſting ; 
Wherefore all Bitters aſſiſt the Chylification, correct the Faults 
of the Prime Viz, and prevent many chronical Difeaſes. 

The Pancreatic Juice is an aqueous lympid Fluid, a little vif- 
cous, and almoſt without Smell, Colour, or Taſte; it is ſepa- 
rated from the arterial Blood in the Pancreas, which being con- 
veyed by the pancreatic Duc into the Duodenum, is diſcharged 
with the Bile through the Ductus Choledochus. | 

This Juice is almoſt inſipid in its natural State, and is analogous 
to the Saliva. Its Uſe is to moiſten the Maſs of Aliments in the 
Duodenum, to ſoften the Bile, to render it more fluid, and to 
mix with it, in Order to diſſolve the Aliments more minutely, 
and to render the Chyle more fit, to enter the lacteal Veins. 

The Urine is a ſerous and ſaline Fluid of a Citron Colour, 
ſeparated from the Blood, which the emulgent Ar teries carry to 
the Kidneys; from whence it deſcends to the Bladder by the 
— and is emitted from Time ta Time by the Canal of the

The Urine is therefore the Seroſity of the Blood, but not 
=> for it is loaded with ſaline, ſulphureous, and terreſtrial 

articles ; of which it is the Henfiruum and the Vehicle, % 
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The Sides of the Bladder are guarded by a mucilaginous 
Fluid, excreted by the Glands, which are between its ts 3 
by which Means the urinous Salts make the leſs Impreſſion upon 
it. This Fluid forms the Glair, which falls to the Bottom of 
the Veſſel, when a Perſon is afflicted with the Stone. 

It is obſerveable that there are three Sorts of Subſtances diffe- 
rently placed, the Nubecula, the Enæorema, and the e 
The Nubecula is a Sort of a Pellicle, which ſwims near the Top 
of the Urine, and conſiſts of the ſaline and fibrous Particles of 
the Blood, mixt with the Seroſity. When it is expoſed to the 
Fire, it changes to a cruſtaceous Subſtance. The Enezorema or 
Suſpenſion, is a white, light, ſpungious Matter, which ſwims 


in the Middle of the Urine, conſiſting of Particles of a different 


Nature. The Hypeſtaſis or Sediment, is a ſaline, ſulphureous, 
a terreſtrial Matter, which precipitates to the Bottom of the 

cine. | 

The Urine of four- footed Beaſts is troubled and muddy, that 
of Men is more clear and limpid ; in Infants it is more pale and 
thick than that of middle aged Perſons. In the very old it is 
more clear, thin, and has not ſo much Colour ; in hot, bilious 
Conſtitutions it is more of a Saffron Colour; in the cold and pi- 


: 


| tuitous Pale; Wine Drinkers have it of a higher Colour 3 and 


more thick ; in thoſe that uſe much Exerciſe it is little and red ; 
in the Idle it is pale with a large Sediment. After Meals it is co 
pious, inſipid, light, raw, and without Smell; after long faſt- 
ing, it is of a higher Colour, acrid, and little. Thofe that 
ſweat much, make little Water, which is more muddy and 
ellow. | 
| Diſeaſes cauſe a remarkable Change in the Urine. Light, 
thin, watry Urine ſhews the Perſon to be afflicted with internal 
Spaſms, the hyſteric Paſhon, hypochondriac Pains, the Cardial- 
gia, the Stone or Gravel, or the convulſive Colic. In Diſeaſes 
of the Head, ſuch as the Yertiga, Phrenſy, Madneſs, Melan- 
choly, Epilepſy, the Urine is always thin and light. It is like- 
wiſe the ſame in the more grievous Affections of the Nerves, 
from Poiſon or V orms. This State of the Urine not only hap- 
pens in the Fits, but ſome Days before and after. | 
When the Urine is thin, aqueous, and always white, it pre- 
ſages Danger in obſtinate Diſeaſes ; if it is copious in the State 
of Fevers, and before the Criſis, it portends a Phrenfy.

In the Fit, that is, in its Ex- 
a⁊cerbation or State, the Urine is thin, clear, and without Sedi- 
ment ; in an ardent and bilious Fever the Urine is generally 
pellucid, but of a Flame Colour. In Intermittents after the Fit, 
and on the well Day, it is thick, and depoſites a Sediment; if 
this happens in continual Fevers, after the Criſis, it ſhews the 
Fever to be ended. | r n "- 

If the Sediment is of a roſy or purple Colour, it ſhews the 
Blood is in Fault, as is evident in continual Fevers. When it is 
intenſely yellow, it diſcovers that the Bile is in Fault; when it 
is brown or black, there is a Plenty of black Bile, as in a ſcor- 
butic or miliary Fever, and in Quartans of a dangerous Nature, 
When it is very plentiful, and full of viſcid and crude Humours, 
in replete, obefe, and ſpungy Bodies, it ſhews the Obſtinacy of 
an intermitting Fever. FRY 

'As it is a good Sign when the Urine is thick, and depoſites } 
Sediment in Fevers, ſo on the contrary, if there is no Sediment 
in intermitting Fevers, but the Urine continues clear, and lets 
fall no Sediment in the cold Fit, it is a bad Sign. If after the 
Fit, it has no Sediment, but is pellucid, it is a very bad Omen. 
In all inflammatory Fevers, if the Urine is clear and of a Purple 
Colour, or brown and of a deep Colour, frothy and without Se- 
diment, it is a bad Sign. Likewiſe it is always obſerved, that 
in a continual Fever, if the Urine is turbid, and does not grow 
clear, either by the Fire or Reſt, nor depoſites a Sediment, it is 
a very dangerous Preſage; it is likewiſe very bad, when in con- 
tinual Fevers, it is thick on the firſt Days, and in the Remainder, 
eſpecially the critical Days, it is thin and without Sediment. 

In the Decline of Catarrhal Fevers, and in the Small-pox and 
Meaſles, if the Urine was clear and aqueons, but is now thick 
and high-colour'd with a Sediment, it is a certain Sign that the 
Diſeaſe remits. | | | ; 

In Conſumptions and all other violent and chronical Diſeaſes, 
if the Urine is thick, little, high-colour'd, and a dark Red, 
with a copious Sediment and a Fatneſs, ſwims upon the Urine, 
and adheres to the Sides of the Urinal, the Body at the ſame 
Time waſting away, it is a Sign of a flow hectic F ever, which 
is generally fatal. The like Danger is threatened, when in

This Motion ib chieſty 
cauſed by the Dilatation and Contraction of this Organ, and is the 
Principle on which Life depends; for when it ceaſes in any 1 0 
it dies; when it is diminiſhed, the Operations are weak 
when it ceaſes totally, Life is extinguiſh'd. . Woe 

The Aion of the Brain is to ſeparate a very ſubtle Flaid from 
the Blood, called the animal Spirits, which are diſtributed by 
the Nerves into all Parts of the Body, and whoſe Motion is ſo 
rapid, as to paſs from the Brain to the Extremities of the Body 
in an Inſtant, at the Command of the Will, and return back 
with the ſame Rapidity. The Brain is the Reſervoir of this 
Fluid, by which the Soul has Perception of 2 a y- 
forms all corporeal Actions. ; 

Reſpiration is an Action by Means of which the Air liters. 
into the Breaſt, and returns back; it is compoſed of two Moti- 
ons, the one is called Inſpiration, and the other Expitation. By 
Inſpiration the Air enters into the — by —— eyeturns 
back from thence. 

Phyſicians are not agreed about the Effects of Refdivation; 
ſome think the Air is inſinuated into the Veſſels of the Lungs, 
to give greater Fluidity and Motion to the Blood. Others that 
it conveys very ſubtle nitrous Corpuſcles thereinto, which gives 
it the red Colour. Others again believe the Air ſerves! to con- 
denſe the Blood, which has been heated by Circulation. This 
is certain, that the Air entering into the Lungs, and allthe ſmall 
Rainifications which ſurround its Veſicles, is broke, 'eonjminu- 
ted, and render'd more fluid; and that it is depriv'd of a Seroſi- 
ty, which proceeds from the Lungs by Perſpiration, in the Form 
of a Vapour, which is viſible in cold Weatber. 

It may be added that the Voice, Laughter, Coughine, FEM

By its Fluidity it infinuates into the Veſicles of the 
Lungs, and into the Blood, by Means of the Aliments. By its 
Elaſticity the fmall Quantity of it contained in the Blood, keeps 
up — Equilibrium, with the Weight prefling externally upon

The Air is ſuſceptible of different Qualities. It may be bot, 
moiſt, cold, dry, ſerene, pure, and temperate. It is ſubject to 
Variations, more or leſs ſudden, and to be mixt with impure, 
corrupted, contagious, metallic, ſulphureous Exhalations, which 
are all prejudicial to Health. The beſt Quality of the Air is to

For this Reaſon, Infants hould 
have little ſolid Aliment, and old Perſons, and thole who have 
loft their Teeth, for Maſtication is of excellent Uſe to promote 
Digeſtion ; wherefore light Food is beſt for thoſe why cannot 

it. 


It is not poſlible for thoſe perde their Health, ho do not

| - by watching; and conſequently it reſtores 
mme Strength of thoſe who are weak, indiſpoſed, or labour much; 
it likewiſe promotes  Perſpiration, contributes greatly to Di- 
geſtion, and more to Nutrition. 

The Night, when all Nature is in a profound T ii is 
the moſt proper Time for Sleep ; for the Vigour of the Body and 
Mind are better reſtored in the Night than in the Day. Thus 
noctutnal Labour and Lucubrations impair the Health. 

A ſound undiſturb d Sleep is much the beſt. Unquiet inter- 
rupted Sleep contributes little to reſtore the Strength, but hin- 
ders Perſpiration and 

Exerciſe and Cuſtom ought . to > regulate the Duration of Sleep, 
fix or ſeven Hours at a Time is generally thought to be ſufficicnt ; 
for too much Sleep makes a Perſon. ſluggiſh, . dulls be 
Faculties, and'renders them unfit for Buſineſs. 

Immoderate: Watching is as prejudicial to Health, as Sleep i is 
beneficial It may occaſion great Diſorders in the animal, Oeco- 
tomy by waſting the Spirits and fluid Parts of the load... The 
beſt Place for Sleep is in a dry ſpacious Room, Where the Air is 
good; for cloſe; little, moiſt Plapeyiitos much bene. N 
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The beſt Poſture is to lie on the right Side at Night, and on the 


left in the Morning, with the Head raiſed, and the Body bent. 
Motion and Reſt contribute no leſs to Health than Sleep. Mo- - 
tion or Exercite increaſes the Circulation of the Blood, attenuates 
and divides the Fluids, and promotes a regular Perſpiration, as. . 
well as a due Secretion of all the Humours; for it accelerates 
the animal Spirits, and facilitates their Diſtribution into all the 
Fibres of the Body, which ſtrengthens. the Parts, creates an 
Appetite, . and helps Digeſtion.

Excretions, I mean thoſe which evacuate ſuperſluous and he- 
terogeneous Humours, purify the Maſs of Blood. The Hu- 
mours which are generated in the Blood, are excreted by the 
Glands, and are replaced by a ſufficient Quantity of Aliment. 
This in Adults keeps the Body of an equal Weight, and conſe- 
2 preſerves Life and Health. Therefore the Secxetions 
ould neither be diſturb'd or diminiſhed, ſuppreſs'd or increaled. 
But theſe have been particularly mentioned elſewhere; I hall 
only obſerve, that Perſpiration may be promoted by dry Frie- 
tions, with a coarſe linen Cloth, or a Fleſh-Bruſh, and by ciean- 
ing the Skin from Time to Time, by warm Baths, waſhing the 
Hands, Feet, Head, and other Parts, which perſpire much. 
It is well known that Cold ftops the Pores, and diminiſhes 
both Sweat and Perſpiration.

- tepfy and Drunkenneſs, the Pulſe is always more frequent, even 
without a Fever. Therefore Enquiry ſhould always be made, 
whether the Frequency of the Pulſe ' ariſes from any external 
Cauſe, and whether there are any other eſſential Signs of a Fe- 
ver, as Horror, and a Refrigeration of the Extremities. But 
which is ſeldom taken notice of, the Pulſe is not guick in all Fevers, 
but more renitent and hard than the natural; and there are few 
Fevers, in which the Pulſe is not harder than common, malig- 
nant ſweating Fevers excepted, ſuch as the ſweating Sickneſs, 
wherein it is undulcus, with the greateſt Loſs of Strength. Fe- 
vers in. general are attended with an 3 Spaſm of the ner- 
vous and vaſculous Syſtem, including the Tunics of the arterions, 
Veſſels, which conſiſt, of nervous and muſculous Fibres. This 
ſpaſtic Strifure of the Fibres, contracting the capillary Veſſels,

In malignant and ſpotted Fevers it is 
ſmall, weak, and contracted, with great Loſs of Strength, which 
becoming ſoft and undulous, with a copious Sweat, and ſeem- 
ingly good Urine, without a Remiſſion of the Symptoms, por- 
tends Death. In inflammatory Fevers with Pain it is hard, and 
frequent, and ſometimes great. In catarrhal and flow Fever s 
the Pulſe increaſes in the Evening, and becomes more quick. 

In Madneſs, the Phrenſy, and Melancholy, it varies greatly, and 
is quick, ſlow, languid, robuſt, or unequal ; but the Pulſe in the 
Head generally beats ſtrongly, with a diſtenſive and laneinatin 
Pain, In an Epilepſy, Apoplexy, and Hemiplexy, it is hard 
frequent, and ſometimes large; but if in the Palſy, Lethargy,' 
Coma, and Diſpoſition to the Syncope, it is ſoft, rare, and languid, 
and at laſt becomes ſo ſlender, as to be hardly perceived; wich a 
cold Sweat, it is fatal.

Before a Hemorrhage the Pulſe is quick, ſmall, and ſomewhat 
hard, but-when it breaks out, the Quickneſs and Largeneſs 'are 
increaſed. Spaſmodic, hypochondriac and hyfteric Aﬀettions, Colic, 
and Gravel Pains, Pains in the Head and external Parts, hade a 
quick hard Pulſe, which, when it begins to grow ſoft and large, 
it ſhews the Spaſms begin to be appeaſed, and the Motion of the 
Blood to become natural. In a Dyſentery the Pulſe is generally 
frequent and flow; if with a Fever, it is large. In the Lues 
Venerea, Scurvy, Cachexy, and Dropſy, the Pulſe is languid and 
weak.

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FH E Harmony. and Sympathy of the nervous Parts is of 

very great Ule in Phyſic, for without an accurate Know- 
ledge of this, many Symptoms of Diſeaſes can ſcarcely "be. ex- 
plained, though it has not hitherto been ſufficiently attended

It is to be obſerved that the nervoſa- meml ranacenus Parts are 
firſt the Membranes of the Brain and ſpinal Marrow, then the 
nervous Membranes which inveſt the Organs of the Senſes the 
Eyes, Ears, Noftrils, Mouth, and Fauces; add to theſe, thoſe 
which cover the Bones, Head, Teeth, Joints, and Muſcles. 
Likewiſe the Ce/aphagns, Stomach, and the whole Volume df the 
Intellines, which is cntitely nervous and membranaccous. . 
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The fame Conſent obtains al ſo in the whole Syſtem of the 
bilions and uringry Dult, the Bladder, Glands, and Skin, which 
Aſt is a Web of tendinous and nervous Fibres. In all theſe Parts 
there is a wonderful Connection, Conſent, Sympathy, and Com- 
munication of Mations as well as Hurts, when they are affected 
by any violent Cauſe; all which are owing to the Nerves. 

When the Nerves are moleſted, there ariſes a Sen/e of Pain, a 
Stricture of the adjacent Parts, eſpecially of the Veſſels; whence 
the Motions of the Blood and Humours become anomalous. 

- "Phe irregular Motions of the Mind act directly on the nervous 

Parts, and produce great Diſturbance in the whole Oeconomy of 
the vital and animal Motions, ſuch as a violent Stricture and 
ContraQion of the Parts, their Reſolution and Relaxation; to 
remedy which, Emollients, Lenients, and Sedatives are ne- 


A grievous Concuſſion of the Brain, without hurting the Tex- 
ture of the Parts, will cauſe an Abolition of the Senſes, a Fall- 
ings a Natſea, Vomiting, and Convulſions. Sailing in a Ship, or 
turning round briſkly. will produce a Vertiga, Nauſea, enormous 
Vomiting, with great Anxiety, Paleneſs, Languor, Loſs of Ap- 
petite, Sc, Wie | | 
Theſe Symptoms may be produced by an exceeding ſmall 
Portion of Matter. For the Smake of Tobacco in Beginners will 
cauſe. great Anxieties, with cold Sweats, Paleneſs, Vomiting, and 
Naxſeas. The £ffluvia of Muſk and the like will produce in 
ſome a Syncope and Oppreſſions of the Breaſt, which is cured by 
applying fetid Things to the Noſe. Cauſtic poiſonous Matter, 
conveyed to the nervous Fibrillæ of the wounded Skin, by the 
Bite of a Viper, Scorpion, mad Dog, or by an Inſtrument imbuted 
with the Juice of white Hellebore, Oil of Tobacco, or an arſe- 
nical Liniment, will throw the nervous Syſtem into Commotions 
and: ſpaſtic Strictures. Hence a Fever, Syncope, cold Sweat, 
Paleneſs, Nauſea, Vomiting, Vellowneis of the Skin; Convul- 
fions, Alienation of the Mind, obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, Suppreſſion 
of Urine, high Anxiety, and Difficulty of Breathing. And here 
2 or Antidotes are neteſſary, if poſſible, to ſubdue the active 
articles of the Poiſon. | | 
Solid, rigid Bodies alſo produce in the Nerves grievous Symp- 
toms. 'Thus a Needle, a Lancet, hurting a Tendon, produce a 
hard Tumor, an Inflammation with ſhivering, a Fever, and 
watching, and at length a Mortification and Death. The cer- 
tain Remedies for which are Emollients. The cutting of Corns, 
when Perſons are old and ſcorbutic, are often attended with ter- 
rible Conſequences, A Thorn under the Nail will produce Pain,

Cauſes of a Mortification in extreme old Age, and a ſcorbutic 
Body, conſiſts not only in the wounding the Neryes, hut in the 
Conſtriction of the nervous Membranes, whence «Stagnation of 
the Blood, and ſphacelous Corruption. 

The Sting of a Waſp, in ſome . Part, will "hs 
times __ terrible Symptoms, as will Hurts in the inward. 
Parts, by the ſwallowing of a Needle, and the like. 

But the Stomach has the moſt intimate Sympathy with all the 
reſt of the Parts; for let the Nerves be hurt where they will, the 
Stomach always ſuffers. Even a ſtrong Blow on the Pit af the 
Stomach has been fatal, Nothing makes this more evident than 
the taking Ar ſenic and corraſive Preparations of Mercury, and An» 
timony; Cicuta Aquatica, and Fungi of various as alſo 
draflic Purges, which alone cauſe the ſtrongeſt ſpaſtic Contra 
ons of the whole nervous Syſtem. Hence a Cardialgia, 
to vomit, hiccoughing, Anxiety of the Præcordia, Nifficylty of 
Breathing ; Conſtriftion of the Diaphragm, dryneſs of the Tongue 
and 2 unquenchable Thirſt, 6 flivenels, Retention of 
Wind, Griping, Looſeneſs, a perpetual Stimulus to Urine, Cold - 
neſs of the xtremities, cold Sweats, an hypocratic Countenance, 
a trembling of the Limbs, an -intermitting Pulſe, a Delirium, 
Fainting, Convulſions, an Epilepſy ; which are the — 
Symptoms of Poiſon, and ariſe from the Eroſion of the Coats uf 
the Stomach. 

This is confirmed by the Symptoms of hypochondriac and byftric 
Perſons. For. if the Stomach is diſtended with Wind, and its 
Orifices contracted by a Spaſm, the Nerves are vellicated or 
drawn, and there is a Tenſion in various Parts. The Nerves of 
the Lungs being thus affected, produce the higheſt conſtrictivs 
Anxieties; Tremblings and Palpitations of the Heart, a frequent, 
hard, and contracted Pulſe. If the Nerves of the Neck, there is 
a difficult Swallowing, and the Aliment regurgitates. If thoſe of 
the Head, there is a rige, and a Scotomia, a Pain in the Head, 
a Senſe of Coldneſs, anxious Thoughts, a Hemicrama, Fear, Ter- 
ror, and Deſpair. Likewiſe — the Plexus of the Meſentery 
and intercoſtal Nerves may be drawn into Conſent, there are 
Pains of the Back, Gripes, a copious Flux of the Hemorrhoids, 


Pain of the Joints, a ueous Urine, Coſtiveneſs, or a Diarrhea ; 


as well as Coldneſs of the Extremities. All which may be alle- 
viated, if the Scomach and Inteſtines are cleared from Wind, and 
the Spaſms appeaſed by Clyſters, Baths, and Antiſpaſmodics, and 
the acid, viſcid, and bilious Colluvies carried mm * gentle Laxa« 
tives, joined with bitter Balſamics. 
This Conſent of the Stomach, with the n Parts, may be

and Melancholy to — Perſon hypochondriac, the Seat of which 
is chiefly in the Stomach ; likewiſe Anger will produce a Cardi- 
algia, and a Propenſity to vomit; a ſtrong Deſire in the Swifs 
of returning to their own Country will hurt the' Cauſes of Digeſti- 
on, produce a Cardta'gia with Languor, whence the whole Body 
is emaciated. ' In a Vertigo, proceeding from the Conſent of Parts 
if a Perſon is faſting, it may be mitigated by eating, and cured by 
cleanſing the Prime Vie, and taking Stomachics, If the Sto- 
mach is well, che whole Body is light, and the Steep ſweet 5 but 
if it be loaded with incongruous Aliment at Night, the Sleep is 
littleand diſturbed. Pains in the Head produce Wind and Loſs of 
Appetite; a Fit of an Apoplexy cauſes vomiting, as well as 
Wounds in the Head. Difficult Dentition cauſes Fevers, Aſth- 
mas, n and other Symptoms. If you irritate the Oe/opha- 
with a Feather, it cauſes vomiting ; and the Heart-burn will 
bring Water into the Mouth. Likewiſe vomiting is a common 
Attendant on the Colic. The Diapbragm and Lungs thus af- 
ſected, produce Hiccoughing and the hooping Cough ; and Pains 
from the Gravel, cauſe vomiting. The Stomach likewiſe cor- 
reſponds with the Feet, whence the Epilepſy ſometimes begins in 
me great Toe, aſcends to the Abdomen, then to the Heart and 
Diaphr agm, and laſt of all to the Head, with a Senſe of Cold.

when ruffled by the febrile Onſet, is affected with a Delirqum. 
Beſides, this Diſeaſe attacks , all Mankind, of whatever Con- 
ſtitution, Sex or Age, in all Climates, let their Diet and W 
of Living be what they will. Sometimes it is epidemic, — 
ſeizes many at a Time, creating great Trouble and Labour to 
the Sons of Æſculapius. Nor is it always a primary 8 
entering the Liſts ſingly, but is often the Symptom of othe 
ladies, as a Cachexy, Scurvy, Phthiſis, Lues Venerea, Drang. 
and renders them more cruel and dangerous. 
However it 4s not always. pernicious to the human Race, but but 
ſometimes vanquiſhes its own Cauſe, and ſuper 
Diſeaſes, expels them out of the Body: w, Plies, Be Epi- 
lepſies, Convulſions, ſpaſmodic and esc riac Affections 
have been cured by Fevers. And many Valetudingrigns have by.

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But medicinal Writers have given ſuch various and inconſiſtent 
Definitions of a Fever, that it is no eaſy Taſk to determine by 
what Laws theſe ſeemingly contrary Effects are brought about. 
ut among the Herd of hypothetical Authors, ſome undoubtedly 
come pretty near the Truth. Hoffman defines a Fever to be, A 
Spaſmodic Affection of the whole nervous and vaſcular Syſtem, 
annoying all the Funftions of the Body, ariſing from any Cauſe 
which has a_Poer to irritate the nervous Parts to a more intenſe 
Cntrattion 3 and when it operates, it drives the vital Fluids from 
tbe outward Parts to the Heart and great Veſſels ; and afterwards 
when the Syflole of the Heart and Arteries are increaſed, they are 
drove back with Rapidity and Heat through the conſtricted Veſſels 
to the outward Parts again, till the Spaſms being relaxed, the Se- 
cretiofs are performed, and the Fever vaniſhes. 

The /formal or fundamental Cauſe of a Fever conſiſts in the 
fſpaſmadic Affection of the whole nervous and fibrous Genus, which 

zefly pr from the ſpinal Marrow, and ſucceſſively from 
the external to the internal Parts. This plainly appears from the 
uſual Paſſions and Phænomena of a Fever, viz. a Pain in the 
Back, more particularly about the Loins, a Coldneſs, eſpecially 
of the extreme Parts; a Shivering, Shaking, Trembling, a livid 
Colour of the Nails, a Subſidence of the Veſlels of the Hands 
_ t, a ſhrunk, dry Skin, a Yawning, a Stretching, a pale, 


| nce, a trembling and palpitating Motion of the 
Heart, an Anxiety of the Precordia, difficult Breathing, In- 
we Reſtleſſneſs, a Senſation of an Ebullition of the Blood 
ut the Heart, a contracted, weak, ſmall Pulſe, a Nauſea and 
an Inclination to vomit, a Suppreſſion of Perſpiration, Coſtive- 
nefs, with thin, watry- Urine. | 

Hence it naturally follows, that whatever has a Power to irri- 
tate and ſollicit the nervous and vaſcular Syſtem to Spaſms, is 
moſt likely to generate a Fever. To this Claſs belong violent 
Paſſions o the Mind, eſpecially Terror and Anger; a poiſonous, 
fubtile, cauſtic Matter, either bred within the Body, or received 
Infection; a Stoppage of Perſpiration ; a Suppreſſion of cri- 
tical Sweats; Eruptions driven back; an Abundance of puru- 
leut uſcerous Matter adhering to various Parts. Aliments over 
and above acrid and ſharp ; corrupt and bilious Crudities lodged 
in the Prime Vie ; exceflive Watching; a violent Pain and 
Tenſion of the nervous Parts; Inflammations, Tumours and 
Abſceſſes ; hurting the nervous Parts by ſharp Inftrunients, acrid 
and corroſive Drugs; Cold Baths, and on the contrary, thoſe 

that are too hot or aſtringent. e eee 
But according to the different Nature of theſe Cauſes, and the 
varlous Manner of affecting the Nerves, ariſe Fevers of N 
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Kinds; ſome are benign, others malignant; ſome are intermit- 
ting, others continual; ſome are ſimple, others compound; 
others regular or anomalous ; eruptive, ſpotted, putrid, hectit 
or flow. Some admit of an eaſy Cure, others a difficult; ſome 
ſoon terminate, others are protracted a long Time; and ſome 
again hurry the Patient out of the World. | Sa 
Yet every frequent Sy/ole of the Heart and Arteries diſcover- 
able by the Pulſe, ought not to be called a Fever. For this may 
often ariſe from violent bodily Exerciſe ; or from a Commotion 
in the Blood cauſed by hot and ſpirituous Liquors. But only 
that which ariſes from internal Cauſes, and is preceded by Ski- 
vering, Shaking and Coldneſs of the extreme Parts; for there i 
always a double Motion in a Fever, the one from the Circumfe- 
rence to the Centre, or from the external Parts to the internal, 
the Heart and Lungs ; the other from the Centre to the Circam- 
ference, The firſt Motion is attended with a ſmall, contrafted 
weak Pulſe, with an Anxiety of the Præcordia and Difficulty of 
Breathing 3 the ſecond with an increaſed Motion of the Arte- 
5 a large Pulſe, and Heat extended even to the extreme 
arts. -- A . - 
Theſe two Motions are evidently of a different Nature and 
Efficacy ; the fir/t, from the Circumference to the Centre, is not 
only leſs ſalutary, but morbid, aal ifox%, nay often fatal; For 
thoſe who die of a Fever, whether continual or intermitting, 
acute or chronical, die under the Spaſm, Cold, Chilneſs, Su- 
vering and Shaking, with Convulſions of the external Parts; be- 
cauſe the Heart, Lungs and Brain are at that Time'Mare op- 
preſſed with the in Congeſtion of Blood, which by "reaſon 
of Weakneſs they ate not able to repel. The other Motion 
from the internal Parts, from the Centre to the Circumference 
and minute Veſſels, is ſalutary and vital, nay, even medicinal 
and preſervatory ; for under this, and by this, the morbid Mat- 
ter exciting the febrile Spaſm, is corrected, diſcuſſed, and ex- 
pelled, and ſo the Fever terminates, | + 
In reality, the Cauſe of the febrile Motion is an univerſal 
Spaſm ; and that Motion never ceaſes till the Spaſm is reſolved. 
The Signs of its being reſolved are, a free Perſpiration, and a 
breathing Sweat; the Pulſe, which before was hard, impetuous . 
and quick, becomes ſoft, moderate and flow ; the Urine lets fall 
a Sediment, and the Strength gradually returns. When theſe 
appear altogethery they declare the Solution of the Diſeaſe, and 
are called the Criſit; becauſe the Phyſician is enabled by them 
to judge of the Diſeaſe: The Ancients ſaid, a Fever was a 
. the Diſeaſe; becauſe if the Spaſm which forces the 
Fluids to the inward Parts, is ſtronger than the Heart and Ar- 
. teries, 
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teries, driving them outwardly, the Diſeaſe. is Victor and Deam 
enlues. But if the retrograde Motion cauſed; by the Spaſm, is 
overcome by. the vital Syſtole of the Heart and Arteries, thruft- 

ing the Blood outwardly, the Diſeaſe is expelled and Health re- 
—— which Victory happens, after this Struggle, on certain 
Days, generally relative, to the Septenary Number; which are 
hence called critical Days, on which the Phyſician can fark 
has will be the Event of che Diſcaſe.

The moſt-ſalutary Work of Na- 
ture ought rather to be promoted, which deſigns, by an in- 
Aer, progreſſive Motion of the Fluids, to correct; reſalve, 
t length to expel the morbific Matter. And this is beſt 
performed by diluting, moiſtening, attemperating, aperient, 
corraborating and nitrous 'Medicines/z as alſo by thoſe which in 
thy Time of the Intermiffion eſpecially, - tend to n the 
proper Excretions. : 
| Put it is neceſſary to obſerve that Ben heut and other Phyſi- 
cians of the firſt Claſs, will not allow: Spaſms to be the Cauſe 
of, thisfebrile Struggle, but a Lentor of the Blood, which ſtag- 
nating in the capillary Veſſels occaſions, by the Ran « 
quicker Contraction of the Heart, which is a natural vital Et 
fort, excited to prevent the Deſtruction of the animal Machine, 
by removing the Obſtacle, to the Circulation. This quicker 
Contraction of the Heart will cauſe a greater Influx of the ner- 
vous Fluid into the Muſcles, Blood Veſſels and Cavities of the 
Heart, and produce Heat; ſo that Heat is rather the Effect or 
- Coplequence of the Fever already formed, than its Cauſe or 
Nature: And the Quickneſs ＋ the Pulſe i is the Pathognomznic 
Sign of a Fever. 
- Huxham, on the other hand; nnd, that a \ ſimple Fever 
may be generated by whatever greatly rarifies the Blood, or in- 
creaſes the Quantity of the Fluids; ſuch-as, laborious Exerciſe, 
ſuppreſſed Perſpiration, or a Debauch. ie ſuppoſes: likewiſe 
chat by laborious Exerciſe the Blood may be ſo violently agitated 
Ind rarified, that, by its great Impetus, and Dilatation of the 
Veſlels, ſome of the red Globules may be forced into the ſerous 
Artcties, and ſo form an inflammatory Qbfrudtion. | And ow.

bute thereto ; for, he ſays, that a large Uſe of very ſalt and 1

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ſtagnate. Hence he concludes, | the Seat of theſe Fevers 
are in the ultima Vaſcula, or the ſerous and lymphatic Arteries, 
and perhaps in the very Origin of the Nerves. 14 
Silebri in Med. Eſſays, accounts for this Diſeaſe from 
Lenter, and Acrimony ; for he ſuppoſes, Acrimony to be ſufficient 
to bring on a Fever of this Kind, by giving a univerſal Stimulus, 
And from this Cauſe, though the Veſſels are in a collapſed State, 
from a Defect of the Fluids, yet he thinks, there may be an uni- 
verſal Spaſm or Stricture of the nervous Parts; and that this is 
not inconſiſtent with a great muſcular Relaxation. 

The highly putrid malignant, and petechial or ſpotted Fevers, 
Huxham ſuppoſes, many Times proceed from mere antecedent 
Acrimony in the Blood, agitated by the ſupervening Fever ; yet 
generally, the peſtilential and petechial Fevers have their Origin 
from Contagion. Hoffman aſſerts, that the poiſonous Vapour 

from whence theſe Fevers have their Riſe, inſtantly pervades the 
inward and nervous Parts of the Brain, - and there corrupts the 
_ .avimal Spirits; which is evident from the natural, vital, and 
animal Powers, immediately becoming languid, while the Crafts 
of the Blood and Humours, as yet, continue unhurt, though a 
putrid Fermentation is afterwards ſucceſſively induced into 
them all. ES 
But in order to gain a more diſtin Notion of the ſeveral 
Kinds of Fevers, it will be convenient to give a general Ac- 
count of them, and their Difference from each other, | 
The moſt ſimple Kind of Fever is the Ephemera, which ge- 
nerally terminates'by an increaſed Perſpiration, in twenty-four | 
Hours. Another Kind is the Synochus or continual Fever ; it be- 
gins with a flight Chilneſs and Shivering, and the Symptoms 
have little or no Remiſſion. It uſually begins early in the Morn- 
ing, and terminates on the fourth or ſeventh Day, by bleeding 
at the Noſe or profuſe Sweats. A Cauſus or burning Fever. is 
attended with a Burning, and, as it were, an igneous Heat of the 
whole Body, as alſo unquenchable Thirſt, and a dry, chapp'd, 
black Tongue, which are the pathognomonic Signs of this 
Diſeaſe. | 
A malignant or ſpotted Fever, differs from the Inflammatory, in 
owing its Riſe to Infection; beſtdes the natural Tendency of an 
Inflammation is to a Sphacelus or Mortification; whereas the ma- 
lignant affe&s the Lympha and nervous Fluid, and is attended 
with ſudden Loſs of Strength; this. is ſucceeded by perpetual 
Watching, which is the Forerunner of a Perturbation of the 
Mind. There are likewiſe red, purple, and ſometimes white 
Spots, which have a threatning Aſpect. A Catar hal Fever is 


free from all theſe, and is cauſed by a ſaline, eroding Quality of 
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the Serum, accompanied with a Defluxion, a Running at the 
Noſe, a Hoarſeneſs, a Senſe of Fulneſs in the Breaſt, and a 
Sort of an eryſipelatous Heat in the Fauces and Wind-pipe ; tho 


ſometimes an epidemic, malignant, catarrhal Fever may happen 


to rage. 

There is another which Hofman calls a Meſenteric Fever, 
which is generally miſtaken for the former, but is neither epide« 
mic, nor contagious, nor petechial, nor ſuddenly fatal, but ge- 
nerally continues longer than twenty-one Days ; it is attended 
with Coldneſs of the Extremities, thin Urine with little Sedi- 
ment; frequent Coughing, with a ſmall Excretion of crude 
Matter ; a Redneb and Pain in the Faucet; a Loathing of Food; 
a Want. of Thirſt, with uncertain Exacerbations. I his ſeems 
to be akin to the nerveus Fever, in which the Patients at firſt 
ſeem languid and uneaſy, without any Marks of an evident Diſ- 
eaſe ; They have Wearineſs and flying Pains ; a Dryneſs of the 
Lips and Tongue, but little Thirſt ; rather a Diſlike than De- 
fire of much Drink ; they often in a Day find themſelves giddy, 
make pale Urine, are greatly diſpirited and anxious, without 
being able to aſſign any Reaſon for it. They have often trankent 
 Chillineſſes, the Pulſe at the ſame time being low, quick and 
unequal ; they have ſometimes cold, clammy Sweats, Riſings 
in the Throat, and the like. . 


As for miliary, variolous, morbillous and petechial Fevers, they 


may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed from each other. In a petechial or 
ſpotted Fever the Spots do not riſe up, nor render the Skin rough, 
nor break out with Chilneſs, flying Heat, Itching and Heat in the 
Skin, and a great Oppreſſion in the Breaſt, as in the miliary Fe- 
ver both wh and white, which likewiſe are evident both to 
the Sight and Touch. The Spots of the Smail-Pox appear on 
the fourth Day, in the petechial Fever not till the ſeventh, and 
then without riſing and Suppuration. The Meaſles are larger, 
with a ſmall Elevation. The Small-Pox and Meaſles on the 
firſt Day are hardly diſtinguiſhable, but eaſily on the ſecond, 
becauſe then the Small- Por begin to riſe. e Chicten - Por 
ſhew themſelves in large Veſicles, and the other Symptoms are 
mild. « | 
With regard to intermitting Fevers, a Quotidian differs from 
a continual Duotidian, ſuch as catarrhal Fevers generally are, 
becauſe in the latter there is only an Exacerbation and Remiſſion 
every Day, but not a compleat Intermiſſion; the Exacerbations 
of catarrhal Fevers are towards, the Evening; and in this they 
differ from the low and hectic, in which they commonly hap- 
pen in a Morning. - In a double Tertian the Fits come on eve 


Day, but at different Times — the Day; that is, if on the 
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Day, the Acceſſion is at Five in the Afternoon ; on the Third, 
it will obſerve the ſame Hour ; and if on the ſecond Day, the 
Fit begins at Nine in the Morning, on the fourth it will do the 
ſame. 

A femple Tertian happens every other Day ; this is divided into 
the legitimate and ſpurious. In the firſt, the Shaking is ſucceeded 
by Heat, Thirſt, and a Pain in the Head ; and ends in about 
ten Hours: The Urine is of a flame Colour; in the ſecond, the 
Heat is not ſv remarkable; it continues twenty Hours and lon- 
ger; the Urine is turbid, but not high-coloured ; when the Fit 

is ended there remains a great Languor and Laſſitude of the 
Joints, with Want of Appetite. 
The Tertians, by ſome, are diſtinguiſhed into choleric and pi- 
tuitous ; regular and irregular; vernal and autumnal ; epidemic 
endemic. 
The Quartan has two Fits in four Days; it is ſpurtous if it 
does not obſerve the uſual Times of Invaſion, which are in the 
Afternoon and Evening. It is ſaid to be continual, if there is 
not a perfect Intermiſſion between the Fits, with a Languor of 
the Body, a gentle but preternatural Heat, and a quick Pulſe, 
A Heftic bo ſupervenes to a Dropſy, Conſumption, Atro- 
phy, ſcorbutic Cachexy, and has its Riſe from Apoſtems of the 
Viſcera or Meſentery ; or from the Corruption, PutrefaQtion, or 
Induration of the mefenteric Glands, and is therefore incurable. 
But flow Fevers generally ſucceed Quotidians and Tertians, in- 
judiciouſly treated, enormous Hæmorrhages, and tedious Diſ- 
eaſes. Likewiſe, if through the Weakneſs of the Stomach, a 
great Quantity of Crudities are generated, a flow Fever will 
ariſe. In a Hectic, the Pulſe is always quick, but remarkably ſo 
in the Morning; whence the Checks are obſerved to be tinctured 
with Redneſs at all times of the Day, with great Weakneſs. - 
Whereas the Pulſe in a flow Fever is more natural in a Morning 
and before Meals; after Eating, it is more quick, with a Fluſh- 
ing in the Cheeks, and the Weakneſs is not ſo great. 
Of inflammatory Fev:rs, the Peripreumony and Pleuriſy are 
moſt common. A true Pleuriſy has its Seat in the Pleura, a 
Membrane which inveſts the Inſide of the Thorax; a baſtard 
Pieuriſy, is confined to the interco/tal Membranes and Muſcles, 
and is a Kind of Rheumatiſm. The Pain is external, and may 
be exaſperated by touching it, and is rather vague than fixed ; 
ſ-xmetimes it extends itſelf to the Scapula. The Cough is rather 
dry than moiſt, without Blood, and the Fever is ſmall. It is 
moſt troubleſome in the Evening, and is generally ſoon cured 
without Bleeding. In a true Pleuriſy, the Pain is more acute 
ang fixed ; the Fever more intenſe, and the Breathing more difſi- 
| Cult, 
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cult. In the Peripneumony, or Inflammation of the Lungs, all 
the Symptoms concur, but the Pain is not ſo great, tho' it is ex- 
tended to the Back and Scapula; but there is a greater Oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt, and Difficulty of Breathing, likewiſe the Spittle is 
tinctured with dark coloured Blood. 12 | 

An Inflammation of the Stomach may be diſtioguiſhed from a 
Cardialgia ; for tho' in both there is an Anxiety, Inquietude, 
with a prefling, burning Pain about the Præcordia, yet in the 
former there is a Senſe of the moſt intenſe Heat, and the Sto» 
mach will hardly bear either Food or Medicines ; beſides, there 
is a Fever with a quick, unequal, depreſſed and weak Pulle, 
which are abſent in the Cardialgia. It is known from an In- 
flammation of the Liver, eſpecially the hollow Part next the Sto» 
mach, in having a moſt violent, fixed Pain at the Pit of the 
Stomach ; in the other it inclines more to the Right, towards the 
ſpurious Ribs, nor does the Pain and Anxiety increaſe from ad- 
mitting Things into the Stomach. 3 

There are Quinſies of various Kinds: Sometimes the Inflam- 
mation beſets the interior and muſculous Parts of the Larynx, 
and then there is neither Redneſs nor Tumor externally, but a 
great Difficu'ty of Breathing, even to Suffocation, attended with an 
exquiſite acute Fever, and often kills in twenty-four Hours, This 
is called a Kynanche, Another Kind chiefly affects the . inward 
Muſcles of the Pharynx, and the Difficulty of Swallowing is 
greater than that of Breathing. This is alſo without any re- 
markable external Redneſs or Swelling, and is termed a Synanche. 
When a Redneſs and Swelling appear outwardly, and chiefly af- 
fect the Wind pipe or Larynx, it is called, Parakynanche, but if 
the Gullet or Pharynx, Paraſynanche. 2 

A Quinſey is diſtinguiſhed into the true and ſpurious; the for» 
mer proceeds from an inflammatory Conge/tion of the Blood, is a 
moſt acute Diſeaſe, and is generally more inward. In the bu 
rious, there is a Congeſtion of Lympha in the glandulous Parts of, 
the Mouth, Fauces, and Neck, and is attended with a leſs dan- 
gerous but more tedious Fever. When the Tongue and Region 
of the Fauces are beſet and covered with a copious Mucus, it is 
complicated with a catarrhal Fever; nor is it leſs familiar to the 
Scorbutic and Cachefic ; the Fever is of longer Duration and a 
fetid Smell proceeds from the Mouth. | 8 

The dry, internal Quinſey or Kynanche, ſhould not be con- 
founded with the Spaſm which conſtringes the Fauces of eric 
Women, and renders their Breathing and Swallowing difficult, and 
which comes and goes without Danger; for the true, internal, 
ſanguineous Quinſey is known by a burning, pricking Pain within 
the Fauces ; the Tongue is red, tumid and turgid with Blood, 
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nay ſometimes black; the Face looks red and inflated ; the tem- 
poral Arteries have a ftrong Pulſation; ſome have a Head-ach, 
others are ſleepy, and others faint away. X 

The Phrenſy, or Inflammation of the Membranes of the 
Brain, is manifeſt from a furious Delirium, ſhining Eyes, which 
are ſet, as it were, in the Head, a burning Fever, continual 
Watching, a violent Pulſation of the Arteries about the Head 
and Temples. It differs from Madneſs in being acute, and is 
generally a dangerous Symptom-of a Fever ; from a Delirium in 
the Degree, which is milder and ſooner removed. Melanchol 
and Madneſs are chronic Diſeaſes. In the Hydrophobia the Patient 
cannot drink any Liquid, but often falls into Convulſions in at- 
tempting it. / 

An Inflammation of the Liver, is either in the concave or con- 
vex Part. The former is known by Hiccoughing, Vomiting, 


Heartburn, a Heat and Pain at the Pit of the Stomach, towards - 


the right Side ; a Fever, a dry Cough, difficult Inſpiration and 
Coftiveneſs. In the latter, the Liver is affected with an eryſipe- 
laceous Inflammation, with a heavy, conftriftive, and pricking 
Pain in the ſpurious Ribs, with a Cough, Fever, and difficult 
Breathing ; and in this it imitates the ba/tard Pleuriſy: but is 
known from it by a milder Fever, eaſier Breathing, and the Pain 
—_ below the Diaphragm. Beſides, a baſtard Pleuriſ com- 
monly goes off on the ſeventh Day by Sweat or a Hemorrhage. 


On the contrary, in an Inflammation of the Liver; if the Cure 


is protracted, Convulſions ſupervene, and by reaſon of an Ab- 
ſcels it is apt to turn to a Dropſy, a Cachexy, or a Hectic. 

A ſimple Nepbritis is an Inflammation of the Kidneys, with a 
fixed Pain in the Loins, of the tenſive, preſſing Kind, and con- 
tinues long ; whereas the Pain in a Fit of the Gravel is much 
more violent and ſharp, and not quite fo much confined to a 
Place, but extends itſelf towards the Sides; at length it is felt 
not in the Kidney but in the Beginning of the Ureter, and in 
the Ureter, from the Gravel or ſmall Stones that paſs thro' them; 
which does not happen in a ſimple Nephritis. 

Of external [nflammations, the Eryſipelas is moſt frequent, 


Which only affects the Superficies of the Skin with Redneſs, Tu- 


mour and Pain; and is eafily diſtinguiſhed from a Phlegmon, 
which reaches to the ſubjacent Muſcles. A Phlegmon is known 


from a Gangrene, becauſe this penetrates not 7 to the muſcu- 
t 


lous, but to the tendinous and nervous Parts. It has a greater 
Heat and Pain, enlarging itſelf with a hard Tumour and Red- 
neſs, which at length changes to livid and black. 
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Of InTERMITTING FEveERs or AGUES. 


HERE is no Fever which diſcovers the Nature and Ge- 
nius of the febrile Motion in general, which infeſts the 
Veſſels and nervous Parts, ſo much as the TERTIAN. It ſpares 
neither Age, nor Temperament, nor Sex, and makes its Onſet 
every other Day. | 
If it is of the regular Kind, it is attended with the following 
Symptoms: At firſt, the Head aches, the Limbs ſeem” weary, 
there is a Pain in the Loins about the firſt Vertebra of the Back; 
which aſcends towards the Epigaſtrium, with a painful Senſe of 
a Tenſion in the Hypochondria, and Coſtiveneſs; then comes on 
a Coldneſs of the external Parts, eſpecially of the Noſe and 
Ears, a Stretching, Yawning, a Shivering and Shaking, ſome- 
times ſo much as to make the Bed tremble under the Fatient'z 
the Pulſe is ſmall, contracted, and weak; ſometimes the Patient 
is troubled with Thirſt ; then follows a Nauſea, with a-fruitleſs 
Reaching to vomit ; but ſometimes a pituitous, bilious or green 
Matter is brought up, commonly joined with a troublefome 
Cough, and an ExpeRoration of Phlegm derived from the acid, 
clammy Crudities of the Stomach ; to theſe ſucceeds an anxious, 
burning and dry Heat, which pervades the whole Body ; the 
Face, which was collapſed and pale, the contracted, rigid Skin, 
and the empty Veſſels of the Hands and Feet, begin to riſe, 
grow red and turgid ; the Pulſe becomes more great, full and 
quick; the Reſtleſneſs increaſes, the Breathing is more difficult, 
and the Patient, with his Eyes almoſt cloſed, begins to talk a 
little wildly. bee ; 5 
Afterwards, the Symptoms begin to abate, the Heat becomes 
mild, the Skin relaxes and becomes moiſt ; the Urine is of a 
flame Colour, but without a Sediment; the Pulſe is more mode- 
rate, and then a Sweat breaking out, terminates” the Paroxyim. 
The Duration of the Fit is uncertain, ſometimes it ends-in ten 
or eleyen Hours, and ſometimes not till twenty-four, On the 
intercalary Day, the Body is ſtill feeble and coldiſh, with a Diſ- 
poſition to ſhiver, the Pulſe is low and weak; the Urine is turbid 
and depoſits a Sediment, or there is a Nubecula, which ſhews a 
Diſpoſition thereto. Ne . 
In the BasTARD or SPUR IoUS TERTIAN, the Symptoms 
are milder, the Heat is not ſo burning, the Vomiting is not ſo 
frequent, and the Urine is not ſo high-coloured ; but then it is 
more lingering, and on the well Day there is a Laſſitude and 
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Want of Appetite, This attacks Men of an inactive Diſpoſi- 
ton, and Women whoſe Bodies are of a looſe Texture in the 
autumnal Seaſon. 

The Fit of the IRREGULAR TxRTIAN obferves no particu- 
lar Time, for it ſometimes comes on in the Morning, ſome- 
times in the Afternoon, in the Evening or at Midnight. The 
Paroxyſm is ſometimes longer, ſometimes ſhorter ; the Urine lets 

fall no Sediment within the Time of Remiſſion or Intermiſſion; 
the Sweating is either too ſparing or too profuſe. When the Fit 
is off ſeveral unuſual Symptoms may appear, as a Looſeneſs, a 
Bleeding at the Noſe, Sickneſs at the Stomach, a violent Heart- 
burn, Pains in the Belly or the Gripes. Theſe Sort of Agues 
ure generally EyiDEmic, and moſt commonly appear in the 
Summer and Autumn. 
Sometimes a Tertian Ague is DoUuBLE, which may be diſtin- 
guiſhed from a Quotidian, by the Time of the Fits, which is not 
the ſame every Day, but every other Day. 
Fphere is ſometimes a ConTinUAL TERTIAN, which begins 
with Shivering and Shaking, an Anxiety, Vomiting, Loſs of 
Strength, and then a violent Heat. The Fits do not intermit, 
but only remit. The Pulſe continues frequent with Heat and 
Pebility, and all the Symptoms return with freſh Vigour every 
other Day; but at length admit a perfect Intermiſſion. 
An Endtmic TEATIAN is proper to certain Places; if a 
Jo Situation, and full of Marſhes, which produce a great 
Number of Gnats and other Inſects, ſuch as ſome Parts of Kent, 
"ard the Hundreds of Eſſex. In ſuch Places the Natives them- 
ſelves have 'a Spice of it every Year, and Strangers ſeldom or 
never eſcape without a Preſervative, which is only the Bark in- 
fuſed in Brandy, with a little Snake-Root, of which two Ounces 
Night and Morning are to be taken. This kept me in Health for 
a whole Year in the Hundreds of Zfzx, and not only preſerved 
me from the Endemic Ague, but from a dangerous malignant 
Fever Which then raged in theſe Parts. 

' A QUARTAN AGUE has two Fits in four Days, or two 
Days quite free from a Fit. | 
It begins about four or five in the Afternoon, ſometimes ſooner 
ard fometimes later, with a great Laſſitude, Stretching, a blunt 
Pain in the Head, Back, Loins and Legs; the Feet and Hands 
are cold, the whole Body is pale; the Face and Nails livid, 
to which Shivering and Shaking ſupervene. The Tongue and 
the Lips tremble, the Breathing is difficult, with Reſtleſneſs 
and Tofling ;- the Pulſe is contracted and hard, and ſometimes 
unequal ; and there is an Anxiety about the Pricirdia, Theſe 
Symptoms continue about two or three Hours 4 in ſome * 
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is coſtive, in others there is a Stimulus to Stool and to make Wa- 
ter. In ſome there is a Nauſea or Vomiting, with Stools. Some 
advanced in Years have their Minds pretty much diſturbed ; the 
Heat comes on gradually, not burning but dry; the Pulſe . be- 
comes equal, quick and Jarge, but the dull Pain in the Head re- 
mains, with a vertiginous Affection the Skin becomes only a 
little moiſt, and in about four or ſix Hours the Symptoms vaniſh, 
except a dull Pain in the Bones, Joints and Feet. The Urine in 
the Fit is ſometimes thin and watry, ſometimes thick and _ 2 
Sediment. 

Sometimes a Quartan Ague is DOUBLE, that is, when the Fits 
come on every other Day at different Hours; and it is s FU gious 
when a Paroxyſm begins at any other Time of the Day but that 
abovementioned. It is ſaid to be CONTINUAL When — the in 


tercalary Days, there are Shiverings and Pandiculations, with a - 


greater Heat than uſual, a quicker Pulſe, a want of Appetite, 
a Debility, a Dryneſs of the Mouth, a Lightneſs of the Head, a 
diſturbed Sleep, and a rediſh Urine, with a thick rola-coliueet 
Sediment. 

A QUOTIDIAN AGUE or Fever returns every Day, and 
not ſo common as the Tertian or Quartan. 

The Acceſſion of this Fever is about four or five in the Morn- 
ing, with Cold and Shivering; to which ſucceeds a cardialgic 
Nauſea, and Inflation of the Belly; in ſome a Pain in the Head, 
in others fainting Fits z in moſt, Vomiting or Stools, or both. 
Then comes on a moderate Heat, with Thirſt, but not very in- 
tenſe. The Pulſe, which was before irregular and weak, be- 
comes more quick, but not very hard. The Urine is not of a 
Flame but rather of a Citron Colour, and turbid, Some ate ex» 
ceeding ſleepy. At length a moderate Sweat ſupervenes 3 and in 
about ten Hours or longer, the Fit goes off, leaving the Body 
dull and heavy. | 

When this Diſeaſe varies from this Type, it is then called 
Peg . Ul Het 951. 

rom theſe Symptoms it appears, t e whole nervous 
tem is — and ſuffers greatly by ſpaſtic Gn 
which proceeding chiefly from the Medulla Spinalis, affect pre- 
ternaturally, not only the Coats of the Veſlcls, but all the Fibres 
throughout the Body, thereby greatly diſturbing the Motion both 
of the Solids and Fluids. 

The material Cauſe of this, and all other Fevers, is a Matter 
of an aQive Nature endued with a cauſtic Acrimony, which ſoli- 
cits the internal and exquiſitely ſenſible Parts to ſpaſtic Contracti- 
ons. It is generated chiefly in the biliary Ducis and Flexure of 
the Duodenum, here the vitiated, bilious, ſalival and pancreatic 


Juices 
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Juices meeting with the Crudities of a bad Digeſtion, ferment 
together, and not being timely expelled, become virulent. This 


Matter paſſing thro' the Lacteals, into the Blood, and thence 


into the nervous Parts of the Head, Medulla Spinalis, Inteſtines 
and Stomach, as alſo to the nervous Coats of the excretory and 
ſecretory Dutts, excite an univerſal Spaſm, which forces the Blood, 


_ firſt to the interior and greater Veſſels; afterwards the HMHaltic 


Motion of the Heart and Arteries being increaſed, the Motion of 


the whole Maſs of Blood and Humours is accelerated, the Ob- 


ſtructions of the ſmall Veſſels of the nervous Parts are opened; 
upon which the Spaſm teaſing, the excretory Ducts are relaxed, 
the febrile Matter paſſes off thro* the Pores of the Skin by Per- 
ſpiration or Sweat, and the Fit ceaſes, till by the Generation of 


__ freſh Matter a new Paroxyſm is brought on. Hor. 


It appears from the Experiment of Langriſb, that the Blood 
in Quotidians is more denſe and tenacious than in Tertians ; in 
Tertians than in Quartans; ſo that in Duetidians, ceteris paribus, 
it comes neareſt to an inflammatory State; and it is commonly 
obſerved, that if the Fever, from a regular Tertian, runs into a 
Semitertian or Quotidian, or greatly anticipates the Time of the 
regular Paroxyſm, a remitting or continual Fever is forthwith the 
Conſequence. | 

It is neceſſary to be known, that from February to Auguſt, 
Agues are ſaid to be vernal; and from Auguſt to February, au- 
tumnal; and that in the Beginning of the Autumn, they often 
8 continual Fevers, and require a different Manner of 

ure. | 

No Fever emaciates a Patient ſooner than a Tertian, if at- 
tended with a more intenſe and laſting Heat. The autumnal and 
winter Agues are obſtinate and hard to cure, eſpecially if there is 
any Fault in the Fiſcera : On the contrary, the vernal and ſum- 
mer Agues, if rightly treated, are eaſily vanquiſhed. | 
Aęues injudicioufly managed, terminate in cruel and incurable 
Diſeaſes, as a ſow or hectic Fever, a ſudden Swelling of the Feet, 
a Dropſy, oedematous Tumors, the Jaundice, ſcorbutic Ca- 
chexy, the dry Aſthma, the hypochondriac Paſſion; and in In- 
fants, a fatal Epilepſy. Sydenham obſerves, that a Swelling of the 
Abdomen in Children, and of the Legs in Adults, denotes a So- 
lution of the Diſeaſe ; and that a Pain in the Tonſilt, Hoarſeneſs, 
hollow Eyes, and a ghaſtly Countenance, portend Death,

HIS is an epidemic Fever, and is compounded of an inter- 
mitting Tertian and a continual Quotidian. It is called by 
the Greeks nurrgeratos. 

This generally makes its Onſet before Noon with Coldneſs, 
Shaking, and a contracted Pulſe. Lo this ſucceeds a frequent . 
Pulſe; with Heat which continues ſome Hours, till a warm 
Sweat appears without a compleat Intermiſſion. The Heat, after 
a gentle Chillineſs increaſes towards Night, with a quick Pulſe, 
which is more moderate the next Day without Thirſt, till ts 
Evening, when a ſlight Shivering comes on, and the Sy mptams 2 
return. On the third Day the ſhaking Fit appears again with 
more intenſe Heat, and proceeds in the ſame Track as before, 80 
that the Fever is never quite off, but has an Exacerbation in the 
Evening. However the Shaking Fit is moſt conſpicuous every, 
third Day in the Morning, 

Beſides the foregoing Symptoms, the Strength falls, the fk] 
tite is languid, Sleep is wanting, the Urine is thin and crude 3 
but after the Fit on the third Day it is thick and coloured, and a 
ſmall Quantity of crude Matter is brought up with Coughing: 
It is ſometimes attended with a Pain in the Back and the Abdo- 
men, together with a Swelling in the latter. Some at the Acceſs 
of the Fit of the Tertian, are affected with a Nauſea and Car- 
dialgia. Some vomit, others faint, and others again are delirious. 

Some have called this a continual Tertian, but improperly, for 
this grows worſe on the third Day, but not in the Evening of 
other Days ; it likewiſe grows more moderate after the third 
Day, and turns to a true intermitting Tertian. Nor is it to be 
confounded with the double Tertian, for though it comes on 
every Day, the Time of the Fits correſpond with 9A other

Thoſe are eaſily affected with this Diſeaſe 
that are coſtive after Recovery from a Diſeaſe, that often uſe 
draſtic Purges, or that have the bleeding Piles, or Menſes ſup- 

reſſed.

Health; -or another Diſeaſe, or Death. 

IV hen it continues longer, it is attended with an Inflammation 

that turns to an Abſceſs, and the Diſeaſe changes to a hectic or 
Fever, or to a Dropſy, or which is more rare into a ſimple 
or double Intermittent. | 

Tt is a good Sign, when a Sweat breaks out at cle Decline of 
the Paroxyſin, and when on the ſeventh Day being critical, or 
after it, the Belly is diſturbed and is followed with a Flux of bi- 
Rous, pituitous, or bloody Matter; for it foretels the Solution of 
the Diſeaſe, as alſo when the Pains in the Belly are very ſharp, 
and grow worſe at certain Hours, being followed with a ſanious 
and purulent Diarrhea, or when! Plenty of black Blood comes 

2 a bad Sign, when wothing of this happens; but on the 
Haber Hand a Heat about the Præcordia, a Tenfion and Pain in 
the whole Region of the Stomach, a Vomiting, Hiccuping, 
+ Inquietude, Toſſing and Trembling of the Hands are very omin- 
ous, and ſhow that the Inflammation has reached the Stomach. 
Thoſe that die of this Diſeaſe depart at the Acceſſion of the Fit 
which preſerves the Type of a Tertian, after the Inflammation 
has ſpread and is converted into Putrefaction. 

” The Cure of this Diſeaſe is to be performed, 1. By ſpeedily 
diſcuſſing the Inflammatory Staſis in the Coats of the Inteſtines 
and Meſentery, and preventing it from ſpreading farther. 2. By 
correcting and gently evacuating the Matter of the intermitting 
Fever, obſerving at the ſame Time the critical Motions. 

The firſt End may be obſerved by diaphoretic Powders, mixt 
with a little Nitre, in ſmall Doſes, but taken often. -

Bleeding will be proper in the very Beginning of this Diſeaſe, 
if the Patient is plethoric, the Heat urgent, the Strength not much 
impaired, and when ſome critical Hemorrhage is ſuppreſſed. Att 
heating Medicines are to be avoided, as well as fixt aſtringent 
earthy teſtaceous Powders, as well as the Bark, [unleſs there is a 
perfect Intermiſſion] For this laſt, as Bagliv: obſerves, has 
brought on fatal Inflammations, or flow hectic Fevers. | 
When there is a violent Pain in the Belly or a Loofeneſs, no 
Sedatives muſt be uſed; but Diaphoretics and ſpirituous 
ſtrengthening Liniments muſt be applied externally. The above 
Decoction may ſerve for common Drink. The Decection of Ca- 
mamile Flowers and the Tops of Yarrow are likewiſe very ſervice- 
able in this Diſeaſe. Particularly they appeaſe hy/fteric Spaſms, 
and have a ſingular tonic antefebrile Virtue, HoFFMAN.

N a nervous Fever the Patients at firſt are ſubject to frgbt 
tranſient Chillineſſes often in a Day, with uncertain Fluſhes 
ot Heat; they have a Liſtleſneſs, Laſſitude, and Wearinels 3 
they are apt to ſigh and compute of a Heavineſs, 9

and Anxiety, with a Load, Pain or Giddineſs of the Head. 
They are inclinable to yawn and doze, want an Appetite, diſre- 
liſh every thing; they have a Dryneſs of the Lips and Tongue 
without any conſiderable Thirſt z they have frequent Nauſeas 
with reaching to vomit, but little is brought up ; the Breathing 
is difficult by Intervals, and eſpecially towards Night there is an 
Exacerbation of the Symptoms, with a low, quick, unequal 
Pulſe ; the Urine is pale, and made often and ſuddenly ; a Tor- 
por or obtuſe Pain and Coldneſs often affect the hind Part of the 

ead, or a heavy Pain is felt along the coronary Suture, Theſe 
commonly precede ſome Degree of a Delirium. 

The Countenance is heavy, pale and dejected; ſometimes 
they are quite wakeful; and when they fall aſleep they are-ſa 
inſenſible of it, that they diſown it. They may continue thus 
for five or fix Days. | 

The Pulſe is very remarkable in this Diſeaſe, and requires the 
moſt diligent Attention, for it is generally le, guict, and un- 
equal; the Inequality conſiſts in this, that a few Pulſations ſhall 
be more ſwift, frequent and large, ſometimes fluttering, and 
then preſently it returns to be low and quick. 

. Gilchriſt makes this State previous to the Fever, and ſays, 

that for a Fortnight or three Weeks before they are laid down, 
they ſhall be low-ſpirited, inappetent, loaded, fleep ill, figh 
frequently, groan involuntarily, and feel inexpreffible Diſorder, 
accompanied with Fear, Concern and Dejection, and perhaps 
flight Alienations of Mind. | 
"ThEUrine has generally no Sediment, and when it has, it is 
like Bran ; it is ſometimes of a whey Colour, or like dead ſmall 
Beer. The Dryneſs of the Tongue ſeldom appears at the Be- 


ginning, but it is then ſometimes covered with a thin, whitiſh -- 


Maucus ; but at the State or Cloſe of the Diſeaſe, it often appears 
very dry, red. and chop'd. 

About the ſeventh or eighth Day the Giddineſs, Pain or Hea- 
vineſs of the Head become much greater, with a conſtant Noiſe 
in it, or Tinnitus Aurium, which is frequently the Forerunner of 
a Deirium, | 

- The Load on the Præcordia, the Anxiety and Faintneſs, grow 
much more urgent, and the Patient often falls into an afual De- 
liguium, eſpecially if he attempts to ſit up. Now cold Sweats 
appear ſuddenly on the Forehead and Back of the Hands, while 
the Cheeks and Palms glow with Heat, and as ſuddenly go off, 
If the Urine grows more pale and limpid, a Delirium is certainly 
at hand, with univerſal Tremors and Subſultus Tendinum ; the 
Delirium is generally little more than a Confuſion of Thought 
and Action, a continual muttering and faultering of Speech.

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Sometimes they awake in a Hurry and Confuſion, and preſently , 
8 themſelves, but forthwith fall into a muttering, dozy

7 . . the Tongue grows often dry, with a yellow Lift 
on each Side, and when the Patient attempts to put it out it 
trembles greatly. If at this Time a copious Spitting comes on, it 
is a very good Sign. When there is a Difficulty of Swallowing 
of continual Gulping, it is a dangerous Sympiom, eſpecially with 
cuping. N | 

On the ninth, tenth or twelfth Day, the Patient often falls 
into profuſe Sweats, which on the Extremities are comtnonly 
cold and clammy ; frequently there are thin Stools. : They are 
both generally colliguative and very weakening. A warm Moi- 
iure on the Skin is generally ſalutary; and a gentle Diarrhea 
often carries off the Delirium and Sleepineſs. | 2 

When the Extremities grow cold, the Nails livid, the Pulſe > 
exceeding weak and quick, inſomuch that it rather trembles and 
flutters than beats; or creeps ſurprizingly flow, with frequent 
Intermiſſions, then Nature ſinks apace, and the Patient becomes 
quite inſenſible and ſtupid; the Delirium turns to a profound 
Coma, which ſoon ends in Death; or the Stools, Urine and 
Tears run off involuntarily, as a Prelude to a ſpeedy Diſſolution; 
or there are vaſt Tremblings and Twitchings of the Nerves and 
Tendons, which terminate in a general Convulſion, and this in a 
Ceſſation of all Motion. One or other of theſe Ways cloſes the 
Scene, after the Patient has languiſhed fourteen, eighteen, or 
twenty Days, nay, ſometimes much longer. 

All Perſons grow deaf and ſtupid towards the End of the Diſ- 
eaſe, and if the Deafneſs ends in an Impoſtume- of the Ear, or 
when a Parotis ſuppurates, or a large puſiular Eruption breaks 
out about the Lips and Noſe, they are good Symptoms. 

Gilchrift ſays, that Perſons who are attacked with this Diſfaſe, 
have. probably expoſed themſelves indiſcreetly to the Sun, or 
have been fatigued in it, or have eaten largely of Fruit, or have 
drank bad Wine or Spirits, which bring on a terrible Parched- 
neſs or Stricture, or they have been long under a Courſe of 
Anxiety, Care, Fear, Diſcouragement, and other e 
Paſſions, together with Irregularities of Diet and Manner of 
Living, which cauſe a bad State of the Fluids, as well as.a de- 
preſſed State of Mind. To which Manningbam adds, Watch» - 
ings, intenſe Thought and Study, taking Cold, undue and -. 
2 Evacuations, or whatever vitiates or impoveriſhes the 
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Huxham obſerves, that it commonly attacks Perſons of weak 
Nerves, -a lax Habit of Body, poor and thin Blood, who have 
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uſed vapid, impure Drinks, or who have been long confined in 
damp, foul Air, that have broken the Viggur of their Conſtitu- 
tions by Salivations, frequent Purgings, immoderate Venery, &c. 
Whence he concludes, that the Diſeaſe ariſes from a too relaxed 
State of the Solids, a poor, weak Blood, with a Lentor and Va- 
idity of the lymphatic and nervous Juices. | 

Gilebriſt formerly thought, from the Diſeaſes he had then ob- 
ſerved, that the Cauſe conſiſted of a Lentor chiefly ; but he is 
now of Opinion they have plain Signs of Acrimony; and that 
Acrimony is a Cauſe ſufficient to bring on a Fever of this Kind, 
by giving a univerſal Stimulus. A general Conflriftion, ſays he, 
from this Cauſe, will, by forcing the Blood inwards, occaſion 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, Lowneſs, Faintneſs, Oppreſſion, 
and an inward Struggle, the ſpecial CharaReriftics of the Fever, 
which it has in common with other Species, but in a mare re- 
markable Degree. Nay, this Conſtriction and Acrimony may 
bring on a particular Stagnation or ObſtruQion ; which by their 
Weight and Eroſion may cauſe a Burſting of the Veſſels; and 
hence will ariſe Hzmorrhages and bloody Excretions, which 
may be partly critical and partly ſymptomatical. Beſides a ge- 
neral Conſtriction of thoſe Parts which are endowed with a 
greater contractile Power, will neceſſarily throw the Fluids on 
thoſe that are weakeſt, ſuch as the ſmaller Order of Veſſels, 
many of the Organs and Viſcera, but eſpecially the Brain, and 
the whole Syſtem of the Membranes and Glands. 

The Cure is to be performed with gentle volatile Medicines 
of the cordial and diaphoretic Kind, in order to promote Per- 
ſpiration ; the Application of Bliſters, and by a proper Regimen 
and Method of Diet. It will bear no other Evacuation than 
moderate cordial Diaphoretics and Blifters, unleſs a gentle Emetic 
is indicated in the Beginning, or a ſmall Doſe of Rhubarb when 
it has continued long. Bleeding is very prejudicial, and Sweat- 
ing hurtful ; and tho” ha/f a Suderific is generally the due Doſe 
of a Diaphoretic, yet in giving Diaphoretics we ſhould always 
have regard to the Gass for if that from being pale, gradually 
heightens to an, amber Colour, we are right in our Doſe, eſpe- 
cially, if when in Bed a gentle Dew, or Moiſture comes on 
without a Reſtleſneſs; and we muſt always remember that 
Sweating will raiſe the Fever and endanger the Patient, who 
muſt always be kept ſtill and quiet. | | 

It the Patient is inclinable to Deliguia or Faintings on every 
little Motion, or complains of greater Laſſitude or Faintneſs than 
ordinary, it will be neceſſary to lie in Bed and to have Bliſters 

applied ; if delirious, the Blifters muſt be laid on high on the

A Vomit ruffles Nature much leſs than a common Purge, and 
is neceſſary where a Nauſea, Load, and Sickneſs of the Sto- 
mach are urgent. If the Body is coftive, Clyſters of Milk, 
Sugar and Salt may be injected with Safety and Advantage every 
ſecond or third Day. The temperate Cordial and diaphoretic 
Medicines are certainly moſt proper in theſe Fevers, and a ſup- 
porting, well regulated, diluting Diet is neceſſary, and will go 
a great Way in the Cure, eſpecially if aſſiſted by well-timed 
Bliſters, and keeping the Patient quiet in Body and Mind. Opi- - 
ates are commanly . very pernicious; mild Diaphoretics, as 
Pulv. Contrayerv. Compoſ. with a little Caftor and Saffron, and 
ſmall Quantities of Theriac. Andron. or Elixir Paregurixum, 
will have much better Effects. Where the Confuſion or De- 
jection of Spirits are conſiderable, Galbanum or Silphium, with a 
little Camphire, ſhould be added. And Bliſters ſhould be forth- 
with applied to the Neck, Occiput, and behind the Ears; and 
during all this, a free Uſe of thin Wine-whey, ſome pleaſant 
Ptiſan, with a little ſoft Wine muſt be indulged. A little 
Chicken-broth alſo is of Service, both as Food and Phyſic, efpe- 
cially towards the Decline of the Diſorder; and for the fame 
Reaſon, thin Jellies of Hart's horn, Sago, Panado, are uſeful, - 
adding a little Wine to them, and the Juice of Seville Orange 
or Lemon.

I formerly recommended Wine in Fevers, which by a conge- 
nial Heat, or cheriſhing Warmth, friendly to Nature, kindly 
relaxes the tenſe Fibres and Veſſels, taking off the febrile Stric- 
ture, which is the chief Symptom of a Fever and eſſential to it. 
The Heat is ſufficient to ſubdue a Lentor, and fo remove all li- 
my, mucous, ſizy Indiſpoſitions of the Fluids, where there is - 
not too much preternatural Heat already, or Tendency to In- 


flammation. In Fevers in which the Blood is ſuppoſed poor 


and inactive, filled with Acrimony, and too much colliquated, 
it deſerves the Character of a high natural Cordial and Alexi- 
pharmic, and muſt be placed in the Rank of fafe and effectual 
Remedies. I have given it in high Ravings, Head-ach, Toſſing 
and Watching, and where the Eyes were much inflamed, with 
wonderful Succeſs, for it compoſed the Patient, and procured 
Sleep when Opiates failed, or I durſt not give them. I have al- 
lowed a Bottle of Wine in a Day.

When there are irregular, partial Heats 
and Fluſhes, - with great Anxiety, Refſtleſnels, Delivium, Diffi- 
culty of Breathing, and a vaſt Load and Oppreſfion on the Præ- 
tordia, ſo as to reſemble a peripneumonic Caſe, yet beware of 
Bleeding, for the ſmall, low, quick and unequal Pulſe utterly 
forbids it, as well as pale, watry pie Urine. The Breathing 
in this Caſe is not hot, but a thick, laborious, ſighing or ſobbing 
Reſpiration, many times without a Cough, ſo that this is really 
ſome Spaſm of the Vitals. 

Here then the nervous, cordial Medicines are indicated, and 
Bliſters to the Thighs, Legs and Arms.

I che Pulſe is carefully attended to, this Fever may be always 
known, though it is apt to put on various Shapes, and will yield 
to the mild diaphoretic Remedies and moderate Cordials. Thus, 
Difficulty of Breathing, Nauſeat, and Inclination to vomit, 
Diarrhceas, with high-coloured, turbid Urine, regular Acerba- 
tions like Intermittents, Continual Fevers, Atrophy and Hectic 
Fevers, Fits of the Colic, Suppreſſion of the Menſes, &c. are 
only caſual Symptoms of this.

HESE Fevers are continual but not violent : They are "Y 
tended with a Proſtration of Strength, Watching, Loſs of 
Appetite, and are ſometimes join'd with an Eruption of Spots on 
the Skin, ariſing from the Plenty and inteſtine Diffolution of an 
* rum, not without Contagion and Danger of 
ife 
Theſe Fevers were called by the Ancients, continual, quotidian, 
ſerous Feuers; and by ſome of the Moderns, malignant catar - 
rhal Fevers, becauſe they are mild at firſt, and are attended with 
a Running at the Noſe, a Catarrh, an Infarction of the Breaſt, 
and a Cough on the firſt Days, with Exacerbations at Night. 
At the Beeinning of this Diſeaſe the Face of the Patient has 
a morbid Aſpect, and he is out of Order three or four Days be- 
fore he takes to his Bed. He complains of a ſpontaneous Weas 
rineſs, a grievous Pain of his Body and Joints, as if his Bones 
were bruiſed and broken; his Strength is languid, his Appetite 
is loſt, he has a flight fainting Fit, a cardialgic Nauſea, a Pain 
in the Head, an unquiet Sleep, with Coſtiveneſs. In the Even» 
ing there is a Coldneſs and, Shivering followed by Heat, the: 
Symptoms increaſe, there is a greater Loſs of Strength, inſo- 
much that they can ſcarce ſtand upright, The Pain in the Head 
grows worſe with a Giddineſs and Inquietude. Some have a vi-

When a /ſubſultus Tendinum, Want of Thirſt, Rumbling in 
the Belly, Hiccuping, an Inflammation of the Fauces from 
Aphthe, Convulſions, a Syncope, with Coldneſs of the Extremi- 
ties, and a moſt plentiful Sweat ſupervene to theſe Symptoms, 
they are certain Forerunners of Death. On the other Hand, 
when a Sweat breaks out about or on the critical Days, that is 
the ſeventh, eleventh, or fourteenth Day, and continues ſeveral 
Days, though want of Strength remains ; or if there is a Looſe- 
neſs for ſome Days, it is a Sign of Health: And this the more 
certain, if the contracted Pulſe enlarges, the hard grows ſoft 
and becomes more equal ; if the Patient is more chearful, and 
his lying in Bed more ſedate, with a Hardneſs of Hearing, and 
a turbid Urine, depoſiting a Sediment. If this happens about 
the critical Days it is a certain Sign of a happy Event. After 
this the Sleep, Appetite, and Strength gradually return; but

Patients of a ftrong Conſtitution, the common People and 
Ruftics with a good Regimen alone, generally ſucceed better than 
the weak, timorous, the ſad, the thoughtful, the luxurious, the 
fothful and the ftudious. All Excretions by Urine, Stool or 
Sweat, are bad in the Beginning, and on other Days except the 
eritical. Thoſe that die are carried off by a Phirenſy, or an In- 
fammation of the Meninges, or of the Oeſophagus and Fauces 
from Fphthz, of the Stomach itſelf. If Blood is taken away in 
theſe Diſeaſes, it is either of a bright red, very fluid and ſerous, 
or too thick and blackiſh. | 
In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the Phyſicians ſhould take care 
not to diſturb the falatary Excretions, but ſhould proceed cau- 
tiouſly, and ' abſtain from ſtrong Medicines of every Kind;

A congruous Regimen in theſe Diſeaſes is of very great Con. 
quence; for if the Palient is kept too hot, the Diflolution of the 
Blood will be promoted, a Coſtiveneſs will be induced, the 
Anxiety will be increaſed, the impure ſalt, acrid Humours wilt 
be actuated, the Strength will be exhauſted, the Sweating will 
be too ſpeedy and profuſe, and Spots will appear on the Skin: 
On the other Hand, if Cold is incautiouſiy admitted, eſpecially to 
the Feet, Perſpiration will be checked, the Eruptions and Spots. 
will be driven back : There will be griping Pains, a Looſeneſs, 
and the critical Evacutions will be diſturbed. All ſudden 
Changes from hot to cold, or cold to hot, are equally bad. A 
temperate Regimen is beſt. However, Care ſhould be taken that 
the; Eatient does not breathe his own Atmoſphere full of morbid 
ExtWations, ſo very prejudicial to Health; but the Air ſhould 
be drawn out of the Room and freſh admitted. 

The Perſpiration ſhould conſtantly be kept up, and the Linen 
of "my kind ſhould not raſhly be changed, nor ſhould the _— 
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de removed from one Bed to another. He ſhould be enjoined not 
to riſe frequently, nor ſhould the Bed be made on critical Days, 
when the Spots are likely to appear. And if the Bed clothes 
are wet and muſt needs be changed, let them be well aired and 
pretty much worn. A Night or Bed-gown will be alſo very 
my to keep on conſtantly ; for it will be a Defence againſt 
cold Air. I 
An erect Poſture of the Head and Body is to be ſhunned either 
in or out of Bed, eſpecially if the Pulſe is very weak and the 
Strength little; as alſo when the Diſeaſe is near the State. For 
in theſe Caſes, the Heart will not be able to ſend a ſufficient 
Quantity of Blood perpendicularly to the Head, and conſe- 
quently Fainting, ſometimes Death will enſue ; or the Motion of 
the Blood and Arteries will be ſtopt; all the Motions will be 
turned inwards ; the fibrous and tubulous Subſtance of the Skin 
will be contracted ; the eruptive Matter, now more depraved, 
will be repelled, and carried to the nervous Parts; whence 
Convulſions, Deliriums, and ſoon after fatal Mortifications will 
ſucceed. Da, 
The Mind ſhould be kept as chearful as poſſible, and all Occa- 
fions ſhunned of exciting Anger, Fear, Terror, or Puſillani- 
mity in the Patient. His Hope of Recovery ſhould be kept up 
as much as - poſſible, inſtead of being terrified with the Predic- 
tion of Death. I have known Patients who have laboured under 
this Diſeaſe, and would in all Probability have recovered, if ſome 
Prieſt or over-wiſe Phyſician had nat foretold and inculcated a 
ſpeedy Death; which- has ſo affetted the fick Perſon with Dread

lt is an undoubted Axiom, that all frong Medicines are hurt- 
Fol in this Diſeaſe ; ſuch as Emetics, Purgatives and Diuretics ; 
as alſo Sudorifics of too ſpirituous a Nature: But temperate and 
moderate Things are very uſeful. | 
It muſt be remembered likewiſe, that as theſe Feuers have cer- 
tain Types and Periods, and Exacerbations and Remiſſions at cer- 
tain ] imes ; which a Phyſician ſhould always carefully obſerve. 
In the febrile Heat, and when the Symptoms are moſt intenſe, 
Humectant,, Diluents, and the abſorbent nitrous Powders above- 
mentioned will be moſt proper, with a very moderate external 
Regimen. When the Paroxyſm is ended, the Skin lax, more 
ſoſt and diſpoſcd for Excretions; then Analeptics, *

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Of the MitrAxY Fever: | 
that ſtimulate ; and if there is Occaſion Bezoardics, and Things 
that promote Ferſpiration ; as alſo the Infuſion of Veronica, Scor- 
dium, and Liquerice, drank as Tea, are likely to do the greateſt 
Service, And becauſe a Diarrhea frequently carries off the 
Diſeaſe, it is never to be ſtopt, eſpecially about the critical 
Times, neither with Aſtringents, Sedatives or Opiates : But if 
Nature tends to this Excretion, and is too ſluggiſh, ſhe is to be 
aſſiſted by the /axative Hauſtus above deſcribed, with the Addi- 
tion of Tamarinds. | ; . 

When there is too great an internal and external Heat, with 
Dryneſs of the Mouth, Thirſt and Watching, then nitrous Me- 
dicines will be neceſſary, with a moderate Quantity of diluting 
Liquors often repeated. On the other Hand, when the Diſpo- 
ſition is luggiſh, phlegmatic and timorous, the Heat very mild, 
no Thirſt, the Pulſe weak and languid, with a Proſtration of 
Strength, Sleepineſs and Torpor of the Mind, cooling Things 
muſt be avoided, and Analeptics, together with bezoardie Tinc» 
tures, muſt be given a little at a Time, and often. When the 
Eruptions are of the miliary Kind, and red, fixt beaxoardie Fows 
ders; as alſo Diluents, Demulcents and Emulſions, will be molt 
ſerviceable. * 

When there is a Pain in the Head with a Delirium, cut 
a live Chicken or Pigeon, and apply it to the Head when the 


Hair is ſhaved off, In Fainting, Vomiting, the Cardialgia or 
extreme Lowneſs, apply a Plaſter of Venice Treacle, - expreſs'd * 
Oil of Nutmegs, Camphire, Balſam of Peru, Saffron, Oil of 


Juniper, and a little Spirit of Wine to the Region of the Pra- 
cordia ; as alſo in Hiccuping, (but more eſpecially a muſe Bolus.) 
In Dryneſs and Heat of the Fauces, direct Hart's-horn Jellies 


with Juice of Lemons and Sugar Candy, or, Syrup of Mulber- 


ries. Likewiſe, let the Mouth be waſhed with a Decection of 
Figs, Syrup of Mulberries and Nitre. _— the Patient is very 
ſleepy; let the Legs and Soles of the Feet be waſhed with Vines 
gar of Rue, or apply a mild Bliſter to the Calves of the Legs:

There is no Eyacution ſo dangerous as bleeding at the Noſe ; for 
then there is a Congeſtion of Blood in the Head from the Spaſms 
of the lower Parts. However, if the Flux of Blood is mode» 
rate, and the Body abounds with it, inſtead of being hurtful it 
will relieve the Head ; and yet this ſeldom happens. When 
there are a few Drops only without Alleviation, they portend a 
Delirium and an Inflammation of the Fauces. But when the 
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Flux is copious the Strength will diminiſh, and the Eruptionsre- 
turn inwards not without Danger. Therefore to prevent a Con- 
flux of Blood to the Head, the Feet muſt be always kept in a 
moderate Heat and Moiſture ; for which Reaſon mild Bliſters 
ſhould be laid to the Calves of the Legs, and the Body ſhould © 
be open with Clyſters or Solutions of Manna. Theſe will alſo 
be ſerviceable when the Hemorrhage is too large. But when it 
is too little and the Eyes look red and wild with a ſtrong Pulſa- 
tion of the temporal Arteries beſides the former, it will be pro- 
per to apply Cupping Glafles to the Nape of the Neck, or to 
thruſt a Straw up the Noſe to cauſe it to bleed, or to uſe a 
ſcarifying Inſtrument. I ben the Stools are tos frequent uſe 
bezoardic Powders with a few Grains of the Cortex Eleutherie ; 
or, which is better, anoint the Abdomen with a Mixture of ex- 
preſſed Oil of Nutmegs, eſſential Oil of Mint, and Balſam of 
Peru. When the Sweats are tro profuſe, too many Bed- 
clothes muſt be avoided, and no hot Infuſions muſt be 


. drank. 


Bleeding in theſe Fevers muſt be uſed with great Circum- 


ſpection; for it is much more proper as a Preſervative than a 


Cure. But when the Diſeaſe has made its Onſet with great 
Loſs of Strength, complicated with catarrhal Diſorders, and 
when puirid and malignant Fevers are rife, it muſt be omitted, 
If the Stomach has lately been ſurfeited with incongruous Ali- 
ment, a Grain or two of Tartar Emctic in a Solution of Manna 
will be neceſſary, becauſe it will diminiſh the Fomes of the Diſ- 
eaſe. Blifters will be of great Uſe when a Retroceſſion of the 
Eruptions is apprehended, when the Excretions are flow, and 
when there is a Sleepineſs and Torp;r. In which Caſes they may 
be laid to the Arms and Calves of the Legs, HorFmMan. Con- 
ſult the following Section. 
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T HE true ſpotted Fevers are very malignant, contagious, 
and very detrimental to the Head and Strength, attended 
with Spots of warious Colours, ariſing from a Corruption of the 

vital Fluids, and a putrid Diſſolution conſequent thereupon. 
Theſe petechial Fevers are deſervedly called malignant or poi- 
ſonous, as they generally proceed from a moſt ſubtile, active, vi- 
rulent Vapour, or Miaſina, which is infectious from a noxious 
Steam ariling from the Body of the Patient. At firſt they often 
ſeem mild and gentle, and have the Appcarance of catarrhul Fe-

Time, and then fluttering 
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vers ; but they ſoon exert their virulent Effects in a moſt fatal 


Manner. | 0 
At firſt the Patient complains of great Weakneſs and Loſs of 
Strength, that they can ſcarce walk or ſtand upright, and. are 
apt to faint away. , 
The Head-aches, and from the very Beginning is hot, dull, 
attended with a Dejection of Mind and a Kind of Deſperation, 
There is a conſtant Watchfulneſs; if there is any Sleep, it is 
not refreſhing ; the Appetite is loſt ; the Countenanee is deject- 
ed; the Pulſe is languid, ſmall, and unequal ; the lying in Bed 
is diſorderly and irregular ; there is an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, 
ſometimes a dry Cough, an undulatory and tremulous Twitching - 
of the muſculat and tendinous Fibres, with a Subſuitus Tendinumn, 
Many neither complain of Heat nor Pain, .nor Anxiety, and 
aſſert that they feel nothing bad, but Weakneſs and Want of 
Sleep. The Urine is generally thin at firſt, and like that of 
ſound People. On the fourth, fifth, or the ſeventh Day, the 
Spots appear principally on the Back and Loins, of various Co- 
lours, generally without Relief; wherefore they are rather ſymp- 
tomatical than critical, Hof. 5 
Huxham fays, theſe Fevers attack with much more Violence 
than the ſlow and nervous; Ni gers, if any, are greater, the 
Heats ſharper and more la yet at 1; ſt ſudden, tranſient and 
remittent; the Pulſe more We or hard, but commonly quick 
and ſmall, though ſometi flow and ſeemingly regular for a 
d unequal. The Head ach, Gid- 
dineſs, Nauſea and Vomiting are much more conſiderable even 
from the very Beginning. Sometimes a ſevere fixed Pain is ſelt 
in one or both Temples, or over one or both Eye-brows, fre-. 
quently in the Bottom of the Orbit of the Eyes. The Eyes al- 
ways appear very full, heavy, yellowiſh, and very often a little 
inflamed. The Countenance ſeems bloated and more dead co- 
loured than -uſual. Commonly the temporal Afteries throb 
much, and a Tinnitus Aurium is very troubleſome; a ſtrong 
Vibration alſo of the carotid Arteries comes on frequen'ly in the 
Advance of the Fever, though the Pulſe at the Wriſt may be 


, ſmall, nay, even flow: This is a certain Sign of an impending 


Delirium. 

The Proſtration of Spirits, Weakneſs and Faintneſs are often 
ſurprizinz1y great and ſudden ; ſometimes When the Pulſe ſeems 
tolerably ſtrong, © the Reſpiration is moſt commonly laborious, 
and is interrupted with a Kind of Sighing or Sobbing, and che 
Breath is hot and offenſive. 

There is generally a Sort of Lumbago or Pain in the Back and 


Lias, a Wearineſs, Soreneſs, and lain in the Linibs. Some“, 
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times a great Heat, Load and Pain at the Pit of the Stomach, 
with a perpetual vomiting of porraceous or black Bile, of a 
nauſeous Smell, with a troubleſome Hiccuping. 

The Tongue at the Beginning is white, but grows daily more 
dark and dry, or of a ſhining, livid Colour, with a Kind of a 
dark Bubble at the Top ; ſometimes exceeding black for many 
Days: At the Height, it is generally dry, ſtiff and black, and 
the Speech ſcarcely intelligible. | | 

The Thirſt in the Increaſe of the Fever, is commonly very 
great, ſometimes unquenchable ; and all the Drinks ſeem bitter 
and maukiſh ; at other Times there is no Thirſt, though the 
Mouth and Tongue are exceedingly foul and dry ; this is a dan- 
gerous Symptom, and ends in a Phrenzy or Coma. The Lips 
and Teeth, near the State, are furred with a very black, tena- 
eious Sordes. 5 ; 

At the Onfet of the Fever the Urine is often crude, pale and 
vapid, but grows to fo high a Colour as to reſemble a ſtrong 

ixivium, or citron Urine, tinged with a very ſmall Quantity 
of Blood ; it has no Sediment or Cloud for many Days together, 
but by Degrees grows darker, like dead ſtrong Beer, and ſmells 
offenſive, > 

The Stools, eſpecially near the State, or in the Decline of the 
Fever, are for the moſt part very offenſive, green, livid or black, 
frequently with ſevere Gripes or Blood. When they are more 
yellow or brown, the leſs is the Danger; but the Danger is 
greateſt of all when they come away inſenſibly. If the Belly be 
hard, ſwelled and tenſe, it is a very bad Symptom. A gentle 
Diarrhea is often very beneficial, by which Nature carries off 
the morbific Matter. | 

The more florid the Spots are, the lefs is the Danger ; and it 
is a good Sign, if the black or violet become of a brighter Co- 
lour. The large, black or livid Spots are almoſt always at- 
tended with profuſe Bleedings. The ſmall, duſky, brown 3 
like Freckles, are almoſt as bad as the livid and black. Some- 
times they are attended with profuſe, cold, clammy Sweats ; at 
which Time the Spots vaniſh without any Advantage. 

The Eruption of the Spots is uncertain ; ſometimes they ap- 
+ pear on the fourth or fifth Day; ſometimes not till the eleventh, 
or later. The Vibices, or large livid, or dark greeniſh Marks 
ſeldom appear till very near the fatal Period, Sometimes about 
the eleventh or fourteenth Day, when the Sweats are profuſe, 
the Spots diſappear, and vaſt Quantities of ſmall, white, miliary... 

Puſtules break out. If there is an Itching, Smarting, red Raſh * 
it commonly greatly relieves the Sick, as well as large, fretting 
watry Bladders, on the Back, Breaft, and Shoulders. A ſcabby 

g 3 Eruption 
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Eruption about the Lips and Noſe, is a ſalutary Symptom; the 
more hot and angry the better. Brown, dark Aphthe are more 
uncertain and dangerous, as well as the exceeding white and 
thick like Lard. They are followed with Difficulty of Swal- 
lowing, Pain and Ulceration of the Fauces Ocfephagus, with 
inceſſant Hiccuping ; the whole prime Vie are at length af 
fefted, a bloody Dyſentery comes on, and the Mortification of 
the Inteſtines, 

Pringle obſerves, that in Hoſpital, Goal, or Camp Fevers, the 
firſt Complaints are gentle Horrors, and little feveriſh Heats, al- 
ternately ſucceeding each other, with Loſs of Appetite, . and 
their Diſorder being greateſt at Night, the Body is hot, the Sleep 
interrupted and not refreſhing. They have conſtantly ſome 
Pain and Confuſion in their Head, chiefly about their Forehead z 
the Pulſe is at firſt but little quicker than the natural, and their 
Drought, if any, is inconſiderable. They are too ill to mind 
Buſineſs, and too well to be confined. In this State, a Change 
of Air, with a Vomit and Sweat will perform a Cure ; yeta 
large Bleeding at this Time will fink the Pulſe, and bring on a 
Delirium. 

When the Symptoms come on quick and violent, the Fever 
ſeems to be inflammatory, and can only be diſtinguiſhed by z 
Knowledge of the Circumſtances ; and Bleeding yields no Re- 
lief, but exaſperates the Complaints. The aforeſaid Symptoms 
are now more high, with great Laffitude, Nauſea, and Pains in 
the Back, with Pain and Confuſion in the Head, and great De- 
jection of Spirits. 

The Pulſe at this Time is generally quick and full; now a 
moderate Bleeding affects the Pulſe but little; if large, it will 
fink and bring on a Delirium. The worſt Kind of Blood is 
when the Cra ſſamentum is diſſolved, which is a Sign of high 


Putrefaction. 


The Urine is ſometimes at firſt of a reddiſh or Flame - colour, 
which it preſerves throughout; at other Times it is pale and 
varies from Day to Day, being ſometimes clear, ſometimes cloud- 
ed. But towards the End, if the Diſtemper takes a favourable 
Turn, it becomes thick, and at laſt depoſites a Sediment. But 
many havg recovered without any Sediment at all, if the Water 
has been thick about the Criſis. 

If thePatient lies warm, the Body is generally coſtive; if cold, 
there is a Diarrbza. If they have bilious Stools when they be 
warm, they are critical, and not to be checked unleſs immoderate. 
In the worſt kind of theſe Fevers, in the laſt Stage, a Diarrhea 
commonly carries the Patient off ; bur then the Stools are invo- 
luntary, coliquative, ichorous or blackiſh, and of a cadave- 
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rous Smell, which are the Effects of a Mortification in the 
Bowels. 

The Heat of the Body at firſt is not conſiderable 3 but if 
the Pulſe is felt for a while, there is an uncommon Heat, which 
remains upon the Fingers ſome Minutes afterwards, A Day or 
two before Death, the Extremities feel quite cold, and 7 the 
Pulſe is hardly to be felt. 

The Skin is generally dry and parched, yet in the Beginning 
there are often hard and imperfect Sweats, witnout any Relief. A 
continued and generous Sweat is the ſureſt Cure. They are 1 
ways fetid, and there is an ill Taſte of the Mouth, and an of- 
fenſive Smell, till a Stupor or Delirium renders him inſenſible. 

The Tongue i is generally dry, hard and black, with deep 
Chops, but towards the laſt it is ſoft and moiſt, and the Colour 
is a Mixture of green and yellow. The Drought is ſometimes 
great, at other ] imes very little. 

Some preſerve their Senſes through the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, 
except a Confuſion and Stupor, but few keep them till Death if 
it is fatal. They ſleep ſeldom, and ſeem to be penſive and in 
deep Thought. The Face is not ghaſtly nor morbid, till to- 
wards the laſt. The Confuſion of the Head often riſes to a 
Delirium, eſpecially at Night, but ſeldom changes to Rage, A 
Tremor is more common than a Subſultus Tendinum, The 
Pulſe ſinks all along; the Stupor or Delirium, and Tremor in- 
creaſe, and the Spirits are relieved in Proportion to its riſing to 
the Head. Frequently the Patient is dull of hearing from the 
very Beginning, and at laſt grows almoſt deaf. 

There is always a great Dejection of Mind, and Failure of 
Strength. When the Delirium is at its Height, the Face is com- 
monly fluſhed, and the Eyes red, unleſs after large Evacuations ; 
then it appears meagre ; the Eyelids i in Slumbers are only half 
hut, and the Voice, which is conſtantly flow and low, links to 

a Degree ſcarce to be heard. 

When the Fever is protracted with a low Pulſe, they have a 
particular craving for ſomething cordial ; ang nothing is ſo ac- 
ceptable as Wine. They long for no Fi „ but will take Pa- 
nada if mixt with Wine. 

Vomiting and Sickneſs at the Stomendy though frequent, are 
caſual. Neither pleuritic Stitches, Di fliculty of Breathing, or 
flying Pains are any Part of the Diſeaſe, unleſs it falls upon a 
weak Part. 

There are Spots, but u not always. In Hoſpitals they are leſs 
uſual at the firſt breaking out of the Diſeaſe, 1 when the Air 
is more corrupted, the Spots are common. They are of the 


chi Kind, of an obſcure red, paler than the Meaſles, fed | 
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raiſed above the Skin, of no regular Shape, but confluent; upon 
a nearer Inſpection, the Interſtices may be ſeen. They are gene- 
rally not very conſpicuous, Theſe Spots are very irregular, 
ſometimes appearing on the fourth or fifth Day, and at others on 
the fourteenth. They are neither critical nor mortal Signs; but 
more dangerous ; if Purple, they are more ominous, but not 
abſolutely mortal. In a few Caſes there have been purple 
Streaks and Blotchese. Theſe ſometimes, as well as the Spots, 
do not appear till after Death. This Fever, on Account of its 
Exacerbations at Night, may be looked upon as the loweſt De- 
gree of the 1emitting Kind, Wi 
The Duration is uncertain, and in Proportion to the Viru- 
lence. Their Courſe is generally from fourteen to twenty Days; 
ſome have died or recovered after four Weeks. When the 
Courſe is long, it commonly terminates in Abſceſſes of the pa- 
rotid or axillary Glands ; ſometimes in an hectic: Some, after 
this Fever is over, fall into an irregular Intermittent ; many 
complain of a Pain in their Limbs and Want of Reſt, and al- 
moſt all of great Weaknefs, Confuſion in their Heads, and 
Noiſe in their Ears. When the Air is highly malignant, the 
Diſeaſe terminates in five or fix Days, either in Death or a cri- 
tical Sweat. | 2 
The moſt peculiar Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, are always a 
ſingular Attack upon the Head, as a Stupor or Pain; and if it 
lingers, a ſlow, low Voice and finking of the Spirits, without 
any large Evacuation ; pale Urine, petechial Spots, the bad Ef- 
tes of large Bleeding, and the litile Advantage of Clyſters ; 
laſtly, the tn of cooling Medicines, excepting in the 
Beginning; and on the other hand, the Agreement with Wine, 
Volatiles, and other Cordials, during the greateſt Part of the 
Diſcaſe. 
I have been the more particular in reciting the Symptoms of 
theſe Diſeaſes, becauſe it will tend to give a farther Light into 
their Nature, and conſcquently to eſtabliſh a more certain Me- 
thod of Cure, which I am. perſuaded are not well underſtood by 
the Generality. INGLE. £ 
As to the Progno/tics, the Spots are ſo far from being ſalutary, 
that the more plentiful they are the greater is the Degree of the 
Corruption; when they are livid, lead-coloured, and of a green- 
iſh Black, they ſhew a ſphacelous Corruption. Thoſe wha 
eſcape are not freed by a cutaneous Excretion, but by large 
Sweats, breathing a ſtinking Acor, or by critical Fluxes of the 
Belly; but it happens by the Benefit of Nature, when the Cor- 
1 ruption of the Fluids is not great, as well as the temperate Na- 


ture of the Alexipharmics, Many are apt to fall into a ſphace- 
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lous Corruption of the Stomach, Inteſtines, and other Viſcera, 
or into a Fhrenſy, or more frequently into an anginous Inflam- 
mation of the Fauces and Oeſopbag is, as appears from the into- 
lerable Smell which happens after Death. This unhappy Event 
is preſaged, if there is no Thirit, or one that is unquenchable ; 
if the Tongue is dry, chopt, black, the Fauces inflamed and 
beſet with dor des, with difficult Swallowing; if after the Erup- 
tion of the Spots, a difficult Breathing and Straitneſs of the 
Breaſt remains and gains Ground, or if a Delirium increaſes after 
Sweating, and a Fiux, of the Belly, the Urine being at the ſame 
time turbid, and depoſiting no Sediment; laſtly, if the Eyes are 
dim, the Patient catching at Straws; if there is a Subſultus Ten- 
dinum, if the Excrements come away inſenſibly, if there is a 
cold Sweat with Convulſions. Horr. 

Pringle obſerves, that thoſe who are weakened by other Diſ- 
tempers, or their Cures, are more ſuſceptible of the Goal or 
Hoſpital Fevers than the ſtrong and vigorous; and that one who 
is recovered is more ſubje to relapſe than he who is firſt 
attacked. 

All the Prognoſtics, ſays he, taken fingly, are uncertain, 
The follawing Signs are good ; to have no Delirium, to have 
the Pulſe neither very low nor quick, or if ſunk, to have it riſe 
by Wine or Cordials, with an Abatement of the Delirium; and 
to have the Tongue moiſt and of a natural Colour. It ſeems 
uliar to this Fever, that Deafneſs is generally a good Sign, 
he natural and beſt Crifis is by Sweat, when the Pulſe riſes, 
and the Symptoms abate ; next to that is an inſenſible Perſpira- 
tion, which is known by the Softneſs of the Skin, Moiſture of 
the Tongue, and a Remiſſion of the other Symptoms. Bili- 
ous Stools, with turbid Urine, and a moiſt Tongue, may be 
conſidered as Signs of a favourable Criſis. But the contrary of 
all theſe are bad, as alſo the Subſultus Tendinum, inflamed Eyes 
and great Anxiety, It is obſerved to be among the worſt Signs, 
. when the Patient complains of Blindneſs, or when he cannot lie 
but on his Back, and pulls up his Knees ; or if when inſenſible, 
he endeavours to uncover his Breaſt, or makes frequent Attempts 
to get out of Bed. If there are ichorous, cadaverous and invo- 
luntary Stools, it is a Sign of certain Death. PRINo. 

The formal, Ratio of theſe pernicious Fevers, conſiſts in the 
putrid Diflolution, or Colliquation of the Blood and vital Fluids, 
eſpecially of that lymphatic, elaſtic, fine Fluid, which is con- 
tained in the Blood, and ſeparated in the Brain and ſpinal Mar- 
row, by which it is diftributed by the Nerves to all the Body, 
jndued with Senſe and Motion, for it greatly vitiates and defiles 
this Liquor. However, ſuch is the Nature and Power of that 
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poiſonous Vapour, by which ſound Bodies are infected, that it 
not only induces a putrid Fermentation into the Blood and other 
Fluids, but acts immediately on the inward and nervous Parts 
of the Brain, which it corrupts, and produces a Languor in the 
vital and animal Powers, even while the State of the Blood and 
Humours remain free from Corruption. 5 5 

This virulent Vapour enters the Body by the Noſtrils, Fauces 
and Bronchia. For the Nerves of the firſt and ſecond Na 
tion are no where ſo expoſed as in the Cavity of the Noſtrils; 
whence it immediately reaches the Nerves and the Brain, and 
renders the Patient light- headed, with a Dulneſs of the Head, 
a Loſs of Strength, and a vertiginous Affection. It likewiſe 
mixes with the Saliva, deſcends into the Stomach, which is a 
nervous Part, and there takes up its principal Reſidence. 
Whence the bad Symptoms generally appear firſt in the Stomach 
and Precordia, with a Nauſea and an Inclination to vomit, as 
alſo a Diarrhea with Gripes, or a Coſtiveneſs, with loathing 
of Food, Anxiety of the Præcordia, and an Eructation of 
Water from the Stomach. | *} 

Hence the Reaſon evidently appears, why nothing is more 
proper to prevent this Diſeaſe than by turning away one's Face 
from the Patient, frequent ſpitting, chewing Angelica, 2 
Pimfernel, and ſmoaking Tobacco; hence likewiſe appears, 
why the Force of this Poiſon is exerted in the Stomach, and is 
beſet with copious Crudities, and pituitous and ſalival Sordes 3 
and likewiſe why gentle Emetics, join'd to Alexipharmacs, com- 
monly deſtroy this Diſeaſe in the Bud. | | 

This Diſeaſe may be induced by a bad State of the Air; for a 
Jong, moiſt, rainy, cloudy, and ſoutherly State of the Air, dulls 
and depreſſes the Motions of the Solids and Fluids neceſſary for 
Life; to this may be added, a long and frequent Inundation of 
Water, which is apt to generate putrid Diſeaſes, as likewiſe the 
Exhalations ariſing from putrid unburied Bodies, or from the 
Excrements of Animals, eſpecially if confined and ſhut up from 
the Air, There is likewiſe a Diſpoſition in the Body itſelf to- 
wards theſe Diſeaſes; for Experience ſhews us that thoſe of a 
ſanguineo-phlegmatic Conſtitution, of a lax and ſpungy Nature, 
who are fearful and anxious, given to Luxury, oppreſſed with 
Cares, weakened with Labour and Bleeding, are moſt apt to 
receive the Infection, or who labour under the Suppreſſion of 
uſual Evacuations, 

In the Regimen, it is neceſſary if poſſible to uſe a ſerene, lim- 
pid, temperately warm Air; the Room ſhould not be heated 
too much, it being found to be hurtful. The Patient ſhould eat 
nothing ſolid in the Declination of the Diſeaſe, and after it. * 
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free Uſe of Food, of nouriſhing and comforting Broths abound- 
ing with oleous Particles, is pernicious, eſpecially about the cri- 
tical Days, in the State of the Diſeaſe, or when there is any cri- 
tical Evacuation. Nothing is more hurtful than an erect Situa- 
jon, as I have often obſerved in other malignant and eruptive 
Diſcaſes, | becauſe the Blood has a more languid Motion from the 
Heart, and cannot be driven perpendicularly to the Head. | 
Alexipbarmacs, volatile Salts, hot and ſpirituous Bezeardics, 
are hurtful, eſpecially with a hot Regimen, tor they difſulve the 
Blood, and increaſe the Number of Spots, or cauſe Head-achs, 
Inflammations or copious Sweats. Theſe Things taken by Way 
of Prevention, have precipitated the Patient into this Diſeaſe. - 
But if volatile Alexipharmacs are taken moderately and cauti- 
oully, with Analeptics, when the Spots have diſappeared, or 
when there has been high Anxieties and Debilities from Cold, 
or an. eret Situation, they have been ſerviceable, We have 
likewiſe adviſed their Uſe, when the Circulation of the Blood 
was in its Vigour, for then they diſſipate a great Part of the 
peccant Matter; likewiſe when the Criſis is coming on, Bezoar- 
dic Volatiles in a moderate Doſe, haſten the critical Evacuations, 
and raiſe the weak and languid Motion; but we have been care- 
ful not to throw the Patient into a Sweat, and thereby induce a 
Diſpoſition to low Fevers. | | 
'- Bleeding has been good in plethoric Bodies, and in thoſe who. 
have been accuſtomed to Hæmorrhages; on the contrary, if the 
Patient is low or weak, Bleeding is hurtful. 

Gentle Vomits are uſeful by Way cf Prevention, and in the 
very Beginning of the Diſeaſe ; but in the Progreſs and State, 
have had a bad Effect. | 

lifters have been greatly praiſed in the State of the Diſeaſe, 
when there has been a Delirium, a Sopur and Convulſions, 
When applied to the Neck. \ * 

We reject all Opiates and ſoporiferous Medicines, on Ac- 
count of the weak Pulſe and Want of Strength, becauſe they 
weaken and retard the Excretions, increaſe the Malignity, and 
haſten Death. | | 

The Materia Medica uſed by me, are Elder Flower W ater, 
that of Limes, Elms, Roſes, of the Tops of Scerdium Scali- 
u and Carduus Benedictus; as alſo Syrups of Citrons, Pome- 

nates, and the Juice of Roſes; Powders of Mother of 
Peart, diaphoretic Antimony, Crabs-eyes, Amber, Terra Sigil- 
lata, burnt Hartſhorn, pure Nitre; the Alexipharmacs are, 
Camphire, Eſſence and Extract of Scordium, Vincetoxicum, the 
Bezburdic Spirit and Tincture, the Eſſence or Spirit of Vitriol, 
and dulcified Spirit of Nitre; the Moiſteners are, Decoction of 
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Searzonera, Shavings and Jelly of Hart's- horn; the Analepticy 
are, Orange-flower Water, freſh Oil of Citrons, with Sugar, 
Confection of Alkermes, and our Baer of Lie; the Ami. 


ſpaſmodics are, Eſſence of Caſtor, 
Spirit of Hart's -horn. 

In the Beginning of the Diſeaſe, I uſe a bezoardic Powder of 
Nitre, and a little Camphire, often repeated; in the Progreſs 
and State of the Diſeaſe, I adviſe a Mixture of temperate” Wa- 
ters, Diaphoretics, Analeptics, Antiſpaſmodics, and cordial bezo- 
ardic Powders, with a little Juice of Citrons. In the Drink T 
put Nitre, or philoſophic Spirit of Vitriol, or ſulphurated CH 
of Antimony to keep the Body open. 1 alſo give Drink of the 
Decoction of filterated Hart's-horn, and Root of Scorzonera, eis 
ther hot or cold. About the critical Day I give gentle Alext- 
pharmacs, with Things to promote Sweat, when Nature ſeems 
to tend that Way. | n f 

This is the beſt and ſureſt Method of Cure, as I have tried a 
hundred Times. But if the Vomiting is too great, with an 
Apxiety of the Præcordia, and profuſe Diarrbæas, accompanied 
with Gripes, I apply outwardly Venice Treacle, expreſs d. Oil of 
Nutmegs, Camphire, Oil of Cloves, and Balſam of Peru, mixt 
together, to the Region of the Stomach. If a Diarrhea e. 
hauſts the Patient too much, I give a nitrous bezoardic Powder, 
with a little Camphire, and Theriaca Cœleſtis. In a Phrenſy and 
acute Pain in the Head, I adviſe the external Uſe of Camphire 
and Spirit of Wine, and Sal Ammoniac, with Oil of Rue and 
Lavender, If the Body is coſtive, with Gripes, I preſcribe le- 
nient Clyſters, or ſuch that are made entirely of Oil. Toe raiſe 
the Strength, I allow ſpirituous Things, ſuch as comfort and 
are aromatic, but they muſt be externally applied to the Pulſes 
or Pit of the Stomach, or Noſtrils. To quench Thirſt, Tadviſe 
an Electuary of Muſcovado Sugar, and dulcified Spirit of Nitre. 
Hor r. , | 
 Huxham obſerves, that Bleeding, where there is a Redun- 
dance of Blood, is proper, nay neceſſary, in the ſtrong" and 
plethoric, which ſhould be done as early as poſſible. A quick, 
tenſe Palſe, ſharp Heat, great Difficulty of Breathing, Palpita- 
tion of the Heart, and violent Pain of the Head and Back, evi 
dently demand it. But much lefs Blood ſhould be taken off than 
in a Peripneumony, which often makes its Attack much in the 
ſame Manner: But the ſudden Weakneſs, ' great Dejection of 
Spirits, Trembling of the Hands, Paleneſs and Crudity of the 
Urine, together with the Abſence of a Cough, and Heat of the 
Breath which attend petechial Fevers, diſtinguiſh the one F]m 
the other. The Blood ia malignant Fevers is of a much = 


innabar, and ſuccinated 
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Contexture, and ſofter Conſiſtence, than that of Pleuritics or 


Peripneumonics. | | 
That this Diſeaſe not only affects the Blood, but primarily 
the animal Spirits appears from the ſudden Damp, Tremblings, 
and great Dejection of Spirits. Now the Nerves and animal 
Spirits being infected by the contagious Miaſmata, do not ſuffi- 
ciently and regularly actuate the muſcular Fibres and Veſſels ; 
whence ariſe great Debility, and too weak a Vibration of the 
vaſcular Syſtem; and hence the Blood in ſome Places runs into 
rumous — — and in others is quite diſſolved, But tho” 

eeding may be proper at firſt, a ſubſequent may be pernicious, 
for the firſt Blood frequently appears florid, but that which is 
drawn twenty-four Hours after, is commonly livid, black, and 
too thin; at the third Time it is livid, diſſolved, and ſanious; at 
leaft, this is frequently the Caſe in malignant, petechial Fevers. 
The Pulſe finks oftentimes ſurprizingly after a ſecond Bleeding, 
nay, ſometimes after the firſt. 

Nature many times ſtrives in vain to diſcharge the irritating 

Matter, by Vomit, without the Aſſiſtance of Art, and therefore 
ſomething to promote it will render it much eaſier, which may 
de done by an Infuſion ar Decoction of Ipecacuanba, Oxymel 
Scilliticum, with a ſlight Infuſion of Camomile Flowers. If af- 
ter this the Vomiting continues, give a little Venice Treacle, in 
a Mixture of Salt of Wormwood, Juice of Lemons, Mint- 
Water, &c. and apply a Cataplaſm of Species Aromatice with 
Theriaca, which generally ſucceeds. 
The Stomach ſhould be unloaded by very gentle Methods, 
ſuch as Clyſters of Milk, Sugar and Salt; Laxatives of Manna, 
Cream of Tartar ; Glauber's purging Salt, Tamarinds, and 
Rhubarb ; by ſuch Means a Puke or Stool or two may be pro- 
moted, at any Time of the Fever, when indicated by a nauſe- 
ous, bitter Taſte in the Mouth, Sickneſs at Stomach, nidorous 
and fetid Eructations; or by too great Coſtiveneſs, tumid Ab- 
domen, Borborygmi, griped Pains, &c. 

When there are Signs of a Redundancy of the Bile, it ſhould 
be forthwith diſcharged by Vomit or Stool, as Nature points 
out, which is often ſucceeded by an amazing Change for the 
better, where an inexpreſſible Anxiety, Load on the Præcordia, 
perpetual Sickneſs, Eructation and Singultus had preceded. The 
extreme Foulneſs of the Tongue, Sickneſs and Load at the Sto- 
mach, with a loathſome, bitter Taſte, and horribly offenſive, 
ftinking Breath, and Eructations, ſhew the Condition of the 
Stongach ; and the abominably fetid black, bilious Stools, the 
Neceſſity and Advantage of the Diſcharge. 
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Between the ſeventh and fourteenth Day, Nature endeavours 
to relieve herſelf by Vomit, or more frequently by looſe Stools; 
then I give a gentle Laxative the eight and ninth Day, unleſs I 
find ſome Eruption appearing, or a kindly Sweat forbid it. Till 
this Time I feldom uſe any Kind of Purgative, except a little 
Manna, Cream of Tartar, or the like, at the very Beginning 3 
but I order an emollient, laxative Clyſter, every ſecond or third 
Day as there may be Occaſion. I repeat the Laxative from 
time to time, as the Symptoms indicate, and during the Opera- 
tion carefully ſupport the Patient with proper cordial Diet 
Drink and Medicines ; when Nature over-acts her Part, and 
runs into a profuſe D:arrh#a or Dyſentery, it ought to be re- 
ſtrained by proper aſtringent Alzxipharmacs, ſuch as Theriaca An- 
dromachi, Confect. Fracaſtor. Tincture of Roſes, red Wine 
mull'd with Cinnamon, &c. but above all, if the Caſe be very 
urgent, by an aſtringent Clyſter of Confect᷑. Fracaſt. or TBeriaca 
1 with a ſmall Quantity of Decoction of Tormentil, 
red Roſes, or Japon Earth. But it is always of dangerous Con- 
ſequence to ſuppreſs a critical Diarrbæa too ſoon, and therefore 
it will be neceſſary to give a ſmall Doſe or two of Rhubarb firſt 
of all. A Diarrhea, at the firſt, is prejudicial, if profufe, but 
at the State ſalutary ; and it is certainly ſo when attended with a 
gentle breathing Sweat, or warm Moiſture of the Skin. 

But the conſtant and grand Effort of Nature, is to throw off 
the putrid Malignancy through the Pores of the Skin ; for I never 
ſaw any of theſe Fevers carried off till more or leſs of a Sweat 
enſued. If it be a breathing Sweat, at the State of the Diſeaſe, 
and the Pulſe grows more open, ſoft and calm a little before, and 
during its Coutinuance, it is always falutary ; but if it be pro- 
fuſe, cold, clammy, or partial, about the Head and Breaſt only, 
the Sign is not good. Profuſe Sweats in the Beginning are gene- 
rally pernicious, eſpecially if a Rigor ſupervenes. 

Sweats ſhould never be forced by violent hot Medicines, Re- 
gimen, &c. plentiful ſubacid Diluents will be ſufficient, and 
gentle cordial Diaphoretics, 

Thoſe of ſtrong Fibres, and rich, denſe Blood, do not require 
ſuch warm Medicines as the feeble and phlegmatic. But as the 
Blood and Humours tend to Diſſolution, Stagnation and Putre- 
faction, vegetable and mineral Acids are highly ſerviceable, and 
the ſubaſtringent Alexipharmacs are very uſeful. But I am 
certain, that the Uſe of volatile, oleous Salts and Spirits is very 
hurtful, as they augment the putreſcent State of the Humours, 
and are ſo many Spurrers for ſwifter Deſtruction; this they vill 
do in the moſt healthful; even the peſtilential Miaſmata 3 
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ſelves are probably nothing elſe but highly volatilized and ſubti- 
ized animal Salts: + v2 | 

But Pringle is of a contrary Opinion, nor is he ignorant that 
the volatile Salts have been objected to, as a ſtrong Alkali, and 
that they conſequently diſpoſe Humours to Putrefaction ; for we 
muſt conſider, adds he, that Alkalies and putrid Subſtances are 
very different; inſomuch that I find from Experiments, out of 
the Body, the Salt of Hart's-horn is even antiſeptic, ſince it pre- 
ſerves animal Subſtances from Putrefaction. ; 

Huxham obſerves, that Bliſters haſtily and improperly applied. 
in the Beginning, when the Fever runs high, are improper, and 
tend to promote the Diſſolution and PutrefaCtion of the Blood; 
but when the Fever is on the Decline, when the Solids grow 
torpid, the Circulation languid, the Spirits Fæte, the Sick co- 
matous, they are of exceeding great Uſe, and the Patient ſhould 
drink freely of Whey, Emulſion, or ſome other ſubacid or de- 
mulcent Liquor. 

I uſe Camphire as a Corrector of the Acrimony of Cantha- 
rides, for it blunts the Spicula of the Salts by an exceeding fine 
volatile, vegetable Sulphur. But is of greater Uſe in promoting 
a Diapboreſis or an eaſy Sweat, and brings on a Compoſure of 
the Spirits, and an caſy Sleep when Opiates fail; but when 
Joined with an Opiate it is the moſt certain Sudorific in Nature, 
and the Elixir Aſibmaticum, is in this Reſpect, a moſt noble 
Medicine. 

As Acids and Subaſtringents are given to preſerve the Craſis 
of the Blood, the Tone of the Veſſels, and to prevent the farther 
Putrefaction of the Humours, Diaphoretics, eſpecially Camphire 
ſhould be joined with them. | 
I have uſed the following Preſcription of the Bark for many 
Years with Succels, not only in intermittent and flow nervous Fe- 
vers, but alſo in the putrid, peſtilential and petechial, in the 
Decline, tho' the Remiſſions have been very obſcure ; but if the 
Patient is coſtive, or hath a tenſe or tumid Abdomen, I always 
premiſe a Doſe of Rhubarb, Manna, or the like.

Wich this View I alſo recommend a generous red Wine, "TY p 


moſt noble, natural, ſubaſtringent Cordial, which is of high 
Service in the State, but more eſpecially in the Decline of theſe 
Fevers, acidulated with the Juice of Seville Oranges, or Lemans, 


as alſo with Cinnamon, the Rind of Seville Oranges, and the 


like, to which a few Drops of Elixir Vitrioli may be added. 
Rheniſh and French white Wines, when diluted, are alſo. a moſt 
ſalutary Drink, and generous Cyder, little inferior to either. 


Pringle ſays, in the Cure of the Camp and Goal Fevers, it 


will be beſt to diſtinguiſh it into three Periods : The firft is when 
the Perſon is able to go about; the ſecond begins with his Con- 
finement, when the F ever is apparent, the Pulſe full and quick, 
and the Head much affected; and the third, when the Pulſe 
ſinks, and a Stupor comes on, with other Symptoms, 01 

In the fir/t Period it is beſt to remove the Patient out of the 
foul Air, and if that can't be done, it is to be purified by Fires, 
by letting it in by Doors and Windows, burning Incenſe, or 
the like. The Curtains ſhould be undrawn, and a free Ventila- 
tion procured, * | 

After this I give a Vomit of [pecacuanha, and after that a mo- 
derate Bolus of Theriaca, with ten Grains of Salt of Hart 5. 
born, and ſome Draughts of Vinegar-Whey, which is to be re- 
peated the next Night, without the Vomit ; before which, if 


the Perſon is plethoric, or begins to have a greater Degree of 


Fever, it will be neceſſary to take away Blood. And as the 
Cure depends upon a free Diaphoreſis, it will be neceſſary to 
waſh the Feet and Hands with warm Vinegar and Water. 

In the ſecond Stage, when the Fever is manifeſt, with a full 


Pulſe; it will be always proper to begin with a ſmall or moderate , 


Bleeding- When the Symptoms are high, a plentiful Evacuati- 
on ſeems requiſite ; yet large Bleedings have been generally fatal, 
by finking the Pulſe and bringing on a Stupor or Delirium. The 


Patient is generally worſe from a ſecond Bleeding, unleſs the 


Lungs are inflamed. 


If the Head only ſuffers, it is beſt to bleed by Leeches at the 


Temples ; but in a Delirium, with a ſunk Pulſe, Leeches do no. 
good, and Bleeding is pernicious ; many have recovered with- 
out it, but very few who have loſt much Blood, 


Vomits are to be cautiouſly uſed ; if the Stomach was foul, 


an Emetic is proper in the Beginning of the ſecond Period. 
When the Fever is fixed, and a Vomiting ſupervenes, which. is 


always a bad Symptom, an Emetic will be dangerous: Draughts 


of Camomile Tea are the moſt that can be given; and then

Clyſter, to determine the Humours downward, ; 
The next Care is to promote a Diaphorefis, which muſt be 
attempted by the milder Sudorifics. The contrayerva Powders, 
with NVitre, are ſafe, but ſcarce efficacious ; much Dilution op- 
preſſes the Stomach, and Volatiles alone heat too much, neither 


will Acids do alone; but the two combin'd are powerful, and 


therefore when a Sweat is to be moved, the beſt Medicine I 1 
know of is Spiritus Mindereri. 4 

If the Patient can be brought to a thorough Sweat, with a 
riſing Pulſe, it may prove critical, but it muſt never be forced ; 
but if ſpontaneous and profuſe in the Beginning, with a low 
Pulſe, it muſt be check' d. Throughout the ſecond Stage, Acids 
are neceſſary. Coſtiveneſs is to be prevented by emollient Clyſ- 
ters. Bliſters at this Time are always without Succeſs. Opiates 
are dangerous, for if they do not ſweat, they fix the Delirium 
When the Pulſe finks, with a Diarrhea, they are neceflary, 
and ſome Drops of Tinctura Thebaica may be added to the Medi- 
Cines of the third Stage. 

The third Period is the longeſt, in which the Pulſe finks, the 
Stupor increaſes, and-the Spots often appear. This happens 
about three or four Days after the Fever is formed, If the Pa- 
tient has becn once or twice largely blooded at firſt, the Diſeaſe 


, uſually paſſes over the ſecond State, inſomuch that his Pulſe ſinks 


at once, and he becomes delirious. . 

Our moſt general Remedies have been an alexipharmac Decoc- 
tion, and a cordial Mixture or Wine given alternately : the Pa- 
tient ſhould be never above two Hours without taking ſome of 
them; 4 Rule abſolutely neceſſary ts be obſerved. 

The Alexipharmac was three Drams of the Bark, and alſo of 
the Radix Serpentaria, in a Pint of Water, boiied down to half, 
with the Addition of an Ounce and a half of ſtrong Water, 
and the whole Quantity was to be taken in thirty-ſix Hours, or 
two Days at moſt, which ſupports the Strength, and promotes a 
Diapboreſis; and when the Fever is gone, it is a Preſervative 
againſt a Relapſe. | 

The Cordial conſiſts of a moderate Quantity of a ſpirituous 
Water, with a larger Doſe than ordinary of the Salt of Hart's 
horn, from one Seruple to half a Dram in a Day. But out of 
the Hoſpital, there was no Reftriction as to the Quantity of 
Wine, and I either omitted the Volatile, or uſed it ſparingly, 
It is good in great Sinkings, after unſeaſonable Bleedings, or long 
Want of Nouriſhment, I have ſometimes added the Spiritus 
Mindereri. 5

As for the Cordial, there is nothing to be compared to Wine, 
in the low State of the Fever. The common Men had half a 
Pint a Day, of the ſtrong Kind. Thoſe out of the Hoſpital had 
French Wine, of which they have drank a Quart in a Day, 
half of which has been undiluted. The Hoſpital Wine was 
ſometimes given in Whey, but commonly in — which was 
their only Food. I have known ſeveral recover from the loweſt 
State, by the Uſe of Wine, when they have refuſed the Decoc- 
tion on Account of its Taſte, taking nothing but their Panado, 
Wine, and the volatile Cordial every two Hours by Turns. 

A Stupor is inſeparable from this Fever, in its low State, which 
in an Evening is apt to turn to a flight Delirium: If the Delin- 
um is great, with a Subſultus Tendinum, and a Redneſs of the 
Eyes, there is a Preſumption of a true Phrenitis; then Wine 
and other hot Medicines aggravate the Symptoms; at Which 
Time Blifters do the greateſt Service. But in the ordinary Stu- 
por, and funk Pulſe, they are not ſo efficacious as Sinapi/ms * 
plied to the Soles of the Feet. 

When the Diſtemper is over, or changes its Shape; and the 
parotid Glands are ſuppurated, they are to be opened as ſooh as 
they contain Matter, without waiting for an apparent Fluctua- 
rey af even Softneſs of the Tumour ; for before the Inciſion, 
the Pus is fo viſcid, as to feel as hard as if there was no Suppu- 
tation begun. 

When the Fever is over, the common Complaint is a Want 
of Reſt, a Vertigo, a Deafneſs, and other nervous Symptoms, 
the Conſequence of great Lowneſs. The Remedies are, the 
Pil. Mathei at Night, with Analeptics, and Medicines of the 
ſtrengthening Kind. When the Pulſe is low, about ten Grains 
of Aſa Fetida, twice a Day, has a good Effect; but if there is 
any Appearance of a hectie Fever from an inward ang the 
Caſe is to be treated accordingly. | 


If the Patient falls into an intermittent Fevet, the Bark is a 
ſure Remedy. PRINOLE. 

Aſter all, there is a more eompendious Method of treating 
Fevers of this Kind, which I am ſurprized Phyſicians have not 
been more frequent in the Ufe of, I mean antimonial Remedies, 
whoſe I. fluvia are of ſuch prodigious Efficacy; that a ſingle 
Scruple ot Crecus Metallorum, will vomit Thouſands of Perſons 3 
I know, that great Danger has been objected, eſpecially -as to the 
Doſe, but in deſperate Caſes, this ought to be of no Weight; and 
there are Preparations' of Antimony; which may be managed 
with as ky eat Certainty as any other Medicine whatever. I have 
been led to this Way of Thinking, from the Advantage of Dr. 
James Powders in Fevers of this Kind; the Virtue vf which, 
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114 Of the PESTILENTIAL Fzvxx. 
L uam fully perſuaded, does not conſiſt in the Evacuations alone, 
but in changing the Acrimony into a Tertium guid, and thereby 
rendering it fit to be expelled from the Body. I have had the 
ſtrongeſt Proof of its Succeſs upon theſe Occaſions. Beſides, it 
is well known, that the learned Body of Phyſicians at Edin- 
burgh, have taken a Preparation of Antimony into their Diſpen- 
ſatory, whoſe admirable Certainty in the Cure of bloody Fluxes, 
is now ſufficiently known. And if Phyſicians would make Ex- 
periments of this Kind, in a cautious Manner, it would ſerve to 
wreſt the Practice of Phyſic out of the Hands of Quacks, with 
whom this opulent City is over-run. ö 

Upon the whole, it will be proper to add what Hoffman aſ- 
ſerts, that he has been a Practitioner forty-ſix Years, and has 
obſerved this Fever to go off ſeldom by a Sweat or Hemorrhage, 
but ſrequently by a Diarrh@a, on the ſeventh, ninth or eleventh 
Day, and that there is nothing more pernicious than for a 
Patient to be troubled with a Diarrbæa, about the Beginning, 
or to ſtop a Flux of the Belly, when it is critical ; therefore 
the Flux is to be promoted on critical Days, from the ſeventh to 
the fourteenth, and not before ; and that there is nothing worſe 
than Purges, which act by a cauſtic Quality, even not excepting 
Senna. But Manna and Cream of Tartar, are beneficial, given 
in a-ſufficient Doſe. 
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Of the PzsTILENTIAL FeveR. 


Paſtilential is a moſt acute Fever, ariſing from a poiſonous 

Miaſma, brought from oriental Countries, and unleſs it is 

immediately expelled out of the Body, by the Strength of the 
vital Motions, by Buboes and Carbuncles, it is fatal. 

It differs from other contagious, malignant, and eruptive Fe- 
vers, becauſe it is the moſt acute, for it ſometimes kills on the 
firſt, .and ſometimes on the ſecond Day. Beſides, in our Cli- 
mate, it is not epidemic or ſporadic, from a bad Way of Living, 
or unhealthful Air, but happens when it is moſt ſalutary from 
Contagion alone, and is imported ſrom hot, oriental Countries, 
where this Diſeaſe rages. There is ſomething very ſingular in 
this infectious MHiaſma, for tho? it is apt to ſpread at a ſtrange 
Rate, yet it wi'l abate by intenſe Cold, and be plainly extin- 
guiſhed ; wherefore in a cold Seaſon, and very cold Countries, 
it either does not appear at all, or in a very mild Degree; 
whereas if the Climate is hot, it is not only moſt vehement, 
but moſt common. , | 

n 
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In this, as in all other contagious Diſeaſes, the venomous 
Mia ſma is ſwallowed with the Air, and inſinuates itſelf into the 
ſalival Juice, where its Tragedy is firſt ated; Whence it af- 
ſaults the Head, Brain, Nerves, and animal Spirits, producing 
a Torpor in the Head, a Heavineſs, a Sleepineſs, a violent Pain, 
a Stupor of the Senſes, a Forgetfulneſs, Inquietude, Watch- 
ing, and Loſs of Strength, From the Fautes it proceeds to the 
Stomach, creating Loathing of Food, _— Anxiety of the 
Precordia, a Cardialgia, attended with "Fainting, reaching to 
vomit, and vomiting itſelf, Hence it proceeds to the Membranes 
of the ſpinal Marrow, the Coats of the Arteries, producing Hor- 
rors, alanguid, ſmall, contracted, quick Pulſe, and even Faint- 
ing. All which are generally Signs and Symptoms of the Plague, 
which are of a more violent and quick Operation, in proportion' 
to the Virulence of the peſtilental Miaſma. 4 
Thucydides, in his Account of the Peloponefian War, has given 
us a Deſcription of the Attick Peſtilence. I his Year, ſays he, 
was acknowledged to be free from all other Diſeaſes, for if any 
one was ill of any other Diforder, he immediately fell into this. 
Some at firſt complained of extraordinary Heats in the Head, 
Redneſs and Inflammations of the Eyes, and of the internal 
Parts; the Fauces and Tongue were immediately bloody; the 
Breathing difficult and very offenſive ; to theſe ſucceeded Snee- 
Zing and Hoarſeneſs, laborious Breathing, and a violent Cough. 
If it reached the Heart, it quite oppreſſed it; the Stools were 
bilious, with great Weakneſs. To many there happened a Hic-- 
cupping, and violent Convulſions, which laſted with ſome a 
long while, The Body outwardly was not very hot to the 
Touch, nor pale, but rediſh, livid, abounding with Puſtules 
and Ulcers. The internal Parts were ſo exceeding hot, that 
they could not bear even a Sheet upon them ; ſome threw them 
ſelves into cold Water, or into Wells, and had an inexhauſtible 
Thirſt ; ſome had a perpetual Watchfulneſs, yet the Body did 
not waſte away. Some died on the ſeventh and ninth Days of 
internal Heat, while there was ſome Strength yet remaining; 
but if they eſcaped, the Diſeaſe removed into the Belly, with 
Ulcerations, and an immoderate Diarrbæa; many died of mere” 
Weakneſs. Tho? in the Beginning the Seat of the Diſeaſe was 
chiefly in the Head, yet it pervaded the whole Body; if they 
eſcaped the former, great Diſorders would happen in the ex- 
treme Parts. Many of theſe eſcaped, and fome with loſing” 
their Eyes. Some likewiſe were ſeized with a Forgetfulneſ of © 
all things, and neither knew themſelves nor their Friends. Manv © 
periſhed out of mere Negligence, but ſome were cured,” Vet 
there was no Remedy found out which was conſtan:ly uſeful.” 
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116 Of the PesTHLENTIAL Fever: 

It was an unhappy thing to ſee the Dejection of Mind whiet 
Patients. fell into as ſoon as they were taken ill, for they often 
fell into Deſpair. | bes | 
But all Plagues are not of the ſame Nature, but vary accord- 
ing to different Conſtitutions and Circumſtances, But all who 
have written of the Plague univerſally agree, that ſpungy and 
porous Bodies, of an obeſe Habit, of a a" and phlegmati- 
co-ſanguine Conſtitutions, Women, young Perſons and Children, 
Perſons of a timid Diſpoſition, that are poor, live hard, or are 
given to Luxurv, and fit up late at Nights, are more apt to be 
aMicted with this Diſeaſe, than the Strong, and Intrepid, lean, 
nervous, indued with large Veſſels, Men, old Perſons, obnoxious 
to the hemorrhaidal Flux, and who have Iſſues and open Ulcers. 
Nothing brings on this Diſtemper more than Fear, Dread of 
Death, and a Conſternation of the Mind. Horx. 

Peſtilential Fevers are ſo called, when the Patient falls into 
ſudden Weakneſs, for it is a kind of malignant Fever, attended 
with more grievous Symptoms; for the Patients die in a ſhort 
Time, that is, in two, three or four Days, and ſometimes ſooner. 
If malignant Fevers ariſe in War-time among the Soldiers, they 
are called Camp-Fevers ; in Hungary, an Hungaric Fever. But 
the Plague or Peſtilence, is known when Buboes and Carbuncles 
ariſe in various Parts of the Body. The Sweating Sickneſs had 
its Riſe in England, in which the Patient ſell into a violent Su eat, 
of which many died in a Day's Time. 

The Hungaric Fever is of a peculiar, malignant Kind, and. 
happens in Time of War, with a ſudden Loſs of Strength, a 
moſt violent Pain in the Head, an Inflammation, Burning, Black- 
nefs and Dryneſs of the Tongue and Fauces. HEIST ER. 

The peſtilential Poiſon diſturbs all the Functions of the Body 
for unleſs it be expelled to the external Parts, it is certainly fatal. 
Nor is this to be done as in other Fevers, by large Sweats, by 
Stools, by a Flux of Urine, by cuſtomary Evacuations of Blood, 
by bleeding at the Noſe, either natural or artificial, for they 
rather threaten Deſtruction. The ſalutary and critical Excretion 
which perfectly ſolves the peſtilgntial Diſcaſe, is by Tumors in 
the Surface of the Body, not otherwiſe than the Eryſipelas, be- 
tween the third and fourth Dav, and the ſooner the butter, for 
then the Symptoms are mitigated. That there is poiſon con- 
tained in theſe Tumors appears from hence; that if the Sur- 
geon opens any of the Tumors with his Lancet, and then bleeds 
a ſound Man, he will be immediately feized with the Plague, 
The peſtilential Tumors are of two Kinds; the fir{t ariſes in 
glandulous Places, moſt commonly in the Groin and Armpits, 
ſometimes in the parotid and mammary Glands, as alſo the lower 
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Mixillary, under the Chin, and in thoſe near 9 9 
It is a hard, painful, tenſive Swelling of the » With great 
Heat, and if they are ſalutary, they ſwell, grow. ſoft, and ſup- 
purate. The other Sort is the Anthrax or Carbuncle. Celſus 
deſcribes it in this Manner. It is a Swelling on which there are 
Puſtules, which riſe but little; they are black, ſometimes ſubliy 
vid or pale. In this there ſeems to be a Sanies; it is black un- 
derneath. The Body itſelf is more dry and harder than uſual, 
There is as it were a Cryſt about it, ſurrounded with an Inflam 
mation; nor can the Skin be raiſed up in the Part, but is join 
to the Fleſh underneath. Mindererus, who was preſent at the 
Plague, ſays, that a Carbuncle was of the Size of a Grain of 
Muſtard-ſced, and about its Edge, there is a Circle, or burgi 
Halo, of a large Size. The Fleſh which it ſeizes is like an E- 
char, or putrid Fleſh, and falls off as if torn out by a Wolf. 
No Part of the Body is free from theſe Carbuncles, but they ge- 
nerally lay hold of the Membranes of the Muſcles, and the nex- 
vous and fibrous Subſtance of the Skin, eſpecially in the Back, 
Arms and Thighs. At firſt there is an exquiſite. Itching in the 
Part, and when the ſcratch'd Puſtules ariſe, they are of a red, livid, 
or whitiſh purple Colour, or ſometimes black. When the Puſtules 
are preſſed, they ſeem to be full of Pus, under which there is an 
Aſh-coloured Cruft,- which being taken away, -the Fleſh appears 
corrupted, and ſpungy with intolerable Pain and burning of the 
circumjacent Fleſh, which is followed by a Mortification of the 
Part, 1 
When the Plague is fatal, ſome die of a Fainting the firſt or 
ſecond Day, doubtleſs of a panic Dread. But in many, when 
the Poiſon is not expelled, or if expelled, returns back, it brings 
on a Mortification of the nervous Coats of the noble Parts, of 
the Pleura, O:Jophagus, Stomach and Inteſtines, or the eninges 
of the Brain, which creeps ſpeedily to all the Viſeera, and the 
Blood itſelf ; whence the Carcaſes ſwell, and have a moſt into- 
Jerable Stench. Sometimes when the peſtilential Tumors are too 
plentiful, they die of a Symptomatic Fever, from the Inflam- 
mation, Pain, and intolerable Heat, not otherwiſe than in the 
Small-pox. k 47 
It is obſervable that the Plague is not a Native of our Country, 
but is brought from remote Places, whence the beſt Prefervative 
is to fly to a diſtant Country, for the ſame Reaſon, thoſe Princes 
beſt conſult. the Welfare af their Subjects, who in the Time of che 
Plague, endeavour to prevent the Spreading of the Infection; and 
when a Family is afflicted, to ſeparate the Well from the Sick, 
and to burn all their Moveables. White this Diſeaſe reigus, all 
Porſons ſhould live * avoid an Exceſs in the Uſe - the

Non-naturals, and abſtain particularly from violent Affections of 


the Mind, and every thing elſe that dejects the Strength, difturbs 


Perſpiracion, and generates Crudities in the Prime Vie ; the 


Mind is partjcularly to be ſupported, and Fear, Dread, and Pu- 


fillanimity are to be baniſhed, for more die of Terror, than of 
the Plague itſelf. HorrmMan,' | 

Mead is rightly of Opinion, that the Poiſon of the Plague is 
of foreign Original ; tho' I am not ignorant, that Attempts have 
lately been made to prove the contrary ; Attempts which-claſh 
with all Experience, and contradict the Hiſtories of this Diſeaſe, 
both ancient and modern. Mead thinks that the Plague has a 

eat Similitude with the Smalt-Pox, they being both contagious 


Fevers, from Africa, and both attended with certain Eruptions. 


The critical Tumors in the Plague are very different; in the moſt 
favourable Caſe, the morbific Matter is thrown upon ſome of 


the ſofteſt Glands near the Surface of the Body, as upon the Iu- 
guinal, Axillary, parotid or maxillary Glands ; the firſt Appear- 


ance of which is a ſmall Induration, great Heat, Redneſs and 


Tharp Pain near thoſe Glands. Thoſe Tumors, if the Patient 
recover, like the Puſtules of the diſtin&t Small-pox, come to a 
Juſt Suppuration, and thereby diſcharge the Diſeaſe. 


In worſe Caſes of the Diſtemper, either inſtead of theſe Tu- 


mors, or together with them, Carbuncles are raiſed. The firſt 
Appearance of them is a very ſmall, indurated Tumor, not fitu- 


ate near any of the forementioned Glands, with a duſky Red- 
neſs, violent Heat, vaſt Pain, and a blackiſh Spot in the Middle 
of the Tumor; this Spot is the Beginning of a Gangrene, 
which ſpreads itſelf more and more, as the Tumor in- 
creaſes. 

_* Theſe Diſtempers have yet a more manifeſt Likeneſs ; for 
thoſe livid and black Spots which are frequent in the Plague, are 
the Signs of ſpeedy Death, and the ſame are ſometimes found to 
attend the Small-pox, with as fatal a Conſequence ; nay I have 
ſeen Caſes, when almoſt every Puſtule has taken this Appear- 
ance. In both Diſeaſes, when eminently malignant, Blood is 


ſometimes voided, by the Mouth, by Urine, or the like. And 


we may farther add, that in both, th is uſually cauſed by 
Mortifieations in the Viſcera. This has conſtantly been found 


in the Plague, by the Phyſicians in France. 


As in the Small-Pox, the Management conſiſts in clearing the

The moſt gentle Emetics may be 
given; the beſt is [pecacuanha, if the Stomach or Bowels are not 
inflamed, for then certain Death muſt be expected; therefore, it 
is ſafeſt to conſider, if any Inflammation has ſeized theſe Parts, 
for then Vomits muſt be omitted. F 1195 
As for the Eruptions they muſt be brought to a Suppuration as 
ſoon as poſſible ; and as ſoon as they appear fix a Cupping Glaſs 
thereon, without Scarification; and when that is removed, ap- 
ply a ſuppurating Cataplaſm, or Plaſter of warm Gums. 
If the Tumors will not ſuppurate, as the Carbuncle ſeldom or 
never does; yet if a thin /chor or Matter exudes through, The 
Pores, or if the Tumors feel ſoft to the Touch; or laſtly, if. it 
has a black Cruſt upon it, then it muſt be opened by Inciſion, 
either according to the Length of the Tumor, or by a cri 
Section. If there is any Part mortified, as is uſual in the Car- 
buncle, it muſt be ſcarified. Then it will be neceſſary to flop 
the Bleeding, and dry up the Moiſture with an actual Cautery, 
dreſſing the Wound afterwards with Deffils and Pledgits, ſpread 
with a common Digeſtive, made with Terebinth, cum Fitel, Ov. 
and dipt in a Mixture of two Parts of warmed Oil of Turpemine, 
and one Part of Sp, Sal. Ammon. or in Balſ. Terebintb. and aver 
all muſt be put a Catap'/aſm of Theriac, Lond. 2 
The next Day the Wound ought to be well bathed. with a 
Fomentation of warm, aromatic Plants, with Spirit of Wins in 
it, in order, if poſſible, to make the Wound digeſt, by which 
the Sloughs will ſeparate. After this, the Ulcer may be treated 
as one from a common Abſceſs. Farther, in the Glandular Tu- 
mors, when they ſuppurate, we ought not to wait till the Matter 
has made its way to the outer Skin, but to open as ſoon as it is 
riſen to any Bigneſs; becayſe theſe Tumors begin deep in the 
Gland, and often mortify before the Suppuration has reached the 
Skin, as the Phyſicians in France have found, upon diſſecting many

But the Patient runs great Hazard in this Way, notwith- 
ſtanding the utmoſt Care, therefore artificial Diſcharges for the 
corrupt Humours ſhould be attempted. To this Purpoſe, large 
Bleeding, and profuſe Sweating are recommended to us upon ſome

yd:nham has tried both with good Succeſs, but obſerves, they

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and that we cannot expect any proſperous Event from either of 


theſe Evacuations, unleſs they are very copious. 
In France, on the firſt Day, they bled about twelve Ounces, 
and then four or five Ounces every two Hours after, This, they | 
pretend, had extraordinary Succeſs, with the Aſſiſtance only of 
cooling Ptiſans, and ſuch like Drinks, which they gave plenti- 
fully at the ſame Time.

But where can be the Hazard, if the Patient muſt die 
As for Sweating, as Sydenham adviſes, it muſt be continued 
without Intermiſſion; his Manner is as follows;

If there is a Vomiting, the Medicine muſt be deferred, and 
the Patient ſhould be made to ſweat, with the Weight of the 
Beddloaths alone, drawing the Sheet up to his Face.

Poffer-drink, or 5mall-beer, in which Mace has been boiled, re- 
peating them pretty often, for twenty four Hours; in the mean 
while, the Spirits of the Patient are to be kept up with comfort- 
ing Broths, The By-ſtanders ſhould forbear to wipe off the 
Sweat, nor ſhould the, Patient change his Linen all that Time, 
which is a neceſſary Caution; if it be ſtopped before that Time, 
it will be to no Manner of Purpoſe ; during the Sweat, the Di- 
arrhea, if any, and the Vomiting will ſtop of their own Ac- 
cord.

I ſhall only add, that Theriacd; and the like ſolid Medicines, 
being offenſive to the Stomach, are not the moſt proper Sudo-

Aromatic, with the Addition of about a fourth Part of Agiq 
Theriacalis, from which, in Illneſſes of the ſame Kind with the 
Goal Fever, which approaches the neareft to the Peſtilence, [ 
have ſeen very good Effects.

_ Thoſe who are obliged to be near the Sick, muſt take care, 
that the Miaſmata do not approach the vital Jbices, nar yet the 
ſaliual, To this purpoſe, I would recommend frequent Spitting, 
and waſhing the Mouth with Vinegar, or Wine, or ſnuffing 
them up the Noſe, The Efficacy wall be ſtill greater, if they

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are imbuted with Rue or Citrm Rint.” For an Acid i. is A 
Ani Antidote of a putrid and ſulpbureons Miaſma, 
it is much ſafer to hold Acids in the Mouth, "wy Alexipharmas 
Roots. It will be likewiſe proper to get 'a few Spoonſuls of 
Rheniſh Wine, or Bezoardic Vinegar, diluted with Water or 
Wine, and ſo take them. The Turks deal much in the Juice 
of Lemons. 

Externally, many recommended the Uſe of Iſſues, becauſe the 
Matter of the Minſma * is wont to adhere to the ſerous Parts af 
the Blood, and to be brought by the Strength of Nature to the. 


Place where the Iſſue is made, as is evident from an unuſual 


Pain and Tumor; befides the Advantage ariſing from Expec- 
tation. 

When the Plague is actually begun, and the Body i is coſtive, 
a gentle Clyſter ſhould be uſed. Then a Sweat ſhould be pro- 
moted [twenty four Hours at leaſt] that the Poiſon may exhale 
and paſs through the Skin; and Epithems'to the Heart will not 
be without Benefit, tho“ they reach only to the right Orifice of 
the Stomach, and its nervous Coats; they may be made of The- 
riac, ex reſſed Oil of Nutmegs, Camphire, Saffron, Caſtor, 
and Balſam of Peru. Langius recommends Bleeding after Sweat- 
ing, which may be of uſe. But above all, Acids are highly 
praiſed, ſuch as, Juice of Citrons, Sevilie Oranges; Lemon 


Vinegar, Sc. which reſiſt Poiſon, Putrefaction, and prevent che 


Diſſolution of the Blood. 

When the Strength of the Diſeaſe is vanquiſhed, gentle Laxa- 
tives will be proper, to expel the Sordes, during the Courſe of 
this. Diſcaſe. The Writers on the Plague adviſg” Cupping- 
glaſſes, with Scarification and Bliſters, in peſtilential Tumorg. 
Riverius would have Cantharides with Yeaſt and Vinegar put 
behind the Ears, and the uſual EMmunctories; and that the Patient 
ſhould aftewards lie in Bed for twenty- Four Hours, to promote 
the Efflux of the black, ſerous and peſtilent Humour, by Sweat. 
Nor ſhould the Ulcers be ſoon healed, as Langius adviſes, but 
the Sweltings ſhould be ſoon opened, and cleanſed by the uſual 

igeſtives. 

* t is worthy Obſervation, that few Medicines are beſt ; for 
which Reaſon People of the lower Claſs, generally come off 
better than Perſons of Diſtindtion ; and there is nothing worſe 
than to give Alexipharmacs abounding with a hot, volatile Oil; 
much leſs ought volatile Spirits to be given, for they fix the Poi- 
ſon upon the nervous Parts. Yet Herbs and Roots of this Kind 
not altogether to be condemned, if mixed with Acids and 
Ne and I have been well informed that a Mixture of Carduut 
engdiflus Water, and Wine Vinegar, if given, to four * 
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fuls, with a Dram of Crabs yet and Theriaca, and repeated, 
have been very uſeful in the Plague at Hall, in 1682. In the 
Plague likewiſe in Lomberdy, 1526, many recovered with the 
Juice of Geats-Rue, Vinegar, Water of Carduus Benadicl us, and 
a little Theriac given to make the Patient ſweat. And Thoner 
obſerves, that nothing was of any Advantage in the Plague ex- 
cept Theriacal Vinegar given in the Beginning to promote a 
Sweat. And in the Year 1544, when a malignant Fever raged 
among the Soldiers, a whole Regiment was ſaved, to whom this 
Vinegar was given in due Time, except a very, few as I have 
been well informed. And in the Plague at Rome, Vinegar with 
Rue, . Pimpernel Root, Betony, Garlick, and Juniper-Berries, 
with a little Camphire added to the Infuſion, cauſed many to 
eſcape. Likewiſe the Preſervative Water of Syluius has been 
ly eſteemed, becauſe of the Vinegar. And Minderius aſ- 
Dans, that unleſs Alexterials be given wichin twenty-four Hours, 
all Medicines are vain. | 
All Phyſicians who have wrote on the Plague, recommend 
Acids, and earthy Medicines. Frac:ftorius preſcribes thus;

- Crets, and many others, ſpeak in the Praiſe of 
Spirit of Vitriol ; and he affirms he has given it, not only with 
Syrups, but Conſerve of Roſes, with a happy Event. Among 
the earthy Remedies, Diaphoretic Antimony, Bezoardic Mineral, 
Cas Eyes, burnt Hart's-horn, Amber, Terra Sigillat. Armenian 
Bale, and Cinnabar, are the chief. The next Claſs, are Analep- 
ict, for the Phyſicians ſhould endeavour to raiſe the Spirits of the 
Patient, by proper Exhortations, and the following Medicine ;

Riverius likewiſe affirms, that he was ill of the Plague 
Himſelf, and cauſed to be taken away ſome Ounces of Blood, 


which being repeated, had cured many. However, it is not to

Day, if there is a Plethora, and the Strength permits. 
As to nitrous Medicines, if the Body is plethoric, che Tem- 
perament choleric, or ſanguineo-choleric, the Heat great, the Fe- 
ver intenſe, with Thirſt, and Pain of the Head; Nitre may be 
given in a ſmall Doſe, with Bezoardic Powders. But whewthere 
is a Torpor, and Sleepineſs, a weak Pulſe, Coldneſs of the Ex- | 
tremities, and great Fear, Nitre is hurtful. It is always ſafeſt if 
iven with Camphire, and is not only an Mlexipharmac, but re- 
iſts Inflammations. A Surgeon at London, who was at the 
Plague of Vienna, told me, that he uſed a Black Electary with 
Succeſs, compounded of Rob of Elder, and Honey, of each half 
a Pound, Gunpowder an Ounce, and Camphire a Dram; the 

Doſe was a Dram or two. i 

It is a good Sign when Buboes break out quickly, and ſoon 
grow ripe ; but if they return, Death is to be feared. The moſt 
dangerous Kind, are behind the Ears ; the worſt are attended 


with Carbuncles, and a livid Circle. Carbuncles are worſe than 


Buboes, and if they are great and black, and near the Heart, 
they are moſt dangerous. The beſt -Remedies are Sudorifics, 
which force the Humours to the Surface of the Body. Exter- 


| nally, Cupping - glaſſes are uſeful to draw out the Buboes, as well 


as Bliſters. If they are protuberant, a Suppuration is to be pro- 


moted with a Pultice of Figs, white — and Onions 


roaſted under the Cinders, with the Meal of Linſeed, Honey 


and Saffron, or ſimple Diachylon, or with the Gums. When + 


they are ſuppurated and opened, they are to be cleanſed with 
Balſam of Arcæus mixt with Baſilicon. Carbuncles are not to be 
ſuppurated, but treated with Digeſtives, that the Cruſt may fall 
off, and then with the Egyptian Ointment. But if they increaſe 


and mortify, they muſt be ſcarified, and dreſſed with four 
Ounces of Spirit of Wine, two Drams of Camphire, one Dram 


of Saffron, and as much artificial Nitre, made of urinous a/ 
Ammoniac and Spirit of Nitre, which will diſſolve entirely in 


Spirit of Wine.

Dijemerbroeck obſerves, that thoſe who are ſeized with this Diſ- 
temper at the New and Full Moon, are in greateſt Danger of 
their Lives. 

Several have obſerved, that all Soap-Boilers and Venders of it, 
all the Vaſher-Women, and all they whoſe Bulineſs it was to 
uſe Soap, nay, thoſe who only wore Shirts waſhed with Soap, 
preſently died of the Plague. 

Friend obſerves, that in the Sweating-Sickneſs, the primary 
and principal Indication of Cure, was to promote a free Sweat- 
ing, and to maintain it with proper Supports, as long as the Diſ- 
temper laſted ; for by whatever Means the Perſpiration was di- 
min ſhed, interrupted or ſuppreſſed, the certain Conſequence was 
Death, The Sweats were promoted by fudorific Medicines, and 
the Addition of Bedcloaths, and the Strength was ſupported with 
Wine and Cordials. But tho” this Diſtemper roſe to its Height 
io fifteen Hours, yet the Danger was not over before full twenty- 
four Hours. In ſome, the Sweating was repeated, otherwiſe 
they fell into Fevers of an ill Kind. All Drinkables were pro- 
hibited for the firſt five Hours; on the ſeventh the Diſtemper 
increaſed, at which time the Delicium came on. The Patient 
was not allowed to ſleep, nor to eat Fleſh- meat. The concomi- 
tant Symptoms were an inward Heat and Burning, an un- 
guenchable Thirſt, Sickneſs of the Stomach and about the Heart, 
pomiting ſeldom, Head- ach, Delirium, and then a Languor, a 
heavy Sleepineſs, and a quick and haſty Pulſe, with a ſhort and 
laborious Reſpiration, _ |

A Miliary Fever is not unlike a Catarrhal, and is attended 
* 


with a more intenſe Motion of the Vaſcular and Nervous 
ſtem, whereby a corrupt Lymphatic Matter of a peculiar Na- 
ture is expelled from the inward, and more eſpecially the nervous 
Parts, to the Surface of the Skin, in the Form of imall, rough, 
miliary Puſtules, ſometimes red, and ſometimes white. | 
Theſe ſmall Puſtules are exceeding numerous, cauſing a Cor- 
rugation, Roughneſs and Dryneſs of the Skin, and have a fetid 
Smell peculiar to themſelves. There is no Eruption ſo inconftant 
as this, for it will ſometimes ſtrike in ſuddenly, and as ſuddenly 
appear again; and is attended with an itching, pricking Senſation 
more than any other Kind, Other Eruptions are common to all 
* Countries, 
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Countries, and are equally vexatious to Men as well as Women z | 
but the Miliary ſeems familiar and endemic to ſome Places only 
and more frequently attacks the female Sex, eſpecially in Chit. 
bed. Tt is neither epidemic nor contagious, and ſeems rather o-. 
to a Fault in the Viſcera and Fluids, than the Em 
the Air. 

The miliary Eruptions are either red or white, and are both 
more or leſs acute, benign or malignant. The red are leſs dan» 
gerous, are generally free from a Fever, and then are Chronical, 
appearing at ſtated Seaſons of the Year ; but ſometimes they are 
accompanied with an acute Fever. The white ſeldom or never 
appear without a Fever, and therefore are more dangerous, In 
theſe the Lympha is affected with a Kind of an Acidity j for the 
Patient diſcharges Plenty of Serum by Sweat, Urine, Stool or 
Salivation, which are the Effects of an Acid which coagulates 
the thicker Part of the Blood, and ſeparates the Serum from it. 
Beſides, all Kinds of Acids and Refrigerants, not excepting Nizre 
freely taken, are moſt hurtful in this Diſeaſe. On the contrary 
Abſorbents and Anti- Acids, and Things which render the BI 
ſpirituous, are moſt ſalutary; likewiſe Women who eat much 
Fruit, and ſuch like Traſh, of the aceſcent Kind, and live idle, 
ſedentary Lives, are moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe ; add to this, 
that thoſe who have dicd of it, have had a great deal of grumous 
Blood in the large Veſſels, and in the Cavities of the Heart. 

The red Sort procceds from a ſharp, ſalino-ſulphureous Serum, 
which is manifeſt from the Heat and Itching of the Skin, in this 
more than the /Fhite, Therefore thoſe whoſe Blood is impure, 
fuch as the Aged, the Scorbutic, Women labouring under 
Suppreſſion of the Menſes, or Men afflicted with a Stoppage 
the periodical Bleeding Piles ; or who are fond of ſalt Meats, 

ruſs malt Liquors, or ſmoak much Tobacco, together with a 
Fin Habit of Body, and who lead an idle, inadlive Life, are 
moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe, Likewiſe it is found by Experience 
that temperate Remedies, which obtund the ſaline Spicula, are 
moſt cfficacivus againſt this Sort. Whereas heating, volatile 
Medicines, which induce a Commotion in the Blood, are known 
to increaſe the Diſorder, , 

Sometimes the miliary Eruptions are idiophatic, and ſometimes 
ſymptomatic, and ſupervene to other Fevers, eſpecially the Con- 
tinual, when on the Decline. TL hey likewiſe appear very com- 
monly with the Meaſles, Small-Pox, putrid and ſpotted 7-6 
when drawing towards an End, and then they raiſe a new Fever, 
whoſe Attzck the debi.itated Patient is not able to ſtand. When 
they appear in the Beginning of acute Fevers, particularly the 
Small-Pox and Meaſles, they forebode no happy Event, © 
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The IpxopaTHIc begins with a light Shivering, ſucceeded 
with Heat and Loſs of Strength, ſometimes even to fainting. 
There is a Straitneſs about the Breaſt, attended with Anxiety and 
deep Sighs, Reſtleſneſs and Watching; at leaſt the Sleep is very 
unquiet and diſturbed. There is a pricking Kind of a Heat per- 
ceived in the Back, with an alternate Succeffion of Cold, Shiver - 
ing, and Heat under the Skin, but moſt ſenſible in the Palms of 
the Hands. Women in Child-bed have the Flux of the Lochia 
Ropped, and the Milk recedes from their Breaſts. Lo theſe 
ſucceeds a Roughneſs of the Skinſlike that of a Gooſe, and a great 
Number of Puſtules appear, ſometimes white and ſometimes red, 
ot both together, of the Size of MIIILET [or Muſtard] Seed. 
They firſt beſct the Neck, then the Breaſt and Back; after- 
ike Aims and Hands. When theſe begin to riſe on the 
Surface of the Skin, the more gricvous Symptoms ceaſe. The 
Pulſe which before was hard, contracted, and quick, grows 
more ſoft, free, and flow; the Dejection of Mind goes off, the 
Skin becomes moiſt, and the Belly which was bound ſo much 
that the Patient could not break Wind, now ſpontaneouſly admits 
Him to go to ſtool. Afterwards the Puſtules ripen, and are full 
of a ſtinking [chor. The Urine appears more ſaturated, and a 
ſingular fetid Sweat, proper to this Diſeaſe breaks forth; the 
Flux of the Lochia returns, and within the Space of ſeven or 
eight Days the Puſtules diſappear, with great Itching in the ex- 
treme Paris, drying up and falling off in Scales. Then the Pa- 
tient recovers Strength, and regains his former Health. 
"Sometimes the Puſlules appear on the third or fourth Day, 

fometimes on the ſeventh, and ſometimes not till the ſourteenth.

The following Hiſtory taken from the Commercium Literarium 
for 1735, may give farther Light into this Diſeaſe. An Epi- 
demical Miliary Fever raged at Straſbourg in November, December 
and January, of the Years 17 34 and 17 35, with and without Spots, 
which made terrible Havock among Men of robuſt Conſtitutions, 
all Remedies having been tried in vain. They were ſeized in-an 
Inftant with Shivering, Yawning, and Stretching, and Pains in 
the Back, ſucceeded by a moſt intenſe Heat, and at the Tame 
time there was a Loſs of Strength and Appetite. On the ſeventh 
or ninth Day the Miliary Eruptions appeared, or Spots like Flea- 
bites ; with great Anxiety, a Delirium, Reſtleſſneſs and Toſſing 
in Bed. Bleeding was fatal, While Matters were in this un- 
happy Situation, a Midwife, of her own Accord gave to a Pa- 
tient, in the Height of the Diſeaſe a Clyſter of Rain-Water and 
Butter without Salt, and for his ordinary Drink,, a Quart of 
Spring-Water, half a Pint of generous Wine, the Juice of one 
Lemon, and fix Ounces of the whiteſt Sugar, gently boiled till a 
Scum aroſe, and this with great Succeſs, for the Belly was ſoon 
looſened, the grievous Symptoms vaniſhed, the Patient was re- 
ſtored to his Senſes, and ſnatched from the Jaws of Death. Other 
Experiments were tried with the like Effect. The Author con- 
cludes from hence; that this Diſeaſe may be happily cured, F a 
temperate Regimen be obſerved, if no firong Alexipharmacs be given, 
but rather cooling Things.

HE Scarlet Fever may happen at any Seaſon of the Year, 
but it appears moſt commonly towards Autumn. It reigns 
chiefly. among Children: It begins with Coldneſs and Shivering, 
as in other Foven, without any violent Sickneſs. Afterwards 
the Skin is covered with red Spots, which are larger, more florid, 
and not ſo uniform as the Meaſles. The Redneſs remains two 
or three Days, and then difappears ; then the Cuticle falls off, 
and leaves behind it a ſort of mealy Scales, ſcattered over the 
Body, which appear and diſappear two or three Times. 
Let the Patient abſtain from Fleſh, all hot Cordials, and

"Thighs and Legs. The Symptoms do not immediately ni 
after the Eruption, as in the Small- Pox, except the Vomiting. 
The Cough and Fever increaſe, with Difficulty of Breathing, 
The Weakneſs, and a Defluxion on the Eyes, Sleepineſs, and 
Want of Appetite ſtill continue. | 

On the Sixth Day, or thereabouts, the Skin of the Face and 
Forehead begins to grow rough, and the Cuticle breakihg, the 
Puſtules die away; while on the reſt of the Body the Spots are 
broad and red. On the eighth Day the Spots diſappear in the 
Face, and are ſcarce perceivable elſewhere ; on the ninth th 
quite vaniſh; fine, thin, light Scales, like Flour falling off from 
the Skin at that Tinie, SYDENHAM. 

The Meaſles in general are not dangerous, unleſs from an in- 
ſalubrious epidemical Conſtitution of the Year, which ſometimes 
renders them malignant; which may be known by a ſudden Loſs 
of Strength, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, great Reſtleſſueſa, 
Vomiting, Difficulty of Swallowing, and a Delirium. There- 
fore if petechial Spots, or Miliary Eruptions ſupervene, there is 
great Danger. A continual Cough, a Looſene's, and great In- 
quietude are bad. Profuſe Sweats are no good Sign. When the 
Diſeaſe is ended, if the Cough and Hoarſeneſs remain, a Con- 
ſumption and Hectic will follow, without ſpeedy Afhſtance. _. 

Thoſe who die of the Meafles are generally ſuffocated on the 

. ninth Day. Some, when the Diſeaſe is ended, have a Looſeneſe,

Emetic, and Syrup of Succory with Rhubarb. When there are 
Worms, . Anthelminticks ſhould be given. In Adults abounding 
with Blood, Phlebotomy is neceſſary on the firſt Days. Medi- 
Cines too hot, and cold nitrous things are equally hurtful, [As 
ſoon as the Eruption is ended a gentle Cathartic is proper. ] © 
In a Cough nothing is better than Oil of Almonds freſh drawn, 
mixt with Syrup of Capillaire ; half a Spoonful of which ſhould 
be given often in Water-Gruel. 
4 Fo abſorbent and diaphoretic Powders, half a Grain of Saffron 
may be added. 
When this Diſeaſe attacks Women who are ſubject to Hypo- 
chondriac or Hy/teric Spaſms, or when the menftrual Flux is at 
hand, it is often attended with fainting Fits, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, with Conſtrictions of the Throat, and great Anxiety of the 
Præcordia. Therefore the Eruptions are not to be driven out 
with hot Remedies, but rather with ſuch Things as allay Spaſms, 
paregoric and carminative Clyſters ; ſometimes Bleeding; as alſo 
a little Caſtor and Nitre mixt with Bezoardic Powders, By theſe 
Means. the Spots will appear in a ſhort time. 
When a Diarrbœa happens it muſt be cautiouſly treated, and 
not haſtily ſtopt ; becauſe it carries off a great deal of Filth, and 
often puts an end to the Diſeaſe. Then it will be beſt to waſh 
the Acrimony out of the Inteſtines by demulcent Clyſters. But 
if when the Diſeaſe is over, the Diarrhœa continues obſtinate, 
it will be proper to add a few Grains of the Bark of Eleutbæria 
with Bezoardic Powders. | 
When there are Hemorrhages, which are generally Signs of 
Malignity, nothing muſt be uſed that is directly aftringent, much 
leſs Oviates and Anodynes. I have made uſe of the following 
Mixture with Succeſs ;

and Conſequence to the ſecondary Fever in the Small-Pox : and 
that this may be prevented by giving ſmail Doſes of the Bark in 
Subſtance, with a little watery Extract of Myrrh in ſmall Cinna- 
mon Water, ſweetened with Sugar. By this Courſe likewiſe the 
Meaſles will keep their accuſtomed Stages, but with leſs Alarm 
and Diſturbance than uſual. The Fever and Cough will ceaſe 
on the Seventh, and the Effloreſcence will not leave the Face till 
after the Twelfth; for the Bark prevents the Retroceſſion of the

eſt er is an Infiammation of the Lungs, which cannot be 
prevented too ſoon ; therefore in the Height of the Fever, it is 
ſometimes neceſſary to repeat it; and in the End of the Diſeaſe, 
when the Scales are falling off, it will be a great Error not to 
open a Vein again, that by this means a Flux of the Humours 
upon the Breaſt and Inteſtines, and the Symptoms of a Hedtic 
Fever and Cinſumption, may be happily prevented, 

The Diet ought to be the fame as is preſcribed in the Small- 
Pex, taking particular Care that the Body be kept lax rather than 
bound up, through the whole Courſe of this Diſtemper. 

As to the Remedies, to thoſe cooling ones, which are directed 
in the Small. Pox, muſt be added ſuch as abate the Cougb, and 
help Expectoration; particularly the Orly Linftus and Peftoral 
If iſion, of which, with the Addition of a little Nitre, the Pa- 
tient may drink plentifully. 

Sydenham was not cautious enough, in. giving Diacodium on 
the firſt Days of the Illneſs ; becant it thickens the Humours, 
ſtraitens the Breaſt and retards the Eruption of the Puſtules. 
Therefore during the Increaſe of the Diſtemper it is to be uſed 
fparingly ; but at the latter End, Opiates are of great Service in 
quictiog the Cough, and preventing a HeQic Fever and Con- 
ſumption. | 

In the mean time, Purges are to be given at due Intervals. 
Mili, eſpecially that of Aﬀes, is to be drank; and Exerciſe 
ſuitable to the Strength of the Patient is to be daily enjoined,

The Disr IN cr Sog r begins with Chilneſs and Shivering, 
intenſe Heat, a violent Pain of the Head and Back, an Inclination 
to Vomit. In Adults a great Propenſity to Sweat, (a Sign that 
the Pox will not run together.) A Pain at the Pit of the Sto- 
mach, if it be preſs'd with the Hand; a Dulneſs and Drowſi- 
neſs, and ſometimes epileptic Fits, eſpecially in Children; and 
if the Breeding of Teeth is over, it is a Sign the Small-Pox is 
at hand; for if the Fit happens over Night, the Su Pox will 
appear in the Morning; and are generally ſpeaking of the ſa- 

vourable Sort. |

On the fourth Day from the Beginning, they break out, ſome- 
times later, ſeldom before, at which time the Symptoms either 
abate or wholly diſappear. 

The Spots at firſt are redi/h, and ſpread themſelves over the 
Face, Neck, Breaft, and the whole Body. Then there is Pain 
ia the Faxces, which increaſes as the Puſtules grow turgid. 

On the «eighth Day the Spaces between the Puſtules which 
hitherto were white, begin to grow red and ſwell, and to be 
fected with a tente Pain. The Eyelids are puff ' d up, and cl 
the Eyes; next to the Face, the Hands begin to ſwell, and the 
Fingers are diſtended; the Puſtules of the Face, before fmooth 
and red, begin to be rough, (the firſt Sign of Maturation) and 
whitiſh, and throw out a yellowiſh Matter, in Colour like 4 
Honey-Comb. 

The Inflammation of the Face and Hands being now at the 
Height, the Interſtices between the Puſſules are of the Colour at 
Damaſk Roſes ; and the more mild the Diſeaſe is, the greater is 
the Likeneſs, 

The Puſtules about the Face as they ripen, grow more rough - 
and yellow. But on the Hands and the other Parts of the Body, 
they grow whiter and leſs rough. 

On the eleventh Day, the Swelling of the Face and Jofamma- 
tion diſappear, the Puſtules being ripe and of the Size of a large 
Pea, grow dry and fall off. 3 

On the fourteenth or fifteenth Day they periſh entirely; ex- 
cept ſome obſtinate Puſtules on the Hands, which continue a 
Day or two longer and then break. The reſt come off in branny 
Scales, and in the Face leave Pits behind them. 

Through the whole Courſe of this Diſeaſe, the Patient's Body 
is either wholly bound, or he goes to ſtool but very ſeldom. Ge. 
nerally thoſe who die of the Small-Pox, die on the eighth Day 
in the Diſtinct, and on the eleventh in the Confluent. Then the 
Face which ought to be turgid, and the Interſtices florid, on the 
contrary, is flaccid and whitiſh, at the ſame time that the Puſ- 
tules are red and elevated, even after the Death of the Patient. 
The Sweat, which was injudiciouſly promoted by Corgials and a 
hat Regimen, ſuddenly ceaſes ; in the mean while the Patient is 
ſeized with a Phrenſy, a violent Anxiety, a Tofling and Sick- 
neſs; he makes Water often and little, and a few Hours cloſe 
the tragical Scene. | 

In the ConFLUENT SoRT, there are the ſame Symptoms, 
but much more violent. The Fever, Anxiety, Sickneſs, Ve- 
miting, &c. more cruelly torment the Patient; yet he does not 
ſo ſoon fall into a Sweat, as in the diflinft Kind. A L1oſeneſs 
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ſometimes precedes the Eruption, and continues a Day or two 
after it. | 71 


On the third Day, ſometimes before, ſeldom later the Spots 
appear, and the ſooner, the more will they run together. Some- 
times the Eruption is retarded till the fezrth or fifth Day, by 
ſome terrible Symptom, ſuch as, a moſt acute Pain in the Loins, 
like a Fit of the Gravel; in the Side, like a Pleuriſy; in the 
Fonts, like the Rheumatiſm ; in the Stomach, with a Sickneſs 
and Vomiting. 

But the Symptoms do not remit after the Eruption, as in the 
diſlinct Sort; but the Fever and other Complaints continue to 
moleſt the Patient many Days after. Sometimes the Spots ap- 
pear like an Eryſipelas, ſometimes like the Meafles, but are di- 
fKinguiſh'd from them by the Time of the Eruption. As the 
Diſeaſe increaſes, they do not riſe to any conſiderable Height, 
being intangled with each other in the Face, but appear like a 
red Bliſter, and cover all the Countenance, which ſwells ſooner 
than in the diſtin Kind. Afterwards they ſeem not unlike a 
white Pellicle glued to the Face, and are not much higher than 
its Surface. | 

The eighth Day being paſt, the white Pellicle grows daily more 
Tough, and of a duſky Colour. The Pain of the Skin becomes 
more intenſe, and at laſt, in the more cruel Kind of this Diſeaſe, 
they do not fall off in broad large Scales, till after the twentieth 
Day, But this in the mean time is worthy of Obſervation, 
that the more the ripening Puſtules are of a brown:fh Colour, 
they are the worſe, and the longer in falling off; and the more 
yellow they are, the leſs they run together, and the fooner they 
diſappear. 

When the Pellicle falls off, there is no Roughneſs on the 
Face ; but branny Scales ſoon appear in its room, of a very cor- 
roſive Nature, which leave deep Pits behind them, and ſome- 
times ugly Scars; ſometimes the Shoulders and Back are quite 
deprived of their Cuticle, 

The Danger of the Diſeaſe is to be eftimated from the Num- 
ber and Multitude of the Puſtules on the Face alone. The Pa/- 
tules of the Hands and Feet are the greateſt ; and the farther they 
are removed from the Extremities, the leſs they are; in Adults 
a Salivation, and in Children, a Diarrhea is a Sign, though not 
always of the Confluent Sort. The Spitting ſometimes begins 
with the Eruption, ſometimes two or three Days after it ; the 
Matter is at firſt thin, but on the eleventb Day it is viſcid, and 
hawk'd up with Difficulty ; the Patient is thirſty and hoarſe, 
extremely ſleepy, and his Senſes exceeding dull: He ſometimes 
coughs when he is drinking, and the Liquor regurgitates __ 
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his Noſtrils ; then the Salivation generally ceaſes, but the Swell 
ing of the Face ought not to go down quite till a Day or two-afs 
ter, when the Spitting is over; if the Hands do not begin to 
ſwell remarkably, and continue ſo for ſome time, the Patient 
will ſuddenly leave the World. 

The Djarrhaa does not ſo ſoon attack Children as the Saliva 
tion does Men. In both Sorts of this Diſeaſe, the Fever predo- 
minates from the firſt Onſet till the Eruption; then it abates till 
the Puſtules are ripe, at which time it terminates. 

A bad Regimen cauſes many irregular Symptoms, ſuch as a 
Flaccidity and Subfiding of the Puſtules, a Phrenſy, a Coma, 
purple Spots intermixed with the Puſtules, and ſmall black Spots 
on the Top of the Pox, ſubſiding in the Middle; (which are al- 
moſt always a fatal Sign) at the Beginning of the Diſeaſe bloody 
Urine and Spittle, Suppreſſion of Urine. 

The Day on which the Patient is moſt in Danger, i in the leaſt 
crude and moſt common Sort of the Confiuent, is the eleventh 
from the firſt Attack of the Diſeaſe ; in the more crude, the 
feurteenth, and in the moſt crude, the ſeventeenth : Sometimes, 
but very ſeldom, the Patient does not die till the twenty. 
But in the Space of Time from the eleventh to the ſeventeenth, 
as the Evening comes on, the Patient is daily tormented with a 
Fit of Inquietude. SYDENHAM. 

Moſt Authors divide the Small Pox into the d: Hines and con- 

uent Sorts; but in my Opinion, it more accurately and 2 
ably to the Nature of the Diſeaſe may be nivided into ſimple and 
malignant. 

The imple Sort, is that in which the Eruption is attended with 
a ſlight Fever of ſhort Duration, the Puſtules fill kindly, make 
good Matter in a few Days, and at laſt fall off in dry Scabs. 

The malignant Sort, is that in which the Eruption appears with 
a malignant Fever, the Puſtules hardly come to any 8 
degree of Maturity, and cither ſuppurate not at all, or, if they 
do in ſome Meaſure, as the Fever is never off, tis with great 
trouble, they at length end in little Cruſts. 

The Malignity appearing in various Forms has given various 
Appellations to the Small-Pox ; but the Differences which have 
fallen under my Obſervation, are theſe that follow; the Cry/tal- 
line, the Warty, and the Bloody. 

The Puſtules of the Cryſtalline, inſtead of thick, well-digeſted 
Matter, contain nothing but a thin, pale Water, and are in ſome 
Meaſure pellucid. And this Sort is ſometimes obſerved in the 
diſtinct as well as the confluent, Sometimes the Fluid flies off 
nl leaves hollow Bladders, | 
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The warty Puſftules contain no Fluid, but grow hard and 
prominent above the Skin, like Warts : Theſe are peculiar to 
the diftin# Sort. 

The bloody Puſtules are produced more Ways than one. For, 
ſometimes at the very Beginning of the Diſeaſe, the Puſtules are 
ſmall Tubercles full of blackiſh Blood, as if the Skin were pinched 
with a Forceps. Then purple and livid Spots follow, ſuch as are 
deſcribed in the true Plague. But it more frequently happens, 
that the Puſtules coming out very thick, on the third or fourth 
Day, after, when they ought to fill, become /ivid and a little 
bloody, with black Spots ſpread over the whole Body; which 
forebode Death in a Day or two, being real Gangrenes, It very 
often falls out at this Time, that a thin Blood flows not only out 
of the Patient's Mouth, Noſe, and Eyes, but alfo by every Out- 
let of the Body ; but more eſpecially by the urinary Paſſages, as 
it does ſometimes on the firſt Days of the Diſtemper. Theſe are 
manifeſtly of the confluent Sort. 

In the Management of the Patient in the d:ftin# Sort, Regard 
ſhould be had to the Seaſon of the Year, and the Strength of the 
Patient. Let this be a general Rule, To keep the Patient in Bed 
during the firſt Days of the Diſtemper, taking care to defend 
him from the Inclemency of the Winter by proper Means ; and 
to moderate the exceſſive Heat in Summer by cool Air. For the 
Patient ought not to be ſtifled by Heat and Cloaths, nor ſhould 
the Eruption and Perſpiration be check'd by Cold. However, 
great Care ought to be taken in general to ſupply him with pure 
and cool Air; becauſe a hot Air cauſes Difficulty of Breathing, 
checks the Secretion of Urine, and increaſes the Number of 
Puſtules on the internal Organs of the Body; the Conſequence 
whereof we may juſtly apprehend to be /nflammations, and to- 
wards the End of the Diſcaſe Gangrenes. 

With regard to DiE T, it ought to be very flender, moiſten- 
ing and cooling; ſuch as Oatmeal or Barley Gruel; and in the 

Beginning, the beſt Regimen is that which keeps the Body open, 
and promotes Urine. This End is obtained by boiling preſerved 
Fruits with their Food, ſuch as Fig:, Damaſcene Plums, and 
Tamarinds, and by giving them ſubacid Liquors for Drink ; as 
ſmall Beer acidulated wit!) Orange or Lenion Fuice ; Whey turned 
with Apples, boiled in Milk ; Emulſions made with Barley Water 
and Almonds ; Mojelle, or Rhenijh Wine plentiſuily diluted with 
Water ; or any other Things of this Kind. 

When this Sort of Diet does not keep the Body open, the 
Arabian Phyſicians preſcribe Manna, but ſparingly. For the 
heeping the Body epen in the Beginning is a moſt important — 
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if the making of Urine alſo be , ſo as to diſcharges 
plentifully. ME ap, 

In the Cure, Sydenham directs Bleeding on any of the thres- 
firſt Days to nine or ten Ounces ; and then an Quatre, or an 
Ounce and a half of Emetic Wine, But ſome Phyſicians will not 
allow a Vomit by any Means, unleſs there is a Nauſea, and the 
Head is much affected. Yet Hoffman judges it to be proper o 
the firſt Day of the Invaſion, and preſcribes two Grains of Ente- 
tic Tartar diſſolved i in Cinnamon Water, to Adults. 

Mead, in the firſt place, adviſes Bleeding even to Children, 
and affirms, that when they are ſeized with Convulſions at the 
Onſet of this Diſeaſe, ſome Evacuation eught to be made, which 
may be done ſafely by Leeches applied to the Temples, or be- 
hind the Ears. Likewiſe, if Blood cannot be drawn from the 
Arm, in moſt young Subjects, either of the Jugulars may be 
opened without any. Inconvenience. 

That Regard is to be had to the Patient's Strength i is allowed, 
but the Weakneſs is ſeldom ſo great as not to allow ſome Loſs of 
Blood. And when the Pulſe is low, becauſe the vital Fluid is 
not propelled from the Heart with due Force ariſing from — 
Thickneſs of the Blood; by removipg the Oppreſſion, the 
Patient's Strength is obſerved even to increaſe with the Bleeding. 

In Youths and Adults, it is often neceſſary to take away Blood 
two or three Times, only with an Intermiflion of two or three: 
Days between each Time. Blood-letting is ſo far from being: 
an Obſtacle to the Eruption to the Puſtules, if the Patient is nog? 
too weak, that it forwards it conſiderably, When the vaſt Num 
ber of ſmall Puſtules foreboded a Diſeaſe of the worſt Kind, the 
face of Affairs has been ſo remarkably. changed upon one or 
two Bleedings, that the Puſtules increaſed in Size, and diminiſhed 
in Number, It alſo prevents a Delirium, Convulſions, 
of Breathing, and the like. Bleeding may be uſed at all Times 
when the Violence of the Fever requires it, and the Patient i is 
able to bear it. 

A Phrenſy coming on the fourth Day of the Eruption has been 
juſtly eſteemed a fatal Omen; yet many have been ſaved by: 
drawing Blood a ty and then throwing in a Clyfter. 

After BLEEDING, a Vomit ſhould be given, if the Stomach 
abound with Phlegm or Bile, or be loaded — Food unſeaſonably 
taken. Otherwiſe a Purge may be preſcribed before the Eruption 
of the Puſtules, Which may be the Infuſion of Sena with Adan- 
na, or Manna alone, eſpecially for children; for no Diſturbarice 
is to be raiſed in the Body. Mead. 

[ Hoffman ſometimes adds Manna to Tartar Emetic, to looſen 
the Belly at the ſame Time. And for a Purge he gives — 
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coQion of Tamarinds, with Rhubarb and Manna ; and if there 
is ground to ſuſpect, the groſs Inteſtines are ſtuft with Scybali, he 
direQs an emollient and ſtimulating Clyſter: And adviſes not to 
let the Patient remain without a Stool eight or ten Days.) 

In the firſt Days, the Blood may be diluted with ed ſmall 
Beer, which may be acidulated with Spirit of Vitriol till the 
Eruption is compleated. SyDENHAu. "ud 

To keep the Inflammation of the Blood within due Bounds, 
2 aſſiſt the Expulſion of the morbific Matter through the 
1. R Pulv. Bezoard. Iſs. Nitr. Purificat. zij. MH. F. Pulvis. 
Half a Dram of this may be taken by an Adult three or four 
Times in a Day; diminiſhing the Quantity for Children in 
Proportion to their Age. f 
Sometimes equal Parts of theſe Ingredients may be preſcribed; 
and, if the Efferveſcence of the Fever runs very high, a proper 
Quantity of the Spirit of Vitriol may be added to the Patient's 
Drink. But if there be any Keckings or Reachings to vomit, 
they will be removed by Draughts containing half an ounce of the

Dr. Cameron obſerves, that in the milder Kind of the Small- 
pox the Fever is ſeparated by two perfect Intermiſſions; and tho? 
in the malignant Sort they run into each other, yet the Traces 
of the Limits may be diſcerned by ſome degree of a Remiſſion. 
The Firſt of theſe is the Fever of Deſpumation, cauſed by. the 
circulating variolous Matter. The Buſineſs of this is to protrude 
the Matter to the Surface of the Body, and the complete Erup- 
tion is its Criis. Now as no Patient ever died for Want of a 
ſufficient Eruption, Nature at this Time needs a Bridle, and very 
ſeldom a Spur; becauſe the Danger is meaſured ceteris paribus 
by the Number of the Puſtules. Therefore in this Fever it will 


be proper to keep the Patient low, and to be very free in the Uſe 


of Nitre, or vegetable or mineral Acids, according to the State 
and Texture of the Blood. 


The next Fever is that of Maturation, cauſed by the ſtationary 


variolous Matter; the Intention of which is to ripen it into lau- 


dable Pus. The Time of the compleat Production of this is the 
ſecond Criſis. Here Broths, Gellies, ſmall vinous Liquors, the 
Bark, and Myrrb, are uſeful and neceilary. But the Method of 
preventing bad Symptoms, . which in the Courſe of twenty Years 
Experience I have found to be of great Uſe, is as follows. On 
the Day before the Face is expected to fink, the Arms and Legs 
muſt be wrapt up. lightly in a ſup; urating Cerate, for Inſtance, 
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the Citrine, ſpread on Linen Rollers, and tacked together ſo as 

to make one continuous Plaſter, This greatly facilitates the 
Tranſlation of the acrid Serum from the Face and Head to the 
Limbs, promotes the Suppuration of it when tranſlated, and 
preſently removes the burning Pain, which is uſually ſo inſup- 
portable in thoſe Parts, at this Time of the Diſeaſe,” In leſs than 
ap Hour after the Application of theſe Plaſters, adult Patients 
haue cried out joyfully, they have been in Heaven. The Puſtules, 
as far as the Plaſters reached, have ſometimeg ripened and filled 
with laudable Pus even to burſting ; and this dangerous Period 
has paſſed over without an alarming Symptom. | Po 

The third Fever is that of Retroceſſian. The Operation and 

Crifis of this are various, both as to Time and the Manner of 
Termination ; therefore the Medicines muft be varied accord- 
ingly. This is cauſed by the Retroceſſion of the morbid Matter 
from the Skin, and is commonly called the SECONDARY FEVER. 
There are two Kinds of this Matter, the Pus, and a cauftic Se- 
rum; which laſt colours the Baſis of the Puſtules, and has been 
ſtagnating and corrupting there ever ſince the Eruption. The 
concocted Pus is never reſorbed, nor could it excite ſuch a dan- 

erous Fever if it was. But the very, Moment the Baſes of the 
Puſtule loſe their fiery Colour, this Fever kindles as with a Flaſh 
of Lightning. Hence it is highly probable, the cauſtic Acri- 
mony of the reſorbed Serum is the Cauſe of this Fever. Bleeding 
at this Juncture, tho recommended by high Authority, is very 
improper ; but it will be convenient to preſcribe nitrous Abſor- 
bents, Analeptics, and Plenty of diluting, abſorbent Liquors. 
This Method; in ſeemingly deſperate Caſes, has ſucceeded be- 
yond Expectation. The Hurricane on the eleventh Day has 
gradually ſubſided, and ended in a perfect Calm by the fifteenth, 
without Bliſtering or Bleeding. CAMERON. ib 
When the Eruption of the Puſtules is compleated, which ge- 
nerally happens on the ſixth Day fromthe Attack, let the Patient 
take an Ounce of Diacodium every Evening till the tenth Day 
after the Invaſion. On that Night, if the Small-Pax be of the © 
4% 850 Kind, the Doſe muſt be increaſed to an Ounce and a 
half 


; and an Ounce in the Morning; and ſo an Qunce and half 
every Night till the Patient is recovered. 7 PET ED 
If the Dracodium ſhould not agree with the Patient, he may 
take liquid Laudanum, viz. xviij Drops for j of the Syrup, and 
xxv Drops for Ziſs. But it is to be noted, that if the Paregorick 
taken twice in a Day is not ſufficient to appeaſe the Commotion, 
which often happens towards the End, in the Small Pox, which 
remarkably run together, then it is to be given every eighth 
Hour, or oitener it there be Qccafion, [132508 ® 
| , But 
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But in the diſtindt Sort, it will be ſuffigient to give a Paregorie 
every Evening, and in a leſſer Doſe, after the compleat Eruption 
of the Puſtules. | 

But whatever are the Sort, and at whatever Time of the 
Diſeaſe a Phrenſy ſhall happen, it is to be curbed by Paregoricks, 
given one after another till the End is obtained, only waiting to 
fee the Effect of one Doſe before another is ordered. SVDEN. 

Medicines that procure Sleep, ſays Mead, are not to be uſed 
ever haſtily ; for all Anadynes in ſome Meaſure obſtruct the Sepa- 
ration of the morbific Matter from the Blood, une the Pain 
happens to be exceſſive : And moreover, if the Violence of the 
Fever has raiſed a Delirium, they*generally make it worſe. 
Wherefore, it is not proper to employ them till the Eruption of 
the Puſtules is compleated ; and then, they may be adminiſtred 
with Safety. Theſe Medicines agree not ſo well with Infants, 
but Adults may take a Doſe of Thebaic Tindture every Evening, 
and in Caſes of great Inguietude, the Doſe may be repeated in 
the Morning. For the Suppuration of the Matter ſtagnating in 
the Puſtules, is forwarded with Quiet and Sleep. But if towards 
the'End of' the Diſeaſe, the Patient happens to be ſeized with 
Shortneſs of Breath, or Danger of choaking from vilcid Slime, 
theſe Medicines are to be entirely prohibited. 

In the mean time, if the Patient is co/{ive, which is generally 
the Caſc, and the Fever continues, the Body is to be opened 
with 2 Clyſter every ſecond or third Day. 
ibis Method is proper in the Diſtin? Small pox, it will be 
fund more neceſſary in the Confluent, which is attended with greater 
Fear and Danger. 

In the CRYSTALLINE Sort of the MALIGNANT Small pox, 
the Water of the Puſtules can never be brought to a laudable 
Suppuration. Therefore, while the thinner Parts are made to 
tranſpire through the Skin, the groſſer ought to be drawn off 
through-the Urinary Paſſages, by diuretic Medicines. To this 
Putpoſe Mitre may be adminiſtered three or four times a Day, 


rom a Scorwplc to half a Dram in ſmall Wine, which is the only 


Sort that agrees with this Diſeaſe, till towards the End, and then 
the Patient may be allowed a little Canary, or any other ſoft or 
generous Wine, to ſupport his Strength. While Nztre is thus 
taken, it will be right to interpoſe Medicines which cheriſh the 
Heart, and promote the Flux of the Humour into the Puſtules. 
Such as Raleigh's Cordial, or the Cordial Confection; the Be- 
zeerdrc Potuler, ſometimes with a little Saffton; and the plain 
Spirit of Hart i- horn. |

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Beſides theſe, on the ffth or At Day of the Eruption, Bliſ- 
ters are to be apply'd between the Shoulders, and to the Arms 
and Legs. For which purpoſe the blifering Epithem is moſt 
convenient. By thus diſcharging the Serofities, the Fever which 
| increaſes when there is no farther Derivation of Humours to the 
Skin, is ſeaſonably prevented. 1 

The WAR TY Small. por is more dangerous than the Cry/fal- 
line, becauſe the Matter of the Diſeaſe being too thick, can neither 
ſupturate nor paſs off by Urine. Wherefore it is neceſſary to 
uſe the utmoſt Endeavours to take off the Fever, and to proveke a 
Sweat, in order to digeſt the morbid Humour, by the Cordial 
Medicines above mentioned. And Blifters ought to be applied in 
this Caſe likewiſe, But the Arabian Phyſicians, pronounced this 
Sort of the Diſcaſe to be always fatal. 

The Bloop Small-pox requires peculiar Attention. Now in 
this Sort, if there is any Room for Phyſic, thoſe Medicines bid 
faireſt for Succeſs, which by their Stypticity in ſome Meaſure 
thicken the Blood, and ſo check it, that it cannot break thro 
even the ſmalleſt Arteries. The beſt of this Kind are the Peru- 
vian Bark, Alum, and Oil of Vitriol. Now they are beſt uſed 
alternately in this Manner. A Dram of the Bark may be given 
every ſixth Hour; and three Hours after a proper Quantity of 
Alum : It will be a very powerful Medicine if thus compounded, 
melt three Parts of Alum with one Part of Dragon's Blaad, over 
the Fire; when the Maſs is grown cold, reduce it to a Powder. 
A Scruple of which made into a Bolus with Conſerve of Raft, 
will be a proper Doſe. The moſt convenient Manner of giving 
the Oil of Vitriel, is in the Tincture of Roſes ; of which Tinfure 
five or ix Spoonfuls may be taken ſeveral Times in a Day; and 
the Patient's common Drink may be acidulated with it; eſpe- 
cially if Purple or Black Spots appear interſperſed among the 
Puſtules. And this Medicine will be of great Service not 
in the Blocdy, but in all other Sorts likewiſe, accompanied with 
theſe Spots; Bli/lers in this Caſe are ſafe enough when a Deli- 
rium requires their Application. | Au! |

In — Sort of this Diſeaſe, it is proper te open the Body on 
the Decline, that is, on the ninth or tenth Day from the Erup- 
tion, becauſe a putrid-Fever generally comes on about that time, 
while the Puſtules are drying; or, upon the Subſidence of the 
Swelling of the inflamed Skin where there is no Suppuration, 
which Fever cannot be taken off with equal Safety by any other

FE This Putrid Fever is by Sydenham called the ſecondary Fever, 


which comes on with Heat, Inquietude, Toſſing, &c. and, un- 


leſs prevented, takes off the Patient in two or three Days. He 
mentions this Fever as caming on, the eleventh Day, or later ; 
but this is to be underſtood from the Time of the Invaſion, 
whereas Mead-reckons from the Time of the Eruption, Syden- 
ham preſcribes large Bleeding, and a Cathartic two Days after, 
viz. Elect Len. j. diſſolut. in Ag. Alexeter ſim. Ziv. together 
with the free Uſe of Paregorics, And here it will not be im- 
proper to take Notice, that Simſon, Profeſſor of Medicine at St.

But his chief Reaſon is, that it renders the Body coſtive, which 
he looks upon as very hurtful. But this Objection is guarded

When the Matter of Salivation grows very viſeid and begins 
to clog the Larynx and Trachea, ſome preſcribe a Vomit, but 
very improperly, The beſt Method is to boil Mpr/b-Mallows, 
Myrrh, and Honey, in a ſufficient Quantity of Water and Vine- 
gar, and to tranſmit the Steam of the Decoction into the Patient's 
Mouth, through a Glaſs or Tin Tube of ſuch a Shape and 
Length as is moſt commodidus for a recumbent Poſture. By this 
Method the Breath of the Patient will be impregnated with an 
effectual topical Medicine; for twenty-two Years Experience 
has ſhewn the Certainty and Value of this Medicine.

Thus in Adults a Spitting comes on upon the firſt 
Days of the Eruption, whereas Childr-n have a Looſeneſs almoſt, 
through the whole Diſcaſe, which is not to be inconſiderately 
ſtopped.

Wb a Meman with Child is ſeized with the Small-pox, - 
there is Reaſon to fear a Miſcarriage, - which is dangerous from 
the new Fever, which attends that Accident, and from the Loſs 
bf Blood, which may bring her very low; and the nearer ſhe is 
to her Time, the greater Riſque ſhe runs. Yet there has been 
an Inſtance of both Mother and Child doing well. A good deal 
depends on the Time of the Diſeaſe, when the Abdrtion happens, -

A N+-ErvysIPELA is an ernptive Fever, from which no Part 

of the Body is exempted ; but it chiefly attacks the Pace. 

It begins with Chilneſs and Shivering, and other common Symp- 
toms of a Fever. The Part affected ſwells a little with great Pain, 

and intenſe Rednefs, and is beſet with a vaſt Number of fmall 

Paſtules ; which when the Inflammation is increaſed, are con- 

verted into n Bliſtert. SYDENHAM. 

This Diſeaſe has great Affinity with a peſtilential Fever; for 
it begins fuddenly with great Shating, Heat, Loſs of Strength, 
violent Pain in the Back and Head; to which may be added 
Vomiting, and a Delirium; [but this is to be underſtood of the 
worſt Sort.] On the hid or fourth Day the malignant Matter is 
thrown out on the Surface of- the Body, and then the Symptoms 
a little abate. There is often a Pain, Redneſs, and Tumor in the 
inguinal Glands, from whence the Matter of a her ry Quality 
deſcends to the Feet. If the Head is attacked, the parotid Gland; 
are affected; if the Breaſts, the Axillary. The mammary and 
axillary Glands are not feldom ulcerated, and affect the Joints 
with a virulent Corruption. And likewiſe as in the Plague, there 
is nothing more dangerous than the expelled Matter to return 
baek from the Surface of the Body to the inward Parts. 

In ſome, eſpecially young Perſons, the Matter is not fo viru- 
ent, nor the Fever ſo great; the (lands remain unaffected, and 
the Eruption happens on the ſecond Day. This is not at all

An Eryſhpelas is either the true or femple and ſpurious, which is 
likewiſe called ſcorbutic. The ſimple only affects the Surface of 
the Skin and readily yields to proper Remedies. But the ſpurious 
is more chronic, is harder to cure, and often degenerates into ma- 
lignant Ulcers. Beſides this Diſeaſe is ſometimes id opathic or a 

rimary Diſeaſe; and ſometimes ſymptomatic, or a ſecondary 
Diſeaſe.

If it attacks the FACE, it ſwells and Jooks red, and there are 
plenty of watry Veſicles. The Eyes are cloſed up with the Swell- | 
ing; there is a Difficulty of breathing; the Fauces and Neftrits 
are very dry; to which a Numbneſs and Drowſineſs often ſu- 
pervene : Hence an {nflammation of the Brain is to be feared, or 
a mortal Letbargy. / 

If it affects the BREASTS, they ſwell, and grow almoſt as hard 
as A Stone, with exquiſite Pain, and they are very apt to ſup- 
purate. There is a moſt violent Pain in the axillary Glands, in 
which an Abſceſs is often formed. 


0 In Children the umbilical Region generally ſuffers with a fatal 
vent. 

If in a Day or tw) the Tumor ſubſides, the Heat and Pain 
ceaſe, the roſy Colour turns yellow, the Cuticle breaks and falls 
off in Scales, the Danger is over, When the Eryſipelas is large, 
deep, and falls upon a Part of exquiſite Senſe, the Patient is not 
very ſafe. But if the red Colour changes into Black and blue, it 
will end in a Mor tification. If the Inflammation cannot be Aif- 
cuſſed, it will ſuppurate and bripg on Fiftulas and a Gangrene. 
When the Patient is cacochymical, the Leg will ſometimes ſwell 
three Times as big as the natural Size, and is cured with great

Inflammation of the Qeſophagus, with a Spaſtic Stricture of the 
Glands of the Fauces, will cauſe Thirſt, Dryneſs and Blackneſs 
of the Tongue. If the inflammatory Congeſtion happens in the 
Stomach, it will create a Nauſea, a Reaching to vomit, and ſome- 
times Hiccuping. If in the Inteſtines there will be Inflations 
grievouſly exaſperating the Diſeaſe, together with a Coſtiveneſs, 
or an Ejection of fœtid Excrements.

It will be neceſſary, whether this Fever be fimple or putrid,

HE Bilious is a Kind of a burning Fever. It begins with 
intenſe Heat, Thirſt, Anguiſh and Inquietude, There is 
likewiſe a Vomiting, or a perpetual Reaching to vomit, with 
frequent bilious Stools, a Coldneſs of the Extremities, internal 
Heat, and cardialgic Anxiety. This Fever is either acute, or 
very acute. In this the Symptoms are more violent, the bilious 
Purging upwards and downwards is very plentiful, joined to a 
Cardialgia with Fainting. It generally kills before the ſeventh 
Day, with an Inflammation of the Stomach and Duodenum; the 
igns of which are, a fixed igneous Heat about the Præcordia, 
wich a Coldneſs of the Extremities, high Inquietude and Anxi- 
ety, a Hiccuping, and a plentiful Eructation of Bile and falival 
Liquor, a Jaundice-Colour of the Countenance, and a Hippo- 

cratic Face. f 
Some are not ſo acute, but run a greater Length, with now 
and then a Remi ſſion, and perhaps an Intermiſſion, and has an 
Exaterbation, with at Vomiting, Anxiety, and Coldneſs every 
other Day, or every third Day, and ought to be called a continual 
wtidian or Tertian, But theſe Fevers, unleſs they are ſkilfully 
handled, readily degenerate into low Feuers, and bring on obſti- 
4 | nate 
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nate Diſeaſes of the Stomach, preſſing Pains and Eru 
from a corroſive bilious Juice gnawing the Stomach either ſuper- 
ficially or more deep. 

It is cauſed by a bilious Fluid ſecreted plentifully in the Liver, 
and poured out into the Stomach and Duodenum, where by its 
Acrimony and Corroſiveneſs it ſtimulates and lancinates, the ner- 
vous Tunics corroding and inflaming them; whence the Symp- 
toms proper to this Fever ariſe, ſuch as a burning Heat, a Car- 
dialgic Anxiety, a Nauſea, a Reaching to vomit, and a violent 
Purging upwards and downwards. Horr Max. 

Dr. Pringle obſerves, that the B1L1ovs or RiniTTING 
FEveR of the Camp ſhou'd be diſtinguiſhed into two Kinds; 
the one incident to the Army on the dry Ground, and the other 
infe/ting it in damp and marſby Countries. 

The firft of theſe begins with Chillineſs, Laſſitude, Pains of 
the Head and Bones, Sickneſs at the Stomach. At Night the 
Fever runs high, the Heat and Thirſt are great, the Tongue is 
parched, and the Head aches violently, the Patient can obtain 
no Reſt, and often becomes delirious. But generally in the 
Morning an imperfe&t Sweat brings on a Remiſſion of all the 
Symptoms. In the Evening the Paroxyſm returns, but without 
any cold Fits, and is commonly worſe than the former. On the 
ſecond Morning i it remits as before. Theſe Periods go on daily 
till the Fever changes inſenſibly into a continued or intermitting 
Shape. Sometimes looſe Stools carry off the Fit and ſupply the 

Place of Sweats. But tho' it generally aſſumes the Type of a 
Quotidian Fever, it ſometimes puts on that of a Tertian. 

The Remi ſſions uſually appear from the Beginning, eſpecially. 
if the Patient has been plentifully blooded. Sometimes there are 
none for the firſt two or three Days. Bleeding at the Noſe fre- 
quently happens at the Height of the Paroxyſms, which cauſes 
a more quick and evident Remiflion. Vomiting or Purging have 
the like Effects. But no Evacuation has made a compleat Cure, 
unleſs the Cholera Morbus ſupervened. . 

The Pulſe is uy + ull and quick during the Paroxyſms; and 
in the Remiſſions it ſtill indicates ſome degree of a Fever, The 
Bleed is florid, the Craſſamentum is firm, in a large Quantity, 
and ſinka in the Serum. Towards the End of the Campaign it 
acquires an inflammatory Cruſt; for by that Time, Stitches, rheu- 
matic Pains, or a Cough from Colds ſupervene to the reſt of the 
Symptoms. 

While the Weather continues warm the biliaus Symptoms are 
moſt frequent; but as the Winter approaches the /nflammetory 
preyail, The Urine is high-coloured and crude till the Fever is 


brought 
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brought to intermit, and what is voided by Vomit or Stool is 
generally of a bilious or corrupted Nature. 

, Cofliveneſs not only often precedes but accompanies the Diſ- 
caſe, and then the Belly feels hard, The Patient complains of 
Wind. All do not vomit, but there is a Diſorder at the Stomach, 
eſpecially during the hot Weather. 

Worms of the round Kind are frequently voided by Stool, 
ſometimes by Vomiting. Thoſe that are troubled with them 
have more obſtinate Gripings, or Sickneſs at the Stomach. They 
frequently have Stitches of a flatulent Kind, which are not re- 
| Heved by Bleeding. Some grew yeliow, as in the Jaundice ; but 
it is not a mortal Sign. 
© There were no critical Days, nor any certain Duration of the 
Fever, which was longer or ſhorter according to the Method of 
Cure. It commonly changed to an Intermittent, if proper Means 
were uſed: But if it became Continual, it was always dangerous. 
It attended every Campaign, but was moſt frequent in the hot 
Summers of 1743 and 1747. ; 

The B1t1ovs FEVERS of lau, marſby Countries, in the End 
of July 1748, while the Days were ſultry, but the Nights cool 
and foggy, ſerzed ſeveral Men at once with a burning Heat and, 
violent Head. ach, preceded in ſome by a ſhort and ſlight Chilli- 
nefs. There was an intenſe Thirſt, an Aching of the Bones, a 
Pain of the Back, great Laſſitude and Inquietude, ſrequently a 
Nauſea, Sickneſs or Pain about the Pit of the Stomach; ſome- 
times vomiting a green or yellow Bile of an offenſive Smell. The 
Pulſe at firſt was generally depreſſed, but full after Bleeding. 
Some had their Heads fo ſuddenly and violently affected, that 
they ran about in a wild Manner Jike mad Men. But the Solution 
of the Fit by a Sweat diſcovered the true Nature of their 
Delirium.” | h 

Two were ſeized at once with the violent Symptoms of an 
ardent Fever, and tho” they were ſpeedily and plentifully blooded, 
they were both in a high Delirium in an Hour's Time, which 
continued for ſome Hours, and went off in profuſe Sweat, under 
which all the other Symptoms either abated or vaniſhed, The 
next Day about the ſame Hour the Paroxyſm returned, and in 
fix or ſeven Hours run the ſame Courſe. Some had not the Pa- 
roxyſms fo diſtinct; for the hot Fits were long and followed by 
imperfect Sweats, affording little Relief. Sometimes the Fever 
had daily Intermiſſions, but in general it only remitted, and the 
Remiſſions were often very imperceptible. A few Returns of 
theſe Paroxyſms reduced the ſtrongeſt Men ſo low that they were 
not able to riſe. Some became quits delirious at once, and 
would have thrown themſc}ves out of the Windows or into the 

Water, 
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Water, if not prevented, This continued ſome Hours, after 
which the Patient's falling into a profound Sleep, awaked. quite 
ſenſible ; but with an intolerable Head-ach. . The Fever in, 
others apptared in a continued or remitting Form, and had criti» 
cal Sweats about the ninth Day, after-which-it became a regular 
Intermittent. .A few had a Cxſſis by Stool or Urine ; and there 
were ſome who were ill about three Weeks, without any ſenſible 
Intermiſſion; after which the Fever ended with a few quotidian 
Paroxyſms ; theſe had a continual moiſture over their Bodies. 
Some had bilious Vomitings at firſt, and ſeveral yoided round 
Worms both Ways. Profuſe Sweats had always a putrid Smell, - 
and the Diſcharge from the. Bliſters was intolerably offenſive. 
A few of thoſe that died had a regular Pulſe though very near 
their End. All had a cadaverous Smell before they died, and. 
livid Spots immediately after Death. This Fever was very prone .

Hef man in the Cure of the Bilious Fevers mentioned by him, 
would have the cauſtic Acrimony of the bilious Juices abated and . 
ſheathed by abſorbent Powders and Nitre, which muſt. be taken 
in a ſufficient Quantity of a Liquid, and often repeated. He 
likewiſe recommends Emulſions of Almonds, of the cold Seeds; 
Elder-Flower-Water, Roſe- Water, &c. As alſo Jellies of Hart's- 
horn, Milk and Water, Oil of Sweet Almonds, ſweet Whey, 
Chicken-Broth ; becaulc they are very proper to drive away the 
Inflammation of the nervoſe membraneous Parts. 82 |

In the Cure of the BILIOus FeveR, of the Camp, Pringle, 
before it becomes continual, depends on the proper Uſe of Eva- 
cuations, the neutral Salts and the Bark. BLEEDjNG is the firſt 
thing to be done in every Caſe, and is to be repeated once or 
oftener, according to the Urgency of the Diſtemp:r. The 
vernal and later autumnal Remittents are accompanied with rheu- 
matic, pleuritic Pains, and other Symptoms of high lnflamma- 
tion, which require more Bleedings than the intermediate Seaſon. 
To omit this and give the Bark too ſoon will bring on an inflam-: 
mntory Fever, A Vein may be opened ſafely either during the 
Remiſſion, or in the Height of the Paroxyſm ;z as alſo in the 

Marſh 
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Marſb Fever, when it comes almoſt to regular Intermiſſions. ti 
is not proper to bleed during the Sweat, nor the cold Fit. But there 
was no Danger of a Miſtake with regard to the laſt, for there 
Was none. | * ; | 
After Bleeding, give an Emetic in the Remiſſiot or Intermiſſion 
of the Fever, and rather ſoon after a Paroxyſm than before one. 
But Emetics do harm when the Stomach is inflamed, or when the 
Difeaſe has continued ſome Time, and has aſſumed the Type of 
a rontinual Fever. Howeyer, we may ſafely give one when the 
ver intermits, or has conſiderable Remiſſions. Tpecacuanha is 

ſafeft; but Antimonials moſt efficacious. If the Remiſſions are 
ſmall, or the Feyer great, or there is a Tendency to vomit, the 
former is beſt. t when the Remiſſions are diſtin, or the Re- 
miſſion perfect, the latter ſhould be preferred, or it may be joined 
to the former; that is, ttbo Grains of Tattar Emetic with a 
Seruple of the Powder of Ipecacuanba. Thoſe Vomits are beſt 
which produce Stools, eſpecially if they procure a plentiful Diſ- 
charge of corrupted Bile upwards or downwards. This has ef- 
_ fefted a Cure alone. 

If the Body continues coſtive, a Laxative will be proper, eſpe- 
cially if there is a Teneſmus or Pains in the Bowels. The ſaline 
Draught, with Salt of Wormwood and Lemon- Juice will bring 

the Fever ſooner to regular Intermiſſions. Or,

Whenever the Sweats are not profuſe enough in proportion to 
the Fits, the Quantity of an Ounce of Spir.

As theſe Fevers are never without an Inflammation in the Be- 
ginning, and rarely have complete Paroxyſms in the Beginning, 
the Bark is not to be given till the Urine breaks, and there are 
intire ſhort Intermiſſions; nor yet before Bleeding, as was ob- 
ſerved above; nor before the firſt Paſſages have been cleanſed ; 
otherwiſe the Fever- will 'return, or a Tympanites will be pro- 
duced. 

It'is. beſt to give the Bark in Subſtance in Rheniſh Wine; or 
an Ounce of it may be made into an Electary [with Syrup of 
Lemons] and a Dram of Sal Ammoniacum. If the Patient has 
not been purged, it will be proper to add as much Rhubarb as will 
keep the Body open for the firſt two or three Days ot uſing that

If the Diſeaſe has been neglected in the firſt Stages, or if aſter 
the Remiſſions or Intermiſſions it changes to a continual Pever, 
with a full and hard Pulſe, a Vein muſt be opened.

HE principal Symptoms of a Cayſat are, a Heat almoſt 

burning to the Touch, moſt remarkable about the vital Parts, 
but more moderate towards the Extremities, which are even 
ſometimes cold: The Breath is extremely hot; there is a Dry- 
xeſs of the whole Skin, Noftrils, Mouth, and Tongue. The 
Reſpiration is thick, difficult, and quick ; the Tongue is dry, 
yellow, black, parched and rough ; the Thirſt is unquenchable ; 
there is loathing of Food, a Nauſea and Vomiting ; ati Anxiety, 
Inquietude, and great Laſſitude; a little Cough, a ſhrill Voice, 
a Delirium, a Phrenſy, a continual Watching or a Coma, Con- 
vulſions; and on the odd Days an Exacerbation of the Fever.

In this temperate Climate theſe Sort of Fevers are very rare; 
thoſe that are more common among us are the burning Sangui- 
noms, or the tontinual bilious Fevers without Remiſſien. 

This begins without any remarkable Coldneſs ot Shivering, 
with great Heat, Thirſt, Watching, Anxiety and Inquietude. 
In fanguineo-bilious Conſtitutions, and in Bodies full of hot bi- 
lious Blood, they terminate on critical Days in Health or Death, 
being firſt preceded with a Shaking. They terminate in a ſalu- 
tary Manner, with a Sweat or a Bleeding at the Noſe. 

On the third and fourth Day it often proves mortal; it ſeldom 
exceeds the ſeventh, if violent.

[A Writer at Jamaica affirms that if the Jaundice comes on 
too ſoon. it is bad.

There is always a 
violent internal Heat, high Anxiety, and a grievous Pain about 
the Pracordia, chiefly at the Pit of the Stomach, an acute, 


continual Fever, great Thirſt, difficult Breathing, Inquietude, - 
toſſing of the Body, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, a hard, 


contracted, quick, and ſometimes unequal Pulſe. Bot Rn. Hor. 
In the Med. Eſſys we have Inſtances of this Diſeaſe being at- 
tended with a Hydrophobia. | 
This is a more common Diſcaſe than is generally believed, and 
was called Epiale or Lipeiria by the Ancients. It may be diſtin-

The Appearance in the Fauces continues the ſame, only the 
white Place becomes of a more opake White, and is diſcovered 
to be a Slough, concealing an Ulcer of the ſame Dimenſions. 
Theſe Ulerrutions are generally firſt diſcernible in the Angles above 
the Tonfols, or on the Tonfils themſelves. They are alſo often ſeen 
in the Arch formed by the Uvula and one of the Tonfils ; on 
the Pharynx behind, on the Inſide of the Cheeks, the Baſis of 
the Tongue, which they cover like a thick Fur. Where the 
Diſorder 1s mild there is only a ſuperficial Ulcer, of an irregulat 
Figure, in one or more of thefe Parts, fcarce to be diſtinguiſhed 
from the found Part, but by the Inequality of its Surface. Like- 
wiſe the Redneſs and Eruption do not always appear, and in ſome 
not till the third, fourth, fifth Day, or later. ; 
Fhe parotid Glands on each Side commonly ſwell, grow hard,

Towards Night the Heat and Reſtleſſueſi increaſe, and a De- 
um frequently comes on. This happens to ſome on the firſt 
Nigtit. Ir is very remarkable that the Patient commonly returns 
a/proper Anſwer to any Queſtion, but with unuſual Quickneſs ; 
yet when they are alone they generally talk to themſelves inco- 
herently: However, at the firſt Tendency to this Diſorder, they 
affect too great a Compoſure.

fion, is compofed when awake, and his Appetite begins to return 
towards more ſolid Nouriſhment.

The Pulſe, during the Courſe of this Diſeaſe, is very quick, 
beating frequently 120 times in a Minute. In ſome it is hard and 
ſmall, in others ſoft and full, but not fo ſtrong and firm as in ge- 
nuine inflammatory Diſorders.

Diſeaſe advances it turns yellower, as if Bile was diluted in it; 


and ſoon after any Signs of recovery appear, it commonly grows 
turbid and depoſits a farinaceous Sediment. 8 | 
They ſeldom have any Stools if the Symptoms are favourabl 
from the Time the Purging, which generally attends the Acceſ- 
2 ceaſes. This Diſcharge is generally bilious and without 
aln. 


The Thirſt is commonly leſs than in other acute Diſeaſes ; | 


and the Tongue generally moiſt but not furred. Some have it 
covered with a thick, white Coat, and complain of Soreneſs 
about the Root of the Tongue. | 


Though the Uouula and Tonſils are ſometimes ſo much ſwelled 


as to leave a very narrow Entrance into the Guller, and this En- 
trance is frequently ſurrounded with Ulcers or Sloughs, yet the 
Patient ſwallows with leſs Difficulty and Pain than*might be ex- 
pected. Soon after they are taken ill they frequently complain 


of an offenſive putrid Smell, which oft occaſions Sickneſs be- 
fore any Ufcerations appear. The Inſide of the Noftrils in thoſe: 
that have this Diſeaſe ſevere, frequently appears, as high as can 


be ſeen, of a deep red or almoſt livid Colour. After a Day or 


two, a thin corroſeve Sanies, or with it a white, putrid Matter, of 


a thicker Conſiſtence flows from it, which is ſo acrid as to exco-

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riate the Part it lies upon any conſiderable Time. This is moſt 
obſervable in Children, or in young and very tender Subjects; 
whoſe Lips are likewiſe frequently of a deep red, or almoſt livid 
Colour, and covered on the Infide with Veſicles containing a 

thin [chor, which'excoriates the Angles of the Mouth and Checks 
where it touches them. 

This acrid Matter may paſs with the Nouriſhment into the 
Stomach, eſpecially of Children; becauſe if they get over the 
Diſeaſe, a Purging ſucceeds it, attended with the Symptoms of 
Ulcerations in the Bowels, who after great Pain and Miſery at 
length dic emaciated. | 

The Patients ſometimes bleed at the Noſe towards the Begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe ; and the Menſes often appear in the Female 
Sex, if they ate of Age, ſoon after they are ſeized, tho' at a 
Diſtance from the Time of their regular Period. It brings this 
Evacuation upon ſome that never had it before. "Theſe Evacua- 
tions in full, ſtrong Habits, are ſeldom attended with Benefit or 
with manifeſt ill Effects, unleſs they are copious ; for they occa- 
ſion great Faintneſs, and an Increaſe of other Symptoms. Hæ- 
Ka 4 from the Noſe and Mouth have carried the Patient off 
ſuddenly. But this does not happen till ſeveral Days after the 
Attack ; and perhaps may proceed from the Separation of a 

Slough from the Branch of an Artery. *' 
' _ Children and ycung Perſons are more expoſed to this Diſeaſe than 
Adults ; Girls more than Boys ; Women more than Men ; and 
the Infirm of either Sex than the Healthy and Vigorous. Very 
few grown People have it, and not one has died of it, as far as I 
know. If it breaks out in a Family, all the Children are com- 
monly infected with it, if the Healthy are not kept apart from 
the Sick. And ſuch Adults as are frequently with them, and 
receive their Breath near at hand, often undergo the ſame 
Diſeaſes. | 

With regard to the Cure, Bleeding is generally prejudicial. 
Some admit of it at the firſt Attack without any ſenſible Incon- 
venience ; but a Repetition of it in the mildeſt Caſes ſeldom fails 
to aggravate the Symptoms; it has ſometimes produced very fatal 
Conſequences. It increaſes the Heat, Nallet Delirium and 
Difficulty of Breathing ; nor do the Swelling of the Fauces, 
Tonfils, &c. receive any Benefit therefrom. On the contrary, 
tho” the Fullneſs of theſe Parts decreaſes, yet the Sloughs thicken 
and change to a livid black Colour, the external Tumor grows 
large and the Spitting commonly diminiſhes. Indeed, the Heat 
and Quickneſs of the Pulſe may ſeem to abate at firft by this 
Evacuation, but they commonly return with greater Violence, 
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the Patient is ſeized with a Difficulty of Breathing, falls into 
cold Sweats, a Stupor and dies fuddenly. e 
Nor is Purging more beneficial ; for gentle Carthartics have 
brought on very dangerous Symptoms. Upon procuring a f 
Stools with Manna, eſpecially when the Diſeaſe has continue 
two or three Days, the Redneſs of the Skin has diſappeared, and 
the Flux to the Throat has been ſurpriſingly increaſed. If this 
| Diſcharge by Stool continues, the Swelling of the Neck com- 
monly grows larger, the Fautes become flaccid, dry and livid z 
and the Patient, a few Hours after this expires; Fo 

Nitrous, cooling Medicines frequently produce the like Effects; 
they increaſe the Faintneſs which accompanies this Diſeaſe, and 
either diſpoſe the Patient to copious ſinking Sweats or Stools. 

Upon the whole it appears, that all Evacuations which tend 
to leſſen the natural Strength of the Conſtitution, are injurious z 
and thoſe Perſons ate commonly in the greateſt Danger who 
_— previouſly indiſpoſed, or their Strength impaired by 

rief. | 

If the Purging therefore continues long after the firſt Exacetba- 
tion of the Diſeaſe, it is a dangerous Symptom; for tho' it may 
ſometimes be reſtrained for the preſent with Opiates or Aſtrin- 
gents, yet it commonly returns with greater Vehemence, when 
their Efficacy ceaſes, and in a ſhort Time exhauſts the ſmall De- 
gree of Streagth remaining. In this Caſe they generally ſweat 
very little, the Fauces appear dry, gloſſy and livid ; the external 
Tumour grows large; they void their Excrements without per- 
ceiving it, and fall into-profuſe Sweats; the Reſpiration becomes 
difficult and laborious, the Pulſe ſinks, the extreme Parts grow 
cold, and Death in a few Hours cloſes the Scene, The Eye 
loſes its Luſtre and becomes opaque and dim, ſometimes ſeveral 
Hours before Death. Lag 6” 

A copious Flux of pituitous Matter to the Glands and other 
Parts about the Fauces, have ſeemed ſometimes to be the Cauſe 
of ſudden Death. | £7 

It is neceſſary that the Patient ſhould be kept in Bed as much 
as may be, tho” the Diſeaſe ſhould ſeem to be ſlight; for a PUrging 
has come on for want of Care in this Reſpect, the Redneſs 
the Skin diſappeared, and a Diſorder which with Confinement 
alone would probably have gone off in twice twenty four Hours, 
has been rendered tedious and difficult. 

At the firſt, while the Sickneſs and Vomiting continue, it will 
be beſt to promote the Diſcharge, by giving an Infuſion of Green 
Tea, Camomile Flowers, Carduus, or a few Grains of Ipecacuanhd. 
This, in a few Inſtances has cauſed the Diſorder to go off ſooner 
than was apprehended. * | "2a

The Diarrhea, as well as Vomiting, generally ceaſes in leſs 
than twelve Hours from the fiſt Attack: If ic continu s longer 
it is neceſſary to check it; utherwiſc it occaſions great Faintneſs, 
ſinks the Strength, and in the End produces dangerous Conſe- 
quences., Ihe aromatic Cordials above mentioned, commonly 
take off this Symptom, 'if given plentifully, and the Vomitin 
likewiſe. If they fail, Recourſe muſt be had to Ele. Fracaftor. 
or Ele, e Scerdio diſſolved in ſoft Cinnamon Water, and given 
fit fingulas Sedes. | | 

It is common for the Redneſs to appear on the Skin as theſe 

| Diſcharges abate. On the other hand, a mild Cathartic will 
take off the Colour from the Skin, and will bring the Patient into 
imminent Danger. 
Patients generally compl.in of an excefſiv: Faintneſs ſoon after 
they are takeirill. The Urgency of this Symptom feems to in- 
dicate the Degree of Danger; and an Abatement of it is a pretty 
ſure Preſage of Recovery: I he aromatic Aedicines already men- 
tioned are likewiſe found uſeful in removing this Symptom. Some 
may think them contra-indicated by the Degree of Heat and 
Quickneſs of the Pulſe ; but the Faintneſs, Depreſſion of the 
Puiſe, and Increaſe of Putreſce cy in the Fauces require them. 
A Dram of Confectio Rayhiecana was given to a Youth of Fifteen, 
every four Hours, which has been ſoon followed by a ſenſible 
Amendment, and a Decreaſe of the Reſtleſſneſs, Fainting, and 
Heat. Vine may be given in ſmall Quantities in Whey, or 
Mint, Baum, or Sage Tea, Barley Water, Grucl, Panado, 
Sago, and the like; for it is not on'y an Antiſeptic, but a generous 
Cordial. When the Faintneſs is exceſſive, it may be given alone. 
The Age, the former Way of treating this Diſorder, and the 
Symptoms, afford the neceſſary Rules for the Quantity and Kind. 

Chicken Water and thin Broth, which are generally very ac- 
, ceptable to the Patient, may alſo be allowed. Children are fre- 
© quently defirous of eating Chicken, | | 

Bliſters likewiſe relieve Faintings ; they miy be applied with

With Regard to the Ulcers, which demand our early and con- 

ſtant Attention: When the Diſeaſe is of the mildeſt Kind, only 
a ſuperficial Ulceration is obſcrvable, which may eſcape the No-

Aſh- coloured one is a farther Advance: And if, the Parts have 
| livid or black A'pect, the Caſe is fill worſe... Theſe Sloughs are 
real Mortiiications of the Subſtance, ſince, whenever they come 
off they leave an Ulcer of a greater or leſſer pens as the 
Sloughs were ſupechcial or penetrating, | 

When the Tendency th Putrefaction is ſtopt, cheſe Sloughs: 
come off ſpontaneouſly, or their Separation may be promoted by ö 
ſuitable Remedies ; but it muſt by no means be attempted dy | 
Force, 

The thin, acrid Ichor which is diſcharged from under the 
Sloughs, often proves of bad Conſequence, eſpecially to Chil- 
dren. If Gargles are injected, they either prevent them from 
reaching the Seat of the Diſorder with their Tongues, or they 
ſwallow them and the puttid Taint of the Ulcers together. 
Whence fatal Purgings enſue, or f.tal Hzmorrhages from the 
penetrating Gangrene. Thoſe that have a. plentiful D. charge 
from the Fauc's, carrying off tis [chor, are feldom attended with 
Sickneſs, Vomiting, or exceflive Faintneſs; and where there i 1s 
little or no Diſcharge, che Symptoms a e commonly moſt dun- 
gerous. 

Hence the great Advantage of gently ſtimulating Aromatie? 
Gargles appears; becauſe they promote the Diſchargs of pi. 
tuitous Matter, and doubtleſs ſ me Part of the Wanne Fluid 
along with it. To which if we ad Antiſcptics a::d HDetergents, 
to check the Progreſs of the Mortification, and to cleanſe the 
ſordid Ulcers, every Indication will de anſwered. 

When the Diſeaſe is mild, the Symptoms Fouad 
Joughs ſuperficial, order a Gar le of Sage Tea, with a few Roſe, 
Leaves in the Infuſion. 'Fhree or four Spoonfuls of Vinegar” 
may be mixed with half an Ounce of the L ca, with as much 
Honey as will make it agreeably acid. 

But where the Symptoms ate urgent, the Cloughs large and 
thick, and the Breath offenſtive, more efficacious Remedies muſt.

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If the Sloughs are large and are caſt off ſlowly, they may be 
touched with Mel Ægyptiacum, by means of an armed Probe: 
Or if this cannot conveniently be done, a Spoonful of the fol- 
lowing Mixture may be injected, and retained in the Throat 
as long as the Patient can endure it, and then the Parts may be 
waſhed with the above Gargle alone two or three Times.

By the conſtant and regular Uſe of theſe Applications, and 
keeping the Patient warm, treating him otherwiſe as ditected, the 
Febrile Symptoms generally diſappear, the Sloughs come off, 
and the Symptoms are diſpoſed to heal in a few Days. 

It is not uncommon for Hectic Heats, Night- Sweats, Want 
of Appetite, and Dejection of Spirits, to attend thoſe a conſide- 
rable Time who have had the Diſeaſe in a ſevere Manner. As 
Milt commonly relieves them, together with a Decoction of the 
Bark and Elixir Vitrioli. 

The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe ſcems to be a putrid Virus or Mi- 
gſma ſui Generis, introduced into the Habit by Contagion, 
principally by Means of the Breath of the ſick Perſon. Fo- 
THERGIL. 

This Diſeaſe, ſays Dr. IWall, appeared in ſome Parts of Mor- 
eefterſhire, chiefly in low Situations, in 1748; it then went under 
the Name of the Scarlet Fever; it was ſoon found to be infectious, 


and that the prin ipal Seat of it was the Parts about the Fauces ; 


the ſcarlet Effloreſcence on the Skin being rather an accidental 
Symptom than eſſential to the Diſeaſe. In ſome the Skin was co- 
vered with Petechiæ and purple Spots, and in one or two where 
the Diſeaſe was farther advanced, large black Spots appeared on 
the Tonſils. Being convinced of its putr d Tendency, I preſcribed 
the Bark and other antiſeptic Medicines. This Method imme- 
diately ſucceeded both with regard to the Petechiæ and the Ul- 
cerations in the Throat. I recollected what I had formerly ob- 
ſerved relating to the Small-pox, That nothing ſo immediately cures 


a fore Throat in the malignant Sorts as the Bark does, And I was 


ſoon convince by a multitude of Inſtances, that for the ſame 
Reaſon it is truly a Specific in the Caſe before us. 

I ſoon agreed with Dr. Fothergill, that the Intentions of Cure 
in this Diſeaſe is, To keep, up the Vis Vitæ; to encourage the tu- 
ticular Diſcharges ; and to conquer the ſpreading Putrefaction. 
Therefore ail Evacuations which leſſen the Strength, particularly 
N and Purging, and all the nitrous antiphlogiſtic Medicines 
are highly improper. 

And ſince a Laxity of Fibres prediſpoſes Perſons to receive this 
Diſeaſe, as is evident from hence, that it affects Children more 


, than 
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than grown Perſons, Females more than Males, thoſe who are 
ſituated in · low moiſt Places more than thoſe who live in a higher 
and drier Soil, it is manifeſt both with regard to the Preſervation 
and Cure, tonic Medicines are indicated ; and among thoſe the 
Bark juſtly claims one of the firſt Places, | 

The only certain Diagnoſtics of this Diſeaſe are aphthous UI- 
cers and Sloughs on the Tonſils and Parts about the Pharynx. oy 
few here have had the ſcarlet Effloreſcence on the Skin. With 
ſeveral lately it has on its firſt Seizure, ſeemed to be complicated 
with a Fever of the inflammatory Kind, the Pulſe being full and 
hard. But yet if any Evacuations or nitrous Medicines were 
ordered on that Account, it has ſoon ſhewn its putrid "ig; 
by the ſpreading of the Ulcers, finking of the Spirits, &c. In 
theſe Perſons the Blood has appeared with a fizy Cruſt on its 
Surface, but the Serum was uſually of a yellowiſh Colour, and 
upon the leaſt Motion the Cruor generally mixes with it; fo 
that the Blood here ſeems to be coagulated by the internal Heat, 
at the ſame time that the Texture of the red Globules is lax and 
broken. | 

Moſt Perſons in the Beginning have a Nauſea and Vomiting, 
and ſome a Looſeneſs. They who are coſtive, have, upon the 
Uſe of the gentleſt Eccoprotics, immediately been ſeized with a 
Diarrhea, difficult to reſtrain. All- Medicines which tend to 
move the Belly, not excepting Rhubarb, are extremely dan- 
gerous. | 

Thoſe who have had the Diſeaſe with moſt Violence, have had 
the Head always heavy and ſtupid, and the Eyes foul and full of 
Tears. Not a few have had the Head covered with Petechiæ 
and purple Spots. 

The firſt Thing to be done is to order the hot Steam of a boiling 
Mixture, of Vinegar, Myrrh, and Honey to be received into the 
Threat through an inverted Funnel. If it is neceſſary to make it 
ſtill more penetrating, add ſome of the Spirit. Mindereri. This 
Steam can ſcarce be uſed too frequently, provided it is received 
with a due degree of Heat. | 

This Vapour is very penetrating, reſolvent, antiputreſcent and 
detergent, and much more efficacious than any Gargariſm or 
Injection can be. Beſides it is leſs offenſive to the Taſte, and 
any be eaſily and effectually applied to the affected Parts. 
Beſides this Steam medicates the Air, and the Chamber becomes 
more tolerable and leſs infectious to the Attendants z and the noi- 
ſome Smell of the Breath is conquered or much corrected. 

If the Prime Viz ſeem foul or much loaded, it may be neceſ- 
fary to begin the Cure by cleanſing the Stomach with Carduzs 
Tea, in whith a litile Sal 2 is diſſolved, and FOND 
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and quick Emetic. No other Evacuation ſeems proper, and this 
is only to be uſed at the very beginning of the Diſeaſe. If the 
Phyſician is not called in ſoon enough, it will be neceſſary to be- 
gin immediately by giving the Bark, joined with the Spir. Min- | 
dereri. It an EMoreſcence on the Skin appears, I ſometimes 
add the Pu.v Contrayerv. compoſ. In a Diarrhea I uſually join 
Caſcarilla with it, or Lign. Campechenſ. or Decoct. alb. or the like. 
And in great >ickneſs of the Stomach, or Lowneſs of the Spirits, 
with the Conf-&. Cardiac. But if the Putrefaction is great and 
the Pulſe quick and weak, I always add a few Grains of the 
Extract of Myrrh made with Water; or from ij. to I(s. of a 
Decoction prepared by boiling Powder of Myrrh in Fix. of Spring 
Water to Zvi when ſtrained. This I prefer to any thing elſe, for 
Myrrh is one of the beſt Antiſeptics. If the Medicine is deſired a 
little warmer, Myrrh in Subſtance may be mixt with it; for 
by grinding it with Sugar and adding the Liquors gradually, it 
will be uniformly diſſolved into a Lac, and ſuſpended. But the 
Decoction or Extract fits lighteſt on the Stomach. 

The Bark is moſt efficacious in Subſtance ; but when the 
Strength of the Patient is much reduced, and the digeſtive 
Powers weakened, which is uſual in putrid Fevers, on the very 
firſt Seizure, the Decoction or Extract may be thought prefer- 
able; but this laſt is ſeldom to be had genuine. In making the 
Decoction, it ought, to be done with as gentle a Heat as poſſible, 
and then evaporate very ſlowly to procure the Extract, leſt it 
be 7 to, and that the volatile Parts may fly off as little as

In the Uſe of the Spiritus Mindereri, Care ſhould be taken 
that it be exactly neutralized, or rather, as the Diſeaſe is pu- 
treſcent, that it may incline towards the Acid. This is particu- 
larly of Uſe where the Heat is very great, it being very attenuating 
and antiſeptic.

[ have been often agreeably ſurpriſed at the good Effects of the 
Method abave recommended; it uſed early in this Diſeaſe, the 
Swelling of the Tonſils uſually decreaſes ; the Sloughs are caſt 
off, and all the dangerous Symptoms are removed in three or 
four Days Time.

When the Putre faction is ſufficiently conquered, it will be ne- 
ceſſary to cleanſe the firſt Paſſages with a ſmall Doſe of Rhubarb;

For 
want of this Caution ſome Perſons have been long afflicted with.

The Small pox ſeems moſt diſpoſed to aſſociate with this Diſ- 
eaſe, and that not only in the malignant Sorts, but even when it 
is mildeſt and moſt diftin&t. But this is not very dangerous, be- 
cauſe the ſame Method is proper in both Diſeaſes.. | have ſeen 
one Inſtance of a fore Throat, and the Scarlet Fruption com- 
plicated with the Meafles. The Diaphoretic Antiſeptic Method 
ſucceeded here without the Bark, which 1 was afraid to give on 
Account of the Cough and Straitneſs of the Lungs. But this 
is a vain Fear, ſays Dr. Cameron, tor I uſed the Method above. 
laid down, in complicated Caſes of this Kind, and have had the 
Pleaſure to obſerve, that both Diſeaſes together yielded as .cafily 
as ever either of them did ſingly. The Fever and Cough ceaſed 
entirely on the eighth Day, tho' the Meaſles were conſpicuous 
on the Face till the twelfth, and the Throat was not quite clear 
till ſome Days after. This Methcd will. likewiſe do in the 
Meaſles alone, omitting the Steam and the Spiritus Mindereri.

ing of Threads from the Bedcloaths. [ This is very ſeldom met 
with in theſe Parts of the World.] 


A Symptomatic Phrenſy ſucceeds any acute Diſeaſe; but it is 
worſt when it is preceded by an Inflammation of the Plwra, 
. ; | Lungs, 
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Lungs, or Diaphragm. A black Tongue, an obſtinate Coſtive- 
zeſs, Suppreſſion of Urine, white Fæces (which is always a fatal 
Sign,) pale, difcoloured, thin Urine, a Wildneſs in the Looks 
and Actions, with a red Viſage, a black Cloud in the Urine, 
Watching, are Signs of an approaching Inflammation in the 
Head. BoEkHaAAYE. | 
The Symptomatic Phrenſy ſometimes appears in the State of 
unlignant, eruptive and ſpotted Fevers, the Small-pox, malignant 
catarrhal Fevers, Camp Fevers, particularly the Hungaric, eſ- 
pecially when they are injudiciouſly treated. It generally ſuper- 
venes about the critical Days, with a Rigor, trembling of the 
Joints, Tenſion of the Præcordia, and Coldneſs of the external 
Parts, with thin Urine. The Patient being weakened with the 
8 Diſeaſe and long Watching, which debilitates the 
Tone of the Veſſels of the Membranes of the Brain; whence 
the Staſes are not to be reſolved, and whence the Patient is ge- 
nerally killed on the third Day. | 
A Phrenſy is to be diſtinguiſhed from that flight Alienation of 
Mind which happens in acute Fevers, before the critical Erupti- 
non. This goes off readily, nor is the Urine thin and watery, 
nor is it attended with a Riger and a Refrigeration of the exter- 
mal Parts: As alſo from a Deſipience and Raving, from a great 
Lofs of Strength and Weakneſs of the Brain after the Deciina- 
tion of an acute Fever; for this will go as the Strength returns, 
either ſpontaneoufly or with proper Remedies. 
Both Kinds, when preſent, have the following Symptoms. 
A Deprivation of the Ideas of ſenſible Things, as alſo of the 
Faculties of the Mind and Affections; an unruly Fierceneſs and 
Wildneſs; an unquiet and often turbulent Sleep, a Reſpiration 
fow and great, the Face often exceeding red, the Aſpect grim, 
the Looks fierce, the Eyes wild and protuberant, a Dropping of 
the Noſe. 
A Phrenſy is generally fatal on the third, fourth, or ſeventh 
Day; which laſt it ſeldom exceeds. 
When it does, and is violent, it often ends in Madnefs, which 
increafing gradually, the Patient becomes raving mad.

Hoffman, from Experience, prefers the bleeding at the Noſe, 
procured by thruſting up a Straw, a Pen, or a Skewer ; or, as 
Pringle adviſes, apply ſix or ſeven Leeches to the Temples, 
The reſt of the Cure conſiſts in Bliſters, and Things common to 
other inflammatory Fevers. 

The Cure of the Symptomatic Phrenſy, if the Pulſe will bear it, 
is by opening a Vein; but if this cannot be done by reaſon of 
great Lowneſs, it is to be attempted by Leeches and Bliſters. It 
is uſual to begin with bliſtering the Head, but in military Hoſpi- 
tals that is to be left to the laſt, The beſt internal Medicines are. 
Mitre and Camphire. [ Hoffman's Proportion is ſix Grains of 
Nitre to one of Camphire. ] Small Doſes of which are to be 
often repeated.

But when this Diſeaſe is apprehended from the Suppreſſion of 
the Lochia, or the Menſes, ſpeedy and copious Bleeding in the 
Foot will be neceſſary.

But when on critical Days the Cri/is is imperfect, there is, in- 
deed a Sweat, but it neither eaſes the Patient, nor terminates the 
Dijeaſe. When it continues till the twenty firſt Day, there is 
Reaſon to fear a dangerous Abſceſs in the Breaſt. It is therefore 
a good Sign when the Expectoration proceeds from the Bottom 
of the Lungs, bringing up a viſcid Matter, on the fourth Day, 
mixt with Blood, afterwards yel.ow, and ſometimes purulent. The 
ſooner the Expectoration happens, the greater the Hopes of Re- 
covery ; the later, the contrary. 

A Looſeneſs is not ſafe ; Urine without a Sediment, is a ſuſ- 
pected Sign, anch profuſe Sweat, unleſs on critical Days, is ſtill 
worſe, On the eleventh and twelfth Days a Looſeneſs is not much 
to be feared, unleſs too great, for it ſometimes carries of puru-' 
lent Matter. If a bleeding at the Noſe happens about the fourth: 
Day, itis generally attended with a remarkable Alteration of the: 
Diſeaſe. 

Thoſe who die of an Inflammation of the Lungs are ſuffocated, 
becauſe the matter adhering to the Veſicles and bronchial Ducts: 
cannot be coughed or hauked up. When the Lungs have been 
opened they were found inflated, hard like Liver; and the Veſ- 
ſels being ſtuffed with a thick tenacious Blood, they have ſunk 
to the Bottom of the Water, being thrown in. Some have had 
their Lungs beſet with ſmall Abſceſſes and hard Tubercles, and 
the Pleura which adheres to the Lungs inflamed and mortified. 
Others had polypous Concretions in the pulmonary Vein and the 
great Artery, which have hindered the free Paſſage of the Blood 
through the Lungs which has produced an Inflammation. 

As in all inflammatory Fevers, ſo in this, too hot a Regimen is 
to be ſhunned, both with reſpect to the Bed-cloaths and the Heat 
of the Room ; nor mult the Patient be expoſed to the cold Air, 
nor drink Things actually cold. Likewiſe all frong Sudorifics,” 
Diuretics, and Cathartics are hurtful. Nor if the Patient has

The Indications of Cure are, 1. To prevent the farther Staſi 
and Stagnation of the Blood. 2. To dilute and' diſſolve the 
Lentor of the Blood in Pleuritics. 3. To mollify, eaſe, and re- 
lax the Spaſm, Pain, and copious Afffux in order to put the im- 
pacted Blood again into motion by the Help of the Appulſe of 
the arterial Blood. 4. To promote the Excretion of the viſcid 
bloody, and purulent Matter, adhering to the Bronchia of the 
Lungs, ſo that it may be brought up and an Abſceſs prevented. 

Take away ten Ounces of Blood, on the Side of the Part affect- 
ed. SyD. If the Phyſician is called before the third Day, the 
Patient, lying on his Back, muſt loſe a large Quantity of Blood 
from a wide Orifice in a large Veſſel, and fetch deep Sighs, or 
Cough, to promote its Celerity; and the Part affected ſhould be 
rubbed gently at the ſame Time. The Bleeding ſhould be con- 
tinued till the Pain remits, or the Patient is ready to faint, It 
ſhould be repeated as oft as the Symptoms return which it was 
intended to remove. The Abſence of the white inflammatory 
Pellicle from the Surface of the Blood, when cold, ſhews it is 
time to leave it off. BoꝶERH. This Huxham confirms by his 
own Experience, and adds, that after the fourth Day, Bleeding is 
not ſafe. He likewiſe recommends fomenting the Part, which 
often eaſes the Pain, and terminates the Diſeaſe. But if it is ob- 
ſtinate, he recommends ſlight Scarifitations. Then Cupping, and 
afterwards a Bliſter on the ſame Place, which has been ſucceſsful 
when the uſual Methods failed. An emollient cooling Cly/ter 
ſhould immediately ſucceed Bleeding, eſpecially if the Body is 
coſtive : And nitrous Medicines with a cooling, emollient, dilut- 
ing Regimen ſhould be forthwith entered upon. Thin Whey, a 
Decoction of Barley and red Poppies, and Emulſions will ſerve 
for Drink. 

Pringle ſays, whenever the Spitting begins, the Bleeding muſt 
be omitted, or ſo moderated, as to relieve the Breaſt without im- 
pairing the Strength and checking the ExpeCtoration. Beſides 
Blifters not only ſhorten the Cure, but prevent the Loſs of a great 
Deal of Blood. For a large Bliſter laid to the Side affected, im- 
mediately after the firſt Bleeding, is the proper Remedy ; becauſe 
it refolves the Obſtruction and removes the Fever. This applied 
to another Part, might increaſe the Diſeaſe. Theſe Bliſters may 
be as large as the Hand with the Fingers. If a Surgeon is not in 
the Way it may be laid on firſt ; but the Patient muſt loſe Blood 
as ſoon as poſſible. 

Though the Symptoms ſhould vaniſh on bliſtering, it will be 
more ſecure to bleed again; unleſs a profuſe Sweat comes _ _ 

elle 
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Relief from Pain, and makes all other Remedies unneceſſary. 
But if the Lungs are likewiſe inflamed, the Cure cannot be 
ſpeedy ; for though the firſt a. and a Bliſter ſhould. give 
Eaſe, yet a Repetition will be needful. Sometimes the Stitch re- 


turns and fixes on the other Side: But this may be treated as tha 
firſt with the ſame Succeſs.

Hurbam lays a great Streſs on Camphire and Nitre joined with

But when the Fever is 
over, andSleep is only prevented by a thin Defluxion on the Lungs, 
Opium will both give Reſt and promote the Spitting. But if the 
Body keeps open and the Head is affected by the Paregoric, Salt 
of Hartſhorn is the beſt Corrector.

 Anodynes and Opiates have been adviſed to eaſe violent Pains ; 
but take care to avoid them when the Patient is old, when there 
is a Thickneſs of the Humours, and when the Inflammation lies 
deep.

In the fir/t Stage of the Pleuriſy or Peripneumony, Laxative 
Clyſters and the cooler Diaphoretics are proper; but all Cathar- 
tics and warm Sudorifics do Harri.

whenever 
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whenever the Spitting begins, the Diaphoretics muſt either be 
omitted or joined to Expectorants ; whereof the Chief is Oxymel 
of Squills ; or in great Heat or Drought ſome more pleaſant Acid. 
But in Lowneſs after repeated Bleedings give Salt of Hartfhorn 
joined to ſome Oil: This will raiſe the Pulſe and promote Ex-

If notwithſtanding the Diſcharge the Breaſt continues to la- 
bour, Bleeding is ſtill requifite: For the Lungs are not to be 
overpowered by the Omiſſion of Bleeding: Nor is the Sup- 
preſſion of the Spitting to be hazarded by Bleeding too freely. 
But with Regard to Blifters there, need to be little Caution as they 
are always ſeaſonable, to raiſe, relieve the Breaſt, and to pro- 
mote Expectoration. | 

In the Courſe of Expectoration, a Vomit will ſometimes be 
uſeful in diſcharging the Load of viſcid Phlegm. If the Phlegm 
is tough or the Patient coſtive, if Opiates are given they muſt 
be — with Squills. | | 

hen the Pleuriſy ends in a Suppuration or Abſceſs, the Signs 
are a ſlight, vague Shivering, which often returns without 
evident Cauſe ; a Remiſſion of the Pain, while the Difficulty of 
Breathing remains; a Redneſs of the Cheeks and Lips; Thirſt ; 
a Febricula or ſlight Fever, eſpecially in the Evening; a weak, 
ſoft Pulſe, 

When the Abſceſi is actually formed, there is an obſtinate, 
dry Cough, which increaſes after Feeding or Motion. The 
Breathing is difficult, ſmall, thick, ſhort, and wheezing, worſe 
after Eating and Motion. The Patient can only lie on the Side 
affected : A flow, periodical Fever, which is exaſperated with 
ſtirring and eating; a decayed Appetite, great Thirft, noctur- 
nal Sweats, Paleneſs, Leanneſs, and exceffive Weakneſs, 

This either ends in a Conſumption, or the Matter falls into 
the Cavity of the Thorax, and fo becomes an Empyema ; which

Sometimes the Matter of the Abſceſs is tranſlated to ſome other 
Part, as the Brain, Liver, or Spleen, which is fatal. Sometimes 
it occaſions an Abſceſs behind the Ears, in the Legs or Hypo- 
chondria.

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FJOFFMAN is of Opinion that the Seat of every genu- 

3 Pleuriſy is in the Lunge, as appears from the opening of 
2 40 of this Diſeaſe. In the FH ſpital of the Holy Gh 
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ot Rome there were three Hundred Inſtances of this Truth; for 
they had all one Lobe of the Dungs affected which was full of 
Matter, without any ſenſible diſorder of the Pleura. 
Therefore if the Inflammation cecupies the external Parts on- 

Iy, it is a BAsT ARD PrrURISsY. If the external Surface of 
the Lungs like an Eryſipelas, it is a genuine Pleuriſy, Riverius 
likewiſe obſerves that ſome affirm that the Lungs are affected in 
every true Pleuriſy,-which is confirmed by Authority, Reaſon and 
Experience: For Hippocrates ſays, if both Lobes of the Lungs 
are inflamed it is a Peripneumony, if one a Pleuriſy. And we all 
know that the general Signs of a Pleuriſy are alſo the Signs of a 
Peripneumony,; ſuch as a Cough, a continual Fever, Difficulty 
of Breathing, and bloody Spittle. Hence it is reaſonable to con- 
clude that the Diſeaſes are of the ſame Nature ; add to theſe that 
the Prognoſtics and Care of both Diſeaſes are the ſame; as allo 
the Bodies of Pleuritics having been opened the Lungs have al- 
ways been inflamed. But he thinks that when any have died of 
this Diſeaſe the Inflammation has crept to the Lungs ; and that 
in ſome the Pleura only has been corrupted. And Huxham thinks 
that becauſe Plevrifies are apt to bring on more or leſs of a Pe- 
ripneumony, it is a Cauſe why we meet with many more Pleu- 
xitic Fevers accompanied with peripneumonic Symptoms, than 
true and exquiſite Pleuriſies. When a ſevere Pain in the Breaſt 
is attended with an acute Fever, a Load at the Breaft, Cough, 
Difficulty of Breathing, Expectoration or Spitting of Blood, it 
is very properly denominated a PLEURO-PERIPNEUWMON Y, 
Thus much in general. 

A BasTaRD PLEURISY is attended with a very acute and 

ricking Pain in the Side, which is exaſperated .by the Touch, 
Ling on the affected Side is difficult; there is a dry Cough, 
without the Ejection of purulent or bloody Matter, which if 
ſtrong encreaſes the Pain; There is likewiſe a Fever, with a 
hardiſh; depreſſed, and frequent Pulſe. | 
The Cauſe does not ſeem to be in the Blood, but rather in the 
Staſes of an acrid Serum, at the Connection of Ends of the fine 
azygous Arteries and Veins ; as alſo of the lymphatic Veſſels of 
the Pleura, and likewiſe in the Per igſteum of the Ribs, where 
the Senſe is more acute. f 
- Hence it is nothing elſe but a Kind of Rheumatiſm, and is 
common to thoſe who are now and then troubled with Catarrhs, 
rheumatic, and arthritic Pains, or a Hemicranis; eſpecially if 
they come out of a hot Air into a cold, or the Contrary, parti- 
cularly in the Evening. 1 1 
This does not require Bleeding unleſs there is a remarkable 
Plithora ; but a Diapboreſis and a more free Perſpiration. 2 
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the ſeventh Day it generally diſappears and is without Danger, 
HorrMAN. 

Lanciſius adviſes to bleed plentifully in the Arm, and to ſcaris 
fy the Part affected. After this two Cupping- 17 2 re to by 
applied thereto, which will cure the Diſeaſe as if by Enchant 
ment. 

In the Winter Seaſon, that is in January, many fell ill of 2 
Jpurious Pleuriſy, which was attended with a high Fever, an 1 * 6 
Pain in the Side, a dry Cough, exciting a moſt intolerable 
and Want of Sleep. They were bled in the Arm, and a ba 
Coat was generally on the Blood. They drank freely of thin 
Water gruel, with Sage boiled in it. They were under a tem : 
perate Regimen, and took a Powder conſiſting of Nitre, 9 | 
retic Antimony, and Crabs-eyes, ſometimes mixt with Vi 
and a few Ounces of Carduus Benedictus Water. Externally 
Linnen Cloaths were laid to the Part affected. Thus the Diſcaſe 
. diſappeared on the ſeventh, eleventh or fourteenth Day with a 

large Sweat. Some, young Patients who did not looſe Blood 
enough, had a ſalutary Bleeding at the Noſe on the ſeventh or 
ninth Day; and the Pulſe was rather depreſſed than quick through 
the whole Courſe of the Diſeaſe : If the Fever continued to the 
tenth or fourteenth Day, as itdid to ſome, they had an Eruption 
of red miliary Puſtules, beſet with white watery Veſicles in all 
Parts of the Body. However there was nothing given but be- 
zoardic Powders with Nitre, with a large tepid Brought of the 
Decoction of Barley and thin Water-gruel. Only one died with 
a Pleuriſy and a ſpotted Fever. | 

Hoffman obſerves on this Hiſtory, that thoſe who are apt to 
fall into a Baſtard Pleuriſy, who are much expoſed to a moiſt, 
cold autumnal or wintry Air: For there are no Diſeaſes or in- 
flammatory Fevers ſo ſoon generated by the Intemperies, Inequa- 
lity, and . of the Air, as thoſe of the Breaſt. When the 
Summer has been hot and dry, and the Weather has ſuddenly 
changed to cold with a northerly Wind, not only catarrhal De- 
fluxions have enſued, but Rheumatifins and Pleuriſies, with 
bloody Spittle and violent Pains in the Side have been very fre- 
quent. For the Air from continual Inſpiration immediately af- 
fects the Lungs internally, and externally the Thorax and Ribs 
which are beſet with thin Muſclez, membraneous Nerves and 
Veſſels; for which Reaſon ſpaſtic Criſp :tures are readily induced, 
and the free Circulation of the Humours ſtopt. 

The Phyſician was quite in the Right to direct Bleeding in the 
aboie ſpurious Pleurify on Account of the Plenty of groſs Blood. 
which is generated in the Winter ; though it is not ſo when the 
Body is is more repleniſhed with Serum, Beides, Ointments, nor 

O 2 oleous 
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oleous Liniments, nor even moiſt Applications are very proper 
in the Baſtard Pleuriſy, becauſe they hinder Perſpiration, which 
is ſo neceſſary to diſcuſs the ſtagnating Humours, and to cauſe 
them to fly off. e 

The beſt Way is to keep the Part affected in a temperate and 
equal Heat, in a warm Bed; eſpecially as the Skin of every Pa- 
tient, as in the Gout and Eryſipe as, cannot bear Topics. 

Laſt of all we are not to confound the red miliary Puſtules, 
with the White ; for the former are by far more friendly to Na- 
ture, and do not proceed from a putreſcent and vapid Serum, 
but rather from that which is ſharp and ſcorbutic ; for which 
Reaſon if they are cautiouſly and carefully treated, there is no 
great Danger attending them. 

Riverius and other Authors agree, that in the baſtard Pleuriſy 
the Patients cannot lie on the affected Side; the contrary to 
which happens in the true Pleuriſy. . 
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"TH oO” there are ſeveral Obſervations in the preceding Section 
which relate to this Diſeaſe, yet as it is common either as 


an original Malady, or the Conſequent of ſome other, as Hux- 


ham obſerves, it cannot be too carefully ſtudied. | 

There are, as that Author obſerves, ſeveral Kinds of this Diſ- 
eaſe, For it may ariſe from a violeat Inflammation of the Lungs, 
by a very ſizy, denſe Blood obſtructing very many of the Pul- 
-monic and Bronchial Arteries ; or from an Obſtruction of the 
Lungs by a heavy, viſcid, pituitous Matter. This is called a 
Spurious or Baſtard Peripneumony; or from a thin, acrud De- 
fluxion on the Lungs, and then it is a Catarr-al Peripne imony. 

The Symptoms common to all, are a Load at the Breaſt, a ſhort 
difficult Breathing, and more or leſs of a Fever. But in a true 
Peri pneumony, as Hoffman obſerves, there is a more tenſive Pain 
than in the Pleuriſy ; beſides it is rather more obtuſe and preſſing 
than acute, and ſhoots as far as the Back and Scapulz. But the 
- Difficulty of Breathing is greater, as well as the Anxiety and Ex- 
pectoration, whereby a variegated Spittle is brought up, which 


lay as it were very deep; for in this Diſeaſe the Veſſels of the 


Lungs themſelves whereby the Blood ' circulates from one Ven- 
tricle of the Heart to the other, are affected; being ſtuffed and 
obſtructed with a thick Blood, which is apt to grow more viſcid 


and ſolid. Wherefore it is the more dangerous and fatal, eſpe - 
cially if it at acks old Perſons, and Bleeding is not timely ad- 


miniſtered, 


— — 
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miniſtered. Boer baave ſays, the Pulſe is ſoft, ſlender, and in every 
ſenſe unequal; and Huxham, that if the Pulſe is hardly felt be- 
fore Bleeding, it will afterwards beat very ſtrongly. 
In the Cure, great Regard muſt be had to the different Stages 
of this Diſeaſe, and the di ferent Symptoms that attend it. Blesd- 
ing is indiſpenſably neceflary at the Beginning of a ſevere Inflam- 
mation of the Lungs ; but if after the ſecond or third Bleeding the 
Patient begins to ſpit a 20-1/-conco2Fed Matter, freely tinged with 
Blood, you muſt forbear to repeat it, otherwiſe the Patient will 
be weakened and a fatal Suppreſſion of the Expectoration will en- 
' ſue. But if he brings up a conſiderable Quantity of florid, thing 
| ſpumous Blord by Spitting, then bleed again; quiet the Cough 
with Diacadium, and give proper Acids pretty freely, with ſoft, 
cooling Incraſſants. If a thin, gleety, dark-coloured Matter is ex- 
pectorated, it is generally a Mark of greater Malignity, and that 
the Blood is in a putrefy ing, diſſolving State, and will not bear a 
large Loſs of Blood. * | Dee wo 
Generally the more violent the Rigor or Horror is at the At- 
tack, the more violent the ſucceeding Fever will be, which will 
in ſome meaſure guide, us in drawing of Blood. If the Symptoms 
are not relieved by the firſt Bleeding, after eight, ten, or twelve 
Hours let it be repeated; or ſooner if they become aggravated: 
If the Fever, Anxiety, Oppreſſion, and Difficulty of Breathing 
increaſe, bleed again, eſpecially if it appears very firm and denſe, 
or covered over with a thick yellowiſh Coat or Buff. However, 
it does not appear ſometimes till the ſecond or third Bleeding, 
though the Symptoms indicate a very high Inflammation. This 
often happens from the Blood not ſpouting out in a full Stream. 
This Appearance of the Blood with a firm firong Pulſe, will war- 
rant the taking away more till the Breathing becomes free and 
ealy, | clas 
it the Craſſamentum is of a very looſe Texture, and not co- 
vered with a Buff Coat, and the Pulſe on Bleeding finks, flut- 
ters, or grows more weak and ſmall, it is Time to deſiſt. A 
bluiſh Film on the Blood, with a kind of a ſoft, greeniſh Gelly 
underneath, while the Cruor itſelf is livid, looſe and ſoft, with a 
\ turbid, reddiſh, or green Serum, is a Sign of a very lax Crafis 
of the Blood and great Acrimony, which will not bear great 
Quantities to be drawn off. If the Blood is very florid, thin and 
looſe, with little or no Serum after ſtanding for ſome Time, it 
generally argues a conſiderable Advance to a putrid and very 
acrid State.

In fome very vio ent Peripneumonies, an immediate and yy 
e Weakneſs comes on, with an inexpreſſible Anxiety and Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt ; a very ſmall, weak, trembling Pulſe, 
dneſs of the Extremitics, with clammy, coldiſh, partial Sweats, 
Eyes flaring, fixed and inflamed, the Face bloated, and al- 
moft.livid. This has ſoon been followed with a Stupor, Deli- 


| e and ſometimes with a compleat Parapiegia. 


Some Kinds of Peripneumonies will not bear large Bleeding, 
Gpechaliy the Epidemic or Malignant. The Pulſe and Strength 


of theſe Patients have ſunk to a — Degree, and the Dif- 


eaſe has turned into a Sort of a nervous Fever with great Tre- 
mors, Subſultus Tendinum, profuſe Sweats, or an atra-bilious 
Diarcheea with a black Tongue, Coma or Delirium; tho' at the 
Beginning the Pulſe ſeemed to be full and throbbing, and the Pain, 
Cough, and Oppreſſion ſo very urgent as to indicate Bleeding 
pretty ſtrongly. In theſe Caſes the Blood was ſeldom buffy to 
any conſiderable Degree, but commonly very floxid, of a very 
looſe and ſoft Conſiſtence, or very dark-coloured, and coated with 
2-thin and bluiſh-or greeniſh Film, under which was a foft, 


- greeniſh Gelly, and a dark, livid Cruor at the Bottom. Some- 


times the Coat was much thicker and more tough, but of a pale 
red Colour, refembling the Cornelian Stone, or a dilute Gelly 
of red Currants. When the Blood is thus diſſolved, abſtain 


from farther Bleeding, eſpecially it the Pulſe or Patient becomes 


more languid after it, tho' the nn Load, or even Pain, 
may ſeem to require it. 

When the /izy Coat on the Blood is exceſſively tough and ex- 
tremely yellow, or of a pale red Colour, it threatens Danger”; 
ſor the inflammatory Lentor will ſcarcely mix with any Diluents.

to be relied on after bleeding. You may firſt bliſter the Backs 
and afterwards one or both Sides. Epiſpaſtics tend to relieve the 
Breaſt, not only when applied to the Cheſt, but alſa tothe 
Extremities ; and promote Expectoration. Whereas Bleeding

The Fever and the Inflammation vequire a cool, diluting Regi- 
men, and nitrous and relaxing Medicines ; together with a mo» 
derately cool, free Air, and quiet both of Body and Mind. A 
clofe Room is very incommodious z if it cannot be avoided it 
ſhould be prudently aired.

Other Symptoms are, a Rumbling of the Bowels, griping Pains, 
great Anxiety of the Præcordia, difficult Breathing, Want of 
Appetite, Vomiting, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, a hard, .

There is another Kind which is more ſuperficial, and is either 
Rheumatic or Eryſipelatous, in which the Fever is more eaſily and 
ſpeedily cured by promoting a Diaphorefis : And Perſons in 15 ears, 
or who are affected with the Scurvy, Gout, Rheumatiſm, or vio- 
lent Head- Achs, are moſt ſubject to it ; eſpecially if they catch 
Cold by being expoſed to the Rigour of a cold North Wind. 

The former ariſes moſt commonly from the Stoppage of the 
Menſes, bleeding Piles, or other uſual ſanguinary Evacuations; 
and not ſeldom from a virulent Gonorrhe&a unſkilfully ſuppreſſed 
by Aſtringents, or when treated by Medicines of too ſharp and 
hot a Nature. | 

This Diſeaſe is mortal if it terminates in an Ulcer or Mortifi- 
cation; the latter is immediate Death, 

The Cure muſt be attempted with Bleeding in the Foot, if a 
Suppreſſion of the Menſes or hæmorrhoidal Flux be the Cauſe. 

If it proceeds from the Scurvy, &c, Recourſe muſt be had to 
gentle Diaphoretics, Diluents, and Remedies which obtund the 
Acrimony of the Humours ; ſuch as Decect ions of the Roots of 
Scorzonera, China, Skirrets and Fennel. Alſo Infuſions in the 
Manner of Tea of the Tops of Yarrow, Flowers of Maliows, + 
Winter-Cherries, [ Baccæ Alletengi,] and Seed of Daucus, made 
with Milk, and ſweetened with Syrup de Althza. To theſe may 
be added Emulſions of the four Cold Seeds. If the Patient's Body 
is coſtive, Manna will be proper, with Nitrum ſlibiatum, to 
Which Rhubarb may be joined as Occaſion requires.

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N Inflammation of the Membranes which inveſt the Eye, 
is a very common Diſcaſe, eſpecially of the Adnate or al- 
huginous Coat of the Eye. Hor f. 
The Eyes are very much inflamed with great Pain, Tenſion, 
Tumour, Heat and Redneſs; and ſometimes there is ſuch a 
ſtrong Senſation of Pricking in the Eye as if it was cauſed by a 
Needle or Thorn. The Eyes at firſt are full of ſca/ding Tears, 
which are followed by a pituitous Matter, which is ſometimes 
ſmall in Quantity, Lmetimes more plentiful; a Sordes adheres 
to the greater Angle of the Eye, and when the Diſeaſe is vio- 
lent, the neighbouring Parts will ſwell even as far as the Cheeks, ' 
with a ftrong Pulſation of the adjacent Arteries. - The ſmall 
Blood-Veſſels are viſible, which in Health are not to be ſeen, 
and all the White of the Eye becomes red.

If beſides theſe external Signs, there is an Appearance of

The more violent In- 
flammations are not to be cured without larger Bleedings, unleſs 
we can make a Derivation from the Part affected without drain- 
ing the whole Body. For this Purpoſe Bliſters are uſefully ap- 
plied behind the Ears, eſpecially if they are to lie on for two or 
three Days, and if the Sores are afterwards kept running. But 
I have ſometimes found the Bleeding by Leeches more efficacious 
than this Method. Two of them ſhould be applied to the lower

fach a Want of Appetite, nor exceſſive Weakneſs, nor Dryneſs 
of the Skin, nor ſuch dark-coloured Urine, nor ſo great Danger 


2 in the Hefic Fever. 
In a Hectic the Heat is continual, the Pulſe always hard, weak 


and quick; and after Meals, and in the Evening, the Heat, Hard- 
neſs and Quickneſs encreaſe ; the Skin and Tongue are hard, 
rough and dry, there is a Fluſhing in the Cheeks ; the whole 
Body is weak and flaccid; the Sleep is not refreſhing; the Urine 
is reddiſh, with a Sediment below, and a fat, bluiſh Pellicle

When after other Diſeaſes, a Fever ariſes from Crudities pros 
ceeding from a bad Digeſtion, and the crude, ſluggiſh Juices of 
the Primg Viz conſequent thereupon, it is known by a languid 
Feebleneſs, internal Heat, Propenſity to Sweat, eſpecially in the 
Palms of the Hands and Soles of the Feet. In this Cafe, the 
Stomach and Parts adjacent muſt be cleanſed from the Sordes 
which is the Fuel of the Fever : This may be done by a gentle 
Vomit of Ipecacuanha ; it may be likewiſe carried downwards by

overcome by the Will of the Patient. Sometimes the Sen- 
ſation of the Part | is abſolutely aboliſhed, and ſometimes there 
remains a dull Senſe of 'Feeling, with a Kind of Tingling therein. 
It may be cauſed by all Things that bring on an Apoplexy; that 
render the Nerves unfit to tranſmit the animal Spirits; that hinder 
the Entrance of the arterial Blood into the Muſcle, Hence the 


Nature of a Parap/cgia or Hemiplegia, and the Palſy of a particu- 
lar Part may be underſtood. 


Hence a Pal/y may proceed from an Apoplexy, an Epilep pls 
extreme and laſting Pains, Suppreſſions of the uſual Evacuatio 
Tranſlations of the morbific Matter in acute Diſtempers ; what- 
ever diſtends, diſtorts, compreſſes or contracts the Nerves, ſtrong 
Ligatures, Luxations, Fractures, Wounds, Gangrenes, inflam- 
matory and other Tumors of the Coats of the Nerves, in the 
Ganglia, or the Nerves themſelves. Extreme Heat, violent 
Cold, mineral Effluvia, and the too frequent Uſe of hot Water. 
Palf Ge; of the Heart, Lungs, and Muſcles ſerving for Reſpira- 
tion, are ſoon fatal ; of the Stomach, Bowels and Bladder, from

S0apy 
Vegetables are beſt, and ſuch as conſiſt of an acrid, volatile Salt 
and Oil, Muſtard, Horſe-Radiſh, c. Stimulating by Vomits, 
- Sneezing z relaxing the Belly; promoting Sweat by fuch Mo- 


tions as can be uſed, or other Means; by ſtrong Friction, &c. 
Bleeding is to be uſed or omitted, according to the Symptoms 


which affect the Bram; it relieves in any inflammatory Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Coats of the Nerves. ARBUTH. 4 
The Cure of the Palſy is to be attempted by Attenuants and Diſ- 
cutients, ſuch as aromatic, cephalic, nervous and uterine Vege- 
tables; their fixed and volatile Salts, as alſo by their Oils; Soaps 
made of their Oils and Salts; the ſtrong ſcented Parts of Animals, 
_ «the: Juices, Spirits, Oils, and Tinctures of Inſects; foſſile Salts, 
metallic Cryſtals, and Medicines compounded of theſe. 


Likewiſe by Things which /timulate ſtrongiy, and which by 


exciting a tremulous and convulſive Motion of the Nerves, drive 
out the impacted Matter; to this Claſs, Sternutatories and Emetics 
chiefly belong, eſpecially if often.uſed at firſt. 

By Purging with warm, opening, aromatic Vegetables ; with 
-acrid Foſſils; with mercurial and antimonial Preparations ; in a 
large Doſe, and repeated ſucceſſively for ſeveral Days, by the 
Means of which, a copious and laſting Diarrhæa may be excited.

The Palſy of the Eaſt- Indies mentioned by Bantius, is called 
by the Natives Beribery, which ſigniftzs a Sheep; becauſe when 

| Patient is firſt ſeized with it he lifts up his Legs like that Ani- 
mal when he walks. The Symptoms are a ſpontaneous Laſſitude 
of the whole Body, a Deprivation of the Senſe and Motion of 
the Hands and Feet, with a Stupor, and a tingling Senſation -as 
if they were numbed with Cold. It likewiſe affecks the Patient's 
Voice in ſuch a Manner, that he can ſcarcely be heard when he 
ſpeaks. All which ſeem to owe their Riſe to a cold tenacious 
Humour. It continues a long while, and is never mortal, unleſs 
it affects the Muſcles of the Breaſt and Throat, and then the 
Patient will be ſuffocated. 

In the Cure the Patient ſfſould not be confined to his Bed, 
but walk or ride, or uſe any ſtrong Exerciſe, with ſtrong F rictions 
of the affected Parts; which ſhould alſo be anointed with the 
Oils of Cloves and Mace mixt with the Oil of Roſes. Half Baths 
are likewiſe good, made with the Herb called Lagondi, which 
has a Leaf like Arſmart, and has a ſweet Aromatic Smell: But 
if the Petroleum of Achin can be got to anoint the Hands and 
Feet with, the Patient will be relieved to a Miracle. The De- 
coction of the Roots of China and Sarſaparilla; as alſo of Gudia- 
cum-I/ord, are of very great Service, with gentle Purges betweer 
whiles, of the Aloetic Kind. Blecding is always prejudicial, and 
therefore muſt always be omitted. The Relics of this D 
may be carried off by Sudorifics and Diuretics.

Ometimes this Diſcaſe comes on a ſuddenly and unawares; but 
it oftner gives notice of its Acceſſion by ſome preceding Symp- 
toms; the chief of which are, a Laſſitude of the whole Body, 
a heavy Pain of the Head with ſome Diſturbance of the Senſes, 
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unquiet Sleep, unuſual Dread, Dimneſs of Sight, a Noiſe in the 
Ears; in ſome there is a violent Palpitation of the Heart, a 
Puffing or Inflation of the Prætordia, a ſtopping of Reſpiration, 
a murmuring Noiſe in the Belly, fœtid Stools, a Flux of Urine, 
a Refrigeration of the Joints : In others, there is a Senſe, as it 
were, of a cold Air aſcending from the extreme Parts to the 
Heart and Brain. 3 1 
Then they fall ſuddenly on the Ground, (whence the Name 
of the Falling Sichneſs,) the Thumbs are ſhut up cloſe in the 
Palms of the Hands, and are with Difficulty taken out; the Eyes 
are diſtorted or inverted, ſo as nothing but the Whites appear; 
all Senſation is ſuſpended, inſomuch that by no Smell; no Noiſe, 
nor even by pinching the Body, can they be brought to them- 
ſelves ; they froth at the Mouth with a hiffing kind of a Noiſe, 
the Tongue is lacerated by the Teeth, and there is a ſhaking or 
trembling of the Joints. - | 
However, the Convulſions vary, as well as the Defect of the 
Senſes, both in Degree and Kind; for ſometimes inſtead of con- 
vulſive Motions, the Limbs are all ſtiff, and the Patient is as 
immoveable as a Statue. In Infants the Penis is erected; in 
yaung Men there is an Emiffion of Semen, and the Urine very 
often ſtreams out to a great Diſtance. | 

At length there is a Remiſſion of the Symptoms, and the Pa- 
tients come to themſelves after a longer or ſhorter Interval ; then 
they complain of a Pain, Torpor, and Heavineſs of the Head, 
and a Laſſitude of all their Joints. 

Theſe Fits are more frequent or ſeldom, or longer or ſhorter, 
according to their different Cauſes. Some return on certain Days 
or Hours, or even Months, according to the Quadratures of the 
Moon, but eſpecially about the New or Full Moon; in Women 
chiefly about the Time of Men/truation ; and what is moſt re- 
markable, often upon a very ſlight Occaſion ; for Inſtance, any 
ſudden Perturbation of the Mind, as a Fright, Anger, ſudden 
Joy, intenſe Application, ſtrong Liquors, exceflive Heat or Cold, 
or venereal Exerciſes. N 

As to the Progneſtics ; in Boys, this Diſeaſe terminates about 
the ſeventh, the Jourteenth, or the ſeventeenth Year, that is, 
about the Time of Puberty ln Women, about the fourteenth, 
iz. the Time of Menſtruation. Likewiſe it has been found by 
Experience, that chronical Epilepſies have ſpontaneouſly ceaſed by 
the Change of Place, Diet, and Way of Life. Sometimes a 

uartan Ague will put an End to an Epilipſy and Conuulfion Fits. 

t is alſo remarkable, that the Itch, or any other cutaneous Dij- 
temper, ſuch as the Small-Pox, Meaſles, Miliary Eruptions, Cc. 
will either abate the Violence, or quite ſlifle this Diſeaſe. Th 
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The Patient therefofe need not deſpair of a Cure, if the Diſeaſe 
is not of long Standing, the Fits ſhort, the Diſorder not heredi» 
tary, and the Years not advancing to the Time of Puberty ; or 
if it proceeds from a Fault in the Prime Vie, from Worms, from 
a bad Regimen, or from a ſubcutaneous Diſeaſe ill cured. Nor 
is the Caſe deſperate if the Epilepſy be light, and when the Fit 
is foreſeen by a Senſation of cold Air, riſing from the extreme 
Parts. to the Back, Præcordia and Head, and alſo when it is 
uſher'd in by Anxigty, by Want of Strength, and a Propenſity 
to vomit; or when the Senſes are not quite aboliſhed in the Time 
of the Fit, or when it comes on in the Night, without the Incur- 
vation of the Thumbs, | 1 

It is a bad Sign if the Epilepſy makes its firſt Attack after the 
twenty firſt Vear, but much worſe if the Fits grow more fre- 
quent, for then the Animal Functions are often deſtroyed, and 
not only the Memory, Wit, and Judgment are impaired, but the 
Patient grows ſtupid and fooliſh, It ſometimes ends in Melan- 
choly or Madneſs. When it turns to a Palſy or Apoplexy, it is 
mortal. HoFF. : | 4 

The Epilepſy is extremely difficult to be cured in Adults, but 
in Children it is the reverſe. Bliſters laid to the back Part of the 
Head arc of great Uſe, a little before the Paroxyſm is expected 
and the Time may more certainly be fareknown, as this Diſeaſe 
is influenced by the Moon, and attends upon its Phaſes, eſpeci- 
ally the New or Full Moon, The moſt proper Medicines to cor- 
rect the Juices ſeem to be Native Cinnabar and wild Valerian 
Root. [A Dram of which may be given Morning and Evening 


for three or four Months, and afterwards, two or three Days 
before the New and Full, Or, 4%

However, it muſt not be forgot, that this Diſeaſe owes its 
Origin to ſo many different Cauſes, and is bred in ſo many dif- 
ferent Conſtitutions of the Body, and the ſame Remedy which 
ſucceeds in one Caſe often fails in another ; and therefore different 
Medicines are to be tried, eſpecially on Adults. And great Re- 
gard muſt be had to the Times, in which the Paroxyſms uſually + 
return, in order to affect a Cure. Mean. 3 

If the Veſſels are full of Bload, or it is carried with too great 
an Impetuoſity towards the Head, then bleeding in the Ankles 
will be proper, or Leeches apply'd to the Hzmorrhoidal Veins. 
This often happens to hypochondriacal or hyſterical Perſons; to 
the Melancholic, and Women with Child. Sometimes it will

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be proper to bleed in the Fugulars ; or to apply Cupping:glaſſes 
with Scarification to the Neck, and Parts near the Head. 

If it has its Origin from a ſharp, impure Serum in the Head, or 
in the Membranes and Veſſels, as in cachectical or ſcorbutical 
Perſons, or thoſe who have ben inconſiderately cured of oede- 
matous Swelling of the Feet, old Ulcers, or Iſſues dried up; the 
driving in of the Itch, Scabs, or the ulcerating Humour of a 
feald Head: Then the Cure muſt be attempted hy Cathartics, by 
Puriſiers of the Blood, by evacuating the impure Humours with 
Setons, Iſſues, Cauteries, and Bliſters. | 
If it proceeds from violent Pain, as for Inſtance, from a Stone 
ſticking in the Ureter, from the Tooth-ach, Ear-ach, or Spaſms 
of the Stomach and Bowels, then Clyſters of Oil of Sweet 

Almonds, or the like, are to be adminiftred, with anti-epilep:ic 
Medicines. | 

If in Children, it proceeds from Gripes, or the breeding of 
Teeth, nothing is better than to cleanſe the Prime Viz from 
Filth, by Milk-Clyſters, with a little Venice Soap diſſolved in 
them, and inwardly, an epileptic Powder with Cinnabar; or“ 
with Extract of Rhubarb, and made into an Electary with 

Syrup of Roſes and Manna; or Muſk, given to two Grains in 
a ſuitable Draught, is excellent in Children's Fits, 3} | 
I from Worms, after antiepileptics and ſoft oily Things, An- 
thelmintics muſt be given, ſuch as Tanſey, Garlick, Camphire, 
Aſſa-Fartida, Worm-ſeed, Mercurius Dulcis, and MAthieps 
mineral. [Or Powder of Tin, or Aurum Moſaicum.] 

When the Fits return at certain Periods, or at the Quadratures 
of the Moon, a Clyſter or a Vomit will be proper firſt of all, of 
half a Dram of Ipecacuanba, in a Decoction of Raiſins. 

In the Time of the Fits, too free a Uſe of Volatiles, ſpiri- 
tuous Liquors, and ftrong Smells. are hurtful, as cauſing the Hu- 
mours to flow too much to the Head: The beſt Method is to 

place the Patient in an erect Poſture, and to rub the Hands and 
Feet pretty briſkly. | 
The beſt Drink is Water, which will mitigate, if not cure the 
Symptoms. > 

When the Diſeaſe is cauſed by external Violence, and thence an 
Extravaſation of Humours in the Head, Cinnabar reduced into 
an impalpable Powder, and given in large Doſes with other Ce- 
phalics and Diaphoretics, has a kind of ſpecific Virtue, Out- 
wardly, the following Liniment is excellent,

St. Vitus's Dance is a ſort of a Convulfion, which Boys and 
Girls are ſometimes ſubject to, at the Age of ten Years, to the 
Time of Puberty. It diſcovers itſelf firſt by a Kind of Lame- 
neſs, or an Inſtability of one of the Legs, which they draw after 
them in a ridiculous Manner; nor can they hold the Arm of the 
ſame Side ſtill for a Moment; for if they lay it on their Breaſt, 
or any other Part of their Body, it is preſently forced away from 
thence by a Convulfive Motion, whether they will or not. If 
they ate defirous of drinking, before they can bring the Cup ta 
their Mouth, they uſe a thouſand odd Geſticulations like a 
Meountebank ; for they cannot bring their Hand in a direct Line 
to their Mouth, but it is forced this way and that, till at length, 
if they have the good Fortune to hit the Mark, they throw the 
Liquor down their Throat as greedily as if they deſigned to raiſe 
Laughter in the SpeRators. SYDEN. | | 
In a convulſive Paroxyſm the Limbs are ſtrangely agitated with 
various different Poſtures and Motions ; fometimes the Hands are 
put behind them as if they deſigned to fit upon them, and ſoon 
after they ſeem to be beating the Air; then their will be 
drawn hither and thither as if they were dancing ſome antic 
Dance. Sometimes they will bend their Backs like a Bow, at the 
ſame time raifing their Breaſt as high as they can; then their 
whole Body will grow ſtiff, and as immoveable as a Stone.

Plenty of Water. Very often a Mucus diftils from the Noſe, or 
Blood iſſues from thence, or from the Uterus or hemorrhoidal 
Veins.

"Theſe Perſons have generally unquiet Sleep, and full of Dread

Some Phyſicians have tried 
in vain to cure theſe Diſorders by Sydenhan's Method, for want 
of attending to their periodical Return, according to the 1Phaſes 
of the Moon.

A Aſthma is an impeded and very laborious Reſpiration, 
attended with unſpeakable Anxiety, and a Straitneſs about 
the Præcordia hindering the free Circulation of the Blood through 
the Lungs, ariſing from Variety of Cauſcs, and not without 
r of Suffocation. | 
There are ſeveral Sorts of 4/thmas : One Difficulty of Breath- 
ing proceeds from Corpulency, and a very full Habit of Body; 
and'is moſt apparent after violent Motion ; but this is a flight 
Diſorder and free from all Danger. The next is the pituitcrs 
Aſthma, attended with a moi/? Cough, and the Bringing up | 
ituitous Matter ; it attacks the Patient at all Hours, and in a 
Þoftions of the Body, and is owing to a Plenty of a viſcid Mu- 
cus, ſtuffing the Veſiculæ of the Lungs, and hindering the free 
and Egreſs of the Air through them. Another, is owing 
— deſigned for Reſpiration, 
and proceeds from various Cauſes both within and without the 
Thorax ; and this is called the dry flatulent or convulſive Aſthma, 
The firſt Approach of an A/thma was well known to Aretæus, 
who deicribes it thus; there is a Heavineſs of the Breaft, a Slow- 


| neſs to perform accuſtomary Labours, difficult Breathing when 


going up a Hill, the Patients grow hoarſe, cough, and are 
troubled with frequent Eructations; they cannot fleep, and are 
ſcarcely warm in their Beds. As the Diſeaſe grows worſe, the 
Cheeks look red, the Eyes grow prominent as if they were 
ſtrangled; they ſnore or wheeze while waking, but much more 
when aſleep ; the are fond of cold Air, and never care to be long 
in the Houſe; they keep themſelves in an erect Poſture, and 
ſeem to ſuck in the Air with open Mouth; they are troubled 
with ſweating about the Neck and Forehead:; then comes on a 
violent Cough, and the Patient brings up a little cold frothy 
Matter.

The longer this Diſeaſe continues, the more ſharp and violent 
all the Symptoms become. The Patient's Body grows more 
coſtive, and the Urine is thin and watry ; moſt commonly the 
Feet ſwell, then the Hands, Face and Back : There is a Numb- 
neſs of the Arms, the Countenance is wan and livid, or of a 
leaden Colour. Then comes on a little Fever, which grows 
worſe in the Evening; the whole Body is cachectic, with an 
wedematous Swelling of the Feet; there is a Dropſy of the Breaſt, 
or an Aſcites, or Anaſarea; at leaſt there is @ Palſy un one Side, 
or of the Arm; or inſtead thereof a Palſy of the Eyelids.

When the Diſeaſe is recent, and is owing only to the ſpaſmodic 
Contract ion of the Pracordia, there are Hopes of a Cure; eſpeci- 
ally if the Matter of the Gout, Ulcers, and Exanthemata are ſent 
back to their proper Seats. When the Menſes or Hemorrbeids 
which were ſtopped return, it yields relief, and if the Diſeaſe 
was not too far advanced, perfect Health, If it is inveterate, or 
ill· managed, it brings on a Dropſy of the Breaſt, Obſtructions 
of the lower Belly, cedematous Swellings of the Feet, a Cachexy 
and an univerſal Dropfy. In general, all convulſive Affhmas por- 
tend a ſudden Exit, or Suffocation, eſpecially if there is a Polypus 
of the Heart: If it cantinues long, then the Patient will die of 
the Dropſy ; in which Caſe it will be ſoon fatal; when there is 
a flow F ever, an unequal intermitting Pulſe, a Palſy of the Arms, 
a continual Palpitation of the Heart, little Urine, a Syncape or 
Swooning, then Death is at hand. Some are carried off by an 
Inflammation of the Lungs, and the more grievous the Diſeaſe 
the more languid the Pulſe. The Aſibma, in old. Perſons, con- 
tinues till Death: That which is cauſed by a Diſlocation of the 
Pertebre cannot be cured till they are reduced. The more vio- 
lent the Acceſſion, the longer it laſts, and the oftner it returns, 
with a greater Danger of Suffocation. | |

| HE Cough now under Conſideration, is a primary Diſeaſe, 
F which greatly diſorders the whole Body by its Yehemence 
and One. Its Cauſe is a Flux of ferous Humours from the 
outward Parts and Extremities'of the Body to the Lungs, and 
is ſeldom without feveriſh Heats and Shiverings towards the 

It is either moi or dry; the former afflicts the Phlegmatic, 
whoſe Fibres are lax and Muſcles ſoft, and who abound with ſe- 
rous and pituitons Humours, Women are more liable to it than 
Men, as alſo Infants, Boys, and old Men, more than thoſe in 
the Vigour of their Age. The dry Cough principaliy attacks the 
Hypochondriac, the Scorbutic, the Cachect c, and thoſe who 
are lean and flender, and ſubject to convulfive Diſorders, and 
whoſe Bodies likewiſe abound with a ſharp Serum. 

The moſt violent of theſe Kind of Coughs, is the Tuſſis con- 
wulſevg or fering, whoſe Effects are ſo violent as almoſt to put the 
Patient in Danger of Suffocation : In Children, this is called the 
Hooping Cough. Sometimes this is dry in the Beginning, or the 
Patient brings up a little thin Serum, more or leſs ſharp. Some- 
times it is moi, and then after a very laborious Fit, the Patient 
expectorates a ſublivid, and commonly a moſt tough Mucus. 
The extreme Parts grow cold, the Body is coſtive, the Urine, 
and the vita! Fluids are drove in greater Plenty and Force towards 
the Breaſt and Head; ſo that while the Paroxvſm laſts, the Face 
is red and turgid with Blood, the Veins ſwel!, the Arteries beat 
quicker and — the Eyes are ready to ſtart out of the 
Head, the Tears flow, the Eyelids ſwell, and ſometimes the 
Blood, after ſneezing, ſprings from the Noſe. Sometimes the 
very Veſſels of the Lungs burſt, and a Spitting of Blood enſues. 
Sometimes a Hiccuping ſupervenes, and then at the ſame Time 
the Patient is affected with laborious Vomiting ; ſome diſcharge 
their Excrements and Urine inſenſibly; and the Coughing of 
Tome is ſo violent as to cauſe Ruptures, eſpecially in Children. 
Nor muſt it be forgot that an Apoplexy may proceed from hence, 
or a ſudden Loſs of Memory, or a Palſy of the Hands or other 
Members. 

As to the Progne/tics, a dry Cough often turns to a moi, by 
hurting the Digeſtion, and rendering the Patient cachectic. When 
a moift Cough becomes ſuddenly dry, and the Breaſt remains 8 
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preſſed, we may conclude that a putrid or befic Fever, or an 
E xulceration of the Lungs are near at hand. In the hype

Cough ſometimes happens in difficult Neunte, ps To * the 
Meaſles. It ſometimes cauſes Gibbe/ity and Ruptures in Boys ;

[You may order about vi Grains 
of the Storax Pills, with Zj or 3ſs of the Aromatic,] and give 
them at Bed time; in the mean while not neglecting the Expec- 
torants, Oil of Sweet Almonds and Sperma Ceti.

MKinate and almoſt inſuperable Diſeaſe. Syp. 
Sydenbam rightly obſerves, that Bleeding in this Diſeaſe is 
eatly to be prefer'd to Pectorals; and Harris is of the ſame 
Opinion. All oleous and mucous Remegies ] abſalutely condemn ; 
for they increaſe the Diſeaſe ; cure it, I am ſure, they do not, 
however they may be authoriſed by the common Practice. 
What I have ſound beneficial by long Experience, is as follow.

ver, with Emulſions and Aſſes Milk, &c. and laſtly, by healing

Aſter Evacuations, great Care muſt be taken, that the Cough 
he appeaſed, leſt the Lungs ſhould be weakened by the continual 
Agitation, which may be done by the following Mixture ;

about the Exerciſe is to obſerve, that if the Patient is paſt the 
Time of his full Growth, he ought to infift longer upon this 
Exerciſe to ſuch a one, than to thoſe that are younger. Aud in 
Reality, the Peruvian Bark does not with greater Certainty cure in- 
tertnitting Fevers, zhan Riding does a Conſumption ; provided the 
Fatient takes care that his are well aired, and that the 
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urneys he takes are ſuſciently long. Nor is Riding leſs, benefi- 
cial in ſlight Diſorders of this Kind, or when the Patient was only 
tzoubled with a frequent Cough and a Waſting, but when the 
Diſeaſe was ſo far advanced as to be attended with Night Sweats 
and a Diarrbæa.

When the Diſeaſe is confirmed, 
there is Thirſt, a Hectic Diſpoſition, and a waſting away of the 
Body, till the Patient falls into a Muraſinus, or becomes a mere 
Skeleton, generally without a Cough, or any Sign of a Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs, If it be recent, the Running muſt be 
cautiouſly ſtopt; the Patient muſt uſe Exerciſe and Frictions, ab- 
ſtain from the free Uſe of Wine and ſpirituous Liquors. - But if 
there is the leaſt Degree of a Hectic Heat, Recourſe muſt imme- 
diately be had to a Milk- Diet and Spaw-W ater.

There are ſome 
who have ſcrofulous Tubercles of the Lungs, not apt to be in- 
flamed, and who live in a conſumptive Condirion from their 
Childhood to old Age, and yet have a conſtant Cough Day and 
Night, and at all Seaſons of the Year, with Heavineſs in the 
Breaſt and Difficulty of Breathing, but without any Fever, and 
yet upon taking Cold, to which they are obnoxious, they expec- 
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torate Plenty of Phlegm or ſerous Matter. Theſe may be cured 
by good Air, in an open, ſunny Place, but frequently changed, 
together with a long Uſe of Balſamics, Mercurials, Millepedes,- 
 Chalybeates, eſpecially Mineral Waters, and other antiſcrofulous 
Remedies. In this Caſe a Milt Diet, Pettorals, and Opiates are 
of little Service, unleſs when a Cold has been newly caught.

Such are the Vomice or Abſceſſes of the Lungs proceeding from 
Inflamimations, from ſpitting of Blood, from a thick Matter which 
cannot be expectorated. Of the Pleura, from an Inflammation, 
from a Wound therein, healed outwardly but open inwardly ; 
from a Bruiſe, or a concealed Rupture of it, turning to Pus. Of 
the Diaphragm, when after an Inflammation, it ſuppurates, and 
breaks on its upper Part.

From 
a dry Cough, a Weigh on the Diaphragm, not being able to lie 
but on one Side, a Noiſe made by the Fluctuation of the Pus, 
upon moving the Body, from a flow Fever, a Fluſhing in the 
Cheeks, hollow Eyes, Heat in the Ends of the Fingers, Crooked- 
neſs of the Nails, and a Swelling of the Abdomen.

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Lungs, Pleura, Diaphragm, Pericardium, and even of the Heart 
itſe;f, and converting them gradually into filthy Corruption ; 
whence a Hectic Fever, quick, ſmall Pulle, conſtant Redneſs of 
the Cheeks, Loſs of Appetite, perpetual Thirſt, extreme Weak. 
neſs and Fainting-Fits. Hence all the Fluids become unfit for 
Nutrition, Circulation, or any other Office ; the Conſequence 
of which is, a Waſting of the whole Body, a Putrefaction of the 
Fluids, which may be diſcharged through the corroded Lungs 
or carried downwards by a fatal, ſanious, Diarrhoea ; Night- 
Sweats, Puſtules in the Face, crooked Nails, a ſhining Yellow- 
neſs of the Skin, and a Hippocratic Countenance. . , | 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is different, according to its different 
Cauſe and State. , 

When a Vomica or Abſceſs is known to be formed in any of the 
Parts before mentioned, all Endeavours are to be uſed, that it 
may be ſpeedily broken and determined to the outward Parts, 
which muſt be attempted by actual or potential Cauteries, ot by 
Inciſion and proper Motion. : 

When the Yomica is actually broke, then it is to be evacuated 
by the Mouth, if Nature ſeems to encourage it; or by Urane, 
if there appear any Signs ip it of paſſing that Way; or by an 
Aperture of the Thorax by. a proper Inſtrument, on the Side af- 
feed, . between the fifth and ſixth Rib, or the fourth and fifth, 
reckoning from below, letting the Pus out ſlowly, and at ſeveral 
Times, and then cleanſing the Cavity by Injections of Decoctions 
with Honey, which done the Wound is to be healed, at the ſame 
Time giving Plenty of vulnerary Decoctions inwardly, of ſuch 
Things as deterge and reſiſt Putrefaction. be. 

[ Sharp has no good Opinion of this Operation, for, he ſays, he 
has opened ſeveral Perſons who have died of a Conſumption of the 
Lungs, from an Abſceſs which had conſumed a great Part of the 
Lungs, and he does not remember to have found any Pus lodged 
in the Thorax. Beſides, continues he, it is evident that many 
who die conſumptive, die of the Diſcharge they ſpit up from 
the Lungs ; and therefore we ought not to undertake an Opera-

and it is not uncommon even in the Lungs, Therefore when 
there is an Adheſion, no other Operation is neceſſary than to 

open the Tumour with a Lancet, when the Pus is formed ; and

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The Cauſes of which are, any bad State, of the nutrifigus © 
uices, or a Fault in the Veſſels deſigned for its Nen 
Jon of the aſſimilating F aculty. 

The nutritious Fuices may be depraved, by the Nature of he 
Aliments which cannot be ſufficiently changed by the digeſtive 
and aſſimilating Faculties: | ſuch are the farinaceous and legumi- 
nous Foods, and. Things that are groſs, fibrous, fat, acrid, * 
ous and viſcid. Things in their own, Nature indigeſtible, as 
Turf, Chalk, Lime, Coal, Sand, &c.. By a Defect of bodily 
Motion, from Reſt, Lazineſs or too much Sleep. By tog great 
a Weakneſs or Rigidity of the Organs of Digeſtion; or by a 
Fault in the Fluids themſelves not to be eaſily reQtified. Many 
Things may contribute to theſe Defects, lach as all profuſe 
Evacuations and Secretions of what Kind ſoever; a Vomiting, 
Looſeneſs, Bloody Flux, Hæmorrhages, Schirrous Diſorders of 
any of the Viſcera; à Retention of Things which ought to be 
evacuated. 

Hence it is evident that theſe Cauſes 20, by diminiſhing the 
Solids or ſtuffing them with Humours which are apt to ſtagnate ;z 
whence there proceed, two remarkable Effects of this Diſorder 3 
Viz. a Conſumption, or a Leucophlegmatia, and a Dropy * 

arca. 

/ Many Diſorders ariſe from hence, according to the various 
Colour, Quantity, Tenacity, Acrimony, Fluidity of the diſtem- 
pered Humour ; as a white, pale, yellow, tawney, red, green, 
livid, black Colour of the Skin, a Heavineſs, a Swelling under 
the Eyes, and of the moſt tender Parts; and thoſe moſt remote 
from the Heart become bloated and cedematous ; there is a pal- 
pitation of the Heart and Arteries which encreaſe upon the leaſt 
Motion; the Urine is crude and thin; the ſpontaneous Sweats 
are evidently aqueous ; at laſt the Body is either reduced to a 
Skeleton, or it is affected with a Leucopblegmatia, and a Propſy. 

An univerſal Fault of the Veſſels deſigned to receive the nutri- 
tious Fluids, can hardly be ſuppoſed ; however they may be too 
contractile or lax, and the Diſorders that proceed from thence 
may be looked upon as the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe. | 

The Nouriſhment of the whole Body may be hindered, by a 
Fault in the aſſimilating Faculty, if the f orce by which the F luids 
are circulated is too languid or too violent. 

From what has been ſaid, the diagnoſtic Signs are evident, 
and the Prognoſt;zcs may be gathered from the Conſideration of 
the Cauſe, Duration, the Effects and Degree of the Diſeaſe. 
The Cure ſometimes requires a Correction of the too acid 
Fluid, and a moderate Inſpiſſation thereof: When it is tenacious 
and ſtagnating, it muſt be diſſolved and render'd fluxile. But the

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Medicines muſt be varied according to the various Cauſes from 
whence theſe two Faults ariſe. | | 
The greateſt Care muſt be taken, that the Aliment be moſt 
like the healthy Fluids, and eaſy of Digeftion, contrary to the 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, and agreeable to the Palate of the Patient. 
-- Digeſtion ſh6uld be promoted by Aromatics, Wine, and Air. 
The Organs of Digeſtion ſhould be diſpoſed to perform their 
Office by mild Digeſtives, then by Vomits and Purges, and by 
Medicines which corroborate and promote Digeſtion. * - 
- When by the Uſe of theſe the Body is looſened, and the mor- 
- bific Matter attenuated, © then you muſt proceed to Attenuants, 
Diuretics, and Sudorifics. Laſt of all, Chalybeates, alkaline, 
and ſaponacęous Medicines muſt be uſed, with Walking, Riding, 
Frictions and Baths. e 
When a Conſumption and a cachectie Tabes ariſe from too great 
an Acrimony, the Nature of the Acrimony muſt be enquired 
into, by endeavouring to find out the Cauſe of the Cachexy, and 
the Conſtitution of the Patient; by obſerving the Symptoms and 
the Excretions. Theſe being known, they are to be corrected 
by their Contraries.

and mild Leproſy. The Blood drawn from a Vein is black, gru-

Part; the Serugy,is ſalt, ſharp, and abounding with a yellowiſh 
green Mucus on ſts Surface: There are gnawing, rending Pains 
quickly-ſhifting from Place to Place, which grow more violent 
in the Night, affecting all the Joints, Bones, and Viſcera. 
In che fourth State, there are Fevers of various Kinds, which 
bring on an Atrophy ; ſometimes Diarrhceas, Dyſenteries or violent

Tpbhe firſt Sign of the Approach of this Diſeaſe is commonly a 
Change of Colour in the Face, which becomes pale or yellowiſh, 
and bloated, with a Liſtleſſneſs, and an Averſion to Exerciſe. - 
The Caruncles of the Eyes appear of a greeniſh Caſt, and yet 
in other Reſpects the Patient ſeems in perfect Health. However 
the change-of Colour in the Face does not always precede the 
other Symptoms, though it conſtantly attends them. Then a 
univerſal Laffitude ſupervenes, and a Stiffneſs and Feebleneſs of 
the Knees, with a Difficulty of Breathing on the leaſt Motion.

In ſome it 
appears like the Skin of a Gooſe ; but it is moſt frequently ſmooth 
and ſhining, The Skin has red, blue, purple, livid, or black 
Spots, ſome of which are ſmall, and others of a hand's Breadth, 
when'the Diſeaſe is advanced. They are chiefly on the Legs and 
Thighs, but ſometimes on the Arms and Trunk of the Body, 
Some have a Swelling of the Ankles in the Evening which dif- 
appears in the Morning.

putrid, bloody and fungous. Other Symptoms ſupervene to theſe, 
but theſe are. ſufficient to diſtinguiſh the N all other 
Diſeaſes. . 154 ; 

To prevent the Scurvy at Land, it will be proper to chooſe a 
warm, dry, pure Air, with a Diet of eaſy Digeſtion, ing 
chiefly of a due Mixture of animal and vegetable Subſtances ; for 
thoſe are moſt liable to it who live in marſhy, wet ſoils, and in 
Places ſubject to great Rains and Fogs, or in damp, low Apart- 
ments, unleſs they keep conſtant Fires, and their chief Food be 
Fleſh-Broths, with Plenty of freſh Greens or Vegetables, and 
well-baked Bread made of Wheat-Flour; as alſo a chearful 
Glaſs of ſome good wholeſome fermented Liquor. Cleanlineſs, 
entertaining Amuſements and moderate Exerciſe, wilt alſo be good 
Preſervatives in theſe Caſes. In Garrifons, the Soldiers ſhould 
be kept as dry, clean and warm as poſſible, and their Proviſions 
ſhould be as wholeſome as can be procured, with Plenty of good 
Vegetables, particularly Sallads of Garden-creſſes. | 

The beſt Method of preventing the Scurvy at Sea will appear 
from the Effects which Dr. Lind has obſerved ſeveral Medicines 
have had, eſpecially thoſe which have been greatly recommended 
as preſervatives. - On the 2oth of May 1747, being on board the 
Saliſbury at Sea, he took twelve ſcorbutic Patients under his 
Care. They had putrid Gums, Spots and Laſſitude, with Weak- 
neſs of their Knees. They had a proper Apartment in the Fore- 
hold; their Diet was Water-Gruel fweetened in a Morni 
ſometimes Mutton-broth for Dinner, ſometimes light Puddings, 
boiled Biſcuit with Sugar, &c. and for Supper, Barley and Rai- 
| fins, Rice and Currants, Sago and Wine, and the like. Two of 
theſe were ordered each a Quart of Cyder in a Day. Two others 
twenty five Drops of Elixir Vitriol three Times a Day, upon 
an empty Stomach, uſing a. Gargle. acidulated with the ſame. 
Two others took two Spoonfuls of Vinegar three Times a Day 3 
having their Gruels, other Food and Gargles well acidulated with 
it. T'wo of the worſt Patients with the Tendons of the Ham 
rigid were put under a Courſe of Sea Water, and drank about a 
Pint every Day, more or leſs, according to its operation, which 
was intended to be as gentle Phyſic. T'wo others had each two 
Oranges and one Lemon given them every Day, which they eat 
with Greedineſs upon an empty Stomach, at different Limes. 
This Courſe was continued but A Days, becauſe, no more Fruit 
could be allowed. The two remaining Patients took the bigneſs 
of a Nutmeg three Times a Day, of an Electary made 91 . 
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Muſtard-Seed, Balſam of Peru, and Gum-Myrrh; ufing fot 
common Drink Barley-water well acidulated with Tamarinds; 
by a DecoRion of which and Cream they were gently purged 
three or four Times during the Courſe Wes 
- The: Orange: Lemons had the beſt effect; for one of thoſe 
who had taken them was at the End of fix Days fit for Duty 
and he took nothing more but a Gargle of the Elixir of Vitriol 
for his Gums, which were not quite ſound, - and ſo recovered his 
Health entirely. The other being more recovered than any of 
the other Patients, was appointed to look after them: Next to 
the Oranges I judged the Cyder had the beſt Effects, though it 
was not very good, being prick'd, for thoſe wh&drank it were in 
| a fairer way of Recovery at the End of the Fortnight, the Time 
allowed for making the Experiments, than any of the reſt; 
Elixir of Vitriol did no good unleſs as a Gargle, nor yet any of the 
reſt of the Medicines. Oranges in my Opinion are preferable to 
Lemons; for by theſe the Lord Anſon's People were ſo ſpeedily and 
furprizingly recovered at the Iſland of Tinian. Beſides Mr. 
Murray affirms from Experience, that Oranges and Lemons, 
when properly and ſufficiently uſed, are an infallible Cure in 
every Stage and Species of this Diſeaſe, if there is any Degree 
of natural Strength left, and where a Diarrhea, Lientery or Dy- 
were not joined to the other Symptoms. He obſerves far- 
ther, that at the Iſland of St. Thomas, fifty Men belonging to 
the Canterbury, and ſeven'to the Norwich, who were in all the 
different Stages of this Diſtemper, were cured in a little more 
than twelve Days. | 
Some who are fond of Theory will be apt to ſay theſe are 
Acids, and then Tamarinds, Vinegar, Spirit of Salt, Elixir of 
Vitriol, and others of the fame Tribe will do as well; but Ex- 
perience plainly ſhews the contrary ; and though Acids agree in 
certain Properties they differ widely in atlas.” Beſides i theſe 
Fruits have been given without Succeſs, it is becauſe Lygions 
of Diſeaſes have been miſtaken for the Scurvy ; whereas, in the 
real genuine Scurvy they have been never known to fail; not to 
mention that the Virtues of Oranges and Lemons in this Caſe; 
have ffood the Teſt of near two hundred Years. However, we 
muſt not forget to obſerve, that freſh Vegetables of all Kinds have 
proved a very great Relief to ſcorbutic Patients, when ſet on 
Shore. 
But as Oranges and Lemons are apt to ſpoil, I ſhall ſhow how 
to bring their Juices, by a very eaſy Method, into ſmall Quanti- 
ties, without Prejudice to their Virtues. Let the Juice of theſe 
Fruits be well cleared from the Pulp, and depurated by "IA 
fome Time; after which it muſt be poured off from the gro 
- a Sediment, 
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gediment. Let it then be poured into any clean open Veſſet- 
of China or Stone- Ware, which ſhould be wider at the Top than 
at the Bottom, that it may evaporate more readily, But a China 
Baſon or Punch-Bowl is moſt proper on account of the Form. 
Put this into a Pan of Water over a clear Fi let the Water 
come almoſt to boil, and continually nearly in Mt State, with 
the Bowl full of Juice in the Middle of it, till the Juice is found 
of the Conſiſtence of a thick Syrup when cold. The flower the 
Evaporation of the Juice is the better; that is, it ought to con- 
tinue twelve or fourteen Hours over the Fire: When it is cold it 
is to be corked up in a Bottle for Uſe. Two Dozen of good 
Oranges weighing five Pounds four Ounces, will yield one Pound 
nine Ounces and a half of depurated Juice; and when evapo- 
rated there will remain five Ounces of Extract, which in Bulk 
will be equal to leſs than three Ounces of Water. 80 that 
twelve Dozen of Oranges may be put in a Quart Bottle, and pre- 
ſerved ſeveral Years. The fame may be ſaid of Lemons. When 
this is mixt with Water and made into Punch, few are able to 
diſtinguith it from the freſh Juice mixed up in the ſame Manner. 
However, when the freſh Fruit can be had, the Fragrancy of 
the Peel may contribute ſomewhat to the Cure of the Scurvy ; 
and when theſe are wanting the fame 'I hing may be obtained from 
a ſew Drops of their Eflence, or the aromatic Oil contained in 
their Rinds; and if a ſmall Quantity of this be added to the Ex- 
tract it will give it the Smell and Fragrancy of the freſh Fruit im 

reat Perfection. Or rather add, a little of the outer Peel to the 
— a little before it is taken off the Fire, and then the niceſt 
Tafte will not be able to diſtinguiſh the Difference between the 
freſh Fruit and this. The Virtues of this Extract thus made lie 
in ſo ſmall a Compaſs, that a Bottle will ſerve one Man at Sea 
ſeveral Years; for in the making of it there is little or nothing 
flies off beſides the Water. 

It will likewiſe be of great Uſe to Seamen to have Gooſeberries 
and the like preſerved in Bottles in the fame Manner as the Paſtry- 
cooks ; as alſo ſmall Onions pickled in Vinegar; Cabbage, French- 
Beans, &c. may be preſerved by putting them in clean, 
ſtone Jars, with a Layer of Salt at the Bottom, then a thin Layer 
of the Vegetable covered with Salt, and ſo alternately till the Jar 
is full. Then the whole muſt be preſſed down with a Weight, 
and its Mouth cloſe ſtopped that no Air or Moiſture may enter. 
Thus the Vegetable may be kept freſh and green for a whole 
Year. At the Time of uſing, the Salt is to be waſhed off with 
warm Water. This is the Manner by which — preſerve that 
never failing Remedy, Greenland Scurvy-graſs. Every common 
Sailor ought to lay in a Stock of Onions, for they are'a great 
„ | Preſervatiye 
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Preſetvative at Sea. The Dutch Sailors are preſerved from the 
Scurvy by pickled Cabbage. Portable Soop may be carried to all 
Places. When the Scurvy begins to make its Appearance, Sailors 
ſhould be abridged in the ſame Degree of their Allowance of 
Beef and Porh and eat them with Muſtard and Vinegar. But 
the Peaſe ougWalways to be ſerved out in full Allowance. It 
muſt: be obſerved likewiſe that a Soop of boiled Cabbage and 
Onions will cure an adventitious Scurvy in its firſt Stage, either 
at Land or Sea, in any Part of the World. | 
| Beſides freſh and preſerved Fruits and Vegetables, fermented 
Liquors of all Sorts are good, but .more particularly Cyder. 
Among theſe are included made Wines of every Kind; or the 
Juices of Fruits may be fermented with Ale. Poor People that 
winter in Greenland under vaſt Diſadvantages in Point of Air and 
Diet, preſerve themſelves from the Scurvy by Spruce-Beer, which 
is their common Drink. Likewiſe the ſimple Decoction of Fir- 
Tops has done Wonders. The Shrub Black Spruce of America 
makes this moſt wholeſome Drink juſt mentioned, and affords a 
Balſam ſuperior to moſt Turpentines : It is of the Fir Kind, A 
fimple Decoction of the Tops, Cones, Leaves, or even of the 
green Bark or Wood of theſe, is an excellent Antiſcorbutic; but 
perhaps it is much more ſo when fermented, as in making Spruce 
— This is done by Moloſſes, which by its diaphoretic Quality 
makes it a more ſuitable Medicine. By carrying a few Bags of 
Spruce to Sea this wholeſome Drink may be made at any T ime. 
But when this cannot be had, the common Fir-Tops uſed for 
Fuel in the Ship ſhould be firſt boiled in Water, and then the 
DecoRion ſhould be fermented with Molofles ; to which may be 
added a ſmall Quantity of Wormwood and Root of Horſe-radiſh, 
'The freſher it is drank the better. When other Things are 
wanting, Tar-water may be fermented in the ſame Manner. 
Thoſe who have been weakened by long Fits of Illneſs ſhould 
have the Scurvy prevented by Panada of Bread newly baked, 
with a few Drops of the Extract of Lemons and a Spoonful of 
Wine. As alſo Oatmeal and Rice, Gruels, Flummery, ſtewed 
Barley, with Raiſins or Currants, Sago, and Wine, c. But 
more particularly pickled Green Cabbage, and ſmall Onions boiled 
with the portable Soop made weak. Moſt of their Food ought 
to be acidulated with Orange or Lemon Juice ; and then as their 
Strength increaſes, they ſhould be indulged with more folid Food. 
But before this, they ſhould have a ſmall Quantity at a Time and 
often, and they ſhould be brought back to their Labour by little 
and little. Exerciſe on a Deal Board, with the Ends laid on two 
Cheſts will be very proper, becauſe it promotes the Circulation 
and ftrengthens the Fibres without any Loſs of Spirits. #3 
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Bad Air of any Kind has a bad Effect upon a Ship's Crew, to 
remedy which, a red hot Loggerhead ſhould be put into a Bucket 
of Tar and moved about, ſo that all the Ship once or twice a-day, 
ſhould be filled with this wholeſome, antiſeptic Vapour. In a 
moiſt Air, whatever promotes Perſpiration is proger, ſuch as dry 
Linen, Cleanlineſs, uſing the Fleſh-bruſh, GarltT or raw Onions 
before going into the Rain, and keeping the Bedding dry. Pl 
of Muſtard and Onions ſhould be uſed with their Victuals. S 
The Cure of this Diſeaſe has been in a great Meaſure antici- 
pated by the Means of Prevention, inſomuch that little remains 
to be ſaid about it. The Diet ſhould be light and eaſy of Di- 
geſtion, ſuch as Broths or Soups made of freſh Meat, with Plenty - 
of Vegetables, ſuch as Cabbage, Coleworts, Leeks, Onions, &c. 
The Bread ſhould be freſh and well baked, and Sallads of all 
Kinds are beneficial, but more particularly Dandelion, Sorrel, 
Endive, Lettuce, Fumitory and Purſlane. To which may be ad- 
ded, Scurvy-graſs, Creſſes, or the like, to correct the cooling 
Qualities of the former, Summer Fruits are all good, as Oranges, 
Lemons, Citrons, Apples, &c. The Drink may be good ſound 
Beer, Cyder, or Rheniſh Wine. Phyſic is never neceſſary if the 
freſh Broths and Greens keep the Belly open and paſs freely by 
Urine, Sweat, and Perſpiration. If otherwiſe, the Patient may 
take a Decoction of Tamarinds and Prunes with a diuretic Salt, 
and on intermediate Days, he may be ſweated with camphorate 
Boluſes of Theriac, and warm Draughts of a Decoction of the 
Woods, or twelve or fifteen Grains of the Squill Pills of the 
Edinburgh Diſpenſatory. | 
Milk of all Sorts, if it agrees with the Conſtitution, will be 
very beneficial, as well as Whey, which is preferable. Sal Po- 
lychreft is uſeful as a mild Purgative and excellent Diuretic. The 
{corbutic Juices, qualified with the Juice of Seville Oranges, are 
proper, eſpecially mixed with clarihed Whey, with Sweating 
twice or thrice a Week with the ſaid Juices mixt with Sack Whey; 
for this is an Evacuation which ſcorbutic Perſons bear the beſt: 
When there is no Danger of a Hemorrhage, warm Baths, with 
Roſemary, Marjoram, Thyme, &c. may be good. In the Winter 
Time, genuine Spruce Beer, with Lemons and Orange Juice is 
proper, or antiſcorbutie Ale, made of an Infuſion of Wormwood, 
Horſe-Radiſh, Muſtard-Seed, and the like ; and it may be made 
laxative with the Addition of Sena, It muſt be drank while 
pretty freſh or new. Van Swieten ſays he has often ſeen whole 
Families cured of the Scurvy in Holland by the Uſe of a Caſk of 
Ale, in which were put Heads of a Red Cabbage cut ſmall, 
twelve Handfuls of Creſſes or Scurvy-Graſs, and a Pound of 
freſh Horſe · radiſh previpuſly infuled, r 
Vol. I. U twelve 
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- When the Gums begin to itch and are ſpungy, uſe a Gargle 
of the Bark infuſed in Brandy. When the Putrefaction increaſes, 
uſe Barley- water and Honey of Roſes, acidulated with a mineral 
Acid. The Fungus muſt be kept down, and when neceſſary 
cut away. Thg Ulcers of the Gums muſt be checkt with a Touch 
of Spirit of Salt, or Oil of Vitriol dilated. When the Legs 
are ſwelled or cedematous, gentle Frictions are to be uſed at firit 
with warm Flannel, or with Woollen Clothes charged with the 
Fumes of Benjamin and Amber, provided the Swelling be ſmall, 
ſoft, and not very painful, rolling them up afterwards with an 
eaſy Bandage from below upwards. But if the Legs are much 
ſwelled. ſtiff, and painful, they muſt be fomented with a diſcu- 
tient Fomentation, or rather the Steam of the Fomentation muſt 
be received by the Member well covered round with a Blanket. 
This Operation muſt be repeated Night and Morning, and will 
render the contracted Joints ſupple. After this has been continued 
for half an Hour, the Parts are to be anointed with Palm Oil. 
If a vegetable Diet does not reduce the Limb, it muſt be ſweated 
with burning Spirits or Bags of warm Salt. 

Ulcers of the Legs muſt be treated with very gentle Com- 
preſſion, to keep the Fungus under, and the ſame Applications 
muſt be made as to the rotten Gums. Mr. Murray has found a 
ſtrong Tincture of the Bark of great Service in ſcorbutic Ulcers. 
In dangerous Hzmorrhages the mineral Acids muſt be given by a 
little at a Time and often; ſuch as the Spirit or Elixir of Vitriol, 
together with ſmall Doſes of the Peruvian Bark. Theſe like- 
wiſe with Red Wine, are the principal Things to be relied upon 
in their putrid and colliquative Fevers. All fort of Pains, whe- 
ther fixed. or wandering yield beſt to the general Method of 
Cure. 

A ſcorbutic Diarrhœa is not to be ſuddenly ſtopt at Sea, but 
the peccant Humour muſt be gently evacuated with ſmall. Doſes 
of Rhubarb, and the Perſpiration muſt be kept up with a little 
Theriac or Diaſcordium, with other warm and diaphoretic and 
ſtrengthening Medicines. In extreme Cafes, Opium may be 
given more freely, The Diet muſt be glutinous and ſubaſtrin- 
gent, with ſtrong rough red Wine diluted, Sometimes five Grains 

of Allum may be given with the Diaſcordium, eſpecially when 

Blood is evacuated in great Quantities. The moſt effectual Re- 
medy in ſcorbutic Dyſenteries is an Infuſion of Ipecacuanha in 
Brandy, given in ſmall Doſes and often repeated, Scorbutic 
Conſumptions at Land requires Bliſtering and Iſſues, as alfo riding 
on Horſeback in the Country Air, and an entire Milk and vege+ 
table Diet, beſides keeping the Breaſt open by ExpeQorants. ſuch 
as Oxymel of Squills, Gum Ammoniac, and Balſam of Capivi.

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Diſorders which remain after the Cure of the Scurvy ate to be 
treated in the common Way, with a Mixture of antiſcorbutie 
Medicines. Linn. 0 
It ought to be laid down as a general Rule, that the Scurvy, the 
moſt violent of all chronical Diſtempers, is not to be treated with 
draſtic, but with the moſt mild and ſimple Medicines. Likewiſe 
the Patient ought to change the Air in which the Diſeaſe was 
formed ; and remove from unhealthy Places where the Air is im- 
pure, vapid, deprived of its due Elaſticity, cloudy or impreg- 
nated with noxious Exhalations, to Places more ſalutary, and 
where the Air is more pure. If his Circumſtances will permit, 
he ſhould travel from the northern to the ſouthern Climates; eſ- 
pecially to Italy or France. But if the Patient cannot ſupport 
the Expence of any Change of this'Sort, he ſhould burn Ju- 
niper Wood in his Chimney, or throw Ambar on live Coals. 
The Patient ſhould alſo uſe Exerciſe, not indulge himſelf in much 
Sleep, and be temperate in his Diet, and feed upon Aliment of 
eaſy Digeſtion. ' |

fetched Correction of them ſeems to be ridiculous, ſince it is de-

This Intention then is anſwered, by pure and light ſimple 
Water, the genuine Menſtruum and difſolvent of all Salts: And 
I will venture to affirm, that the univerſal Remedy for a Scurvy 
conſiſts in Mineral Waters; and I have for mere than thirty Years 
preſcribed them for the Cure not only of the moſt obſtinate chro- 
nic Diſorders, eſpecially thoſe of the Hypocbondriae and Hyſterie 
Kind, accompanied with a ſcorbutic Impurity, but alſo of a con- 
firmed Scurvy. But the Cure is ſtill more certain, if an accurate 
Regimen be obſerved and the Waters aſſiſted, by the repeated 
Exhibitions of proper ant iſcorbutie and balſamic Medicines. When 
theſe cannot be had, pure, light Fountain-Water, wherein a red- 
— Iron has been ex:inguiſhed, may be ſubſtituted in their 
oom. Fr 7 
Beſides Mineral Waters, nothing is more effeQtual in cor- 
recting a ſcorbutic Acrimony than a Milk Diet, or Whey; or 
Whey impregnated with the Juices of antiſcorbutic Herbs, ſuch 
as Scurvy-graſs and Water-Creſſes. | 
Scurvy-Graſs, and all the Species of Garden and Water+ 
Creſſes, Horſe-Radiſh, the Roots of wild Radiſh and Muftard 
are juſtly looked upon as Antiſcorbutics, for they induce a ſur- 
priſing Change both in the diſorder'd Fluids and Solids. To theſe 
may be added, the Roots of Gentian and Succory ; the EN 
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of Scordium, Carduus Benedictus, Wormwood, the leſſer Ce 
taury, Water-Trefoil or Buck-Beans. Balſamics and Corrobo- 
ratives, as Juniper-Berries, the Tops of Fir and Pine-Trees, 
Winter's-Bark, Cortex Eleutheriæ, and Peruvian Bark; the 
Gums Ammoniac, Sagapenum and Galbanum ; and the Woods 
of Saſſafras, Guaiacum and Aloes. Medicines which allay the 
Pains and Spaſms, are the Fat of Animals, Cream, Oil of ſweet 
Almonds, Sperma Ceti, Caſtor, Aſſa Feetida, Extract of Var- 
row and Chamomile, Diaſcordium, Saffron, Earth- Worms, Elks 
Hoof, Sr. 

As to Evacuations, Bleeding ſhould be uſed with the greateſt 
Caution; and none but the gentle/i Purges ſhould be given, ſuch 
as Sena, Rhubarb, or Manna; alſo the Pills made after the Man- 
ner of Becher, with depurated Aloes, Extract of Rhubarb, bitter 
Herbs, and temperate Balſamic Ingredients. The Diuretics ſhould 
not be ftronger, than the Decoction of the Roots of Parſley, 
Celery, Fennel and Aſparagus. The ſafeſt Diaphoretics are dul- 
cify'd Spirit of Nitre, Flowers of Sulphur, Athiops Mineral, 
- Infuſions in the Manner of Tea, of Paul's Betony, Carduus Be- 
nedictus, Scordium, and Elder-Flowers : Diaphoretic Antimo- 
ny, calcined and uncalcined Hart's-Horn, Amber, Native Cinna- 
bar, Cinnabar of Antimony, and compound Powder of Crabs 
Claws. Theſe Things are adapted to a COLD SCURYY, 

In the hot or alkaline Scurvy, Scurvy Graſs is too hot to be ad- 
Miniſtred alone, but ſhould be corrected with Acids, ſuch as 
Wood-Sorrel, the Juices of Citrons, Oranges, Barberries and 
Pomegranates. Or, mix the Conſerve of Scurvy Graſs, with 
an equal Quantity of the Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, and give it 
rice or thrice a Day with ſome antiſcorbutic Water. This ſhould 
be accompanied with Milk-Meats, Almond Emulſions, Barlcy 
Broths, Water-Gruel, Chicken-Broths, with Endive, Lettuce, 
Sorrel, and Creſſes, interpoſing at proper Intervals, gentle Lax- 
atives and Diuretics. : 

] den the Scurvy proceeds from mmriatic Salts, which happens to 
thoſe who live on ſmoaked or high ſalted Fiſh or Fleſh, and have 
corroding Ulcers, a ſtinking Breath, putrid Gums, a thick and 
faltiſh Urine, as is generally obſerved in old Sailors, then Whey, 
long and copioufly drank, produces happy Effedts: as alſo Ci- 
trons, China Oranges, and ripe Fruits; whereas ſpirituous, and 
volatile Antiſcorbutics are generally detrimental. Hor f. 

[Willis, and after him, Allen, reckons the Strepitus Oſſium, the 
Crackling of the Bones, or rather of the Joints, to be an incu- 
rable Symptom of this Diſeaſe; and the latter very injudiciouſly 
gives this Reaſon for it; that the E piphyſes of the Bones, are 
| parted and quite ſeparated from the Extremities of the Bones, a 
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Circumſtance that can only happen in the laſt Stage, and in the 
very worſt Kind of this Diſeaſe. A few Years ago, I was af- 
— with this Symptom myſelf, without any other Sign of the 

urvy. . 

When I turned myſelf in Bed in a Morning, almoſt all my 
Toints, by turns, made a very ſenſible Noiſe, which ceaſed upon 
Walking or Exerciſe : I therefore concluded, that the Synovie 
of the " Prod was in ſome Degree coagulated by a ſaline Quality 
of the Fluids; upon which, I immediately altered my Diet, and 
avoided ſalt Meats of all Kinds, which with a ſuitable Regimen, 
ſoon gave the Lie to this terrible Prognoſtic. I have known many 
other Perſons affected in the ſame Manner, to whom I gave the 
fame Advice and with the ſame Succeſs, ] h 

But if cruſty black Ulcers require external Remedies, we ſhould 
only uſe Preparations of the Yolk of an Egg, Myrrh, Olibanum, 
Saffron, Oil of Roſes and Peruvian Balſam. When there is an 
exceſſive Impurity of the Humours tending to Putrefaction, Sca- 
rifications will induce a Gangrene, which may be prevented by 
Lime-Water, exalted with camphorated Spirit of Wine and Sal- 
Ammoniac. . | 

We have an Inftance of an Hypochondriac and Scorbutic Pa- 
tient that was perfectly cured in three Days Time, by uſing every 
Morning and Evening a Bath of ſweet Waters prepared with 
emollient Herbs. There is nothing better to diſcuſs hard and 
painful Tumours of the Legs and Feet than Baths, with Brook- 
Lime, Water-Creſſes and Scurvy-graſs ; as alſo of the Tops of 
Fir and Pine- Trees frequently uſed. But Baths ought never to 
be uſed when there is a putrid Corruption in the external Parts.

After what has been ſaid is well weighed, the Practitioner will 
be better able to make a good Uſe of Sydenham's Method, which 
15 as follows. . 

Take away eight Ounces of Blood, unleſs there are Signs of a 
Dropſy; the next Morning exhibit the common purging Potion, 
which muſt be twice repeated every third Day.

But when the Weather is unſettled, 
cloudy, wet and rainy, the uſual Conſequences are Colds, at- 
tended with feveriſh inflammatory Symptoms, and eſpecially rheu- 
matic, pleuretic and peripneumonic Complaints. "Theſe laſt re- 
quire plentiful Evacuations, but chiefly blood-letting, which, 
- when timely and freely uſed, will prevent Conſumptions and 
chronic :* heumatiſms, _ | | 
When the Men are. almoſt conſtantly wet and chill from bad 
Weather, and undergo an uncommon Degree of Fatigue, it 
will be proper to let them have the following Mixture, viz, A 
Pint of Small Beer and a Quartern of Brandy ſweetened with - 
Melaffes, to which may be added as much Vinegar as will render 
the Mixture palatable, or inſtead of the laſt Cream of Tartar. 
This the Ruſſians call Aſpbetten. Dry Beds and Cloathing are 
moſt neceſſary Articles; for it is obſervable that the moſt naked, 
ragged Fellows are principally attacked with winter Diſeaſes. The 
Scurvy is a Diſeaſe common in the Winter and Spring. 
While the Ships are in the Channel, one of the Preſs-tenders 
may be ordered out once a Fortnight from Plymouth to repair to 
the Rendezvous or Station of the Squadron with live Cattle and 
Greens, to be given the Men inſtead of ſalt Meats; and the Men 
on board the Tender ſhould have the Privilege of carrying on 
their own Account all Manner of Roots, Fruits and Vegetables, 
and be allowed to ſell them in the Fleet. Onions, Leeks, Shal- 
lots, Turnips, Cabbage, Carrots, Apples, ſoft freſh Bread, Cy- 
der, Lemons, Oranges, and even the moſt common Herbs pro- 
per to the Seaſon ; ſuch as Dandelion, Water-Creſſes, Brooklime 
and the like ſovereign Antiſcorbutics, which would be a high 
Refreſhment for the Sailors. The Sutlers ſhould always be ob- 
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lged to bring Rob of Lemons [ Ser p. 286, & ſeg.] Juice of 
Oranges, and the Juice of common antiſcorbutic Herbs, which 
being mixt with a ſixth Part of Brandy will remain good for 
many Months. If a Regulation of this Sort was properly eſta- 
} bliſhed, fome Thouſand of Lives might not only be preſerved, 
WV but Ships would be enabled to keep the Seas much longer. 
| The moſt proper Cordial Dram a Sailor can uſe in the Winter 
is garlick Brandy; for a ſmall Quantity of it not only warms the. 
Stomach, but keeps the Breaſt, Kidneys and Skin free from Ob- 
ſtructions. But this nor no other Dram ſhould be given to a 
Man almoſt chilled to Death with Cold, for in this Caſe it hath 
often proved fatal ; but he ſhould be immediately put into a warm 
Bed, and have ſome warm Gruel or Sage-tea, and then a Dram 
may be allowed. In cold rainy Weather Tea made with Sage, 
Saſſafras, or a few toaſted Juniper- Berries, with the Addition of 
a little Garlic-Brandy will be very beneficial. Likewiſe a Man 
will never be fo liable to catch Cold when he is wet upon the 
Deck, and uſes Exerciſe, as when he is below in his wet Clothes, 
or ſleeps in them, or in a damp Bed. When he goes upon Deck 
he ſhould eat a Bit of Biſcuit and drink a little Aſhbetten, and 
then the Weather will probably have but little Power to alter his 
Health for the worſe. | | GREY 
New Ships often produce ill conditioned irregular Fevers, at- 
tended with a Diarrhœa and anomalous Symptoms, occaſioned 
by the Sweating of the Wood or Timbers in cold Countries z to 
remedy this, the Veſſels ſhould be often fumigated with the Steam 


of Tar or Pitch. Another Thing hurtful to the Health of Sailors 
is the waſhing the Deck after Sunſet. 


The free Uſe of ſalted Beef and Pork in ſouthern Climates is 
* of ſcorbutic and many other Diſeaſes, and therefore a 
ort Allowance in theſe Articles will be very proper. Thus the 
Sheern s bound to the Eafi-Indics, at the Crews own Requeſt, 
had Beef only once one Week, and Pork another; in Conſequence 
of which the Ship arrived at the Cape of Good Hape without one 

an ſick on Board. The Sheerneſs remained in India ſome 

onths, where none of the Men, except the Boat's Crew, were 
allowed to go on Shore, notwithſtanding which all the Sailors en- 

| Joyed a mott perfect State of Health, They were indeed ſupplied 
with freſh Meat while they were there. In their Return to the 
Cape they were only ten Weeks, and yet, by eating their full 
Allowance of ſalt Proviſions, twenty of them were in a molt 
miſerable Condition, with Scorbutic and other Diforders. It is 
likewiſe obſerveable that they had the Uſe of Suttan's Air-pipes 
on their Return, which were caſually ſtopped in their Paſſage to 
the Indies. However they were recovered on Shore, and then

unbroken Conſtitutions: They buried but one Man, and he died

As a Help in theſe oyages, mi 
Soups made with the Shins. Necks, Hearts, and other Offab of 
the Cattle, as alſo with Mutton for Variety and fot the Delicate. 
It would be likewiſe a great Advantage if new Bread could be 
baked every Day on board the Ships. Wine is the beſt of all 
Cordials in the Decline of Fevers, and is a much better Reſtora- 
tive than Rum however mixed or prepared. I is likewiſe an ex- 
cellent Means to prevent Infection. Some Caſls of Madeira 
Wine ſhould be preſerved for the Uſe of the Sick in theſe Voyages. 
The ſwallowing large Draughts of undiluted Spirits, has always 
the moſt fatal Conſequences in every Climate; but when they 
are converted into Punch they become very ſalatary Liquors, 
preventing Diſeaſes which ariſe from hot and moiſt Weather, and 
the tendency to Corruption in the animal Fluids, which is con- 
ſtantly induced thereby. Likewiſe it would be of great Advan- 
tage if the Rob of Lemons could be made cheap by the * 
Indians, for as Bonitus obſerves, Lemons are of great Uſe agai 
malignant Fevers, peſtilential Fevers, &c. and better than any 
ſimple Remedy. Therefore a large Quantity of Syrup of Le- 
mons ſhould always be put in the Surgeon's Cheſt, as welt as 
Orange Juice in Bottles, with a little Sallad-Oul poured: in the 
Neck. Lecks and Coleworts cleaned and put into a wooden 
Veſſel with Bay-Salt between each Layer, and then preſſed down 
with a Weight will keep a long while. | 
Cream of Tartar being the eſſential vegetable Salt of Wine, is 
a very proper Succedaneum for the acid of Punch when Fruit is 
wanting ; and Orange or Lemon-Peel would greatly improve the 
Flavour: Belides Cream of Tartar is the moſt grateful of all 
Acids ſubſtituted in the Room of the Juice of Lemons: and Otan- 
ges, and beſt adapted to the Conſtitution of Mariners, as well as 
the cheapeſt ; for an Allowance of the eighth Part of an Ounce 
will not coſt the Government one Shilling: yearly" for each Man 
in the Meſt- Indies. Two Pound and a half of: Cream will be 
ſufficient to acidulate an Hogſhead of Water. This with Rum 
and Sugar will become a falutary Compoſition, of a cooling, 
ſtrengthening, antiputrid and diuretic Nature; for thete is nothing 
more reprefles the inflammatory and intoxicating Power of Spirits 
than Acids, Ir 2V as 3% s 

When a Sailor happens to be dead - drunk, his Head ſhould be 
raiſed, and a Spunge dipped in Vinegar ſhould: be held-to his Noſe, 
and if he can drink, he ſhould have warm Water mixed with 
| Vinegar ; 
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Vinegar; Bleeding will likewiſe be proper, and a gentle Emetick 
which operates ſpeedily. Likewiſe dipping the Feet in cold Wa- 
ter will take off the Preſſure from above, and ſolutive Clyſters 
will abate the Diſtenſion. It is but too well known how many 
People loſe their Lives by exceſſive drinking of ſpirituous Liquors. 
The ſame Treatment will be uſeful after a large Doſe of Opium. 
The Uſe of Dr. Heles's Ventilators is now univerſally known, 
and their happy Effects in cleanſing the Ship from foul Air. 
I be uſe of cold Bathing-Tubs under the Fore - caſtle and bathing 
in the Sea early in the Morning have been found extremely bene- 
ficial in hot Countries; for this Practice not only braces up the 
Fibres and contributes to Health but Cleanlineſs likewiſe, and 
promotes Diſcharges by the Skin. Diarrhœas and other Com- 
plaints, the Effects of great Heat have been cured by Bathing, 
and their Returns prevented. One Ship was remarkably healthy 
in a Voyage to the Za/t-Indirs, from the uſe of Cold-bathing, 
when her Conſort at the End of the Run, had two hundred 
Men ſick on board. But Sailors ſhould not ftay too long in the 
Water, nor go in when over-heated with Work or Liquor, nor 
when the Stomach is full, nor when there is an Eruption with a 
prickly Heat on the Skin. ; 
Diſeaſes'in a Voyage to the Southward are generally of an in- 
flammatory Nature, and therefore it hath been cuſtomary with 
ſome to bleed the Ship's Company when they firſt arrive in a hot 
Climate; but this Practice is liable to many Objections; and 
beſides it is no Security againſt the Diſeaſes of an intemperate 
Climate. The moſt dangerous Diſeaſes proceed from a Continu- 
ance of hot, moiſt, cloſe Weather, or from heavy Rains, com- 
mon at ſome Seaſons of the Year between the Tropicks. At 
_ firſt a few of the Sailors are ſeized with the bloody Flux, which 
is ſucceeded by a malignant Fever of the remitting or intermitting 
Kind ; but moſt commonly it is like a double Tertian. This is 
idemic between the Tropicks, and is the autumnal Fever of 
all hot Countries. The Safety of the Patient entirely depends on 
- the Fever's intermitting ; or at leaſt on its remitting ſo much as 
to allow an Opportunity of throwing in the Bark. Half an 
Ounce or an Ounce of the Jeſuits Bark is the only ſovereign Me- 
dicine in this ſort of malignant-Fevers, though they put on diffe- 
rent Appearances. Even in the Fever of the Iſland of St. Tho- 
mas, Which is deemed to be of the moſt malignant and fatal Spe- 
cies, the Bark is the only Remedy; likewiſe the continual uſe 
of it is an effectual Preſervative againſt a Relapſe, as well as againſt 
an Attack of this Fever, and other malignant Diſorders, uſual in 
unwholeſome Climates, during a corrupt and malignant Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Air. The Factories on the Coaſt of Guinea, = 
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tried this Remedy with Succeſs, by way of Prevention during the 
rainy and fickly Seaſon, 4 
he Diſeaſes of Hungary are analogous to thoſe on the Coaſt 
of Guinea, and in the autumnal Seaſon are altogether as bad; 
and yet when there was ſcarce an imperial Officer that eſcaped 
theſe malignant Sickneſſes, Count Benneval and his numerous 
Attendants continued in perfect Health by taking two or three 
Times a day a ſmall Quantity of Brandy in which the Bark was 
infuſed, and he obliged all his Domeſtics and Attendants to do 
the like. By this Regimen he enjoyed in this ſickly Country 
perfect Health to a great old Age. This Account is given by 
Dr. Kramer, who alſo affirms, that a whole Regiment in Italy 
was preſerved from the like Diſtempers by the uſe of the Bark, 
while the reſt of the Auſtrian Army were greatly annoyed with 
them. The Bark might be made extremely palatable by igſuſing 
it in Spirits with Orange-peel, and the bilious Fever, and the 
Bloody Flux might be prevented. Four Ounces of the Bark and 
two Ounces of dried Orange- peel will be ſufficient for a Gallon 
of Spirits, and two Ounces may be allowed each Man a Day, 
when there is an Apprehenſion of theſe malignant Diſeaſes. | It 
will be, beſt to take half in the Morning on an empty Stomach, 
and the other half when they are called out to their night Watch. 
The Bark is an excellent Medicine for Sailors on many Accounts, 
it being the greateſt Antiſeptic taken inwardly of any yet diſ- 
covered. ; 

It may in general be remarked, that in ſultry Climates, or du- 
ring hot Weather, in all Places ſubject to great Rains, where the 
Country is over-run with Thickets Shrubs or Woods, eſpecially 
if there are Marſhes or ſtagnating Waters in the Neighbourhood, 
| theſe malignant Niſeaſes abovementioned may juſtly be areaded, 
The Fens and Marſhes in England are bad for Strangers, but the 
woody and marſhy Lands in hot Countries, are exceeding more 
pernicious to the Health of Europeans. In ſuch Places it will be 
beſt for Ships to anchor as far as they can from the Shore, and 
never to run into Rivers and Bays within Land, eſpecially where 
high Mountains intercept the Sea-Breezes. It is beſt to keep out 
of the Reach of the Land Breezes, or at leaſt at ſuch a Diſtance 
that its Malignity may be ſmall. The ſame Precautions ſhould be 
taken in Places, either during, or ſoon after the rainy Seaſon. 
We know by Experience, that Ships lying in a Harbour have 
ſuffered greatly, while Cruiſers in the open Sea have enjoyed per- 
fect Health. 

But when this Situation of a Ship or Ships cannot well be 
avoided, the Crew ſhould be as little upon Deck as poſſible before 
Sunriſe and after Sunſet, becauſe there is commonly a * 
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Wind in the Night, and becauſe the noxious Vapours are in ſome 
Meaſure rarified and diſperſed when the Sun is over the Horizon. 
Beſides, the Night-air at Land is always very moiſt, in Southern 
Climates, occaſioned by exceſſive Dews. And theſe Dews are 
found to be extremely pernicious to ſuch Perſons as are expoſed 

to them. | 
When a Ship rides at Anchor near marſhy Ground or Swamps, 
and the Wind blows directly from thence in hot Weather, the 
Bun Ports ought to be kept ſhut ; or if a Ship rides with her 
© Head to the Wind, a thick Sail ought to be put upon the Fore- 
maſt, along which the Smoke of the Galley ſhould be made to 
aſcend. At ſuch Seaſons the Men ſhould be enjoined to ſmoke +» 
Tobacco, and the Carpenters ſhould fumigate the Ship with the 
Steams of Pitch or Tar. Boats Crews and Men employed on 
Shore, being moſt expoſed to the open Air, ſhould be often re- 
lieved, and ſhould never be ſuffered to ſleep on Shore in Tents or 
otherwiſe. But when Men are obliged to remain on Shore, their 
Tents ſhould be cloſe, and erected in the drieſt Spot they can 
find, that is upon dry Sand, Gravel or Chalk near the Sea-Shore, 
and they ſhould not fleep on the Ground but in Hammocks. The 
Door of the Tent ſhould be towards the Sea, and the back Part 
ſecured by double Canvaſs. All old forſaken Houſes, Caves and 
fuch like Places, ſhould be well purified with large Fires, and 
the Men ſhould be well covered while they fleep ; and in the 
Morning and Evening they ſhould take a Dram of the Infuſion 
of the Bark. Likewiſe the Officers and Sailors when on Shore, 
ſhould be allowed a more plentiful, but not immoderate, Uſe of 
vinous Liquors. LIND. | 
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D Ropfies are of various Kinds, but thoſe uſually treated of by 
Authors, are the Anaſarca, Aſcites, and Tympanites. 

When the Lympha ſt.gnates throughout the whole Habit of 
the ſubeutaneous Fat, or is ſned therein, it produces an Anaſarca, 
which extendsitſelf alſo to the Abdomen and Scrotum. .

- #ites. If the Dropſy is owing to the Rarefaction of ſome Steam 
or Vapour, ariſing from Water, Pus, Jchor, Air, pent up and 


heated till they putriſy, then it is a Tympany. ad 
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The Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes may be, a Family Diſpoſition 
thereto ; a haſty drinking too great a Quantity of cold Water, 
and its not being evacuated upwards or downwards, or by Sweat 
or Urine — by Heat or Motion; acute Diſeaſes, eſpecially 
the moſt ardent, attended with unquenchable Thirſt, or other- 
wiſe, A Lienterious Dyſentery of a long Continuance; all ob- 
ſtinate Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and a Schirrus of the Liver, 
Spleen, Pancreas, Meſentery, Kidneys, Womb or Inteſtines; 
the Jaundice ; a violent Quartan Ague of long Duration; a Lien- 
tery ; a Diarrhcea ; along Dyſentery ; the celiac Paſſion ; an 
Empyema ; a Conſumption,z the Gout ; too great Evacuations, 
chiefly of Blood; the drinking of ſharp, fermented, and ſpiri- 
tuous Liquors ; the feeding en tenacious and hard Aliment 3 very 
large and numerous Hydatides hanging in the Cavity of the Ab- 
domen ; Melancholy; the Scurvy, and the like. BogRn. 

The ir Sign of the Approach of this Diſeaſe, is the Swelling 
of the Feet and Ancles, which in the Evening will pit, if preſſed 
with the Fingers; which Swelling diſappears in the Morning, ef- 
pecially if there begins to be a Difficulty of Breathing. And yet 
it muſt be remembered, that pregnant Women, or whoſe Men- 
ſes are ſtopped ; as alſo when ſuddenly freed from an inveterate 
Aſthma, are affected with the like Swelling. When the Feet 
and Legs are diſtended. to the utmoſt, the Waters ruſh into the 
Abdomen, and cauſe it to ſwell by little and little, till at length 
the more noble Viſcera are affected therewith, and the Patient is 
ſoon overwhelmed with the Deluge. In Proportion as the diſeaſed 
Parts increaſe in Bulk, the reſt fall away ; at the ſame Time the 
Difficulty of Breathing, Paucity of Urine, and intenſe Thirſt, the 
three principal Symptoms, grow more intolerable. SVB. 

When the Abdomen is ſwelled, it will ſound, when ſtruck, if 
the Diſeaſe is a Tympany. In the Aſcites there is a Noiſe of the 
fluctuating Water upon bodily Motion, unleſs the Waters are in- 
cloſed in a Cyſtis or Bag. | 

Beſides the above mentioned Symptoms, there is a Heavineſs, 
a- Torpor, a coſtive Body, and at length a flow Fever; the Pa- 
tient never ſweats. In Proceſs of Time, the ſtagnating Waters 
being pent up in a hot Place, become acrimonious ; hence Ulcers, 
Gangrenes, Bleeding at the Noſe, a Protuberance of the Navel, 
a Mortification of the Viſcera, and Death. BokRH. |

Eſſays ; eighty Drops of which were given every 
Hour in a little Syrup of Buckthorn which brought away many 
Quarts of Water by Stool the firſt Night ; the Quantity was 
daily increaſed till it came to two Drams, and at laſt was mixt 
with a fourth Part of the Syrup, and given by Spoonfuls.] 

In the Uſe of Catharties, three Things are to be carefully 
heeded : Fir/tl, Whether the Patient is eaſily purged or not; if 
he is, an Ounce of Syrup of Buckthorn alone will be ſufficient ; 
if not, the ſtrongeſt of the above mentioned will ſcarcely do. 

Secordly, All Cathartics that work ſlowly are rather hurtful 
than beneficial ; therefore a Purge had better be too ſtrong than

But when the Belly alone is ſuddenly ſwelled, after the unſea - 
ſonable Uſe of Opiates in the Dyſentery, or of the Bark in Inter- 
mittents, the Diſtemper is a true TYMPANIT1S. In this Ma- 
lady, if the Patient is feveri/þ or full of Blood, begin with Bleed-

Fluid, and carrying it back into the Current of the Circulation, 
after which. it is often entirely evacuated. through ſame Emunctory

If any one doubts of the Poſſibility of a Cure when the Water 
is extravaſated, let him inject a Pint of warm Water into the To- 
rax, or into the Abdomen of a Dog, through a ſmall Orifice, and 
open him ſome Hours after, and he will not find a fingle Drop 3 
which proves inconteſtably that Liquors may be abſorLed. ” 
The Operation of the Paracenteſis ſeldom cures the Diſeaſe; 
but Dropſies that proceed from an impoveriſhed Blood, are leſs 
ſubject to a Relapſe, than thoſe which are owing to a precedent 
Diſorder of the Liver. It is not uncommon to ſee way ter- 
minate happily which are the Conſequence of Agues, Hoemor- 
rhages, or Diarrbœas; whereas thoſe which are.complicated with 
a Scirrbous Liver, will not admit of a Cure.

The Water contained in the Abdomen, will determine by 
FluQuation whether the Operation is proper or not: Far if, 
when you put one Hand on one Side of the Belly, and ſtrike the 
oppoſite Side with the other Hand, no Undulation is perceived, 
you may conclude there is ſome Obſtacle to the Exacuation. 
It ſometimes happens that all the Water, or a gteat Part of it, 
is contained in ſmall Bladders, called Hyzatides, adhering to 
the Liver and the Surface of the Peritoneum ; and the reſt in 
Bladders of a different Size, ſome of which contain half a Pint 
or a Pint of Water.

HE Hydrecele, called the Dropſy of the Scrotum, Hernia 


Azuoſa, and the Dropſy of the Te/licle, is an aqueous 
Tumour of the Scratum. Iho' Authors mention ſeveral Kind 
there are but two. The firſt is, when the Water is contai 
in the Tunica Yaginalis ; the ſecond, when it is contained in the 
Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum. This laſt is almoſt always 
complicated with an Audſarca, a Kind of Dropſy which con- 
ſiſts in the Extravaſation of the Water, which lodges.in the 
Cells of the Membrana adiopſa, The Hydrocele in this Caſe is 
known without any Difficulty, for the Skin is ſhining and ſoft, 
yielding eaſily to a flight Impreſſion, which will remain pitted 


for ſome Time, The Penis is alſo ſometimes prodigiouſly ſwell- 


ed, by the Liquor which inſinuates into the Cellular Membrane. 


There are none of theſe Symptoms in the Dropſy of the Tunica 


Vaginalis. 
In the Dropſy of the Cellular Membrane of the gene "WJ 


recommend the Puncture with a Trochart ; others to make ſmall”

| The Dropſy of the Tunica Vaginalis, is cauſed by an exceſſive 


Accumulation of a Seroſity, which is naturally ſeparated in the 
internal Surface of that Tunic in a ſmall Quantity, to moiſten 
and lubricate the Teſticle. Authors have hitherto diſtinguiſhed 
them into two Sorts ; the one on the Inſide of the Tunica vagi- 
nalis 3 and the other, on the outſide, between that and the Scro- 
tum, which they ſuppoſe: to proceed from Water in the Drepſy 
Aſcites, But Anatomy ſhews the Abſurdity of this Opinion; for 
beſides, that Perſons afflicted with this Kind of Hydrecele, have 
ſeldom any other Dropſy ; and thoſe who have the Aſcites are 
free from this Hydrocele. The Tunica vaginalis is like a Purſe 
quite ſhut.up on the outſide of the Abdomen, ſo that the Water 
cannot ĩnſinuate into. it from any Part. 

As to the Notion that the Water falls from the Abdomen into 
the Imerſtice, between the Tunica vaginalis and the Scrotum, it 
is equally impoſſible. For tho' in the ante/tinal Rupture the Gut 
falls into this Place, yet it brings the Peritonæum along with it, 
and that will prevent the Egreſs of the Water. This is a Cir- 
eumſtance the Anci-nts were unacquainted with, and the Mo- 
derns have not ſufficiently attended to. | 

T his Diſorder is ſeldom attended with Pain in the Beginning, 
contrary to what happens in the Hernia of the Epiploon, and 
of the Inteſtins; nor is it often the Effect of any Accident. It 
never diminiſhes when once begun, but generally continues to 
increaſe.; but in ſame Perſons not fo quick as in others. In 
ene Perſon. it will grow to a very painful Diftention in a few 
Months; in another, it ſhall not be troubleſome in many Years ; 
nay, ſhall ceaſe to {well at a certain Period, and afterwards con- 
tinue in that State without any notable Diſadvantage. But this 
is rare. ** 

In proportion as it enlarges, it becomes more tenſe, and then 
is ſaid to be tranſparent; but this is nat always the Caſe; for

it is not very evident, yet we may be ſure there is a Fluid of

,. unleſs inflamed, and uneven in the Surface, and reaches 
the Scrotum into the very Abdomen; whereas the Hydrocele 
is tenſe and ſmooth, and ceaſes before, or when it arrives at the 
Rings of the Abdominal Muſcles.

hen the Teſticle is increaſed in Size, the Tumour & 
rounder, and, if not attended with an Enlargement of the fper- 
matic Veſſels, the Cord may be eaſily diftinguiſhed between 
the Tumour and the Abdomen ; but without this the Pain or 
the very great Hardneſs will diſcover it to be a Diſeaſe of the 
Teſticle. * 

As to the Cure, I have found little Succeſs either from inward 
Medicines or outward Applications. Therefore it will be moft 
adviſeable to wait till the Tumour becomes troubleſome, and then 
to tap it with a Lancet. If the Orifice of the Skin ſlips away

there will, I think, be no Danger of wounding it, if you open 
the inferior Part of the Scrotum, and not with too long a Lancet.

The immediate Cauſe of a Jaundice, is an obſtructed Ex- 
cretion of the Bile from the Veſica Fellis and Liver, into the 
Duodenum; which being forced back upon the Liver, mixes 
with the Blood, by which it is carried into the whole Body, 
—_ the Skin and Urine will he tinctured with the Colour of 
e Bile. 
This Obftrugion may be occaſioned. by any Thing in the 
Du, which plugs up the Paſſage, or by external Preſſure 
cloſes its Mouth, or by a Spaſm contracting the Fibres thereof. 
Hence we may conceive why the Jaundice ſucceeds the Flatulent 
Colic, why pregnant Women are ſubject to this Diſeaſe, and 
why Spaſms of Hypochondriacal and Hyfterical Perſons produce 
the ſame Effect. Towns. [Sudden Frights, the Generation 
of too great Plenty of Bile, ſcirrhous Tumours or Ulcers of 
the Liver, Obſtructions of the Menſes, obſtinate intermitting 
Fevers, and the Bites of venomous Animals will alſo produce 
The Prognoftics of this Diſeaſe differ with regard to the Pa- 
tient's Age, Habit, Strength and Conſtitution, as well as with 
reſpe& to the Virulence or Mildneſs of the Cauſes, and its Du- 
ration. When the Patient is young, and the Diſeaſe not com- 
plicated with any other, ſuch as a guartan Ague, the Aﬀettio 
Hdypochonariaca, or an ObHructian or Scirrbus of the Liver, and 
has not continued long, it is eaſily cured. But if after the Cure 
it frequently returns, with a yellow Greeniſh Colour, and an In- 
duration of the Liver, it generally terminates in a Heclic or a 
Hzmorrhage, A Jaundice ariſing from violent Tranſports of 
Anger, or the ſpaſmodic Stricture of the Inteſtines or biliary 
Ducts, cauſed by a draſtic Purge or Emetic, is eaſily cured if 
taken in Time; but if encouraged by Grief, or the Body is 
weakened by a previous Diſorder, the Cure is more difficult. 
Emetics are highly proper in the Cure of the Jaundice, and 
yield ſpeedy Relief, if the Diſeaſe does not proceed from vio- 
lent Anger, Spaſms of the Stomach, a Cardialgia, a ſpaſmodic Co- 
lic, or a Stone lodged in the Olic Dust, exciting a violent 
Uneafineſs about the Præcordia. Yet I lately ſaw a Merchant, 
who was afflicted with a Jaundice, A/thma, and Dropſy, by 
taking an Infuſion of the middle Bark of Elder, which work'd 
him upwards and downwards, void thirtren Stones by Stool, of 
a triangular Shape.

T HIS is a Diſcaſe to which all Workers in Lead are ſubje, * 
and. is attended with an intolerable Pain in the Inteſtines, 
and a moſt coſtive Body; the Navel is drawn inward; there is 
the higheſt r and the Contraction of the Joints, at- 
tended with a auſca, and a conſtant Reaching to vomit. It is 
apt to terminate in a Paręſis or true Palſey, on a ſpaſmadic Aſltbma, 
and afflicts the Patient a long Time. it is ſometimes owing to 
the Raſhneſs of edica/ters, in giving Preparations of Lead in 
the Gonorrhæn and other Diſtempers. 

There is no better — againſt this Diſeaſe, than by 
taking fat Broth in a Morning; the Cure is to be attempted with 
Oleous Clyfters, and a plentiful Uſe of Oil of Sweet — 
taken by the Mouth, with or without a Solution of Manna, b 
which the deſired End will generally be obtained. For the Cure 
of the Pareſis [a Kind of Palſy] Baths of ſweet Water are ne- 
ceſſary; after which the Spine of the Back muſt be anointed 
with a Liniment made of the Fat of a Hog, expreſſed Oil of 
Nutmegs, Ol. Hyeſciani, Saffron, and Oil of Roſemary, which 
is a ſpeedy and a certain Remedy. HoFFMAN. 

This Diſeaſe is called Mill. Reet by the Miners at Lead- Hilk i in 
Scotland, which all the Inhabitants there are ſubject to; but 
Melters 'of Lead have it with the greateſt Violence. 

In the lighter Stage of this Diſeaſe, there are an Uneaſineſs 
and Weight about the Stomach, particularly near the Cartilage 
Enſiformis, and ſometimes it is like a Colic in the Inteſtines. 
The Spittle of the Patient is ſweet, and inclining to a bluiſh Co- 
lour, reſembling that of a Perſon who chews Lead.

When theſe Symptoms continue long, and ſpirituous Liquors 
are drunk on an empty Stomach, or after the working of Lead, 
the /econd Stage comes on; and then there is a fixed Pain in the | 
Stomach and Guts, eſpecially i in the lower Part of the Belly, ex- 
tending from one Hip-Bone to the other, with Coſtiveneſs and a 
gnawing Pain. The Pulſe then becomes quick, and the Skin 
hot. There is likewiſe a Giddineſs and a violent Pain in the 
Head, which is ſucceeded by an Inſenſibility and a Delirium of 
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the worſt Kind; for they bite their Hands and tear their own 
Fleſh. . Then their Extremities tremble with Convulfions, and 
at length they ſink with an intermitting Pulſe, and die of a Co- 
The Smoke or Fumes of Lead turn the adjacent Grafs blue, 
hurt the Water, kill Birds in the Air, Beaſts in the Field, and 
affects Dogs in the ſame Manner as Men. Theſe laſt when they 
cannot riſe, will tear up the Ground 'they lie on. : 
If proper Medicines are given in the firſt Stage of the Diſeaſe, 
the Patient generally recovers. If it proceeds till the Giddineſs 
comes on, the Sueceſs is doubtful ;- but afier that it almoſt always

Workers in Lead ſhould never go to their Buſinefs faſting, and 
their Food ought to be oily or fat. A Glaſs of Salad Oil, with- 
alittle Brandy, Rum, or other Spirit, is a good Morning's 
Draught, but Spirits alone ould never be taken while at Work, 
nor immediately- after it. Phyfick ſhould be taken Spring and 
Fall, and no Man ſhould go into the cold Air while hot with 
Labour, and they ſhould change their Working-Cloaths for 
others as ſoon as poſſible. Liquid Aliment is beſt, ſuch as fat 
Broth with good Meat; for low Living is bad. They ſhould now

Hardneſs and Tenſity, that the 
atient was afraid it would burſt. But ſome had it ſo contracted 
with Spaſms, that the Belly loſt its uſual Form: This was 
ſeldom, There was often a fixed, violent, burning Pain, with 
a Tumor and Hardneſs in the right Hypochondrium. In the 
Epigaſtric Region there was, not ſeldom, a great and troubleſome 
ulſation. 

Whenever there was a natural or a forced Stool, it conſiſted of 
Sobel, which were of a greeniſh Black, round and ſmall, like 
Sheep's Dung; after two or three Dejedtions, they were green 
or. black, and ſometimes mixed with Blood, exciting a moſt 
troubleſome Teneſmus. If ſome Hours after a Stool was again 
provoked by Art, the Excrements were ſtill of the ſame Kind, 
that is, round, ſmooth, and exceeding hard. 

This was the firſt Face of the Difeaſe ; but tho? there was a 
ſmall Ceſſation of the Colic Paint, yet the Skin was ſo tender it 
would not bear to be touched. And now the Pain extended itſelf 
along the whole Spine of the Back to the Tops of the Shoulders, 
with great Torment, eſpecially avout the Shoulder-Blades , then 
it proceeded to the Arms, and chiefly afflicted the Joints, taking 
away the Uſe of the Hands. Nor were the Thighs and Legs in 
a much better Condition, for the excruciating Pain ſeemed to pe- 
netrate to the very Marrow, not unlike the Lees Vnerea, but 
without Redneſs or Tumor. | 
While the morbid Matter was making its way from the In- 
teſtines to the Members, the Pulſe was ftronger, and the Patient 
feveriſn; at which Time ſome grew delirious, the certain Sign 
of which was the Urine being ſomewhat limpid. And if the 
Urine had been pale and without Sediment through the Courſe 
of the Diſeaſe, thi Patient was ſuddenly ſeized with Convulſians, 
or a Delirium, or a Palſy of the Hands; ſometimes with, and 
fometimes without Pain. 
When the Diſeaſe had taken Poſſeſſion of the Joints, a n 
tiful, feetid Sweat, of an acid Smell, abated the Pains, and if 
any Thing of the Colic yet remained, it now entirely ceaſed. 
Some were ſo waſted with a long profuſe Sweat, that they loſt 
intirely the Motion and Uſe of * Hands, che Senſe of Feel- 


ing only remaining, 


Sometimes 
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1 e the Sweat was attended with the Appearance of 
many red itching Puſtules, "throughout the Body, which often 
were of a burning Nature, and very troubleſome : This was a 
good Omen, for. then the Colic and Rheumatic Pains ceafed ; 
and this was the beſt Exit of the Diſeaſe. | But it was more com- 
mon for the Rheumatiſin and Colic to appear and diſappear. by

Sometimes the Pains would ceaſe for ſome Days, and then re- 
turn, after a ſlight Cold, or drinking Beer or Cider. If a Jaun- 
dice appeared the Colic would vaniſh; and when the Jaundiee 
went off the Colic returned. But if a real Jaundice continued, 
5 quite terminated the Diſcaſe, except a little Uneaſineſs in the

Tho' the Colic Pains moſt commonly preceded the Rheuma- 
tiſm, yet it frequently ſeized the Joints firſt, from whence it Was 
tranſlated to the Stomach and Inteſtines, as above,” 3 

A very few who had long ſtruggled with the Diſeaſe were 
ſcized with Epileptic Fits, and then died: And it is wonderful 
there were ſo few Victims to this dreadful Malady. It raged 
moſt when the Wind blew from the North-Eaft: "Thoſe who - 
were naturally coſtive ſuffered moſt. As the Spring came on, it 
gradually diſappeared. 

This Diſcaſe was owing to this prodigious Plenty of Apples 
that Year, which furniſhed the Inhabitants with vaſt Quantities 
of Cider, which being drank new, and perhaps ſometimes un- 
fermented, it was no Wonder ſuch Conſequences proceeded 
therefrom. 

Bleeding was generally prejudicial, but Vomiting . :

But when other Things fail in the Cure of the Jiac Paſſion, 
Recourſe muſt be had to Quictſiluer, From which 1 have ſeen 
ſurpriſing Effects; half a Pound, or a Pound at moſt, is ſuffi- 
cient, with fat Broth [or Oil] and the Patient ſhould lie on his 
right Side, [or walk gently about the Room] that its Deſcent 
may be eaſier.

There is no manner of Danger in the Uſe of Opiates, to mi- 
tigate the Pain, provided they are exhibited in the Beginning 
after Bleeding ; or before there are any Signs of a Mortification.

The Cauſe is a Stimulus which irritates the Viſcera, occaſion · 
ing the Expulſion of their Fluids, and may therefore proceed 
from the Veſſels of the Liver, Pancreas, Meſentery, and In- 
teſtines ; when at the ſame Time the Mouths of the Meſenteric 
Veins and the Lacteals are obſtructed. Or there may be an ex- 
traordinary Laxity of the inteſtinal Fibres ; or, laſtly, it may 
ariſe from a Stoppage of other Excretions. Boer. It is fre- 
quently attended with Gyipings, The Patient is weak, makes 
but little Urine, has a depreſſed Pulſe, a depraved Appetite, and 
is ſometimes feveriſh.

1 Purging upwards and downwards, proceeding-from a con- 
- vulfive Contraction of the Stomach and Inteſtines, cauſed by 
7 cauſtic Matter of various Kinds. Hors. | 
t generally begins in Auguff, and ſeldom reaches the firſt. 
Week of September, unleſs. it be a ſpurious Kind which ariſes 
from Exceſs ; for tho it is cured in the ſame Manner, yet it is a 
Diſcat@ of another Claſs. 2 
It dilcovers itſelf by enormous Vomiting, and a voiding of viti- 
ated Humours. by Stool, with great Trouble. and Difficulty. 
There is a violent Pain, Inflation and Diſtention of se Belly and 
Inteſtines, as alſo a Cardialgia and Thirſt ; the Pulſe is quick 
and frequent, ſmall and unequal ; there are Heat and ABNEHY 5.

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2 moſt troubleſome Nauſea; Sweating; a ContraCtion of the 
Legs and Arms; Fainting ; Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, and 
the like, which kill the Patient in twenty-four Hours. yo. 

Tho? this Diſeaſe is generally preceded with acid, nidorous 
Belching, pungent and cardialgic Pains in the Stomach and In- 
teſtines, yet ſoon after, all of a ſudden, and at the ſame inſtant, 
the Vomiting and Loofenef; make their Attack. The Remains 
of the laſt Meal are voided firit, afterwards bilious Humours, 
mixed more or leſs with Mucus; then thoſe that are yellow, then 
rug inous, then black ; often exceeding acid, and almoſt corro-- 
ſive, together wich frequent Eructations and Wind, and ſome- 
times Blood itſeff. The Returns of the Evacuations are very 
frequent. Beſides, there are moſt acute, wringing, griping, 
gnawing, biting Pains, with Inflation and Rumbling of the In- 
teſtines, chiefly above the Navel, and moſt racking Cardialgias. 
As the Diſeaſe increaſes, the Thirſt becomes great; the extreme 
Parts grow cold, there is a Palpitation of the Heart, and then 
Hiccuping ; the Urine-ſtops, and the Body is covered with a 
cold Sweat. It is common for the Patient to ſwoon away, and to 
fall into terrible Convulſions. 

There is no Diſeaſe, except the Plague and peftilential Feuers, 
that kills ſooner than this; eſpecially if it attacks old Perſons or 
Children, or ſuch as are weakened with Diſexſes. The more 
cauſtic the Matter is which is voided, the mare iutenſe are the 
Thirſt and Heat, and the more certain the Danger. If it be 
black Bile, and mixed with black Blo:d, Death is inevitable. The 
Caſe is as bad when there are Faintings, Hiccuping, Convulfions, 
Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, and cold Sweats. Nor is any 
Thing better to be expected from a Stoppage of the Evacuations, 
while the reſt of the Symptoms continue. But if the Vomiting 
ceaſes, and the Patient fleeps foon after, or the Diſeaſe is pro- 

tracted beyond the ſeventh Day, the Patient may recover. If the 
Patient begins to break Wind downwatd, it is a good Sign. 

This Diſeaſe requires the moſt ſpeuy Aſſiſtance, and therefore 
the Phyſician cannot be called too ſoon. The Indications of 
Cure are, 1. To correct and ſheath the morbific Matter, and to 
fit it for Evacuation, 2. To appeaſe the irregular ſpaſmodic Mo- 
tions. 3. To ſtrengthen the nervous Parts which the Diſeaſe 
has weakened. HoFF. 

Boil a large Chicken in three Gallons of Water, that ſo there 
may be ſcarce any Taſte of the Fleſh, and give the Patient a 
large Quantity of it to drink, or for Want of it, warm Poffet 
drink; and alſo repeated Clyſters of theſame Liquor; now and 
then an-Ounce of Syrup of Violets may be added to the Draught 
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or Clyſter. Theſe Operations may be compleated in three or 

four Hours, - and then a Paregoric will crown the whole. ae! 
But if the Phyſician is not called in Time, and the Patient has 

been exhauſted with Vomiting and Purging for many Hours, and 

the extreme Parts begin to grow cold, then immediate Recourſe 

muſt be had to liquid Laudanum in a larger Doſe ; thus :

If the Patient is not too much exhauſted, I make him drink 
plentifully of Warm Water three or four Times, to dilute and 
blunt the Acrimony of the Humours, and to bring them up by 
Vomit: Then he muſt take as freely of a Decoction of Oat Bread, 
baked without Leven or Yeaſt, carefully toaſted, without 
burning, as brown as Coffee ; which Decoction ought to be of 
the Colour of weak Coffee. This is grateful to the Stomach, 
and I don't remember that any ever brought it up again.

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Of the DysENTERY or BLoopyY- Frux. 


A Dyſentery begins with Shivering and Shaking, cw by 
Heat of the whole Body, which are followed by Griping 
of the Guts, and ſoon after by frequent voiding of ſlimy Stools, 
(with now and then one of the natural Kind,) attended with vio- 
lent Pain, and a moſt troubleſome Preſſing down or ſeeming De- 
fcent of all the Bowels, and this every Time the Patient has a 
Stool. In proceſs of Time, the Stools are mixt with Blood, 
and afterwards pure Blood is only evacuated, and the Tnteſtines 

are affected with an incurable Gangrene. Yet ſometimes there 
has been no Blood through the whole Progreſs of the Diſeaſe. 

If the Patient is in the Flower of his Age, or has been heated 
with Cordials, he is very feveriſh, his Tongue is whitiſh, and 
beſet with a thick Mucus ; ſometimes it is black and dr 1 he 
becomes exceſſively weak, and is quite deſtitute of Spitits ; 
Aphthz or a Thruſh appears in his Mouth and Throat, eſpecjally 
if the Evacuation of the morbific Matter has been prepoſterouſſy 
prevented by Aſtringents, and the Fomes of the Diſeaſe has not 
been expelled by Cathartics. Sometimes when a Fever is abſent, 
the Gripes lead the Van, and the reſt of the Symptoms follow - 
after. SYD. 

Before this Diſeaſe appears in its full Force, the Patient feel a 
Laſſitude of the Body, his Belly becomes tumid, and he com- 
plains of troubleſome Commotions therein. It generally degins 
with Coldneſs and Shivering, then Heat, a quick Pulſe and intenſe 
Thirſt. The painful Gripes either precede or immediately ſue- 
ceed the febrile Shivering. The Stools firſt conſiſt of the inteſti- 
nal Fæces, Crudities and mucous Humours ; ſoon after they are 
greaſy, and almoſt intirely oleaginous ; and laſt of all, they are 
frothy, mixt with Blood, or an ulcerons Sanies, as alſo with rei-

Thoſe whoſe Stomachs are loaded with much 1 ge 
Matter, are troubled with a Nauſea, Reachings and Vomiting; 
many have an intolerable Heartburn and Anxiety of Pracordie. 
All are afflicted with a perpetual Deſire of going to Stool, and 
ſuch” a violent Teneſmus as is not ſeldom attended with a ; Proci- 
dentia Ani, | 8 
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In ſome the extreme Parts are cold, while the inward ſeem to 
burn, and a perpetual Senſe of Heat and a Pulſation torture the 
| Inteftines. To theſe ſucceed Hiccuping, cold Sweats, a pale 
Countenance, waſting of the Body, Inflammations and Aphthe 
of the Fances. At laft, all Pain ceaſes at once, the 1 hirſt va- 
niſhes, the Stools come away inſenſibly, with a cadaverous Stench, 
the Pulſe becomes lender; and Death is at hand. This Diſeaſe 
zs often contagious. * _ 

 Prognaflics. Dylenteries are dangerous to pregnant Il omen, to 
old Men and Boys. There is commonly little Hope when it at- 
tacks the Scorbutic, the Conſumptive and the Cachectic; thoſe 
that are weak and afflicted in Mind, or troubled with Worms. 
When it begins with Yomiting, ſucceeded with Hiccuping, there 
is Danger of an Inflammation of the Stomach. Nor is the Caſe 
better when the Stools are green, black, mixt with Caruncles, 
and of a noiſome Stench. It is a fatal Omen when the Clyſ- 
ters are immediately returned, or the Anus ſo obſtinately cloſed 
that nothing can be injected, for it is a Sign of the Pally of the 
Rectum. hen the Pulſe is weak, the extreme Parts are cold, 
and the inward burn, or are without Senſe, nothing good can 
be expected. When Swallowing is attended with a murmuring 
Noiſe, it ſhews the Approach of a Delirium, an Inflammation of 
the Fauces, Aphthe, or a Palſy of the whole Ozfophagus. It is 
neceſſary to know, that this Diſeaſe ſometimes quickly termi- 
nates, / eſpecially if there be a malignant Fever, and then it kills 
ia ſeven, nine, or fourteen Days; ſometimes it does not ceaſe 
till the fortieth or upwards; when it continues a long while, 
it either. kills the Patient, or it brings on a Dropſy, a Lientery, 
the Ccaliac Paſſion, a Tabes or HeQic, which are incurable.

[Te common Mithod of curing a Dyſentery, is firſt to bleed, 
then to vomit with Ipecacuanla, , afterwards to purge with Rbu- 
barb, and laft of all to give Aſtringents. Hoffman directs a 
Scruple or half a Dram of the Ipecac. with a te/taceous Mader, 
drinking a large Quantity of warm Water after it. This Vomit 
is ſometimes to be repeated. It is the modern Practice, after the 
firſt Vomit, to give two or three Grains of Tpecac. every eight 
or ten Hours, in a Bolus, with Diaſcordium, or the like, with 
ſome proper Julep. Hoffman would have the Rhubarb given in 
Subſtance, that is, half a Dram in Powder; Degner gives it 
twelve Hours after the Vomit, repeating it in ſmall Doſes.

__ » Fuſſeu ſays, a thick yellow Bark called Simaruba, has been 
found ſucceſsful in the Cure of a Dyſentery. The Doſe is a third 
Part of a Quart of a Decoction made with two Drams of the 
Bark. And Kramer aſſures us, we may depend on the ſame 
Effect from the Decoction of common Millet Seed, called St. 
Ambroſe's Syrup, which Luther looked upon as a Ge for the 
Colic. Count Argenton took it firſt by his Advice, merely to 
quench his Thirſt, in the Manner of Tea; by which Means he 
got rid of his "Thirſt and Dyſentery in twelve Hours Time. 
However, he obſerves, that Univerſals are to be premiſed; and 
that Ipecacuanba is to be given to an Adult in larger Doſes 
than common, that is, two Scruples and five Grains. If 
the Patient is forced to rife in the Night more than twice, the 
Vomit is to be repeated the next Day, which generally did the 
Bufinefs without a Third. By this Means he cured ſome Thou- 
fands in the Hungarian Army.

Fb Manner ef preparing it is as foll:ws. 


Take Glaſs. of Artiminy in Powder, one Ounce, Bees Wax 
one Dram; melt the Wax in an iron Laddle, then add the 
Powder; ſet them on a flow Fire without. Flame, for the 
Space of half an Hour, , continually ſtirring them with a 
9427 Spatula ; then take it from the Fire; pour it upon a Piece 
of clean white Paper, powder it and keep it for Uſe. 
This Quantity loſt a Dram of its Weight in the Preparation; 
the Glaſs melts in the Wax with a very flow Fire. After it has 
been about twenty Minutes on the Fire, it begins to change the 
Colour; and in ten more becomes near the Colour of Snuff ;

I have given it in Dyſenteries with or without a Fever, whether 
epidemic” or not; and I have found it ſucceſsful where Bleedi 
and Vomits have been premiſed, and where they have not. 

I never give Opiates in the Beginning, eſpecially where there 
is great Sicknels ; becauſe, tho* Opiates give Relief to ſome, yet 
at other Times I have thought both the dickneſs and Purging in- 
creaſed the following Day. I never began with a larger Doſe - 
than ten Grains, becauſe it frequently operates as viokwntly at firſt 
as twenty Grains at laſt, even upon the ſame Patient. 

In its Operation, it ſometimes makes the Patient fick and vo- 
mits ; it purges almoſt every Perſon; but I have known it cure 
without any Evacuation or Sickneſs z nay, in violent Dy ſenteries, 
the Stools are /eſs frequent with it, than without it. 

If it purges ſufficiently, or fatigues the Patient, I intermit a 
Day or two between each Doſe. I have cured ſome with one 
Doſe, but have been obliged to give others five or fix, eſpecially 
when the firſt Doſes have been too mild. After the ſecond or 
third Doſe the Stools are ſeldom bloody, the Gripes and Sickneſs 
abate much, and the mucous Stools grow leſs viſcid. Give it an 
an empty Stomach, for then I think it operates moſt mildly. 

* Forbid drinking any Thing after it for three Hours, unleſs the 
Patient is very ſick or diſpoſed to vomit, in which Caſe give warm 
Water as in other Vomits. Beware of giving it for a Diarrhea 
in the End of a Conſumption. I have cured other Diarrhceas 
a long Standing with large Doſes of it ; but it has failed oftner 
here than in Dyſenteries. p | 8 

I forbid the Uſe of all fermented Liquors, and recommend a 
Mill. Diet, with Rice or Bread; Chicken-Broth or Water- 
Gruel. I give nothing cold unleſs a Tea-ſpoonful of Jelly of 
Hart's-horn as often as the Patient requires it; and fometimes 
I indulge them with the Jelly of Currants to refreſh their 
Tongues.

Mr. Parfley, Surgeon at Glaſgow, ſpeaks of it thus: At firſt T 
gave only ſeven Grains for a Doſe, which was gradually increaſed 
to fourteen, to ſuch as were judged ſtrong enough to bear it, 
making it into a Bolus with'Conſerv. Roſar. Diaſcordium or The- 
riac. Edinenſ. allowing for Drink Water-Gruel with or without 
Milk; at other Times Emulſions, Tea or Weak Broth; and al- 
ways an Opiate after the Operation. It ſometimes vomited, al- 
ways purged without Griping, or but very gently. When it vo- 
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mited, it made the Patient ſick before the Operation; but the 
Sickneſs went off as ſoon as the Medicine worked downwards. 

As the Diſeaſe was ep:demic, and attended with a Fever at the 
Beginning, I firſt of all bled the Patient, and gave the Powder 
every other Day, and in the intermediate Days a light Cordial, 
and if there was great Pain in the lower Belly or Rectum, an 
emollient Clyfter. | 

Four or five Doſes, when taken in Time, perfeQed the Cure; 
but where the Diſeaſe was of long Standing, I have uſed twelve 
or fifteen Doſes, and never once ſaw any bad Effect from it. 

I have trieditin Diarrh&as, Dyſenteries, and Colic Pains from 
Viſcidities in the Inteſtines, and found it a ſafe, eaſy Purgative, 
ſametimes a gentle Emetic, and a ſurer and ſpeedier Cure than by

Mr. Gordon, Surgeon at Glaſgow, ſpeaks thus of it; In the 
Harveſt Time, 1736, many People were carried off with a Diar- 
rbæa and a Dyſentery; upon which I tried the Stibium Ceratum, 
and never miſſed of Succeſs in ſome Hundreds, except in one or 
2 Caſes, where the Patients were quite exhauſted before they 

it. 

I prepared it as fine as Calumel uſually is; three Grains is a 
Doſe; I never exceeded five. One or two Doſes frequently 
perfected the Cure; I ſeldom gave three. It was taken in the 
Morning, and was often two Hours before it operated ; ſome, 
it only purged, others it purged and vomited, making them ſick 
for ſix or eight Hours. A good Doſe of Opium was always

Mr. Stephen gave firſt two Grains for a Doſe, and increaſed a 
Grain every Doſe ; giving an Opiate at Night. Of an hundred 
and ninety Patients he loſt but one, who turned hectie, and died 
about the thirty-fixth Day. He never gave it where there was 2 
rang Fever, a heftic Diſpoſition, or a colliguative Diarrhea.

It was ſix Hours before ſhe had a Stool, which was free from Blood

A Boy of Fourteen had a Dyſentery for a whole Year 3 I gave 
him a Doſe of ſix Grains: His firſt Stools were bloody; the ſe- 
cond Day he was eaſy ; the third, his Stools were again bloody; 
the fourth, he had a ſecond Doſe but did not purge, and was free 
from Gripes. The next Day his Stools appeared to form, tho? 
interſperſed with Blood, which after this, diſappeared. I gave 
him two Doſes more, to prevent a Relapſe. WM

two. Doſes of ſix Grains each. ws 

A Woman in the fifth Month of her Pregnancy, had a violent 
Dyſentery and Teneſmus. The third Doſe cured the Dyſentery, 
and Clyfters of Milk and Camomile Flowers the Teneſmus. 

One who fell into a Dyfentery through Fatigue and Cold, was 
quite cured by three Doſes.

in UrzRIVIT HAMORRHAGES' if has been equally ſucceſsful. 
One Simſan, after a Miſcarriage of three Months, continued 
Flooding eaſily for four Weeks. On the fifth it was fo violent 
that ſhe fainted perpetually, and ſeemed ready to expire. Upon 
taking fix Grains the Flux abated in half an Hour, and in leſs 
than four Days ſhe was quite free from her Diſeaſe. 

I gave it to an old Woman in a Uterine Hzmorrhage, which 
had been for ſome Time familiar to her, with equal Succeſs.

_ Bantius in his Account of the Diſeaſes of the Ea/t- Indies, 
affirms, that Extract of Saffron is a Specific in the Dyſentery of 
thoſe Parts, even though it ſhould proceed from Poiſon. 
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HE Head-Ach is a moſt troubleſome Senſation in the ner- 

vous Membranes of the Head, produced by various Cauſes, 
and attended with different Symptoms, according to its different 
Degrees, and the Place where it is ſeated. 

The moſt common Seat of this Diſeaſe is the Pericranium, a 
Membrane which inveſts the Scull, coheres with the Muſcles 
next the Scull, and is joined to the Dura Mater by ſome Fibres 
which paſs thro* the Sutures. It is a thin nervous Membrane 
of exquiſite Senſe. It may likewiſe be in the Skin that covers 
the Scull, and in the Dura Mater; this laſt but ſeldom happens; 
but when it does, it is very dangerous. There may likewiſe be 
a very acute Pain in the thin Membrane which covers the Sinus 
of the Os Frontis, | | | *

Tf the Ha be light, and affes a — Part of the 
Head, it is called Cephalalgia ; if the whole, Cephalea ; if one 
Side only, Hemicrania ; if there is a fixed Pain on the Top of 
the Meal. which may be covered with the End of the Thumb, 
it is called Clavus byfterichs. 

The general Cauſe of the Head-Ach is a Hidrajics of the free 
ane of the Blood through the Veſſels of the Head. 

When the Blood ruſhes with Impetuoſity, and in too great 
Plenty into the Membranes, which may happen to the Plethorit, 
to thoſe whoſe uſual Bleeding at the Noſe is ſuppreſſed, and to 
young Perſons, there is a Pain in the whole Head, which be- 
comes hot, ſwells, achs, and looks red; the Veſſels ſwell, and 
there is a ſtrong Pulſation in thoſe of the Neck and Temples. 
The Noſtrils are dry and . there is a burning Heat and 
Drought in the Fauces. 

When the Veſſels of the Head are ſtuffed with a mucous Serum 
from a Stoppage of the Running of the Noſe, then there is a 
heavy, obtuſe, preſſing Pain, chiefly in the fore-part of the Head, 
in which there ſeems to be ſuch a Weight, that the Patient can 
* hold it up. Sometimes the Skin is ſo ſwelled, chat it 
will pit. 

Sometimes it happens from the ſerous, ſhatp cauſtic Matter of 
the French Diſeaſe, which infeſts the Pericranium, and often 
cauſes a Caries in the Scull. 

Sometimes it may proceed from Matter of aſaline cauftic Na- 
ture, driven back from the external Parts; as, in the Gout, Iich, 
Eryſipelas of the Head, Gutta roſacea ; in the Small-Pox and 
Meaſles, ' before the morbid Matter is expelled to the outward 
Skin, or which is worſe, when it is driven back. In theſe Caſes, 
when a ſmall Quantity of cauſtic Matter cauſes the Pain, it rather 
proceeds from a violent Stricture of the Membranes than from 
their Diſtenſion. 

There is likewiſe a moſt violent, fixed, conſtant, and Almoſt 
intolerable Head- Ach, which brings on a Debility both of Body 
and Mind, hinders Sleep, diſturbs Digeſtion, deſtroys the Appe- 
ite, cauſes a Vertigo, Dimneſs of Sight, Blindneſs, a Noiſe in 


the Ears, Convulſions, and the Epilepſy ; and, by Conſent of 


the other nervous Parts of the Body, produces Vomiting, Coſtive- 


neſs, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, and the Countenance of a 


dying Perſon.

The Head-Ach ts no! always without Danger : If the Cauſe of 
the Pain is within the Scull, and is violent and conſtant, attended 
with a Fever, and want of Sleep, it portends a Phrenſy. If it 
ſuddenly attacks the Hypochondriac, or thoſe that are prone to 
Melancholy, eſpecially if preceded by a violent Paſſion of the 
Mind, and deprives the Patient of Sleep and Appetit“, and is 


joined to Difficuliy of Hearing, and an internal Pulſa ion of the 


eſſels, and all theſe without à Fever, it preſages Madn ſs. But 
when the Pain in the Head is ſudden and very acute, with a 
Noiſe in the Ears, difficult \\ alking, a Weakneſs of the Knees, 
an Impediment and Slowneſ- in Speech, it is the Forerunner of 
an Apoplexy or a Palſy. In which laſt the Pain is greater on the

Sign they will hereafter be afflicted with the Gout, 


The Curative Indications are, 1. To divert the Impetus of the 
Blood and Humors from the Head, and to difcuſs them by ſuit- 


able Remedies. 2. To relax the ſpaſtic Striftures of the Mem- 


branes of the Head, the Cauſe of which is a ſharp Cauftic Mat- 
ter, that the Fluids may have a freer Circulation. 3. To cor- 
rect the peccant Matter and evacuate it gently, through the moſt 
convenient Emunctories. 4. To prevent a Return by ftreng- 
thening the whole nervous Syſtem by proper Remedies, and eſ- 
pecially by an accurate Diet and a ſuitable Regimen. 

When the Blood ruſhes to the Head in 100 great Quantity, 
Bleeding is neceſſary, more particularly under the Tongue, in the 
Forehead, in the Fugulars, or by Leeches behind the Ears. If 
the Body abounds with too much Blood, it will be beſt to bleed 
in the Ancle firſt, and the next Day, or the Day after, ina Vein 
about the Head. But firſt of all cleanſe the Body by any emoll:- 
ent Clyſter, or by giving an Infuſion of Rhubarb and Manna, with 
Cream of Tartar. I , 

Too reſtrain the Orgaſm of the Blood it will be proper to give a 
diaphoretic and abſorbent Mixture, with diaphoretic Antimony, 
putrified Nitre, burnt Hart's horn and Diacodium, diluted with 
a ſufficient Q-antity of ſuitable ſimple diftilled Waters.

HE Tooth-Ach is cauſed by impure Serum, which corrodes 

and rends the Ligaments and nerves glandulous Coats, by 
which the Roots of the Teeth are kept — in thelx Sockets, and 
wherewith they are inveſted. 

It is a kind of a Rheumatic Diſorder, for we have often ob- 
ſerved that Pains of the Joints and Shoulders have ſhifted to the 
Side of the Head, and have invaded the Teeth and Gums with 
violent Pain. On the contrary, Pains of the Head and Teeth 
have fallen into the Arms and Shoulders. 

The Seat of the Tooth- Ach may alſo be in the Cavity, or inter- 
nal Parts of the Teeth themſelves, that is, in the little veſicular 
Cord compoſed of the nervous Membrane, an Artery, a Vein, 
and a Lymphatic Veſſel, which may either be diſfended by flag- 
nating Serum, or be affected with a ſpaſtic Conftrittion, eſpecially, 
if the Tooth is carious and the Caries reaches the ſaid Cord, 

As in the Gout, there is Pain, Redneſs, a Tumour, and alittle 
Fever, ſo they ſometimes appear with the Tooth- Ach. There is 
alſo frequently a copious Diſcharge of Saliva, which proceeds 
from a painful Spaſm, which conſtringes the Lymphatic and Ve- 
nous Veſſels, 

As the Rheumatiſm appears in intem perate, and a ſudden 
Change of, Weather ; ſo it is with the Tooth-Ach, eſpecially 
when the Weather is hot and cold by Fits. 

The whole Intention of Cure conſiſts in deriving and diverting 
the impure ſcorbutic Serum from the Head, and then carrying it 
off through proper Emunctories; and afterwards to ſtrengthen 
the Parts. 

This is to be done by ſaline, emollient, and purgative, Chflers ; 

by warm Pediluvia of Rain Water and Wheat Bran, - - with Ve- 
aa 4 nic 
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ni e Soap, and uſed juſt before Bed - time; by Laxatives of Man- 
na and Caſſia diſſolved in Whey or Aſſes. Milk or mineral Waters. 
If the Patient is plethoric ot ſull of Blood, Bleeding in the Foot 
will derive the Humours from the Head. : 

. Sudorific Remedies are alſo proper, but more eſpecially an 
Electary made of Rob of Elder-Berriet, burnt Hart's-Horn, 
diaphoretic Antimony, and a few Grains of Nitre, which can- 
not be too highly praiſed, Or an Ounce of the Rob may be 
taken in Broth to promote a Diaphoreſis ; and it may be uſed 
externally, diſſolved in. Beer, in the Manner of a Gargle, which 
will yield immediate Relief to the Patient. 

When the Patient is ſubje& to Catarrhs, is ſcorbutic or cha- 
cheftic, then mineral Waters are moſt proper; and if the Patient 
is of a weak bilious Conſtitution, the Water ſhould be mixed

Outwardly may be applied Bags, filled with paregoric and 
emollient Species, ſuch as Elder, Melilot, and Camomile Flowers, 
Bay and Juniper-Berries, Caraway and Millet-Seeds, and decre- 
pitated Salt. They muſt be laid on warm, and are very ſafe. ' 
A Drop or two of Oil of Cloves or Box applied to a carious 
Tooth with Cotton, are Medicines not to be deſpiſed. Campho- 
rated Spirit of Wine mixed with Saffron, Caſtor and Opium, 
made into a Liniment, and laid to the Gums and hollow Teeth, 
often gives the Patient Eaſe. | | 

When the Tooth- Ach, proceeds from a rotten, hollow Tooth, 
it will be beſt to burn the little nervous Cord, which is the Seat of 
the Pain, with an actual Cautery ; and then the Cavity may be 
filled up with a Mixture of Fax and Maſtich. I have known 
this attended with great Succeſs. | 

But if. this cannot, or is not permitted to be done, the only 
Remedy left is to have the Tooth drawn, But if the Patient 
is plethoric, it will be ſafeſt to bleed firſt, for Fear of a fatal 
Hemer: hage.

«| HE Signs of it are a fixed Pain in the right Hypechondrizns © 
in the Region of the Liver, which is conſtant, preſſing, 
heavy, and ſometimes acute; often attended with an ill Colour 
in the Face. The Pain ſometimes reaches to the Epigaſtric Re- 
gion, and the Pit of the Stomach. And the Exacerbation is ſo 
great at certain Intervals, that the Gripes and Torture affe& the 
whole Cavity of the Abdomen; joined with Inappetence, a Nau- 

ſea, reaching to vomit, Anxiety of the Precordia, Cardialgic 
Anguiſh, Coſtiveneſs. At length, if the Diſeaſe. is obſtinate, 
and will not yield to the beſt Remedies, the Jaundice ſupervenes. 
Some of theſe Patients are continually afflicted with Gripes, and 
live in this Condition for many Years, and generally die of the 
Droply. Some feel a heavy obtuſe deep obſtinate Pain, with a 
Senſe 57 Weight, when the Gall-Bladder is greatly dibented 
with ſmall ſoft Stones, 

If the Pain continues very intenſe and an it 2 the 
whole Syſtem of the nervous Parts into Conſent, cauſing ſpaſ- 
tic Strictures, not only of the adjacent Parts, but alſo of the re- 
mote ; Diſtentions of the Arms and Joints, / epileptic Convul- 
ſions, and likewiſe a Fever with a hard quick Pulſe, . which ſhews 
a large rough Stone is firmly fixed in the biliary Ducts, nn 
will ſoon hurry the Patient out of the World. 

But nothing is a more certain * that theſe terrible Diſor- 
ders proceed from Gall-Stones, than when they are voided with

It the Stones are ſoft, and of a light Colour z. or are be- 
ceous and like Mortar or Plaſter, they moſt probably proceed 
from the H. patic Ducts : If they are rough, hard, angular, and 
of a deep Colour, from the Gall-Bladder, eſpecially if attended 
with moſt cruel Symptoms in their Paſſage through that ſleuder 


Canal. However, Stones have been found in the Gall-Bladder, 


after Death, which have produced no extraordinary Symptoms.
